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My dear Friends: 

Тһе Christmas Season is already too far past 
to make appropriate any report at length, in 
this issue of the Parish Helper, of events that 
marked its passing. In another column, you will 
find tabulation of Receipts and Expenditures 
specifically of the Christmas Bounty Fund. All 
the “Doings” of the entire Holiday Week seemed 
ed to those who had the most to do with them to 
be altogether satisfactory. The Regular Serv- 
ices, the Week Night Party, the Carol Service 
on Christmas Eve and the Repetition Service on 
New Year's Eve, the distribution of gifts, the 
interchange of tokens, cards and greetings, ail 
these brought about in an unusual degree the 
prevalence of the real Christmas spirit. It was 
a gladsome time indeed. The days were happy 
days. They are still blessed to look back upon. 


Distribution of Books. 


I have tried once or twice to make announce- 
ment, to particular groups, about the distribution 
of 500 books as small tokens or mementos on 
my own part to those who have shown to me 
such lasting and abundant kindness. I have tried 


. to make this gift as personal as possible and yet 


to make the selection of the list of recipients 
absolutely impersonal and wholly professional. 
What I did was simply to turn over the two lists 
entire—which аге kept with great accuracy—of 
Pew Holders and of Envelópe Subscribers, tak- 
ing it for granted that this was the best way to 
delimit a larger assemblage and come technically 
to the group, “Parishioners.” Incidentally, every 
one will understand that these names were ar- 
ranged not finally as individuals but by families. 


— I should be greatly distressed to know of any 


case that has been overlooked. As yet, I have 
not learned of any. If such exception arises, it 
will be due only to clerical error and not to pas- 
toral neglect. 

Gallery Envelope System. 

The time of the year has come—and the very 
reference in the paragraph above makes season- 
able the topic—to speak, as every year, about 
the Gallery Envelope Subscription List. Surely 
all those who ought to be interested in this matter 
know, by this time, the method of procedure in 
regard to the enrollment of their names on this 
list. That method is simplicity itself. АП that 
anyone need do to secure a package of envelopes 
at any time, the year throughout, is to ask for 
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them. Drop me a post card. Speak to any of 
the Clergy in person. Or, if more convenient, 
speak to the Verger. Do this at any time, before 
or after any service. Any amount from a dollar 
to five cents a week may be subscribed. Envel- 
opes can be placed in the Alms Basin, at any 
service, either morning or afternoon, either one 
at a time or in accumulated lots following periods 
of absence or procrastination. None of these 
things present difficulties. Тһе way to begin is 
simply to begin. If any one has begun at some 
previous time and has lapsed, the way to resume 
is simply to resume. 


In the task of sending out the books above 
referred to, I have been put to embarrassment in 
finding that some whose names I would most have 
expected to appear on the Envelope List, as dili- 
gent in the use of them because regular in their 
attendance at Church, were not and have not 
lately been enrolled. I had to take what I found. 
I had no option in the matter. Perhaps it is in 
place to say here, therefore, that any new names 
that are now enrolled, at the outset of this new 
year, I will gladly consider as having been there 
last month. I will be glad to treat these as а 
supplementary book-list I do not like to say 
this, for it sounds like bargaining. But I thinic 
anyone will understand and appreciate what I 
mean. 


Advertising the Church. 


I have printed on another page fac-simile of- 
an "Advertisement" poster—although I dislike- 
exceedingly the use of the word in connection 
with Church-work. During this month we have 
put these on display in prominent places, through 
co-operation with the Trolley Car Company ofi 
the city. I have had this in mind for a long” 
time. I believe it will produce results, although: 
probably not immediately nor in the form of in- 
creased attendance at the service emphasized. 
All results of such endeavors, even in the field 
of merchandise, are cumulative: one effort rein- 
forces another. What I want especially to speak, 
reiterate and then repeat again, in all the ways 
I know, is the willingness on the part of this 
parish to put the services of the Church freely 
and openly and abundantly within the reach of 
all who want them. 


1 am anxious to prove by this action, as well 
as to speak in mere words, the fact that this is 


а people's church; that strangers and transients 
are welcome; that the location of this place of 
worship is central and that, because of its en- 
dowment and other accessories, it is able in a 
unique way to render public benefit to the com- 
munity. І have little faith in the work of so- 
called “Publicity committees" and small sympathy 
with the clamorous comments of many that 
*Churches ought to advertise." Тһе only effec- 
tive method of advertising religion is the ancient 
and original, old-fashioned апа  industrious, 
method on the street of the sandwich man. 


Тһе only reason why any people come to 
church is because they want to. The only way 
they can be made to want to come is by seeing 
the results produced in, the effects wrought upon, 
those who do come. Тһе only effective thing to 
do is to make individual Christians and to send 
them out проп the street, or into the community, 
so marked and tagged and labeled with the pla- 
card of their individual virtues that others will 
want to be like them; that, seeing them wherever 
they go, they will know whence they came and 
what it is that by their lives they advertise. The 
whole subject is a large and complicated one. But 
this effort we have made this month is an earnest 
effort. The results I expect to be indirect rather 
than immediate. Тһе one effect I am most an- 
xious for is that this shall demonstrate to the 
community our willingness to be of service to 
all human-kind who want and need that service. 

Service of Old-fashioned Music. 

There is a novel kind of service that we have 
begun to plan for on the afternoon of February 
18th. I hope the date may fix itself in mind and 
that the service may claim a large degree of many 
people’s interest. This is the Sunday next before 
Lent. I am anxious to make that the occasion 
of assembling, at one service, all those who are 
wont to come from time to time on different 
afternoons. Coming as they do from such divers 
and such distant portions of the city, they yet 
enjoy these popular services in an Episcopal 
Church, although their previous habits of church 
attendance have been formed in many other de- 
nominations. 

I am anxious that this day may serve as a 
rallying time, introductory to the series of six 
special services which will by that time have 
been planned for Lenten Sunday Afternoons. 
The congregation ought to be as large as, for 
example, at a Christmas or an Easter Carol Serv- 
ice. And, among other reasons, for the fact 
that this will be a service of the same degree of 
excellence and the program of musical features 
will be one as carefully arranged and rehearsed. 
What we want to have is a series, perhaps eight 
ja number, similar to one of the recitals of carols

above mentioned, but to have these arranged on. 


a line all its own. It is going to be an entire 
Service of Old Fashioned Music. 


E 


Бу this, I do not mean merely music peculiar 
to the Episcopal Church, nor old in the sense of 
having been written a few years ago; but as old 
as the cradle-songs of your grandmothers. I have 
noticed—so have you—that, at banquets, after 
modern melodies are sung and all the latest ditties 
are discoursed, some one starts up The Swanee 
River. Then everybody sings. Or it may be 
Auld Lang Syne or Dixie. I have noticed at the 
Opera that, while patrons make pretense of their 
enjoyment through whole hours upon end of an 
evening, it is really when the Intermezzo from Il 
Trovatore or The Last Rose of Summer is sung, 


. so simply that it seems to sing itself, it is then 


they sit in rapt attention. 
Melody versus Harmony. 
I suspect the same is true with regard to much 


‘modern church music, as compared with simpler 


tunes and older compositions of another genera- 
tion. I am thinking, for example, of some of the 
Psalms of David, of Ein Feste Burg, Old Hun- 
dredth, Barnbury’s Farewell, Watts’ Cradle 
Song, Land o’ the Leal, and My Ain Countrie. 
I do not mean that these will be just the selec- 
tions; but they illustrate the possibilities. We 


will have, of course, the anthem—also ancient— | 


in its regular place. Perhaps, instead of one 
address, we will have a series of brief narrative 
comments introducing, one by one, the hymns 
or songs in sequence. 


I know full well that this is an experiment. I 
do not mean to do it often.. I do not fear for its 
success once, however, for I have observed how 
mixed is the personnel of our afternoon congre- 
gation, and I know how many are the lines of 
lineage by which, from childhood—or from for- 
mer generations, for that matter—they have 
come to dwell in this one city and to worship in 
one church. There are psalms and hymns and 
spiritual songs some have not heard since trudg- 
ing barefoot to a country Sunday School or being 
hushed to sleep in trundle beds beneath the attic 
rafters of the old house on the farm. It is child- 
hood memories like these that this service, new 
just because it will be so old, is meant to revive. 

Lent Coming On. | 

Lent is coming оп apace. It will be here be- 
fore we know it. In fact, Ash Wednesday will 
have fallen оп а date (Feb. 21st) before the 
appearance of the next Parish Helper. It is too 
soon to form plans and to announce schedules 
of services, lectures and classes. But it is not 
too soon to make formal announcement of one 
fact, the date of Confirmation. This will be the 
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АНҺ Sunday in Lent, March 25th. The series 


of Confirmation Instructions will begin the week 
before Ash Wednesday. I hope we can all con: 
centrate every energy this year in making the 
class—which is already being enrolled—one ої 
the largest and best we have ever had. 


І know already more names than is usual at 


— this season of persons who have, thus far in ad- 


vance, resolved to be candidates this year. I 
hope it may be possible to bring this matter per- 
sonally to the attention of every single individual 
“ready and desirous to be confirmed," as the 


— Prayer Book so appropriately puts it. I believe 


there are many such persons ready, on the ground 
of every qualification, and even desirous, if it 
could only be made plain to them what the pre- 
requisites are—and also what some of the hin- 
drances are.not. It is to make just these things 
plain that the Confirmation-Alumni-Class-Lec- 
tures are given. I do hope that many who have 
not attended these meetings on Thursday even- 
ings in Lent in previous years will make up thei 
minds to do so this Lent. 
Gasolene and the Gospel. 
There is a bold suggestion I want to make to 


. someone, or some several, who may be able, 


either singly or conjointly, to give to the parish 
for its use something I have quite made up my 
own mind every modern city parish needs. We 
need a Parish automobile. Now wait. Do пот 
take fright. I will promise in advance not to try 
to run it. I know I would kill somebody, prob- 
ably myself, if I did. This might or might not 
‘be a reason for getting the automobile; but I 
assure you it is not the first among the reasons І 
would have you cogitate. i 


If I wanted one personally, which I do not, 
and if I cared to run one, which I cannot, I 
would try to buy it myself. In fact, I did this 
once. То be sure, it was a Ford. I have since 
sold it. I got $200 for it. I hope nobody knew 
I had it. And I do not think they did. It was 
second-hand, both before and after. Even at 
that, the first day I used it, I bumped into an ice 
wagon. АП things considered, therefore, the 
bargain of sale was well driven ; better, that is to 
say, than the car. 


As penalty for my rashness, I will be glad to 
‘start with that $200 a subscription for a better 
-one to be owned by the parish. Are there not 
“опе or two or three, or a half dozen, people who 
would be willing to combine and let us procure, 
-at a cost of maybe $600 ог $800, a really service- 
able car? It could be kept in a garage, almost 
across the street, and could be operated by a man 
whose services as chauffeur could be secured 
‘occasionally and inexpensively. I know such a 
man. 


For what purpose? For a, great many. I 
scarcely know how to point them out to anyone 
who does not already realize the enormous ex- 
tent of territory over which the people live who 
make up our Congregations and comprise our 
different Clubs, Societies and Sunday Schools, 
whom the Assistant, the Parish Visitor, the Sun- 
day School Teachers, Associates of the Girls' 
Club, the Vicar at Epiphany Chapel, workers at 
the Fresh Air Farm, еіс., ought to be able to 
visit more often and keep more closely in touch 
with than is physically practicable if they have 
to go calling on foot, traveling in trolley cars, or 
otherwise trying to do the impossible. 


The expense of maintenance would not be 
large. I will undertake to provide for that. 
Problems of insurance, drivers' licenses, etc., can 
also all be easily adjusted. I have looked into that. 
What we need is a reliable machine. Not so 
good a one necessarily as you have in your own 
families; not the best that can be had, but at 
least one better than the worst. Неге is $200 to 
start with. Is there $500 or $600 more some- 
where? Would any one person like to give this? 
Or are there several who would be willing each 
to do a part, conditional of course upon the 
whole being accomplished ? 

Church Pension Fund. 

I have left to these closing paragraphs discus- 
sion of a subject that is of the first importance. 
I have done this in order to emphasize it by put- 
ting it in the order of climax. I refer to the 
Church Pension Fund. Everyone in the parish 
has-heard many things about this in general; 
perhaps they have not had enough information in 
particular. | 


This is a large undertaking on the part of the 
Church. It is a five million dollar project. And 
yet the accomplishment of it is even now just in 


. sight. Led by Bishop Lawrence, the committee 


appointed three years ago by the General Con- 
vention for raising this money have already pass- 
ed the $4,000,000 mark. In this Diocese, a local 
committee has done yeomen service. They have 
now asked that a definite Sunday—to be accur- 
ate, Septuagesima Sunday, February 4th—be ap- 
pointed as a day for rallying all the forces finan- 
cial in all the churches and making one final, su- 
preme effort to have this Diocese do all in its 
power. The day set for closing the entire Fund 
throughout the Church is March first. 


Members of this committee, at least a half 
dozen of them, have been putting themselves 
freely at the service of Rectors and Congrega- 
tions, going wherever they are invited to make an 
address at a morning service, outlining the plan 
in terse plain language and speaking, without ex- 
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hortation but in statements of fact, the needs for 
this Fund and the method adopted for raising it. 
They are all laymen. Апа it is to the laity they 
are doing the speaking. 

Sunday, January 28th. . 

I have been fortunate in securing the promise 
of Mr. Roland S. Morris, well and favorably 
known to every one of us, to come here, on the 
morning of the last Sunday in January; that is, 
one week preceding the date set for the offering. 
He will perform this office for you. I am glad 
indeed to be able to say this. I have not wantea 
to speak to you myself; partly because some other 
will do it better and partly because I want the 
appeal to be absolutely impersonal. 


I have no request to make myself in this con- 


nection, as you may imagine. But, just because 


my case is not typical and my needs not the 
average, I want to be the more careful that a 
parish like this shall be given ample opportunity 
to do for this Fund in the large what all the 
stronger city parishes ought to be willing to do 
for the benefit of the weaker. I do not want a 
pension myself. I do not need one. I cannot 
think of ever accepting one. But that is just the 
reason why I want them to be available for 
others. I am not aged nor decrepit; that is, not 
more than I can help. I am neither retired nor 
retiring. I am not incapacitated, nor a widow, 
nor have I апу orphans. But then there are those 
who аге--І mean, who have. Won't you surely 
make a point of being in Church on Sunday 
morning, January 28th, and allowing Mr. Morris, 
on behalf of the Committee, to tell you what it 
is they altogether have so earnestly endeavored 
after?

Business Methods. 


A parish is not a business, though business 
methods should characterize parochial adminis- 
tration. The success of a parish is not marked 
by its accumulations of cash balances, but by 


_ its disbursements of life and love. Its loss is its 


profit It is bankrupt when rich in balances 
and solvent when just without debts but rich in 
good works. Тһе ideal parishioner is one who 
gives much and gets little. Thus he conforms to 
the type Jesus had in mind when He said, "He 
that will save his soul shall lose it, and he that 
will lose his soul for my sake, the same shall find 
it" Herein is a condition of things described by 
John Bunyan's couplet: 


“There was a man, and some did count him mad, 
_ The more he gave away, the more he had." 


Christmas Services. 

This column is clipped from the church paper 
of another parish. It might have been written, 
word for word. to apply to this one. Even the 
figures are almost identical.—D. М. S. . 


“Тһе services on Christmas were, on the whole, 
well attended. ‘This expression, however, means 
very little. Тһе best test of the number of a 
congregation is not what it appears to be, but 
what it is after actual count. At the 8 A. М. 
service on Christmas Day, a hundred people 
made their communion and about two hundred at 
the тт A. M. service. By generous count, probably 
four hundred communions is our total for Christ- 
mas. The minimum number of communicants we 
have is twelve hundred. After the most careful 
pruning of our lists, we return over a thousand 
in our annual diocesan report ; so that, on Christ- 
mas Day, maybe one-third of our communicants 
made their communion. Му experience in the 
past, in another place, was that five-sixths of the 
communicants made their communion on Christ- 
mas Day and on Easter. Тһе conclusion to be 
drawn for experience here is two-fold: 


(a) A general laxness in religion, or 


(b) A general disregard for the- sacramental 
side of religion. 


It may be. of course, and it probably 15, a com- 
bination of both. I see no reasonable hope of 
changing the habits of people who are indifferent 
to the claims of the Church at Christmas time, 
or who prefer Atlantic City to the Church at 
Easter time. That is their option; but a most 
unhappy choice it is. I believe, however, that 


we owe it to ourselves as individuals and as mem- - 


bers of a congregation to do what in us lies to 
enrich and deepen the spiritual experiences of 
most and to impress upon them with the fact 
that, after all, the Church's side is the best side. 


The claim that Christmas is a festival of the 
home is a claim which can only be fittingly made 
by a secular press, if by such an expression one 
means that it is less a festival of the Church than 
of the Home. Тһе home receives its sanctifica- 
lion, its inspiration and its protection from the 
Church and the unifying influence of the altar is 
a thousand times more potent than that of the 
social board. Those who think the contrary have 
much to learn from history and more to learn 
from the Church."

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Standing Notices. 


Communicants coming into the Parish, or 
leaving it, should comply with the following 
canon: 

*A communicant removing from one parish 
to another shall procure from the rector of the 
parish of his last residence, or if there be no 
rector, from one of the wardens, a certificate, or 
letter of transfer." 


Concerning Baptism, the rubric says: 


“The Minister of every parish shall often ad- - 


monish the people that they defer not the bap- 
tism of their children unless upon a great and 
reasonable cause. And he shall also warn them, 
that without like great cause and necessity they 
procure not their children to be baptized at home 
in their houses but in the church." 


Baptism will be administered at any time; but 
notice must be given in advance. 


Attention is called to the rubric before the of- 
fice for the visitation of the sick, which reads: 


“When any person is sick, notice shall be given 


thereof to the Minister of the parish." 


On such notice being given, the clergy are 
always ready and desirous to visit those who are 
*in trouble, sorrow, need, sickness, or any other 
adversity,” and to administer the Holy Com- 
munion to such as, by reason of sickness or other 
infirmity, are prevented from coming to the 
church. ; 

The Clergy should always be consulted before 


arrangements are made for baptisms, marriages 
or funerals at which they are expected to offi- 


ciate. 


The Clergy can be seen after any church serv- 
ісе, by those who desire to consult them or at 


any hour of any day at the Parish House by any- 


body on any errand. 


Parishioners are asked to send prompt notice 
of changes of residence. 


Those who wish to become members of the 
Parish are asked to send their names and ad- 
dresses to the Clergy. Applications for pews or 
sittings should be made to the Verger, who can 
be seen before or after any service at the Church 
or on any week day at the Parish House.

Rules for Holy Communion. 


т. When you come forward to receive Holy 
Communion be careful not to crowd other рео- 
ple. Try also to let members of families kneel 
side by side. It often means much to them. 
Remember that consideration for others is no 
where so fitting as at the Lord's Table. 


2. When you come to the rail try to kneel 
as near as possible, so that your feet will not. 
obstruct the way of those behind you. 


It is a most thoughtful custom to kneel in. 
the proper place and thus not inconvenience 
those who follow. 


3. Receive the Elements into ungloved. 
hands. The rubric directs that they are to be 
received into the hands of the people. It is 
well to place the palm of one hand on top of 
the other and receive the bread from the hand 
of the Priest in the upper hand. 


4. Be sure to take the Cup or Chalice into 
your hands. Grasp it firmly and guide it to 
your lips. The hats of women who kneel often 
make it impossible for the celebrant to see 


their faces. Drink from the Chalice without. 


turning it. 


5. Pray while you are kneeling at the rails 
Strive fully to realize what the service means. 


Pray especially for greater love to God andi 
for your neighbors. Be sure, too, to offes а. 


prayer of thanksgiving at this time. 


6. When you return to your seat continue- 


your prayers and thanksgivings. You should 
learn to use your Prayer Book to this end. 


7. Never leave the Church till the Benedic- 
tion has been pronounced, unless absolutely 


compelled to do so. You would not leave the- 


house of a friend before the meal was finished 


except for serious cause. The Lord's Supper 


is far more important. 


8. Be sure to come to Holy Communion reg- 


ularly, at least once a month, and also on 
Christmas Day and Easter Day. These days 
have long been recognized in the Church as 
great days of obligation. Мо religious habit 
can be of greater spiritual value than that of 
regular attendance at Holy Communion. As 
this service best expresses the idea of self- 
Consecration to God it is bound to bring а. 
peculiar blessing.

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Prayer for Peace. 

The French missionary journal Petit Messager 
‘de Ningpo gives the translation into French by a 
native Christian of a big poster placarded outside 
the famous Kangtong Pagoda, or “Pagoda of the 
Seven Towers," which has lately been swept and 
garnished with benches ranged for the Buddhist 
monks to chant their prayers. The Manchester 
Guardian translates the poster into English. It 
runs as follows: · 


“Тһе European War lasts long ; many soldiers 
have been slain, with no hope of seeing the cessa- 
tion of those feelings of hostility which are set- 
ting the nations against each other. Therefore 
we citizens of the Chinese Republic, worshippers 
of Buddha, desire to assemble together to pray, 
uniting our forces in a bond of affection. We 
shall pray seven consecutive days without ceas- 
ing, and shall recite the prayers of the Lun-ni, 
luminous as the brow of Buddha himself. We 
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shall begin on the fourth day of the first moon, 
so as to finish on the tenth. May Buddha in his. 
goodness cause this decree which sends so many 
men to their death to cease! Our monastery will 
thus labor for the prosperity of our own country. 
We hope that on the day fixed all the ‘bronzes. 
of the monastery will come to the altar to sacrifice 
{о the Three Holy Ones, and that they will pray 
with fervor and diligence. We trust to obtain by 
these prayers cessation of the noise of arms and 
of battle. As to those who have succumbed to- 
their wounds on the battlefield, we hope to obtain 
for them a new life, by a happy transmigration, 
in a purified and sanctified earth." 

This. extraordinary proclamation .(remarks a 
correspondent of the Guardian) throws a curious 
light on the effect which is being produced by the 
great war on the minds of people in the Far East, 
and certainly gives us Westerners a topic for re- 
flection.

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Confirmation. 

Confirmation is a renewal and ratification of 
baptismal vows. It is not some charm per- 
formed by a bishop, who as a channel of grace 
hands on to the confirmed something or other 
which he alone has to give. The bishop is the 
official who in the polity of our church is ap- 
pointed to hear the individual say, “І do," and 
to pray that God will strengthen, that is con- 
firm him, so that he may continue God's child 
forever and daily increase in His Holy Spirit. 

Confirmation does not make us members of 
the Church of God. It is, rather, like taking 
out papers of citizenship by one who has come 
from some other nation; it signifies his inten- 
tion of becoming a responsible citizen. It is 
like casting one's first vote on reaching the age 
of 21; one was born an American, but at 21 he 
claims his share in all the duties and privileges 
of American citizenship. By confirmation we 
become citizens of the spiritual community, 
the Church. 

Confirmation is a vow of aspiration, not per- 
fection. There is a curious notion in some 
minds that membership in Christ's Church im- 
plies that one has attained. When, therefore, 
a church member is known to be short in his 
moral accounts these same men judge him a 
hypocrite. The Church, to their thinking, is a 
group of saints who set themselves up as ex- 
amples to the rest of their fellows. То the 
people within the Church no notion is more 
preposterous. They think of themselves as 
men who recognize the moral obligations which 
rest upon all men alike, and who, by associat- 
ing themselves together, aim to fulfill them. 
Тһеу ask men to judge them by their aims, not 
their achievements. 

An immense amount of harm has been done 
by the notion that men are free from the moral 
law, until by joining the Church they volun- 
tarily put themselves under the moral law. 
It is like arguing that the earth is free of the 
rotation of the planets until it chooses to join 
the celestial company. Тһе moral law is as 
vital a part of life as is the law of gravitation. 
Ignorance of it or disobedience brings down 
upon a man as heavy a penalty as the infrac- 
tion of any law of health. We live in a world 
of law—laws physical, mental, moral, spiritual. 
We conquer by acquiescence. 

When a man recognizes this basic fact of 
life, if he is wise, he desires to put himself 
where he may both learn the moral and spirit- 
ual laws and receive the power to live accord- 
ingly. Christ has revealed the laws of spiritual 
life, and gives to those who are taught of Him 
the power to become the sons of God, even to 
as many as put their trust in Him.

- God. The church is the Lord's appointed tryst- 


ing place. You may make your own private 
prayers at home, but if you are not at church 
you miss the power and stimulus and comfort 
of concerted prayer. Апа all you miss of 
communion with God is so much taken out 


of your religious life. Not being in communion | 


with your Lord in public concerted prayer, 
you are thrown upon yourself. No wonder 
you often complain of the lack of power and 
comfort in religion. 

Hearing the Word. 

Going to church is to give you more knowl- 
edge of God's work and will.» The non-church- 
going *member" is rarely a steady Bible reader 
at home. About all that the great majority of 
people know of the Bible is what they get in 
the church services. If they absent themselves 
from these, they know almost nothing of the 
Bible. It is the duty of the minister to preach 
the word, to give God's message. If God is 
faithfully preached, but the people are not 
there, how can they expect to grow in grace 
and in the knowledge of our Lord and Saviour, 
Jesus Christ? People cannot thrive nor work 
if they do not eat. Wholesome food and at 
regular hours is needful for strength. Do 
you wonder that absentee church members 
grow thin and weak in the faith? You need 
not. The wonder, would be if this did not 
happen. You eat your three meals a day and 
keep well, able to do your work. You disdain 
one meal a week of the milk and meat of God’s 
word. Flabby Christianity is the result. You 
cannot make anything else of it. 


Going to church brings you into Christian

Lenten Observance. 

'The Season of Lent is upon us, with all its 
tasks and all its opportunities, On another 
nage there appear lists of dates and hours and 
forms of services, together with subjects of 
courses of lectures and addresses. I have 
spoken heretofore of two things that impress 
me in the matter of attendance upon these: 
the one is an effect of the other, which I be- 
lieve to be an unfortunate cause. Т refer first 
to the fact that each year at the outset of Lent 
the attendance at services and meetings is so 
small. Tt is true that each vear it grows week 
by week as the season goes on, but it is never 
very regular or very consistent. 


Rector's Letter 
To the People of St. Luke and The Epiphany 
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I suspect the cause for this is very simple. 
But I suspect also that, for the present, it is 
irremediable. That is to say, the Season of 
Lent is too long. In a city where all forms 
of activity and endeavor are compressed within 
a season so short as a very few months, six 
weeks is a long time, a disproportionately long 
period, to expect people to take out of it 
strictly for purposes of Church attendance. 
'This I feel sure is the explanation. I am not 
sure that it is ever quoted as the cause, but T 
do believe it is the real reason. 


I can wait—albeit impatiently—but I wish 
the members of the congregation would soon, 
pretty soon, find out that Lent is upon us again 
and come to week-day services. Тһе trouble 
with this practice of procrastination is that, 
by the end of the first three weeks, when the 
people's attendance begins, the priest is becom- 
ing exhausted and, whereas the closing week 
of the season is one of crowded attendance, the 
last state of that preacher is worse than the 
first. 

Confirmation Lectures. 

'The Confirmation-Lecture-Services at least, 
among the items on the schedule, have begun 
auspiciously. Тһе first night there were 125 
present; the second night this was about dou- 
bled. And I anticipate that it will yet be 
trebled, before the meetings are brought to a 
close. Тһе date of confirmation is Sunday, 
March 25th, at the afternoon service. I know 
enough already to be sure that this year's class 
will be a very large one. I wish I might even 
yet know of many more persons, while there is 
still abundant time, who will resolve to be 
cenfirmed this year. 


Please understand that these services are 
open to everyone, not only to those who will 
be confirmed this year, but to all the members 
of these past years' classes, as well as to young 
people who are not old enough this year but 
are coming in anticipation of other years and, 
in short, to anyone interested in the subjects 
discussed—even though they should long ago 
have been confirmed or have no notion what- 
ever of being confirmed. They are meetings 
for worship as well as opportunities for in- 
struction. Those who come already all aver 
that they enjoy them. Мау the interest in- 
crease and may attendance multiply. 
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Shrove Tuesday Party. 


On Shrove Tuesday evening, the young peo- 
ple had an especially enjoyable party in the 
Parish House. As many as 200 assembled, 
members of the Sunday School and the Girls' 
Club, etc., together with Teachers and Asso- 
ciates; all of the young people, from both the 
Church and the Chapel. It was like a regular 
Saturday Outing and Evening Barn Party at 
The Farm. They were more than thoughtful 
in the little surprise—and the surprise was 
absolute and utter be it said—that they gave 
the Rector. I guess he must have been urging 
them even more than his wont in the direc- 
tion of their duty and scolding them in the 
name of the Lord even more than they deserv- 
ed, for they hit upon the trouble, or at least 
they thought they did. I remember the old 
sea captain of whom his son observed to the 
crew: "I know what's the matter with Dad, 
he's out of tobacco.” Now it only remains 
for everybody to be here on Thursday nights; 
and we will have an even better party after 
Easter. 


Old Fashioned Music. 


Тһе service of Old Fashioned Music in the 
Church on Sunday afternoon, February 18th, 
proved to be as enjoyable as it had been novel 
in conception and labored in preparation, Six- 
teen hundred people crowded the church and 
the adjoining chapel, vestibule and galleries, 
many unfortunately having to be turned away. 
Because of this fact, because also it is proof 
of what the people want and of the possibility 
of finding in such services as these the deepest 
—just because the simplest—sources of devo- 
tion, we have begun the First Sunday in Lent 
to repeat some one portion of this service at 
each of the series of specially planned pro- 
grams for these Lenten Sunday afternoons. 
It is not the purpose to repeat the service of 
February 18th as a whole, but throughout the 
whole of this series all parts of that service 
will again be reproduced. In commenting upon 
this as a novelty, one daily paper contained 
this summary: 


“То have the “Psalter” for the day, іп the 
high church liturgy, sung in the metrical ver- 
sion of the old Scotch-Covenanter “Psalm 
Book" followed by the “Сіогіа” from Mozart's 
Twelfth Mass; to have the Lutheran “Ел” 
feste Burg" followed by Handel’s Largo set 
to the words “Holy Art Thou;" to have а 
congregation of a thousand voices singing two 
congregational hymns, "Jesus, Lover of My 
Soul," written by Charles Wesley, the founder 


of Methodism, and “Blest Be the Tie That 
Binds," composed by Rev. John Fawcett, an 
early Baptist clergyman; to have all this iriter- 
woven with orchestral numbers, organ, 'cello, 
harp and violin, a medley of strains from the 
oldest English and Scotch melodies; to have 
the whole preceded by the old hymn “Hendon,” 
as processional and the service concluded with 
Isaac Watts' "Cradle Song" for a postludium— 
this would seem to provide for real church 
unity, spelled with capital letters." 


Visiting Preachers. 


I have been fortunate too in securing the 
help of some visiting. preachers from. other 
cities—who will be here week by week partici- 
pating in some noonday Lenten Services—to 
make the addresses at these services this 
month. They are as follows: March 4th, Rev. 
Warren L. Rogers, of St. John's Church, Jer- 
sey City; March ти, Rev. George Craig 
Stewart, L.H.D., of St. Luke's Church, Evans- 
ton, Illinois; March 18th, Rev. Philip J. Stein- 
metz, Head Master Philadelphia Episcopal 
Academy; while on March 25th, Bishop Gar- 
land comes for Confirmation. The time limit 
is strictly adhered to on these days. The serv- 
ice begins on the minute of four o'clock and 
is always over by a quarter past five, so that 
plans may be made that involve railroad sched- 
ules, the catching of trains and keeping ap- 
pointments. 


The Parish Automobile. 


By the way, the Parish Automobile has been 
purchased. In compliance with the request 
that I made last month, sufficient contributions 
came in to enable us to buy an "Overland" саг. 
at a cost of about $800.00. Тһе local manager 
of this company deserves our thanks for cour- 
tesies extended and concessions made. Special 
mention ought to be made also of a contribution 
from the Walnut Street Business Men’s Asso- 
ciation; while parishioners who sent their 
checks have also had these gratefully acknowl- 
edged, but I know they would not want me 
to append their names in print. The car will 
be of real and valuable service and such money 
as is spent in running and maintaining it will 
be expended to advantage in the saving of 
much time and labor, by enabling the clergy, 
parish visitor, associates and teachers of the 
Sunday School, etc., in seeing those more їге-

It will be of a high degree of excellence, 
indeed, the vocal numbers being supplemented 
by instrumental features—organ, harp, violin 
and ’cello. 


(3). On the third Sunday there will be a 
Repetition Carol Service. This has been not 
only justified but necessitated for several years 
past, by the large number of people who desire 
to come to such a service but may not be able 
actually to-do so on Easter itself. 


(4). On the fourth Sunday we are going to 
bring this remarkable series of services to a cli- 
max—as ‘we tried to introduce it on a Sunday 
back before Lent—with another entire Service 
of Old-Fashioned Music. That day’s program 
proved so acceptable to the people and proved 
that'their interest was so keen and their enjoy- 
ment so great in that special kind of music, that 
уге are planning. another entire service of the 
same "kind, although, of course, not using iden- 
tically the same music. 


I am speaking of these, of course, not to the 
exclusion of any of the other services, such as 
the morning ones on Sundays and those on the 
week days of Holy Week. То these, as well as 
to those, everybody is invited. I trust the attend- 
ance at all may be equalled or exceeded only by 
the pleasure and profit derived.

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Standing Notices. 


Communicants coming into the Parish, or 
leaving it, should comply with the following 
canon: 


“А communicant removing from one parish 
to another shall procure from the rector of the 
parish of his last residence, or if there be no 
rector, from one of the wardens, a certificate, or 
letter of transfer." 


Concerning Baptism, the rubric says: 


“Тһе Minister of every parish shall often ad- 
monish the people that they defer not the bap- 
tism of their children unless upon a great and 
reasonable cause. And he shall also warn them, 
that without like great cause and necessity they 
procure not their children to be baptized at home 
in their houses but in the church." 


Baptism will be administered at any time; but 
notice must be given in advance. 


Attention is called to the rubric before the of- 
fice for the visitation of the sick, which reads: 


“When any person is sick, notice shall be given 
thereof to the Minister of the parish." 


On such notice being given, the clergy are 
always ready and desirous to visit those who are 
"in trouble, sorrow, need, sickness, or any other 
adversity,” and to administer the Holy Com- 
munion to such as, by reason of sickness or other 
infirmity, are prevented from coming to the 
church. 


The Clergy should always be consulted before 
arrangements are made for baptisms, marriages 
or funerals at which they are expected to offi- 
ciate. 


The Clergy can be seen after any church serv- 
ice, by those who desire to consult them or at 
any hour of any day at the Parish House by any- 
body on any errand. 


Parishioners are asked to send prompt notice 
of changes of residence. 


Those who wish to become members of the 
Parish are asked to send their names and ad- 
dresses to the Clergy. Applications for pews or 
sittings should be made to the Verger, who can 
be seen before or after any service at the Church 
or on any week day at the Parish House.

I find that the purpose of Holy Communion ` 
on the evening of Thursday of Holy Week is 
not fully understood. This service is distinctly 
a memorial communion on the night on which 
our Lord ate the last Passover with His dis- 
ciples. The memorial conception of the Holy 
Communion was the first to find expression in 
the Christian Church. In reviving this service 
we are returning to an Apostolic custom as beau- 
tiful as it is appropriate to the day on which the 
sacrament was instituted by our Lord.

Large Confirmation Class. 

"Bishop Suffragan Garland officiated at a 
notable confirmation service yesterday after- 
noon `n the Church of St. Luke and The Epiph- 
any, admitting a class of 70 candidates into 
church fellowship. А group of ten young per- 
sons from the Epiphany Chapel, which is a sub- 
ordinate branch of the parish, were confirmed 
along with the larger class. 


“Моге than a 1000 persons attended the ser- 


vice. Тһе personnel of the class was particu- 


larly interesting because the number of men and 
boys was about equal to that of the women and 
because four-fifths of the entire number were 
adults. Тһе homes of the Confirmation candi- 
dates range all the way from League Island to 
Chestnut Hill and from Camden to Ardmore. 
The former church allegiance also of this large 
number of adults was widely varied; persons 
being confirmed who had previously been adher- 
ents in the Methodist, Baptist, Lutheran, Pres- 
byterian and other churches, together with three 
erstwhile Roman Catholic and one member of 
the Society of Friends. 


“An attractive musical program was made a . 
part of the Confirmation Office. Тһе choir ren- 
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dered for an anthem, Silas’ Tantum Ergo,’ 
which is a Latin setting of the ancient confirma- 
tion hymn ‘Holy Father, Great Creator’ There 
were instrumental features by organ, harp, vio- 
lin and ’cello. Ап attractive printed program 
had been arranged containing not only the musi- 
cal and other features of the service, but the en- 
tire words in print of the Confirmation Office 
from the Prayer Book. More than 1200 of these 
were distributed and carried home by the con- 
gregation as souvenirs.” 
Memorial Altar Flowers. 

Several additions to the list of Memorial Al- 
tar Flowers have been made this past month. 
Among these, it is interesting to notice that Class 
8 of the Sunday School have taken a Sunday all 
for their own, being June roth ; while the Girls' 
Club have asked the special privilege of decorat- 
ing the altar with even more than the customary 
two vases of flowers for the Corporate Com- 
munion on Maundy Thursday Evening. These, 
together with the action, dating several years 
back, of the Women's Bible Class, in taking the 
Sunday next after All Saints' Day, are evidences 
of much interest on the part of these three 
groups, as groups entire, in the service in church 
and of attention to the sacramental side of wor- 
ship—which is as it ought to be. 

Death of Miss Douglass. 

А very sad event transpired in the parish this 
past month in the death of Miss Anna J. Doug- 
las, for the past two years our Parish Visitor. 


She took sick at about Christmas time and made 


à very brave but failing fight for recovery. As 
long ago as the middle of F ebruary, she had to 
relinquish her work entirely and withdraw to a 
hospital, where she suffered from a malady that 
resulted in her death on Friday, March 16th. 
She was buried from the Church of the Epiph- 
any in Washington of which she had been a 
member for many years, and where she was a 
diligent and faithful worker before she came to 
us. Our sympathies go out to her friends there 
where she was known for so many years before 
she made for herself a new and large circle of 
friends here. Miss Douglas was a good woman. 
We will miss her very much. 
No Music Recital. 

There will not be any service in the Church 
this year on Wednesday evening in Holy Week. 
I refer to the Recital of Passion Music which, 
for several years, we have had at that time, and 
which may have come to seem to many tradi- 
tional among the events of Holy Week. This 
has proven to be impracticable this year on ac- 
count of conflicting duties and engagements on 
the part both of the choir and the choirmaster. 
The burden of other services that week also is 
so great that this additional task cannot be 


undertaken—at least not this year. I am fearful 
lest this may result in disappointment to persons 
who, without such notice being given, may come 
expectant to the Church that evening: `1 am 
anxious, therefore, that this notice тау be as 
widely circulated as I would be anxious, on the 
other hand, for a notice of a service to be given 
if we were going to have it. Many entire 
Strangers have been in the habit of coming on 
this evening. I do not know how best to reach 
them. Perhaps you who read this can help.

There- 
fore any act or thought by which consciously 
you bring your life into God's presence, is 
prayer. Your dependence is expressed in peti- 
tion, in thanksgiving and in silent listening. God 
reveals Himself in work, but also in the stillness. 
‘Be still and know that I am God’ is often the 
most vital way to know His will and receive 
power with which to perform it. 


Prayer is opening your dependent lire то God 
and thus permitting Him through you, to fulfill 
His purposes for the world. It does not consist 
in seeking or finding God, but in your willing- 
ness to be found and used by Him. Through 
prayer you enter into and claim your divine in- 
heritance of strength, peace and joy and are 
made partakers of the glorious liberty of . the 
children of God.”

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An Easter Study 


By Rev. Davip M. STEELE. 


Easter is the great day of the Christian year. 
From every quarter will foregather multitudes 
to worship, to recount events of the first Lord's 
Day, to exult in hope on the first Easter morn- 
ing kindled for the first time in a world of 
sin and death and to protest their asservation 
that now, if a man die, although a man die, when 
a man die—as die he must—he may yet live 
again. 


The subject of a million sermons preached on 
that day, in a thousand tongues and in ten thou- 
sand dialects, will be one subject—Immortality. 
The very word is an old word and the idea one 
that has held men's best attention since men first 
began to live—or, rather, since they first began 
to die. 


The very word, Latin in origin, speaks the 
day's message. “Im” is prefix and means not. 
"Mors" means death. Апа both together mean 
not death, not dying or un-dying. This is far a 
better word than Resurrection ; for it means con- 
tinuance rather than even brief cessation and 
abrupt beginning over again of something that, 
in reality, can never stop. For life is life. All 
life is real. Life is all of one kind. There are 
differences of quantity, but not of quality. If a 
soul, here and now, is living; if a spirit is alive, 
such "Life can never pause for Death." 


In the study of this vital subject there are 
three eon-long stages or degrees of prog- 
tess. In search for authority, one who goes 
even to his Bible, goes (a) to the Old Testa- 
ment, (b) to later Hebrew writers and (c) to 
the New Testament Epistles. 


(1). In the first, there is no doctrine, worthy 
of the name, of Immortality. There is a belief 
in Resurrection; but time waited for the Christ 
to bring at one time “Life and Immortality to 
light.” Says the Psalmist, for example, “The 
dead praise not the Lord, neither any that go 
down into silence. But we will bless the Lord 
from this time forth and for evermore.” In 
other words, there is small hope; but we practice 
endurance instead. I should be disposed to call 
this the earliest Jewish argument for a future 
life. I understand the Psalmist to mean: If the 


end of man were death, he would not during life 
have the instinct of praise. A race of mortals 
destined to nothing but mortality would be a 
race silent to religion. Men designed for the 
dust would not lift their eyes and their voices in 
worship. The fact that they do lift these up in 
worship is proof that the grave is not their goal. 


Nor does it seem tome that the Psalmist rea- 
sons badly. Why should man have a faculty 
above his environment? If he is made exclu- 
sively for this world why should he seek an- 
other? If death ends all, then I have a sense 
here and now that I do not need. I do need all 
my other senses here. I need the eye, the ear, 
the hand, the taste, the thrill of joy, the instinct 
of fear. Above all, I need that balance of the 
whole called common-sense. But, if there is 
nothing in the future, then I do not need the 
sense of another world. It is useless to me; it 
impedes me. 


I require the earthly hunger to guide me to 
earthly food; but, if there be no future, where 
shall the heavenly hunger guide me? Only to 
the depths of despair. Where has that heavenly 
hunger come from? І cry for earthly bread be- 
cause I am prepared for that bread, because that 
bread is prepared for me. But, if there be no 
preparation for a future for my soul, why does 
my soul cry for it? Wherefore should an accent 
of praise come from those who go down into 
silence ? 


(2). Next comes the Judaic writer of the old 
Epistle to the Hebrews. He adverts to faith. 
And he defines it thus: “Faith is the evidence 
of things not seen." Of such Faith, what is a 
good illustration? Maybe one is this. Swallows 
which have never seen a foreign summer migrate 
toward that summer. How do they know of its 
existence. They have no personal memory. 
Their parents had no words by which to tell 
them. How do they know to travel toward 
sunny skies of which they have had no experi- 
ence? In other words, what is their evidence of 
things unseen? Would you be shocked if I said 
it was faith? 


Indeed, I can give no better answer. These 
swallows are moved by an impulse which they 
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cannot explain, which we cannot explain. You 
say that perhaps a magnetic influence attracts 
them in one direction? Perhaps the image of a 
summer sky is imprinted on their retina? Рег- 
haps they move by a simple feeling of unrest? 
In any of these cases this is just what, in the 
spiritual world, we call faith. It is an impulse 
beyond present experience leading the bird to 
anticipate a coming experience. In the case of 
the swallow, the truth of the impulse is proved; 
it lives to reach the summer to which it flies. In 
our case something is provable—by the same 
method precisely. 


Suppose it always died before reaching the 
goal, it would then be even more like you and 
me. We also have an impulse to fly beyond our 
environment. We are born in life's winter, and 
in that winter we die. Yet we are ever seeking 
a summer we have never seen—a summer which 
15 not here. Generation after generation pursues 
its flight toward the unknown land of light and 
warmth. Each drops weary by the way ; but its 
successor resumes the wing. It is faith's wing. 
None have come back to tell us of that spiritual 
summer sky; but stil we fly persistently— 
through cold, through dark, through storm, 
through rough blasts of obloquy, through chills 
of contempt, through hours of weakness and 
weariness. Is it not a most significant flight? 


(3). Thirdly, comes this reasoning of St. 
Paul, in his Epistle to the Corinthians: “Тһе 
fashion of this world passeth away." The word 
translated “fashion” literally means “stage 
scenery.” St. Paul does not mean that every- 
thing on earth is perishable. What he does mean 
is that every unreal thing is perishable. Stage 
scenery is unreal scenery. It does not represent 
the actual facts of the greenroom. The Apostle 
says that all this unreality will pass away. When 
will it pass away? At death, you say? But death 
does not reveal the reality of life. Death is it- 
self a mask. It is itself the greatest unreality. 
So far from causing the stage scenery to vanish, 
it is itself the climax of illusion. 


It is not to death I look, then, but to love. 
Love is the great dispeller of unreality. Love is 
the great emancipator from stage scenery. Love 
is the true rending of the veil between this 
world and the world to come. Listen, therefore, 
to this crowning argument: “Whosoever believ- 
eth that Jesus is the Christ is born of God: and 
everyone that loveth him that begat loveth 
him also that is begotten of him. Whosoever is 
born of God doth not commit sin—and he can- 
not die; for His seed remaineth in him." 


Absence from Church. 


"Some of you were not in church because you 
were too ill or too feeble: to come, or because 
some important matter took you away from 


who would have come had they cared to do so. 
Were you one of these? Did you stay away be- 
cause you preferred to lie in bed, or to work, or 
read, or see your friends, or do nothing, or go 
for a walk or ride? If so, I wonder if you real- 
ize how much you hurt the Church? 


Do you know that those who are half-hearted 
and indifferent are doing more to injure the 
Church and to hinder the coming of Christ's 
Kingdom than those who deliberately work 
against God? Do you realize that men outside 
the Church are judging the Church by you; that 
they are losing respect for an organization, even 
though it claim to be of divine origin, whose 
members care so little about it that it is a matter 
of small concern to them whether or not they 
take part in its worship and work? 


Are you aware that those who let other mat- 
ters stand in the way of the worship of God are 


"breaking the promises they made at their confir- 


mation, and thus undermining their own self-re- 
spect? Have you considered the words which I 
quoted last month from Bishop Greer that no 
man can persistently remain away from the pub- 
lic worship of God without finding his life weak- 
ened, his spiritual power diminished, his finer 
nature dulled, coarsened and hardened? Do you 
realize that, living thus careless of the things of 
God, when sorrow comes and you find in religion 
no comfort, or when doubts assail and your faith 


in God ceases, you have only yourself to blame?”

The above Report is the most complete, and the 
condition of the Church's finances shown therein the 
most satisfactory, of any that have ever appeared on 
these pages. The labor involved in a year's adminis- 
tration of funds such as are here represented can 
be understood and appreciated best only by those 
who have had experience in similar undertakings. 
The figures also are the most intelligible only to 
those who read them with the trained eye of a busi- 
ness man or a bookkeeper. But even to the lay 
mind they stand out very clearly. There are just 
two words that should be spoken in the interest of 
clarity. 


First, in the Summary, it appears, at a casual 
glance, that there is a "deficit" of $1,458.48. Over 
against this, however, it must be observed that 
$7,581.79 has been paid out under two headings that 
are not normal and for reasons that will not recur. 
That is to say, we paid off а $3,000 loan c»rried 
from two years before and we made extraordinary 
repairs to church property in the sum of more than.

$4,500. This latter item represents the very thor- 
ough task of renovation of the church exterior last 
summer, which had not been done before for forty 
years and which has now put our property in such 
a complete state of repair. I refer to the plastering, 
| painting, roofing, carpenter work and renovation of 
| the columns and cornices. "Taking these two things 
into account, our normal running scale of Annual 
Receipts over against Ordinary Expenditures shows 
that, for the year to come, we are several thousand 
dollars “to the good." ў 


For the entire reorganization of our system of 
accounts and the bringing of the methods absolutely 
up to date, thanks are owing to the diligence in labor 
and to the skill as bookkeeper of Mr. Arthur W. 
Marshall, Assistant to the Accounting Warden; 
while, for the arduous labor of auditing and for the 
special attention given throughout the past year to 
problems of investment and reinvestment, even more 
abundant thanks are due to the members of the Fi- 
nance Committee of the Vestry. They have rendered 
most important service this past year, and at no 
little sacrifice of time, as well as attention, since 
they are all very busy men. 


Of course, everyone will understand that these 
figures are entirely apart and in addition to the list 
of figures tabulated last month. ‘Those had to do 
with "Offerings" as distinct from “Income.” They 
were the reports of moneys given for the doing 
of all forms of “Church Work” as distinct from 
these, which are in the field alone of “Church Ex- 
penses.” Taking both together, money has been 
handled and Incomes and Offerings both admin- 
istered, hy the Rector and by the Vestry, this past 
year, in the sum of $59,525.60. The three-fold divi- 
sion of “Total Expenditures” above, under “Сог- 
poration in General,” “Church in Particular’ and 
“Epiphany Chapel in Particular,” will be plain to all 
and the reason for this tabulation apparent. A simi- 
lar division of "Offerings," as totaled in last month's 
Rector's Report, shows "Grand Total at the Church, 
$22,619.84; Grand Total at Epiphany Chapel, $399.35."

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Rules for Holy Communion. 

I. When you come forward to receive Holy 
Communion be careful not to crowd other peo- 
ple. Try also to let members of families kneel- 
side by side. It often means much to them. 
Remember that consideration for others is no 
where so fitting as at the Lord's Table.’ 


2. When you come to the rail try to kneel 
as near as possible, so that your feet will not 
obstruct the way of those behind you. 


It is a most thoughtful custom to kneel in 
the proper place and thus not inconvenience 
those who follow. 


3. Receive the Elements into ungloved 
hands. The rubric directs that they are to be 
received into the hands of the people. It is 
well to place the palm of one hand on top of 
the other and receive the bread from the hand 
of the Priest in the upper hand. 


4. Be sure to take the Cup or Chalice into 
your hands. Grasp it firmly and guide it to 
your lips. The hats of women who kneel often 
make it impossible for the celebrant to see 
their faces. Drink from the Chalice without 
turning it. 


5. Pray while you are kneeling at the rail. 


. Strive fully to realize what the service means. 


Pray especially for greater love to God and 
for your neighbors. Be sure, too, to offer a 
prayer of thanksgiving at this time. 


6. When you return to your seat continue 
your prayers and thanksgivings. You should 
learn to use your Prayer Book to this end. 


7. Never leave the Church till the Benedic- 
tion has been pronounced, unless absolutely 
compelled to do so. You would not leave the 
house of a friend before the meal was finished 
except for serious cause. The Lord's Supper 
is far more important. 


8. Be sure to come to Holy Communion reg- 
ularly, at least once a month, and also on 
Christmas Day and Easter Day. These days 
have long been recognized in the Church as 
great days of obligation. No religious habit 
can be of greater spiritual value than that of 
regular attendance at Holy Communion. As 
this service best expresses the idea of selí- 
Consecration to God it is bound to bring a 
peculiar blessing. 


There is а celébration of the Holy Communion every Sunday morning at eight o'clock. 
Strangers as well as parishioners are bidden to attend and will be welcome always.

There is а ten minute harp and organ prelude every Sunday before every service: 
one good reason, among many, for being early and not late to service, for being in 
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Standing Notices. 


Communicants coming into the Parish, or 
leaving it, should comply with the following 
canon: 


*A communicant removing from one parish 
to another shall procure from the rector of the 
parish of his last residence, or if there be no 
rector, from one of the wardens, a certificate, or 
letter of transfer." 


Concerning Baptism, the rubric says: 


“The Minister of every parish shall often ad- 
monish the people that they defer not the bap- 
tism of their children unless upon a great and 
reasonable cause. And he shall also warn them, 
that without like great cause and necessity they 
procure not their children to be baptized at home 
in their houses but in the church." 


Baptism will be administered at any time; but 
notice must be given in advance. 


Attention is called to the rubric before the of- 
fice for the visitation of the sick, which reads: 


‚ "When any person is sick, notice shall be given 
thereof to the Minister of the parish.” . 


On such notice being given, the clergy are 
always ready and desirous to visit those who are 
“in trouble, sorrow, need, sickness, or any other 
adversity,” and to administer the Holy Com- 
munion to such as, by reason of sickness or other 
infirmity, are prevented from coming to the 
church. 


The Clergy should always be consulted before 
arrangements are made for baptisms, marriages 
or funerals at which they are expected to offi- 
ciate. 


The Clergy can be seen after any church serv- 
ice, by those who desire to consult them or at 
any hour of any day at the Parish House by any- 
body on any errand. 


Parishioners are asked to send prompt notice 
of changes of residence. 


Those who wish to become members of the 
Parish are asked to send their names and ad- 
dresses to the Clergy. Applications for pews or 
sittings should be made to the Verger, who can 
be seen before or after any service at the Church 
or on any week day at the Parish House.

Flags in the Chancel. 

Anyone who has been in church these past 
few Sundays will not have failed to observe the 
“two beautiful flags that have been placed in the 
chancel. These are there as the result of two 


generous gifts on the part of two faithful par- 
| ishioners, both of whom have asked me particu- 
- larly to withhold their names. The national flag 


occupies its proper place on the left side of the 


chancel allowing the church flag to take prece- 
— dence over it by being placed on the right side. 
— This is in accordance with established usage in 
- the army and navy, as well as in conformity 


with the most approved practices in other 
churches, where both flags have been unfurled. 
They are of regulation size, are hand made and 
both have been made of the best silk. , The 
thanks of the entire congregation are due to the 
donors, and the more so in this: that their mod- 
esty precludes the publication of their names. | 


One of the incidental products of the arousing 
of the national consciousness in the present 
crisis is the. growing use of the flag in the 
Church. In some churches it is regularly dis- 
played in chancel or nave; in others a small flag 
is carried in procession. In all the obvious pur- 
pose is to link more closely the Church ana the 
nation. 


In view of the portentous growth of national- 
ism during the past century and the use to which 
religion has been put in relation to it, some con- 
sideration of the symbolism of the flag in the 
Church would seem to be not inappropriate. In

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Germany religion has been officially impressed 
into the service of a pagan view of the state. 
The interests of the nation have been put first 
and Christianity has been distorted to support 
them. 


. Now the flag in Church may easily lend itself 
to the furtherance of such a tendency. it is easy 
for people to think of it, especially in war time, 
as the symbol of the Church’s adherence to a 
philosophy which is essentially the same as that 
which has through its logical development in 
Germany brought Europe into a death agony. 
No one in America thinks he believes in that 
philosophy; but a good many people really do. 
It is important that the flag in Church lend no 
strength to such a doctrine. Its real symbolism 
is precisely the opposite. 


The flag carried or displayed in Church is 
first of all а symbol of a patriotism motived, 
guided and exalted by Christianity. It is not 
there to announce to the world that the Church 
is the willing servant of national ends ; but rather 
that the Church is pledged to serve the nation 
by helping to make national ends Christian. It 
is the symbol not of a nationalized Christianity 
but of a Christianized nationalism. It is the . 
symbol not of a blind patriotism upon the part 
of the Church; but of a patriotism which is con- 
scious of no less an aim than to make the nation 
the servant of Christ. 


The Flag in Church. 


Such a symbolism has significance in two lines 
of national development. The one concerns the 
inner life of the nation; the other its inter- 


national outlook. For the inner life of the na- 


tion the flag in Church is the symbol of the 
Christian's pledge to make America more Chris- 
tian. It 15 our faith as Americans that the great 
principles of freedom and democracy ‘upon 
which our national life is based are Christian 
principles. We believe that they are true expres- 
sions in political and social life of the spirit of 
Christ. If they were not the flag would have no 
place in Church. But it is clear to us all that 
American freedom is far from perfect and that 
American democracy is halting and full of in- . 
justice. The flag in Church pledges the wor- : 
shipers to make the realization of these ideals 
more thoroughly Christian. 
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Red Cross Unit. 


A novel venture has been undertaken this past 
month by certain members of the Girls’ Club in 
that they һауе formed an American Red Cross 
Unit. They have done this in the name of the 
parish and will be at work through a series of 
fifteen weeks taking lessons and making prepara- 
tions for actual and valuable service. The class 
at present organized numbers twenty members. 
Тһе number of applicants makes it look as 
though a second unit might have to be organ- 
ized. Of the young men also, many are facing 
the question of whether or not to volunteer for 
service in training camps. What effect either or 
both of these things may have on summer activi- 
ties is not yet clear. The former certainly need 
have no bearing upon attendance at outings and 
services at the Fresh Air Farm, but it is not yet 
certain how far the second may have to be 
taken into account. I am speaking below of this 
whole subject of the work at the Farm this sum- 
mer. І remind you here merely that the need 
for contributions to support that work will be 
about the same as in former years. Something 
like $500 is already in hand, but we will need 
about the same amount all told as last year. 

Fresh Air Farm. 

We have succeeded this past week in renting 
again, upon the same terms and under the same 
conditions, the Farm we have had the last three 
years. Every one who had part in the work, 
and certainly all those who shared the pleasure 
out there for these summers past, are looking 


'forward eagerly to the date of the Farm's being 


opened. І wish both those who work and those 
who play, both those who give the where-withal 
to make this pleasure and this profit possible and 


'those who have the pleasure and the profi, 


would note this fact; namely, the place will be 
open for outings on Saturday, from Decoration 
Day on, but it is not expected that any one will 
go on Sundays until certainly sometime in June. 
Go Out Some Day. 

Above everything else, I hope that many mem- 
bers of the congregation who have in former 

ears made contributions to the Fresh Air Fund 
and by their bounty made the project a success, 
could actually make the journey out and see the 
place and its equipment with their own eyes. 
The location is at Springfield Road Station, half- 
way between 69th Street and Media, on the trol- 
ley line. Тһе car fare is only ten cents from 
any station of the Subway, transferring at 69th 
Street. The round trip, with ample time for ob- 
servation, could be made by trolley any day in a 
couple of hours. Ву motor also, the journey 15 
very easy and сап be made comfortably each 
way in half an hour. 


Girls’ Club Exhibit. 


On Monday Afternoon and Evening, June ' 


4th, the Girls’ Club will have their Fifth Annual 
Exhibit. Those who have attended any of the 
former ones during these years past, will not 
need any urging to be present again this year; 


while those who have not come before have long 


ago been told how much they missed. 

The Girls’ Club has done this year better work 
than they have ever done before. I devoutly 
hope that many of the ladies of the parish will

They may come prepared to enjoy—as I feel 
sure in advance they will approve—everything 
they see. Many of these will be things that they 
will learn for the first time. Do not forget the 
date. And do not underestimate the importance 
of coming to this Exhibit. I have no apology to 
make for over-emphasizing this invitation. And 
I have no reluctance in promising in advance a 


‚ surprise that will beget enthusiasm. The hours

First, from out the breaking Winter's sky, is 
borne a blue-bird's mating note, passionate, 
throbbing, quivering, beautiful. Which means 
that another Spring is coming. | 


Next, softly, suggestively, with the pregnant 
forces of a nature world, this Spring calls to a 
sleeping Earth to yield again, from out her tra- 


vail-bed of frozen snows, her myriad offspring. . 


These seem fairly born for one purpose, to 
brighten and make glad the soul of man with 
living hope of fine fulfillment. 


Then, quite as suddenly, there bloom the 
April's glorious wonders. Sunshine and shower 
play hide-and-seek together over blossomed hill 
and gloaming valley until, seemingly over night, 
a mysterious vital force has come out of the 
very Earth itself. 


Even before this force has decked a naked 
world in perfect fantasy of green and glowing 
raiment—certainly before taking its flight—it 
has sprinkled sunshine and star-shine еуегу- 
where. 


Now, all of a sudden, and that in most unex- 
pected places, smiling, nodding, swaying, bloom 
the daffodil, the violet, the lily-of-the-valley, the 
hyacinth and the trailing arbutus, sending forth 
their fresh, sweet, woodry fragrance to rejuve- 
nate a dying sense of all things beautiful. And 
they do this most emphatically in this material- 
istic, scientific, dreamless age of ours. 


The trees also begin to bud; then burst into 
green leaves, tiny at first, then such as spread 
and stretch themselves in the Sun, eager to at- 
tain full growth, so that they may play again 
with the Wind and make their rustling melody 
in erstwhile silent places. 


The sky is no longer grey, but as blue as a 
mountain lake, and yet as still also. It is still, 
save where clouds pass, some dark and full of 
tears, some others fleecy white and like so many 
winged sails of a Ship of Hope that beckons 
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ever to ап azure Land of Promise—beckons to 
a far and fair Beyond. 


Lo, while from out the East comes this new 
warmth, the warmth and glow, the color and the 
beauty of envisioned things, expectingly the 
faithful of all climes turn once again their eyes 
to Zion, Zion City of the Great King, beautiful 
for Situation, the joy of the whole Earth. 


There it lies, across a Desert of inexpressible 
dreams, a phantom City by an ever moaning 
Sea. There, rested once in splendor a Jerusa- 
lem the Beautiful, with her flower strewn tri- 
umphant ways. But, in the Shadow of the 
Mount of Olives there once bloomed the lonely 
Garden of Gethsemane, and high above it ail 
there loomed Golgotha, Place of Skulls, with its 
cross-crowned Hill of Calvary. 


Centuries have passed, as mist before the sun, 
in that far distant but ever alluring land of the 
mystical, sphinx-like East. Each olden, golden 
year, when Springtime comes to Earth, “Тһе 
Star” no longer shines over a lowly manger, 
but now it glides in glory over an illumined 
Way, there keeping watch beside a Guarded 
Sepulchre until a stone is rolled away. At sight 
of this, the heart of a whole waiting World each 
season quivers into néw hope of new life again. 


Yes! We know it is Spring, because it is 
Easter! And we know there is fact, in the fan- 
ciful story of Easter, because we have witnessed 
again the eternal, the recurrent miracle of 
Spring. Everywhere, throughout the coral- 
tinted sanctuary of the Dawn, church-bells are 
bringing it, ringing it, singing it: 

Alleluia! Alleluia! Christ is risen! 
The Lord is Risen indeed! 
The Three Lives of Man. 

(The reading of the following article, clipped 
from the pages of The Outlook, some years ago, 
was made a part of the Repetition Carol Serv- 
ice on the Sunday after Easter. It is because of 
numerous requests that it is here reprinted.

Every man has three lives; the first is prepara- 
tion for the second; the second is preparation 
for the third. 


The first life is spent in darkness, silence, 
solitude. The developing child has eyes but can- 


ot see, ears but cannot hear, hands but cannot 
asp, feet but cannot walk. He is an object of 
e tenderest love of his mother, but he is all 
iconscious of that love апа cannot respond to 


ти 
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Out of this world of darkness and silence and 
yitude he is born into a world of sound and 
alight and companionship. Into this new 
rld he comes through the door of pain—his 
mother's travail pain, with difficulty endured; 
15 own pain, for he greets life with a cry. 
Youth, Manhood, Old Age. 
In this new life there are three stages—youth, 
manhood, old age. In the first stage the develop- 
organs of sight, hearing, touch, are instru- 
nts for the culture of the spirit within. He 
rns to see by seeing, to hear by hearing, to 
asp by grasping, to walk by walking. At first 
sees all things alike. Gradually he learns to 
liscriminate color and form, and by discriminat- 
ng there is developed in him an appreciation of 
auty—that is, his esthetic faculty. He learns 
to distinguish symbolic forms, to attach to them 
their traditional meaning, and so to read, and 
‘by reading to enter into the spiritual experiences 
of the great souls of the past. He learns to hear 
with discrimination, and the ear becomes an 
"avenue through which appreciation of music is 
developed and through which also, learning the 
symbolic meaning of sounds, he comes into fel- 
lowship with living spirits growing like himself 
into manhood and womanhood. Through this 
| companionship with spirits like his own, inter- 
preted to him through the symbolism of color 
апа form and sound, he gradually acquires а 
realization of ethical distinctions, and there are 
gradually developed in him experiences of jus- 
tice, pity, mercy, love. He acquires faith, that 
15, the power to look upon the invisible, to see in 
“the frowning brow the anger of the spirit, in 
| fears its sorrow, in its smile friendship, in the 
glance of the eye or the pressure of the hand a 
tenderer, deeper love. 


In the second stage this development of the 
inner life of the spirit continues, but increasing- 
ly these physical organs become the instruments 
by which he impresses his spiritual life on 
others.. The man becomes a father, and trans- 
mits to his children through sight and sound the 
life that had been transmitted to him. Не b2- 
comes an orator, or a painter, or a musician, ог 
an author, or a mechanician, and by eye and ear 
and hand he communicates in material form the 
| immaterial life which has been communicated to 
him. For the bridge of the engineer, the speech 
of the orator, the story of the author, the paint- 
— ing of the artist, the symphony or the song of 
the musician, are symbols which convey life 
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from one invisible spirit to other invisible spirits 
through material instruments. 


In the third stage this inward life has grown 
too great for material expression. Тһе material 
instruments are too gross to utter the secrets of 
the spirit. The life of the spirit has been grow- 
ing larger, richer, more subtle. But not so the 
instruments; they had reached their perfection; 
happy for their possessor if they have not be- 
gun to decay. The orator receives with hu- 
miliation the plaudits of the audience, for he 
knows that he has not given them the vision of 
truth which has been given to him. The mu- 
sician can find no instrument and no combina- 
tion of instruments adequate to interpret the 
harmonies his spirit has heard in the silence. 
The artist's brush fails to reproduce the beauty 
he has felt. As to the worker in material things 
that are not symbols, no sooner is the house or 
bridge or engine built than time ruthlessly be- 
gins to destroy it with rust and friction and de- 
cay. So gradually the spirit outgrows the body ; 
the eye and ear and hand, which were first in- 
struments for the culture of the spirit, then in- 
struments to interpret the life of the spirit, be- 
come its handicap. Sometimes premature decay 
or sudden accident impairs or destroys these in- 
struments of life. If not, they become with age 
inadequate for growing life of the spirit. Then 
comes the second birth, which we call death. 

Birth Which We Call Death. 

Birth into what life? How can we tell? Could 
you forecast the fruit from the blossom, if you 
had never seen a fruit? Could you forecast the 
bird from the egg, if you had never seen a bird? 
Could the child, in his first life of darkness, si- 
lence and solitude, forecast the life of sunlight, 
harmonies, and companionship? As little can we 
forecast, in this time-experience, handicapped 
by the no longer useful instruments of our 
growing spiritual life, what is the eternal life of 
that spirit when released from its captivity. 

But this we can believe: as the imperfectly 
developed eye and ear in the life of darkness and 
silence and solitude were auguries of the coming 
life of sunlight and sound and companionship, so 
the imperfectly developed faculties of the spirit 
—the obscure and fleeting vision of the eternal, 
the aspirations after an ever escaping and un- 
realized ideal of perfection, the love which is 
sometimes an exquisite pain and sometimes an 
exquisite joy—are auguries of a life yet to соте; 
a life which eye hath not seen, nor ear heard, 
and which it hath not entered into the heart of 
man to conceive. And of this we can be sure, 
that as birth is not the beginning of life, so 
death is not its ending. Each is only a transi- 
tion. Ё 
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Church Union: Christian Unity. 


Тһе deeper one's religious faith the stronger 
wil be the sympathy for all sincere religion, 
however widely it may differ from any particu- 
lar creed. It 15 when one is living only on the 
surface of the spiritual life that he is most con- 
scious of the differences that separate from 
those of other creeds. When the spiritual life 
grows rich and deep the points of likeness 
emerge. 


Not that the differences are unimportant, or 
that all religions contain an equal measure of 
truth. There is a vital distinction between Jew 
and .Christian; between Roman Catholic and 
Protestant ; between the creed of the Baptist and 
that of the Churchman. But the deeper the life 
of conscious discipleship, the more one realizes 
the unity of purpose and mutual desire for 
truth which are the marks of all sincere religion. 
Truth is important, but the earnest search for 
truth is more important. Тһе motive counts for 
more than the particular creed. 


Two incidents from the early days of the 
great war illustrate what we have in mind. One 
was the heroic death of Rabbi Block, shot while 
holding the crucifix to the lips of a dying Chris- 
tian soldier. The two differed widely in their 
understanding of the life and death of Christ— 
to the one he was a good but deluded man; to 
the other a Saviour—but they both looked up 
to God in the hour of.anguish and death in the 
fellowship of a common hope and loyalty. 


Another incident was that of the Mohammedan 
surgeon from India who, bending over a dying 
comrade feebly murmuring the Ave Maria, fin- 
ished for his Christian brother the prayer his 
faltering lips and waning breath were unable to 
conclude. Не did not, he would not utter for 
himself the prayer that expressed the hope of 
his Christian comrade; but he saw that beneath 
their opposing creeds was the fellowship of 
self-sacrifice. 


АП this has a very practical application. What 
is true of the great differences such as those that 
separate the Jew from the Christian, is true also 
of the little differences that alienate one Chris- 
tian from another. Тһе petty animosities and 
conscious superiorities which disturb and some- 
times disrupt a church; the injured sensibilities 
which lead to estrangement even from the house 
of God; the cherished personal slights which 
loom so large that they shut out the vision of 
service; what are these but signs of a superficial 
religion.

may have seemed rather counsels of perfection, 


One of these is to avoid waste. 
next year there will probably not be food enough 
to feed the whole world comfortably. We shall 
hope that the American people will not go 


hungry; but any waste of food will become 


criminal and sinful. 


The American women are seeking to discover. 


what they can do in time of war. Those who 
manage households сап ѕее that their house- 
holds are managed with no waste of food. We 
have been very prodigal in our larders. We 
have believed that what we buy and pay for is 
subject to no one's interference. But in time of 
stress this is wrong. То waste food may be al- 
most a blow to the nation. : 


We сап avoid extravagance and display. In 
serious times these are vulgar and unftting. 
Entertainments may be made quiet and modest. 
The show of wealth can be curtailed. Taxes may 
be—should be—multiplied on a very large scale. 
The wealthiest and the poorest ought to meet at 
least some part of that extra cost by economies 
at home. 


We can set the example of paying taxes with- 
out grumbling. We can accept the added bur- 
den, in whatever form it comes to us, as an op- 
portunity for patriotic service. 


We can help to mould public opinion to re- 
spect the government. We can realize that we 
cannot know all the circumstances concerning 
matters that the executive departments, the army, 
and the navy, have to decide, and we can give 
them the benefit of any doubt. - 


We can pay our bills promptly. With a gen- 
eral rise in costs of production every merchant 
will find it inconvenient to extend credits beyond 
a period of perhaps thirty days at most. To make 
a practice of leaving accounts unpaid longer 
than that is to be guilty of putting expense un- 
justly upon those who are paying interest that 
we should pay. 


These are suggestions that might well be de- 
veloped in the form of sermons. Christian рео- 
ple have new duties resting upon them in time 
of war. Let them fulfil these cheerfully to the 
uttermost.

“Tf a virtue of any kind has to be flogged into 
being, it becomes in the act dubious. Artificial 
riotism is as suspicious as any other sort of 
ulated excitement. If a man goes up and 
wn asseverating that he is honest, we instinct- 
ively look to our goods and chattels. Yet we are 
expected to take to our arms every man who bel- 
lows about his love of country. And there has 
been far too much of this forced display of pa- 
 triotism. 


We have had a species of flagellants walking 
‘the streets, advertising their own superior pa- 
triotic fervor, and calling upon all and sundry to 
join them in some kind of fantastic, or, at best, 
wholly unnecessary rite. You must sign some- 
thing. You must make oath. You must offer 
yourself for some service which you know you 
will never be called upon to perform. Other- 
wise you are suspected of harboring recreant 
thoughts and cowardly or traitorous designs. 
АП the time, the citizen most to be suspected 15 
- the one who stands in the mass-meeting or on 
the corners of the streets and thanks God that 
he is more patriotic than his fellows. 


This vociferous patriotism cannot but be ex- 
ceedingly distasteful to one who drew in love of 
country with his mother's milk. He would no 
more think of proclaiming his readiness to do 
апа endure all for his native land, than he would 
of boasting that he could be depended upon not 
to steal penny-savings from a child. Не feels 
that the deep and sacred feelings which he cher- 
ishes for his nation are to be taken for granted. 
Who can be such a clod as not to have them? 


service here while in the city. 
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But they аге not to be bruited abroad. Тһеге is 
a law against using the flag for advertising pur- 
poses. But, alas, this does not prevent its use 
for advertising one's superior civic virtues. 
Busy-bodies bestir themselves to nag their fel-' 
lows, by some oytward act, to “show where they 
stand in a crisis like this." The answer given by 
some is that they stand where they always have 
stood—by their country and against all hysteri- 
cal nonsense. 


Such must also feel offended at the efforts 
made by some newspapers and many speakers to 
rouse an unnatural hatred of Germans. These 
folk seem to feel that the country would have 
no heart in the war unless it was against mon- 
sters of wickedness. So we get something like 
the war-dance of the Indians, editors painting 
themselves up in hideous guise, orators cutting 
themselves with knives and yelling like mad, all 
in the endeavor to work up a furious hate of the 
German people individually and collectively. 
But really, there is no need of all this inflamma- 
tory and abusive appeal. We know what our 
wrongs are at the hands of Germany ; we believe 
that we have a cause founded on right and hu- 
manity ; and it is not in the least necessary to act 
upon the assumption that Americans must be 
infuriated before they will move to defend their 
country. These excited persons protest far too 
much. If all are traitors who will not go every 
length with them, then are we lost indeed. 


With all our preparing, we must not overlook 
preparedness of soul. We ought all to be cast- 
ing about for every aid we can find in making 
ready to quit us like men. We must prepare to 
withstand the passions of the mob; to see to it 
that aliens among us are perfectly secure in 
property and life. We must see to it that free- 
dom of conscience, of press, and of speech shall 
not be abrogated; that tolerance and respect for 
others shall rule us. We must’ prepare to brace 
ourselves against disappointments; to remain 
undismayed by the clamors of the press; to keep 
calm in the midst of tempests. And in our atti- 
tude towards the armed conflict, if it comes, we 
should strive in advance to bear ourselves as 
men convinced that justice is on their side, and 
who therefore feel that all boasting and venge- 
ful shouting are to be sternly avoided—A Re- 
cent Editorial.

Standing Notices. 


Communicants coming into the Parish, or 
leaving it, should comply with the following 
canon: 


“А communicant removing from one parish 
to another shall procure from the rector of the 
parish of his last residence, or if there be no 
rector, from one of the wardens, a certificate, or 
letter of transfer." 


Concerning Baptism, the rubric says: 


“The Minister of every parish shall often ad- 
monish the people that they defer not the bap- 
tism of their children unless upon a great and 
reasonable cause. And he shall also warn them, 
that without like great cause and necessity they 
procure not their children to be baptized at home 
in their houses but in the church." 


Baptism will be administered at any time; but 
notice must be given in advance. 


Attention is called to the rubric before the of- 
fice for the visitation of the sick, which reads: 


“When any person is sick, notice shall be given 
thereof to the Minister of the parish." 


On such notice being given, the clergy are 
always ready and desirous to visit those who are 
“їп trouble, sorrow, need, sickness, or any other 
adversity," and to administer the Holy Com- 
munion to such as, by reason of sickness or other 
infirmity, are prevented from coming to the 
church. 


The Clergy should always be consulted before 
arrangements are made for baptisms, marriages 
or funerals at which they are expected to offi- 
ciate. 


The Clergy can be seen after any church serv- 
ice, by those who desire to consult them or at 
any hour of any day at the Parish House by any- 
body on any errand. 


Parishioners are asked to send prompt notice 
of changes of residence. 


Those who wish to become members of the 
Parish are asked to send their names and ad- 
dresses to the Clergy. Applications for pews or 
sittings should be made to the Verger, who can 
be seen before or after any service at the Church 
or on any week day at the Parish House.

Rules for Holy Communion. 


1. When you come forward to receive Holy 
Communion be careful not to crowd other рео 
ple. Try also to let members of families knee] 
side by side. It often means much to them, 
Remember that consideration for others is no 
where so fitting as at the Lord’s Table: 


2. When you come to the rail try to knee] 
as near as possible, so that your feet will not 
obstruct the way of those behind you. 


It is a most thoughtful custom to kneel іп 
the proper place and thus not inconvenience 
those who follow. 


3. Receive the Elements into ungloved 
hands. The rubric directs that they are to be 
received into the hands of the people. It is 
well to place the palm of one hand on top of 
the other and receive the bread from the hand 
of the Priest in the upper hand. ] 


4. Be sure to take the Cup or Chalice into: 
your hands. Grasp it firmly and guide it 
your lips. The hats of women who kneel often 
make it impossible for the celebrant to see 
their faces. Drink from the Chalice without 
turning it. 


5. Pray while you are kneeling at the rail 
Strive fully to realize what the service means, 
Pray especially for greater love to God and 
for your neighbors. Ве sure, too, to offer а 
prayer of thanksgiving at this time. | 


6. When you return to your seat continue 
your prayers and thanksgivings. You should 
learn to use your Prayer Book to this end. 


7. Never leave the Church till the Benedic- 
tion has been pronounced, unless absolutely 
compelled to do so. You would not leave the 
house of a friend before the meal was finished

8. Be sure to come to Holy Communion reg- 
ularly, at least once a month, and also on 
Christmas Day and Easter Day. These days

This good, I verily believe, 
has been abundant. 

Fresh Air Farm. 

Тһе work this summer has been a success from 
every point of view. It is difficult to. make re- 
sults apparent in terms of figures; but a crude 
ttempt would be something like this: The Farm 
s used in all for about three months. There 
re а dozen Saturday Outings for Children; 
at number of Saturday afternoon and Satur- 


unday Afternoon Services in the Orchard. А 
g Book was kept'and attendance noted with 
ch accuracy as could be. This shows that 3442 
individual round trips were made from the City 
to the Farm by all groups of persons together. 
‘The excursions of the Mothers’ Meeting on Wed- 
nesday afternoons were notable features, there 
‘being as many as 50 at a time. The parties of 
"Children taken out on Saturdays, with the car 
fare provided, averaged 55. Тһе average atten- 
- dance of Young People on Saturdays and Sat- 
urday evenings was 105; while, most satisfactory 
of all, were the Sunday afternoon outdoor serv- 
ices at which the attendance averaged 100.

Considerable Deficit. 

I do not know just what went wrong this 
summer with the sum total of contributions. It 
was not as large as formerly. Indeed, it was by 
no means large enough. The Rector’s Discretion- 
ary Fund had to be drawn upon heavily to sub- 
sidize the account. I do not like to speak much 
about this. In fact, I foresee that one is going 
to be distinctly at a loss this year to know how 
to say much about money in many connections. 
This is likely to prove a serious matter. Some 
things will need to be held very clearly in mind. 
I realize that war conditions are upon us; that 
contributions are sought for many objects and 
upon every hand; and yet we must remind our- 
selves that the Church's work is of importance. 
To me, of course, it seems of prime importance. 
And I firmly believe anyone is justified in that 
feeling. Maybe I can best refer you, in this 
whole connection, to an article upon “Ап Econ- 
omy to Avoid" printed in another column.

Unreal Religious Phraseology. 

“Тп a recent book on the writing of English, 
Sir Arthur Quiller-Couch gives 'jargon' of all 
sorts а rare trouncing. It was certainly need- 
ed, and most of all perhaps among writers of 
religious books and tracts. Religious jargon and 
ecclesiastical jargon are dangerously insidious 
things, just because so often they are used un- 
consciously. That is to say, there is a whole host 
of words and phrases that goes to make the com- 
mon treasury of religious expression, but which 
has slowly become a debased coinage of glib 


phrases; once, to be sure, they came clear out 
from the mint, but now they are so worn and 
rubbed that they are used, if not interchange- 
ably, at any rate without much care for precise 
value. The result has been that an air of unreal- 
ity, if not downright insincerity, is scented by 
the non-religious person who picked up one such 
book or paper.” —The Churchman,

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An Economy to Avoid. 
War-time demands on purse and bank-account 


"must be met at the same time when we face the 
“need for sharp economies in personal and house- 


hold expenditures. Yet there is one saving it 
would be tragic to make because of war con- 


ditions, and that is in what we give to the Church. 


Solemn warning against such short-sighted pru- 
dence is issued by The Continent (Chicago), 


which holds that not to save on one's gifts just as 
on home and personal outlay will require in | 


most cases "a spirit of courage fully comparable 


with the spirit of the soldier who exchanges the 


ease and safety of home for the hardships of 


camp life and the dangers of battles." 


This Presbyterian weekly admits that most 
people will think at first blush that it is not only 
right that customary contributions should be re- 


- duced in proportion to the cut in living expenses. 
Nevertheless, The Continent avers that “if this 


is to be the common rule of the Christians of 
the United States, the unvarnished truth is that 
disaster is promised for the Church.” Hence, 
the high courage needed by the Church Layman 
for the current crisis imposes on him, according 
to The Continent, the candid facing of this ques- 
tion : 

"Is it more important for me and mine to live 
on in full comfort or for the Church of Christ to 
live on with strength unabated? 


“For certainly it is as plain as a pikestaff that, 
if Christian families begin to economize on their 
benevolences, then Churches will be obliged to 
reduce their work. 


“And the result manifestly will be not simply a 
slackening of religious and charitable endeavor 
for the period of the war, but a disorganization 
and prostration and discouragement that will re- 
quire long years after the war to repair. 


“Abandonment, or even depletion of the ef- 
forts which are now projecting Christian energy 
into every phase of the social evolution of our 
times, will lose in all these directions, . ground 
that would have to be rewon at great cost. Sim- 
ple arrest of effort, which would leave the Church 
free to begin again following the war just where 
it left off, is thinkable theoretically, but impos- 
sible practically." 

Not in great Church councils, but in the house- 
holds of Christians throughout the land, Тһе 
Continent goes on to say, must be answered the 
question whether those who are sworn to uphold 
Christianity can dare to let its force diminish in 
sucha time as this? The world that is to be re- 
constructed after the war should have ready for 
its service all Christian instrumentalities at the 
top notch of efficiency and not a shattered wreck 


of machinery which the Church had not had the 
spirit or power to preserve intact. If the proper 
rule prevails in every home dedicated to the 
kingdom of God, it will mean this: ° 

“All necessary economy in costs of household 
living. 

“No economy at all in the outgo of benevo- 
lence.” 

Thoughts for the Times. 

The present turmoil and world confusion af- 
fords an opportunity for the Rector of another 
Church in this city to say to his people in print 
these words which we take the liberty of print- 
ing—and without quotation marks—that we may 
make them also our own: 


Ist. That America, in a time of international 
challenge, is only for Americans. This is no 
place for doubters, laggards, hyphenates or para- 
sites. 


2nd. That pacifists ought to move on and out, 
if the crisis calls for positives and protectors. 


3rd. 'That the people who shiver at sight of 
the flag ought to be rafted out to sea, so that 
they may be beyond the three-mile limit. 


4th. That all our people, men and women, 
ought to be enrolled for whatever service they 
may render. 


5th. That the flag should be unfurled in ever 
Christian Church. Its foes are ours. Its friends 
are ours. 


6th. That we believe the principles of right- 
eousness and freedom to be superior to the prin- 
ciples of peace. 


7th. That the Cross, which is the insignia of 
Christianity, means the shedding of blood for the 
sake of righteousness. Peace is secondary. Right- 
eousness comes first. 


8th. That democracy is closer to the heart of 
Americans than autocracy or imperialism. The 
will of the people and the welfare of the com- 
mons must ever be superior to the right of kings. 


oth. -That the defense of the Republic calls 
for the service of all, and that pure democracy 
demands universal enlistment and training.

-The Monthly Party. 

The regular Monthly Party for the Young 
People was held in the Parish House on Thurs- 
day evening, November ist. It was certainly 
an enjoyable occasion, In addition to the usual 
features of entertainment and the customary 
dance, the function was in the nature of a re- 
ception to twenty-five men in uniform from 
League Island. Everyone counts it a privilege 
to do anything in their power for these boys. 
Our only regret, as indeed that of everybody, 
is that we cannot do more, and for a larger 
number. As for the boys themselves, as many 
of them as we could invite for this one even- 
ing, they aver—and I am not surprised—that 
they never had so good a time in their lives. 
Nor did we, for that matter. They may come 
again as often and as many as they will. 

Request for Victrola. 

I would like to have a really serviceable Vic- 
trola for use in the Parish House. We have 
had two or three, at different times, but they 
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Вахе been poor ones at best апа were worn out 
before we obtained them, at that. І am sure 

veryone will realize at once how much use 
could be made of a good one. We need it for 
parties, for the Girls’ Club, for the Mothers 
Meeting, etc. It might either be new or, quite 
as. likely, just as good as new because it might 
Þe one that has stood in your home compara- 
tively unused. We have many records, and 
could easily procure more; but have no instru- 
ment at present. We do have recurrent need 
for one. Will not somebody please think of a 
way—and tell me about it? 


Name of this Church. 


I wish I could speak both tactfully and per- 
suadingly at once about something that dis- 
turbs and disappoints me, after many years of 
effort, more than I like to confess. It is the at- 
tempt I have earnestly and honestly made to 
have this church called by its right name. I 
do not think it will be; but I do want you to 
feel that it ought to be. This is not "St. 
Luke's Church." To just keep on, year after 
year, falling back by force of gravity or failing 
through misunderstanding to do this is not 
courteous to the memory of "The Old Epiph- 
any.” In the year 1898, those two, then indi- 
vidual parishes, ceased to exist. Their charters 
were annulled by the state. A new charter was 
given, to a new corporation, and this took a 
new name. I know it is a cumbersome name, 
but I know also that both you and I owe equal 
respect and fond regard to both memories. | It 
is not right to ignore entirely an obligation 
upon one hand any more than upon another. I 
speak this reminder timidly ; but I really mean 
it seriously. I do not want to make too much 
of it but Í wish our people as a whole would 
make more of it. Our rightful name is "The 
Church of St. Luke and the Epiphany."

b Тһеге is a matter regarding which there is so 
much confusion, such. general misapprehension and 
such utter lack of detailed information, that I am 
moved to go into a discussion of it in full at least 
this once. I am going to write at some length, in 
the hope that such a statement may prove not only 
of passing interest, but of permanent value. Keep 
this copy for reference.

_. I know the whole endeavor may seem trivial to 
some who know already all that is here written. But 
they do not realize how many others are quite un- 
familiar with the simplest facts and how frequently 
I am asked every year the questions I am trying 
here to answer. These questions come from many 
unsuspected quarters. I refer to the subject of Wed- 
dings. 


I speak, to be sure, only professionally and not 
| personally. Such information as I have upon the 
subject is at second hand only. I confine myself, 
therefore, to the Ceremony alone, and that only in 
so far as it involves the Church. I am thinking of 
Awnings, Decorations, Music, etc. I am concerned 
with the part of the Verger, the Choir-master and 
the Clergyman. I am solicitous for the peace of 
mind of the Bride, the Groom, the Ushers, the Brides- 
_ maids, the Maid of Honor and the (so-called) Best 
Man. 


4 I am going to speak even of Fees. I mention this 
- last matter in particular because it is of this I am 
often asked. Indeed, it is because there is, more 
Often still, embarrassment and hesitation even to 
ask questions that I am printing such seemingly 
‘simple facts. For a reason of importance then, I 
‘speak of this last subject first. 


l am anxious to the point of eagerness that every 
“опе shall use the Church for every possible func- 
tion, either public or private, and to rid their minds 
of any idea that this use should be expensive. The 
proper place for every Wedding, as indeed for Fun- 
‘erals—and Christenings for that matter—is the 
Church. It is yours for the asking. It is here for 
that purpose. It is a privilege to us to be of service, 
rather than a price you have to pay for being served. 
Nothing ought to prevent you from the Church’s 
rightful use. 


Please let me speak with utmost plainness. We 
have had weddings in church which cost (somebody) 
five hundred dollars; we have had others that did 
not cost.anybody fifty cents. We have had elaborate 
‘Private weddings in the Little Chapel, witha hundred

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'people present. We have had modest public ones 
in the Church proper, with no company present but 
the two witnesses. There have been wedding fees 


of a hundred dollars, and there have been some oth- 
ers of less than a single dollar bill. 


These unimportant distinctions please put out of 
mind. It is possible for anybody, to have any kind 
ot a wedding they elect, at any expense—or at no 
expense. Make known the fact to the Rector that 
you want to be married in Church. He will do the 
rest—provided, of course, you secure a bride or a 
groom, as the case may be, to co-operate. 


In the scale of elaborateness and simplicity, let us 
consider the simplest kind-of service first. There is 
no charge of any kind for the üse of the Church 
itself. It is always here. It is heated; lighted and 
open at any hour, for anybody's use. The Rector's 
Study is at the Church and both he and the Verger 
are on duty at all times; they are available for any 
service at any time. 


A simple wedding ceremony can be had without 
the adjuncts of awning, flowers, or music—and not 
necessarily at any cost. I dwell on this because it 
is a source of grave regret when any of our young 
people go elsewhere to be married. If, by chance, it 
is fear of expense that deters them from coming to 
their own Church, and being married as they should 
be in their own Church Home, their Rector feels the 
fault is his for not having made such matters more 
plain to them. 


From this kind of service on—or up, or down, or 
any way you choose—anybody can have such addi- 
tional features as they desire. You will appreciate 
my speaking of these additional features, also plain- 
ly, опе at a time, because any one or many or all 
may be added as requirements demand or as circum- 
stances determine. 


If there are to be flowers, or other decorations, 
that is natürally a matter to be privately arranged 
with your florist. They may consist of anything, 
from a single pair of vases on the altar to the most 
elaborate scheme of adornment anybody wishes to 
contract for. Тһе only point I note in this connec- 
tion is that this arrangement is to be made entirely 
with some florist, not at all with the Rector or the 
Verger. 


If there is music, it naturally has to be good 
music. This is because of the traditions of this 
Parish and the high standard set by its Organist and 
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Choirmaster. Тһе fee for his services, if desired, 
is an established fee of $20.00. If—as is often the 
case—people desire the services rather of some 
personal friend to play the service, that is entirely 
possible and may be done with politeness and pro- 
priety. But the polite thing in that case is for the 
fce, of whatever size, to be sent to the Church's 
regular Organist anyway. This is because it is really 
asking a personal favor to have someone else use 
his instrument. 


If more music is wanted than mere organ num- 
bers, the customary combination is that of organ, 
harp and 'cello. The services of these musicians 
can be easily secured. They are the Church's regu- 
lar Harpist and 'Cellist who play at the Sunday 
Afternoon Services. The Choir also can be engaged, 
of course, either. as a whole or in part. Sometimes 
a quartette is desired; sometimes a double quartette. 
Such singers can always be engaged; but all these 
arrangements should be made directly with the 
Choirmaster, and at such a scale of prices as the 
circumstances may require. 


Another matter of importance is the Canopy. I 
mean, of course, the “Awning” at the entrance to 
the Church. Not that an awning itself is of any 
importance; but it is of importance to know how 
to proceed. Some years ago this Church purchased 
one outright and gave it to the Verger. The use of 
it is his prerogative. The fee for its use is one of his 
perquisites. It is therefore not quite proper to im- 
port one from the outside. 


The charge for putting up this awning is $10.00; 
or, if the passage-way is continued to make entrance 
for the bridesmaids to a room down stairs for their 
assembling, $15.00. All this is apart from some nor- 
mal fee to the Verger for preparing the Church it- 
self and for his presence and labors, if the company 
is large or the details engrossing. It is apart also 
from the engagement of carriage-men in front of 
the Church, who again are required only when con- 
veyances are likely to be numerous. 


Now, let us get one other matter clear. And then 
we can pass on to topics less embarrassing. It is 
traditionally proper for the Bride’s family to make 
all these arrangements and to meet these expenses, 
the Groom being expected only to “See the Par- 
son.” This rule is one about as often broken as 
observed, however, because custom leads the Groom, 
or the Best Man, to distribute largess to the Ver- 
ger and the Organist as well. 


` How they fix this up at home among them, I have 
no idea. That is none of my concern—nor that of 
anybody else. The important point is, when the 
date for a wedding is being determined, telephone 
or write or see the Rector first, to make sure that 
the date is free and the Church available at the de- 


sired'hour. From that point on all things will pro 
ceed with. neatness and dispatch. - 

Now, I sincerely hope I have not done more hag 
than good in mentioning these matters. I hay 
sometimes found that the more one tries to exp 
the more he confuses. I shall be grieved bey 
measure if this mere mention of money causes mor 
fright than it is meant to allay. There is no need 
for all or for any of these seeming luxuries, if they 
should seem to be such. Those who, from ch 
or circumstances, do not wish to have them need п 
have them. Or they can have minor equipment, а 
any cost they choose. 


I return to statements made at the beginning, T 
would emphasize them by repeating. The Church 
is'at your disposal. The Rector is at your service, 
You are our parishioners. We are your priests 
This Church is your Church. I am anxious t 
when you are married, it shall be here—in your ow 
Church Home.

These are many, but none are mys- 


vexatious. There are many things that people puz- 


zle over needlessly, because they are all matters of 


routine. I am asked regarding them so frequently 
I cannot help but know they are perplexing. 

I can only bid you welcome to ask anything you 
think of. I will do my best to help you in advance 
with any difficulty. You need have no fear that any 
question will surprise me. I think I have been asked 


them all—from the hour of the day when dress suits | 
should be worn to the number of hair-pins the bride | 


ought to have in her veil. 


But these were not just what.I meant to speak 


of. I mean rather the way those comport them- 
selves who are participants—what they do, and how 
and when and where they do it. The best method, 
I think of touching briefly on such matters, and in 
the most condensed form of statement, is to copy 
here some paragraphs from an article in a well 
known magazine as they were printed for this pur- 
pose a few years ago. 

"On the day appointed, all the ushers should be 
present at the Church a full half hour or more be- 
fore the time set for the ceremony. The Organist 
will ordinarily render several selections during this 
period while the guests are assembling and are being 
conducted to pews by the ushers. The groom should 
plan to arrive, in company with his best man, at least 
a quarter of an hour before the ceremony. They 
should be shown in by the sexton at some side en- 
trance so that they may wait in the Vestry with the 
Clergyman. 


“Тһе bride should appear at the church-door punc- 


Nothing in the way of expense shall be 


There are certain fixed rules of procedure 
which, while seemingly elaborate, ought not to be 


Шу at the appointed hour. She drives thither ac- 
ipanied by her father, and followed by her brides- 
s, who have awaited her in their carriages at her 
т. Upon the bride's arrival in the vestibule, the 
ton closes the outside doors of the church. Two 
hers then draw a white ribbon down each side of 
e centre aisle, shutting in the pews. The clergy- 
п enters the chancel from his robing room. 


“When the bridal procession is ready, the sexton 
ens wide the vestibule doors, the organist peals 
the opening notes of the wedding march, and 
entire company present rises as the cortege 
dvances up the aisle. At that moment the bride- 
room appears, attended by his best man. Entering 
a side door, they proceed to their place at the 
ot of the chancel steps. Here the groom awaits 
bride, who, according to traditional usage, he 
now for the first time that day. 

“The ushers lead the procession up the main 
i , two by two, followed by the bridesmaids, also 
pairs. The maid of honor walks alone, preceding 
e bride, who comes last of all, leaning upon her 
her's right arm. If there are flower girls to scat- 
blossoms in the bride's pathway—an ancient and 
etty custom—they walk just before her. 


“At the foot of the chancel steps the ushers апа 
idesmaids break ranks—half their number mov- 
g to the right and half to the left. Here all stand 
for the ‘betrothal’ Then, passing up into the chan- 
el, following the two contracting parties, all stand 
dn a half-circle at each side. The bridesmaids stand 
ither between or in front of the ushers, the children 
before them, the maid of honor at the bride's left 
‘near at hand. In passing into the chancel the bride 
"drops her father's right arm and places her hand 
in the left arm of the bridegroom, who has advanced 
to meet her and consequently has been in his proper 
place during the betrothal. 


"Meanwhile the father has stood a little behind the 
daughter, at her left, and at the question, "Who 
giveth this woman to be married to this шап? he 
responds, “Т do, and stepping forward, places her 
| right hand in that of the bridegroom. He then joins 
his wife in their pew, the front on the left hand side 
ot the centre aisle. This question is sometimes an- 
Swered by the widowed mother, who, standing in her 
pew, bows her assent. When the ring is given, the 
‘bride hands her bouquet to her maid of honor, who 
restores it after the ceremony. 


“As the final benediction is pronounced, the newly 
made husband and wife arise from their knees and 
‘turn to leave the altar. The maid of honor arranges 
‘the bride’s train, the organ peals forth the wedding 
march, and the happy pair pass down the aisle, fol- 
‘lowed by the attendants, the maid of honor first, then 
the bridesmaids, the ushers last. The best man, pass- 
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ing through the vestry, gathers his own and the 
groom’s hat and coat and hastens by another route 
їс be in advance of the married couple when they 
arrive in the vestibule to leave the church. 


“As the bridal pair drive away, followed by the 


bridesmaids in their carriages, the ushers return and 
remove the white ribbons from the pews, permitting 
the general departure of the guests, who courteously 
give precedence to those occupying the front pews. 
It should have been said that, in seating the guests, 
the bride’s immediate family and friends are shown 
to the front pews on the left, and the groom’s to 
those on the right, of the middle aisle; that is, right 
and left as you look to the chancel from the en- 
trance. The ushers remain until all is accomplished. 


The organist plays until all the guests have left the 
church.” 


At the Communion. 

“To avoid confusion the people are asked to go 
forward to the rail in the order of their seats ; 
those in front should go first and then the next 
behind. There would then be no need of stand- 
ing in the aisles. Rise from your seats just as 
the people finish at the rail. The only exception 
to this rule should be the choir. If any one must 
hurry away let him take a front seat. All should 


remain in church until the conclusion of the ser- 
vice. 


_ In taking the cup people are asked not to turn 
it; receive it just as the minister hands it to you. 
The minister turns it a little for each person, and, 
if the person turns it, he is more likely to turn it 
the wrong way, and so defeat his purpose. Each 


cup is used for six people and then carefully 
cleaned.”

My dear Friends: 


Colonel Roosevelt has contributed to the Ос- 
tober number of The Ladies Home Journal an 
article entitled “Shall We Do Away With the 
Church?" which has made an impression both.on 
Church people and those who are not Church 
people. Speaking of the value and duty of at- 
tending services, he says: 


“Бог all those whose lives are led on a plane 
above the grimmest and barest struggle for exis- 
tence, church attendance and church work nf 
some kind mean both the cultivation of the habit 
of feeling some responsibility for others and the 
sense of braced moral strength which prevents 
a,relaxation of one's fiber. 4 


“The household in which Sunday is treated 
merely as a day for easy self-indulgence does 
not on that day offer an attractive spectacle. Nor 
in such a household is what occurs on that day 
a healthy stimulus toward right living for the 
children. In such a household the master of the 
house generally rises late. That is all right if his 
staying in bed means rest for him without mean- 
ing added work for somebody else. But, having 
risen, he merely dawdles half-dressed, smokes 
and reads the Sunday papers, lounges around the 
place if nothing more attractive offers itself, and 
finally goes off to the club or other lounging 
place. 


“The mistress of the household meanwhile 
stays in bed, too, with the Sunday paper, or with 
a cheap magazine or a cheap novel; then she also 
lounges around the house befere fully dressing, 
and finally visits or receives visits from some 
other women who also regard slipshod absence 
of effort as the proper characteristic of the day. 


“The case is not bettered if the heads of the 
family possess more energy but use it merely for 
their own selfish enjoyment, as, for instance, 
if they habitually spend the entire day in the 
motor, or take part in some form of dress parade. 


“In ordinary cases, as regards most men and 
women, the performance of their duties to the 
Church, to themselves and to others, on Sunday, 
represents merely much toning up of their sys- 
tems as will enable them to profit more by rest 
and amusement during the remainder of the 
day. Sundays differ from other holidays 
among other ways—in the fact that there are 
fifty-two of them every year! The preper con- 
duct for other holidays may be treated in itself 


‘as an exception. For Sunday it must be treated 


as a rule—a rule properly subject to exceptions, 
and perhaps to numerous exceptions, but a rule 
nevertheless." 


Therefore, on Sunday go to church. Yes— 
I know all the excuses. I know that one сап 
worship the Creator and dedicate oneself to good. 
living in а, grove of trees, or by a running brook, 
or in one's own house, just as well as in church. | 
But I also know that as a matter of cold fact, 
the average man does not thus worship or thus 
dedicate himself. If he stays away from church 
he does not spend his time in good works or im 
lofty meditation. Не looks over the colored sup- 
plement of the newspaper; he yawns; and final- 
ly seeks relief from the mental vacuity.of isola- 
tion by going where the combined mental vacuity 
of the many partially relieves the mental vacuity 
of each particular individual.

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My dear Friends: 

I wonder if it is possible to speak so briefly on 
each of a long series of topics that this letter it- 
self:may not be too long. 


It ought to be as easy to do this, in purveying 
news, as it is to phrase a telegram in ten words 
or to cut short a telephone conversation. 


In fact, I have often thought that the best way 
to frame answers to queries, often ünexpressed, 
about the work of a parish, would be to tran- 
scribe one month's telephone conversation. 


What hour is the service on Thanksgiving 
Day? Тһе same hour, madam, as for 50 years 
past, 11.00 o'clock. The same is true of all week- 


day services on Saint's Days, Ascension Day, 


Christmas Day, etc. 


Why don't you get. an assistant? I have— 
after much search. The difficulties of this 
search І have often tried to make plain. Тһеу 
are very real and very vexatious. We have se- 
cured, I trust, an excellent man. 


The Rev. Granville Taylor, for a time con- 
nected. with Holy Comforter Memorial Chapel, 
begins his work with us the first of December. 
He graduated from the Philadelphia Divinity 
School two years ago and was ordained a priest 
one year ago. у 


Yes, we һауе secured our Victrola for the 
Parish. House. It will be of great service in 
many ways. The donor was Mr. Thomas H. 
Mirkil, Jr., to whom are due the hearty thanks 
of all the organizations that will be benefited. 


A fine service on Sunday afternoon, November 
18th? Well, rather. The Families and Friends 
of Base Hospital No. 10 express themselves as 
being delighted. It was certainly a delight to 
all of us to have them here. 


The collection that afternoon? It was some- 
thing over $400.00. It is reported elsewhere. 
'This has been sent to the Treasurer of the Home 
Unit and the money will be used to provide com- 
forts for the doctors, aides апа nurses, Some- 
where in France. 

Тһе service on the following Sunday, the 


rendition of the Cantata, especially composed for 
the Luther Anniversary, was, in its way, as not- 
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able as the one above referred to. This was of 
signal importance, for two reasons: 


First, because it was our own choirmaster, 
Mr. H. Alexander Matthews, who composed the 
Cantata. He conducted the Musical Festival in 
the Academy of Music during the week of that 
Anniversary; to be accurate, on Wednesday 
evening, October twenty-fifth. 


Secondly, Professor Luther D. Reed, D.D., 
who had prepared the text, was good enough to 
join the Rector in the Chancel that afternoon, 
not only to lend thus the honor of his presence, 
but to aid in the conduct of the service by read- 
ing the Lessons. к 


Тһе Service Flag that was hung іп the Church 
several weeks ago had the number of its stars 
augmented even during the past month. It is 
true that three of four names have been dropped 
from the Roster, which had found their way 
there through error at the beginning; but, on the 
other hand, ten new names have been added since 
it was printed last month, making the present 
total something over an even hundred. 


Christmas wil! be upon us very soon. I know 
the discussion there is likely to be this year about 
the matter of Christmas giving and I fully agree 
with those who feel that warning is in place 
against anything approaching extravagance. Ex- 
tensive giving of costly gifts is a practice that 
ought to be curbed—in war times. 


Nevertheless, I know you will not want me ' 
to begin economies, in the name of the parish, 
with those works of charity and benevolence 
which are, after all, the season's principal and 
not its secondary purpose. : 


We will have need for the same amount of 
money as usual in the Christmas Bounty Fund, 


‚and that because this Fund has always been ad- 


ministered for just such purposes as this year will 


be constant and are in no wise variable because 


of war or other conditions. 


We will want to have, of course; our Chil- 
dren's Parties, Mothers’ Meeting Supper, Dis- 
tribution of Coal—if we-can secure any. Yes. 
Тһеге will be the New Year's Eve Party and 
the Watch Night Service. In fact, we are al- 
ready planning for all these things: 
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‚ At the meeting of the Altar Society last month 
{һе gift was acknowledged of two parcels of 


beautiful lace, wrought by her own hands, and 


sent from England, by a former member of the 
parish, Miss Catherine A. Hodgson, for the mak- 
ing of an Altar Frontal and for the adornment 
of two Fair Linens and Credence Cloths. 


Miss Allen, the Parish Visitor, has begun this 
fall a-series of monthly parties for the children, 
both from the Church and from the Epiphany 
Chapel Sunday Schools. These will be carried’ 
on through this winter, on the first Wednesday 
afternoon of each month, corresponding in num- 
ber of attendance and importance to the monthly 
parties we have regularly for the older young 
people on the first Thursday nights. 


This regular monthly party for the young 
people will be the first Thursday evening this 
month; that is, December 6th. I do not know 
whether we will entertain any soldiers and sail- 
ors or not. We did not have егу good luck іп 
securing the теп we invited the last time, but 
we will try again—perhaps through another 
channel. 


I do not mean that the men who were here 
were-not good. They were very fine fellows, 
all of them. Our only regret was that plans 
elsewhere miscarried and that only a half dozen 
instead of two dozen were here. These came 
at the last moment, not from the Navy Yard, 
but from the Union League Annex. 


On Thanksgiving Day, thirty enlisted men in 
uniform were entertained at dinner in the Par- 
ish House. Тһе hostess was Mrs. George Н. 
Stéphenson. She and several of her friends pro- 
vided amply and entertained most graciously. 
The dinner was at twelve-thirty. Later, all 

` went to the football game. 


Acceding to the request of several persons 
deeply interested, and that on grounds both of 
theory and of practice, I have made an experi- 
ment this fall with the use of wafers instead 
of bread at the early Sunday morning and 
Saint’s Day ,week-day services of Holy Com- 
munion. 


I say it was an experiment. It was meant to 
be. I wanted to make test of the people's wishes 
in the matter. I also wanted to make trial of 
such wafers themselves as we could procure. I 
personally do not like them a bit. And, while I 
do not want to disappoint anybody, you will have 
to pardon me if Ї do not go on using them. 


'Тһеу do not seem to me like bread any more 
than a mixed chalice seems like wine. Again— 


‘century to refrain— well, 


while this may be owing to my inexperience— 
they do not break easily. They make a noise. 
O, they do all sorts of things. But, worse than 
that, I somehow dislike the whole conception 
that underlies their use and I know you disap- 
prove of the whole theory of the Sacrament 
which, in spite of all endeavor to the contrary, 
seems to associate itself with them. 


I wish I could get up my courage to go fur- 
ther and speak of something else; But perhaps 
I ought not. I wish that people who come to 
certain of our services, as visitors and guests 
more or less, could find it consistent with their 
conscience to conform closely enough to the cus- 
toms and traditions of this parish for a half a 
for example, from 
crossing themselves. 


I wish, for instance, it was not mandatory on 
anybody by their scruples to genuflect in com- 
ing to the altar rail. As I said, however, I 
cannot speak of this, any more than | can of 
the curious practice of those who come to such 
a service, stay all through the hour of it and 
then decline to communicate. It is not the 
priest’s personal invitation they are declining, 
but the exhortation in the office itself, as it has 
stood in the Prayer Book these four centuries. 


I speak here of course only of those who 
come on Sunday morning to the early service, 
the eight o'clock service of Holy Communion. 
I am sure they are good, godly people; else why 
would they come? І am sure they do not intend 
purposely to be conspicuous. I need not assure 
them they are always welcome. І am only sug- 


gesting that they conform a bit closer to cus- 


tom as so long established in this parish. 


I have reprinted in another column the two 
halves of a folding post card announcing a special 
series of Advent Services for the four Sundays 
in December that comprise this season. I wish 
many persons might find time, and. might make 
opportunity, to mail these to their personal 
friends whose names and addresses I do not 


‚ know. 


. These cards even give notice of that which it 
is possibly too early to announce elsewhere; 
namely, the Christmas Carol Service when the 
time shall come. They even announce а Repeti- 
tion Carol Service on the Sunday after New 


. Year's, as the first is on the Sunday after Christ- 


mas. These cards are abundantly provided in 
the book racks in the pews and are for distribu- 
tion in the vestibule. 
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On another page there has been carried for 
the past month, as in this current issue, an adver- 
tisement notice of the Girls' Club Sale, of things 
suitable for Christmas Gifts, to be held in the 
Parish House on two days and evenings. Тһе 
first date is past, November 26th; but the second 
falls on Monday, December 4th. 


- Тһе members of the Periodical Club go on 
faithfully with their work, meeting at the Parish 
House évery. Wednesday forenoon to sort and 
mail magazines, pack books and papers and read- 
ing matter of all conceivable kinds and send 
these to places near and far. Their supply of 
anaterial has run very low at this season. They 
urgently request that printed matter of all kinds 
be furnished them in abundance. 


With the winter season now upon us, the Par- 
ish Visitor likewise finds many pressing needs, 
in her work of distribution among the poor, of 
clothing such as she can give to those in need. 
It is somewhat embarrassing to ask for second 
hand things of this sort and perhaps it is due 
more to embarrassment than anything else that 
people do not send to the Parish. House more 
cast-off garments of a quality still suitable for 
the needs of the above mentioned. Will you not 
-wacase give this serious attention, however, and 
keep her supplied? 


The Philadelphia Branch of the Needlework 
Guild of America have used the rooms of the 
Parish House for an entire week in November 
this year, as for several years past, as their place 
of assembling garments for distribution to the 
institutions, of many sorts and in divers quarters, 
in which they have been interested. An appre- 
ciative note from the Secretary expresses thanks 
to the parish for loaning them the use of the 
rooms for their work. We beg to assure them 
that the pleasure is mutual. 


Everyone in the Parish doubtless knows by 
&his time of the unfortunate accident that befell 
. Mr.. Montgomery when he was closing up the 
Parish House оп Wednesday, November 14th. 
He had to be taken to the Pennsylvania Hos- 
pital, where he stayed for more than a week. 
But he has sufficiently recovered to be taken to 
-his home and it is hoped that his injuries will 
mot prove so serious but that he will resume his 
duties after perhaps a little longer absence. 


Absence on his part from his post, whether on 


weekdays or on Sundays, is an unaccustomed 
usage with him. In the fifteen years that I have 
known his valued services, I can only remember 
his being away for a single Sunday. It is a sore 
trial to him and we all sympathize with him 
deeply. If he knew how much he is missed and 
how badly we need him in his place again, he 
would be as full of sympathy for us. 


I recall a story told of Mark Twain, how he 
went out to take a walk one day by the empty, 
desolate bed of a river, up in Nova Scotia, when 
the tide receding in the Bay of Fundy had drawn 
out the entire contents and left only the sun- 
dried bed of the empty stream. 


He came back and remarked: “Т never real- 
ized before how much water improved the ap- 
pearance of a river." І have had reason to sus- 
pect it often, but I never fully realized nor 
wholly understood before how essential a sexton 
is to the running of a parish—especially such a . 
faithful one as we.have had for thirty years. 


. All that one can do just yet is to thank the 
congregation for their patience under any con- 
fusion that attends their being seated in their 
proper pews at services, and to apologize to 
strangers if they are kept waiting longer than 
would be our normal custom. 


It is in place also to thank Mr. Ryan for com- 
ing to us these past Sundays and lending assist- 
ance as he could do better than anyone else be- 
cause of his long tenure of a like office at the 
Epiphany Chapel. қ

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The fifth meeting of the íamilies of the Pennsyl- 
vania Hospital Unit No. 10, now serving in France, 
was held at 2.30 P. M. on Sunday, November 18th, in 
the Parish House of St. Luke and The Epiphany, by 
invitation of the Rector. The invitation led us’ to 
expect a meeting of unusual interest. All members 
who could possibly attend were present. Later the 
Church and Chapel were both filled to their greatest 
capacity with a congregation for the special service. 
Five hundred persons were regretfully turned from 
the doors, after eighteen hundred had been packed 
within the edifice. 


Judge Norris S. Barratt, presiding, asked the Rector 
to open the meeting with prayer. He asked that the 
meeting be as short as possible, as the flags of the 
Pennsylvania Society, Sons of the Revolution, were 
to be brought from the ‘Historical Society by their 
Color Guard; we must be in the Church to honor the 
flags as they were brought in. 


The Treasurers report was then called for. It 
showed that the balance on hand, October, 1917, was 
$700.85. The expenses connected with the Christmas 
boxes, packing, etċ., also printing and postage, amount- 
ed to $284.09, leaving a comfortable balance on hand, 
November 17, 1917, of $416.76. 


Mrs, Seaver had received a delightful letter of 
thanks for the hundred dollars which our Unit had 
sent for the work of the Needlework Guild іп Lon- 
don, from the Hon. Lady Lawley, Secretary to Her 
Majesty, the Queen. Miss Hays, the head of the 
Needlework Guild here, also wrote to Mrs. Seaver; 
expressing her gratification over the gift to England, 
where the need is so great. The Guild supplies about 
seventy different hospitals, regiments and prisoners’ 
camps with necessaries and comforts. 


It was announced that on October 22nd nine cases 
‘had been received in France in perfect condition, sent 
through the courtesy of Queen Mary’s Needlework 
Guild. One spoke of the devoted service rendered 


to our Unit by Miss Hays, and said he felt that ail - 


would like to express our warm appreciation to her 


and to the organization she represents, by a vote of ' 


thanks. Such a motion was passed and the whole 
assembly applatided enthusiastically. 


Judge Barratt then read a letter from Commander 


Lieutenant Matthew A. DeLaney, strongly commend- , 


ing the work of our hospital in France, and saying that 
he would co-operate with us in every way in anything 
we wished to do for the benefit of those dear to us. 


Excerpts from the Minutes 


Home Unit, Base Hospital No. 10 


It is thought best to not publish the letter verbatint, 
as the order has gone forth in France requesting us. 
not to do so. 

We were given various items of intense interest. 
Three hundred Victrola records have been sent to the 
hospital, through the work of Mrs: Chapman and 
others. Three Victrolas have been sent from here, 
and eight have been ordered by cable to be sent di- 
rectly from Londom The Quartermaster, Captain H. 
L. Kidwell, reported that two carloads of winter 
clothing had been received from Uncle Sam, -and that: 
the clothing was being rapidly distributed, The best bit 
of news was that the Unit had gone into winter quar- 


ters. This met with heartfelt applause. 


The speaker had been at a meeting recently where 
Sir Berkeley Moynihan, Surgeon General of the 
British Army, was also present and gave an account 
of some of his visits to the hospitals in France. He 
happened to relate that one cold, dark night, while 
making a round of inspection, he came upon a, hos- 


‘pital where the operating room was brilliantly lighted. 


Although it was one o’clock in the morning, every one 
seemed alert. An operation was in progress. It de- 
veloped later that it was Base Hospital No. 10, and 
that Dr. Harte was the surgeon operating. 


It seems that the care of the wounded is so excel- 
lent, and the skill of the surgeons at our hospital so- 
great, that only one-sixth of one per cent. are lost, 
a considerably lower death rate than here at home 
under normal conditions. That statement was warmly 
applauded. Then the announcement was made of the 
campaign, among members of the Unit in France, for 
the sale of Liberty Bonds. Our hearts swelled with 
pride at the record. Every officer had taken one or 
more bends. Every one of the men took a bond. And 
all but seven of the nurses had subscribed. These 
seven, I believe, were absent when the matter - was 
spoken of, In all, $34,000 was subscribed by these 
doctors, aids and nurses to this second Liberty Loan. 


Mrs. Richard H. Harte read part of a miost de- 
lightful letter from Dr. Harte, in which we were alt 
deeply interested. For the reasons stated above, and 
lest the Minutes should by any chance fall into alien 
enemy hands, no account of the letter can be given. 
I may say, however, that our surgeons are operating 
in the casualty clearing stations on an average of 
sixteen hours out of every twenty-four. When they 
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grow too weary to operate, they give the ether and 
the next one continues the marvelous battle with 
death. 


Before we realized the flight of time, the communi- 
<ating dóors to the Church were opened and we were 
allowed to enter and be seated before the regular con- 
gregation were admitted by the street entrance. This 
was quietly accomplished. We were barely seated 
before a march begun on the organ announced the 
arrival of the Pennsylvania Sons of the Revolution, 
bearing their sacred flags, of which these Color Bear- 
ers are the special custodians. They bore:

Continental or. Grand Union Flag. 

First National Flag of the United States.

As the flags appeared, the congregation rose. They 
‘stood, attentively observant, as the colors were rever- 
ently dipped toward the Altar and then placed іп 
groups in the Chancel. Beautiful programs printed in 
patriotic colors, were given out. Оп the first two 
pages of this program were printed the 310 names of 
all the persons serving on the Unit in France, 
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Then came the half-hour Prelude, beginning at 3.30, 
Ъу organ, trumpets, trombones and tympani, of the 
National Anthems of the Allied Nations. The first an- 
‘them was the resounding Russian Battle Hymn, “God, 
the All Terrible.” Then came the exquisite Belgian’ 
Anthem, “The Barbanconne,” that liquid melody which 
"has been played from time immemorial on the Flemish 
carillons, Our hearts swelled as these strains were 
‘played, remembering that German kultur has silenced 
forever that aerial music by melting these bells to be 
remoulded into cannon. 


Following the Belgian Anthem came the Anthems of 
Japan, Italy and Serbia, each in turn stirring many 
memories. Then came the Battle Hymn of France. 
"We had been asked to. remain seated; but, at the first 
notes of the * Marseillaise," by one common impulse, 
‘the people rose to their feet. They remained stand- 
‘ing throughout the inspiring strains, also of “God 
Save the King,” and, of course, through the last an- 
them on the program, “The Star Spangled Banner.” 


It was a glorious half hour, this that we spent with 
our brothers in arms. 


The service proper then began with the hymn sung 
by the great congregation, “Тһе King of Love My 
Shepherd Is.” This hymn was the keynote to the 
service: Remembering our love for God, and God in 
His mercy remembering us. The Lesson chosen was 
the sixth chapter of Second Chronicles, that wonder- 
ful chapter containing Solomon’s prayer of dedica- 
tion. We should all read often to ourselves those 
wonderful wósds, and realize how the same cry is 
going up today from the suffering nations of the 
earth, the urgent plea; “Then hear Thou from heaven 
their prayer and their supplication, and maintain their 
cause." { 


Тһе Battle Hymn of the Republic thén rang out, 
the congregation joining in the chorus after each oí 
the four verses. Dr. Steele then made the Address. 
He followed this with announcement regarding the 
offering. It had seemed to us more than enough hap- 
piness to be invited to the wonderful service and to 
be treated as honored guests; but ‘such generosity as 
now came in the announcement that the offering 
would be given to our Treasurer left us overpowered 
with kindness. 


During the taking of the offering, Kipling's “Ке- 
cessional" was beautifully sung by the choir, set to 
music by DeKoven. At the presentation, "Our Father's 
God to Thee,” was sung by the entire congregation. 
The last verse was probably new to many, having 
been added since the war broke out in 1014, and now 
sung in Canadian churches. For the benefit of those 
who were absent, I give the last verse, which some 


of us sang with rather choking voices: 


"God save our splendid men, 
Send them safe home again; 
God save our men! 

Save them victorious, 

Upright and chivalrous; 

They are so dear to us, 
Д God save our men!" 

The service concluded with the departure of the 
Color Guard with the flags, after the singing of the 
postludium hymn: “Give Peace, О God, Give Peace 
Again!" Our hearts were too full for aught but silence. 
As we left the Church, those last words of the hymn 
still lingered with us: “Give peace. О God, Give 
Peace Again!” 1

Р. S—One of the most important items has been 
omitted—that is the new address, “No. 16, (Philadel- 
phia, U. S. A.), General Hospital, British Expedition- 
ary Force, France." 
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The Reformation inyolved a revision of doc- 
trine and a protest against ecclesiasticism, but 
it was primaril a religious movement, and re- 
‘sulted in the rebirth and deepening of the moral 
and spiritual life. “Оһ, when wilt thou become 
holy and fit to obtain the grace of Сой?” was the 
self-torturing cry of the man who started the 
Reformation. а 


His age believed that the peace of the soul 
"was to be found іп the monastery. There Luther 
sought it, with the passion of a strong and earn- 
есі soul; he made full use of the sacraments and 
waited in vain for the mysterious grace which 
-was said to flow from them. “If a monk ever 
reached heaven by monkery,” he has said, “I 
would have found my way there also; all my 
Convent comrades will bear witness to that." 


Luther's comrades and his religious superiors 
bélieved him to be a young saint. 
too honest with himself to be persuaded that he 
had attained peace in the monastery. After two 
years of struggle, in which he studied the Psalms 
and the Epistle to the Romans especially, he 
came to see the true meaning of faith. 


With the possible exception-of Ignatius Loy- 
ola, no man of the sixteenth century can com- 
pare with Luther for pervasive religious and 
political influence. Loyola was the apostle of 
the consecrated will. Luther preached and lived 
the doctrine of Justification by Faith. The im- 
mediate. effect of both was vivid religious ex- 
perience and political absolutism. The ultimate 
effect of both was political independence and 
religious freedom. 

.. What were the conditions when Luther was 
born? We can name but a few. First there was 
the Renaissance. The revelation of classic beau- 
ty awoke the latent artistic spirit in Italy and 
France, but beauty became sensual so that the 
Renaissance produced an orgy of immorality no 
less deadly because refined and subtle. Меуег- 
theless the demand of the Renaissance for ful- 
‘ness of life must be met and Luther met it by the 
sanctification of all human occupations and espe- 
‘cially by emphasis upon the Christian family. 
"Phe Renaissance is often spoken of as the root 
‘of the Reformation. There could be:no more 
‘fatal mistake. While that great movement un- 
-doubtedly liberated the human mind, if was so

But he was 


Әу Copernicus and Columbus. 
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essentially immoral that it would have led to the 
destruction of society. The Reformation saved 
the world from the decadence of the Renais- 
вапсе. 


Secondly, there were political forces. Тһе 
Papacy as a political power had fallen into decay. 
Hildebrand's dream of a world-wide ecclesiasti- 
cal empire was about tò give place to a brutal 
imperialism under the leadership of Spain, which 
would have made individual or national develop- 
ment impossible. А world-wide tyranny would 
have been the inevitable reaction from the Pap- 
acy but for the appearance of a great German 
patriot. The Reformation was not, as we often 
hear, a political movement, it was essentially re- 
ligious and political only incidentally.. It was 
because Luther would save religion that he be- 
came the first great Protestant against the domi- 
nating power of the Empire. Luther’s patriotism 
was no more negative than his religion. He gave 
his people, by his rugged translation of the Bible, 
a language; he believed that the sturdy Teutonic 
virtues were of more value than the brilliant 
artistic glory of the Latin. The only art that 
appealed to him was Music and he baptized the 
drinking songs of the tavern and brought them 
into the Church. His catechism was the corner- 
stone of popular education, German literature, 
German criticism, German love of music and 
German love of the Fatherland, if not created, 
were made effective by Luther. The irony of it! 
the sadness of it! yet it is neither Luther nor 
Protestantism is responsible for‘modern Prussia, 
it is Paganism. 


Thirdly, there is what is known as Scholasti- 
cism, the great philosophic movement begun by 
St. Augustine, developed. by Thomas Aquinas 
and now finally declining in the nominalism of 
William of Occam. The medieval mind pro- 
jected its fancies upon the external world and 
though they were "such stuff as dreams are made 

of," yet by an inexorable logic they became dog- 
mas of the Church. The crying need was for an 
object on which the human mind might exercise 
itself. Such an obiect was about to be given 
Science was about 
to supplant scholasticism, but science without 


_teligion would substitute force for will. Atheism 


was the danger of the world when this man of 
God appeared. 
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The doctrine of the Reformation has been 
summed ир by historians in two principles—one 
formal and one material. These are terms of the 
schools ; but the meaning of the one is that, when 
the authority is sought on which a human being 
can rely when exercised about the question of 
questions, “What must I do to be saved?" he will 
find it in the Word of God; and the other means 
that, when the message is sought which the Bible 
supplies for such an inquiring spirit, it is briefly 
comprehended in Justification by Faith alone. 


We should be prepared today to defend the 
following three-fold thesis: 


First, We claim to be better disciples of Luth- 
er than the Germans аге themselves. 


'The political opinions of Luther it would not 
be easy in a short space to define. In this region 
he was not a systematic but a temperamental 
thinker. 


Second, We appeal from the new Prussianised 
Empire to the old Land of Luther. 


At thé outbreak of the War a friend of the 
present writer, who had been educated at Leip- 
zig, exclaimed, “Оһ, what a change from the 
simple, friendly, pious Germany of my youth to 
the boasting, overbearing, Prussianised Ger- 
many of today!” 


Third, We, who stand in need of repentance 
ourselves, hope yet to collaborate with penitent 
Germany in bringing in the Kingdom of God. 


When Luther and the Reformation are con- 
sidered in the light of the War, the sad reflection 
forces itself on the mind, how little German 
Protestantism at the critical moment affected the 
decision! It did not delay the outbreak of war 
even for a day. American Christianity, however, 
shall be an aid in bringing it to a right conclu- 
sion.

which no one can decipher, and often supple- 
mented, we regrét to say, by letters from some 
of our bishops and clergy solemnly certifying 
that their-credentials seem to be authentic. ‘They 
are very persistent, but our experience is that 
they are not as simple and guileless as they try 
to appear. 


“They used to beg for churches іп the far east, 


"which were probably mythical If now they are 


asking aid for the war sufferers іп Syria and Ar- 
menia it is a more serious matter. Every penny 
given for these dying people should be sent 
through the American Commission established for 
their relief, whose address is, Number one, Mad- 
ison Ave., New York, and not be wasted. upon 
irresponsible tramps who, we strongly suspect, 
ought to be in jail.”

There are people who seem to think that it is 
more Christian to pray for peace than for vic- 
tory. While they desire with all their hearts 
victory for their country's arms, yet they some- 
how feel that victory over one's enemies is a 
carnal desire that ought not to be talked about 
in church and upon one's knees. Though they 
would struggle with might and main to win the 
war, they feel that God must not be told that we 
want to win it. He would, some of them think, 
have us talk only of peace, and when we pray 
for peace, mean any kind of peace. 


There is something wrong about that kind of 
half-hearted prayer; it comes from a divided 
heart. It were a sin to be fighting, unless one 
felt that victory were a thing worth fighting for. 
If then we believe that we are fighting for a right 
cause, our prayer for victory merely reiterates 
our wish that the right may prevail No such 
prayer, in fact no reverent prayer, presuines to 
dispute God’s right to give or withhold the good 
we ask. 


But why review these elementary facts con- 
cerning prayer? We do so because the pacifist’s 
interpretation of Christianity has more or less 
confused our thinking when the subject of war 
is brought into our prayers. All pacifists have 
now acknowledged that our cause is just. They 
admit also that, if the war is ever to end, we 
must fight for the destruction of militarism. This

Those who do not may be told 
that all of these anthems, together with the musi- 
cal setting of the service itself, responses, vers- 
icles, etc., are of such recent date of rendering 
in this country that they are entirely novel in this 
city. There will be a half hour's instrumental 
prelude to this, as to all these services. On this 
date in particular, those instrumental numbers 
also will all be of Russian composition. A spec- 
ial program will be printed to contain the words 
of all the numbers, as there will be, incidentally, 
for all these services, and for all those through- 
out Lent. | 

Old-Fashioned Music Service. 

I hope the date, February roth, may fix itself 
in mind and that this service may again claim as 
large a degree of many people's interest as last 
year. This is the Sunday next before Lent. I 
am anxious, this year as last, to make that the 
occasion of assembling, at one service, all those 
who are wont to come from time to time on dif- 
ferent afternoons. Coming as thev do from such 
divers and such distant portions of the city, they 
yet enjoy these popular services in an Episcopal 
Church, although their previous habits of church 
attendance have been formed in many other de- 
nominations. I am anxious that this day may 
serve as a rallying time, introductorv to the series 
of six special services which will by that time 
have been planned for Lenton Sunday afternoons. 
We will have, similar to one of last year, an 
entire Service of Old Fashioned Music. By this 
I do not mean music peculiar to the Episcopal 
Church, nor old in the sense of having been writ- 
ten a few years ago; but as old as the cradle 
songs of our grandmothers. There are psalms 
and hymns and spiritual songs some have not 
heard since trudging barefoot to a country Sun-

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day School or being hushed to sleep in trundle 
beds beneath the attic rafters of the old house 
on the farm. It is childhood memories like these 
that this service, new just because it will be so 
old, is meant to revive. 


I have spoken many times of something that 
is more important than I seem to have made 
plain. It is the studied effort we make here in 
all departments of our work to keep with accur- 
acy mailing lists and calling lists, names and 
addresses, in a carefully compiled catalogue. This 
is of use of course just in proportion as it can 
be made of use. Its only value is its accuracy, 
and this accuracy can be maintained only by hav- 
ing people notify us of changes of address from 
time to time. This is so simple that I know well 
it is this very simplicity that prevents its being 
taken seriously and that causes almost universal 
neglect on the part of people to respond. It can 
only cost at best a post card and takes only a mo- 
ment’s time to write a new address and drop it 
in the mail box. I do wish more people would 
co-operate in doing this. It is a trifling thing to 
ask; it is a trivial thing to do. 

May I mention just one other thing. In so 
many cases people are detained from church on 
many Sundays when the dates fall for important 
offerings that, unless they keep the schedule of 
those dates and objects more definitely in mind 
than most can be expected to, there is no likeli- 
hood that they will make their contributions as 
consistently as they would if they were here every 
Sunday. Іп some cases—though not in many, I 
regret to say,—persons send now and then to the 
Rector one check and ask him to apportion it in 
various amounts to many offerings. This is a 
practice that I wish might be increased. It 
would guarantee stability, and it is an easy way 
to enable him to subsidize at times amounts that 
are too small to meet accustomed funds, because 
weather or illness or absence from town has 
withdrawn the people not only from their accus- 
tomed place in Church, but has withheld from 
them the privilege of making contributions at 
the hour of service. 

Base Hospital Service. 

Space for further narrative is limited and time 
is pressing in the clamorous demand for copy 
by the printer; but one wants to speak—even 
though briefly—of the service in Church, on 
Sunday afternoon, January 13th for the Uni- 
versity Hospital Unit (Base Hospital No. 20), 
whoce members have been mobilized for several 
weeks at the First Cavalry Regiment in West 
Philadelphia, where they are awaiting orders 
daily to depart for France.

and women so soon to depart for war. 


It is possible there may be other groups, either 


already organized or soon to be organized, Home | 


Units of other Base Hospitals, or, for that mat- 
ter, corresponding groups at home most interest- 
ed in some special Regiment recruited from this 
city who would like at future dates to have just 
such a service. If so we would be very glad 
indeed to co-operate with them. We have im 
mind, for example, the Episcopal Hospital Unit, 
now in France, whose friends are understood al- 
ready to have in contemplation such a procedure.

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My dear Friends: 

On account of the date of this paper's ap- 
appearance, it is too early to speak any forecast 
of Easter; perhaps it is already so late that 
there is little need to make announcements 
farther with regard to Lent. Cards with dates 
and subjects in series of lectures and services 
are in your hands. 


There is every reason to expect this Lent to, 
have a more earnest observance than usual. 
The sorry conditions of a world at war; the 
deciding point to which we have come in that 
war; the absence of so many of our friends in 
fields of danger—this whole feeling of impend- 
ing tragedy—is calculated to cause men to 
turn to God. 


In this parish in particular I am hopeful that 
the season may be one of deepening devotion. 
I invite, I urge you, to be diligent in your at- 
tendance at the whole series of services. In 
the classic language of the Prayer Book, "Ac- 


cording to mine office, I bid you іп the name 


of God, I call you in Christ's behalf, I exhort 
you, as you love your own salvation." 
Schedule of Services. 


Let this word only be said now in passing. 
(a) The principal service, of course, will be 


-that on Sunday morning. (b) There wil] be a 


special service each Sunday afternoon. (с) 
There will be a course of addresses of ехсер- 
tional interest on Monday afternoons. (4) 
There will be the Confirmation Lecture Meet- 
ings on Thursday evenings. 


Up to this date we are still so well supplied 
with coal that this schedule at least can be 


-maintained. Lesser things may have to be

abandoned. Services of less importance may 
or may not be omitted. They are not import- 
ant anyway for those I am addressing. All 
concessions will be made in favor of these 
iour things mentioned. May attention, there- 
fore, focus on these. And may attendance 
converge upon four things especially. 


Already this attendance has begun auspic- 
iously. On the first Wednesday afternoon we 
began our Children's Party-Service with an at- 
tendance of more than тоо. On the first Thurs- 
day night the Confirmation Lecture-Service, 
in the Parish House, began with an attendance 
of 230. The series especially arranged of Sun- 
day Afternoon Services are notably well at- 
tended ; last Sunday, for example, by 1000. The 
thing I am most anxious to discover now—it 
is really a series in which I am intensely inter- 
ested—is the reception our plan will meet with 
for the Monday afternoon addresses, by visit- 
ing speakers, оп War-time Topics.. 

Monday Afternoon Lectures. 

'Го arrange this series has not been easy. 
Nor has it been inexpensive. I assure you it 
has not been through any disinclination to 
work on my own part that I have invited 
others to do this work. At least, it will not be 
again. I have discovered that it is four times 
as hard to get other people to do something 
as it is to do it myself. Тһе only hope I have 
is that they will do it four times as well. Мау- 
be they will. Come and see. 


The meetings will be open to the public. 
Тһе addresses will be each by an eminent 
speaker, all from out of the city. Тһеу will 
culminate with a service by the visiting pre- 
late, the Archbishop of York, whose itinerary 
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brings him to this city in Holy Week. This 
Church has been chosen as the place for him 
to address a representative group of Church 
people—perhaps members chiefly of the ves- 
tries of all parishes. Of that, more detailed 
announcement will come later. І am thinking 
of the other Mondays first. 
Origin of this Plan. 

I have taken counsel with a half-dozen men 
in high position, each the head of some depart- 
ment of the city’s war-time work, its remedial, 
relief and other activities. They are all agreed 
that the time has come when people want 
more information than they now need exhor- 
tation. Besides, they believe—and rightly— 
that Church people are intensely interested 
this Lent, and on weekdays certainly, in gain- 
ing just such information. This Church, there- 
fore, hopes to make these meetings appeal to 
a larger clientele than the members merely of 
one parish. 


In the framing of these subjects there has 
been no thought of captious query or of any- 
thing like criticism. There are multitudes, how- 
ever, who would like to know all they can learn 
of these six subjects indicated, and who feel 
that time in Lent can be so used to the best 
possible advantage. Especially should this be 
true if the meetings are kept—as they will be 
--absolutely free from all appeals for money. 
The people of this city have gone through 
monster rallies, huge campaigns, concerted 
drives, etc. Millions of dollars have been giv- 
en to the Y. М. С. A., a hundred millions to the 
Red Cross and as many more than both to- 


gether to innumerable funds less widely herald- › 


ed. There has come a lull at present; they 
have found a breathing spell; they have caught 
their breath; they have time to listen. 

The Monday Speakers. 

The speakers are carefully selected and the 
best in the country have been sought. Dr. 
Joseph H. Odell, commissioned by “The Out- 
look” to travel through the South on a tour 
of investigation, will present the “Picture of 
Life in the U. S, Cantonments;” Mr. Franklin 
B. Kirkbride, of New York, one of a commit- 
tee of four sent recently to France to make a 
study of Conditions of Ү. М. С. A. Work for 
officials at the Nationa! Headquarters, will tell 
of his findings the second week; Mr. Isaac F. 
Marcosson, journalist and war-correspondent, 
lately returned from Russia and Italy by way 
of France, will speak on the theme, “War- 
Time Conditions on European Battle Fields ;” 


while one meeting is already past and one 


' speaker is yet to be secured. See the list of 


dates and subjects on page 4. 
Confirmation Lecture Topics. 

I do not know how to speak anything new 
on the subject of Confirmation. And yet there 
are new people every year to whom one wants 
to speak. Тһе day of the Bishop's visit this 
year will be, as always, the Fifth Sunday in 
Lent; that is, March 17th, at the 4:00 o'clock 
service. Іп advance of that, we have these 
Thursday evening meetings for the purpose of 
Confirmation Instruction. Тһеу are open to 
everybody, whether they have already been 
confirmed or have not, whether they are con- 
templating it this year, or merely take this 
opportunity to learn something more about 
the Church in general, and the Episcopal 


Church in particular, the Dible, the Prayer 


Book, the Sacraments, etc. 


I know enough already to be assured that. 
we will have a very large class. It even looks 
as though we might have the largest for fif- 
teen years. It cannot be too large. And there 
is no time too late, between now and the date 
of confirmation. itself, for any one to make 
known to me their desire or intention. There 
is always the danger of making too much of 
this subject to some people and too little of it 
to others. The first are frightened away by 
much speech; the second will stay away care- 
lessly from too little. Again, confirmation 
means different things to different types of 
people. Perhaps the best thing to say is that 
I will be glad to talk to anyone, at any time— 
and at any length—if they will merely give me 
to know that they are interested.

Date of Lent this year: Ash Wednesday, February 13th ; Easter Day, March 31st. 


Is the Holy Communion essentially bound up with 
the Christian Tradition? Наз the place which our 
Church gives to it Scripture Warrant? Have after 
ages gone astray in continuing what was originally de- 
signed to be unique and unrepeated? 


The proposed Conference on Faith and Order may 
never meet. But it is entirely possible for individuals 
to apply their suggested proposal to get at such ground 
facts, and to arrive at conclusions tested and proved. 
At least I personally have found it possible, profitable 
and most salutary. 


I confine myself to but one phase of a very compli- 
cated subject. This is not a Treatise on the Eucharist 
— either its Sources, its History or its Doctrine. It is 
the glimpse of a Churchman, seeking readiness and cer- 
tainty. In my quest I found at the outset a Fact. That 
fact I put to a test. The test raised a question. For 
answer I went on a search, I submit for scrutiny 


my findings. 


Тһе fact, of course, is’ the Holy Communion in our 
Church. As a Rite, it occupies the highest place. To 
be a Churchman one must make one’s say about it. Ob- 
viously, the only thing a Churchman ought to say of it 
is what his Church says; no more, surely no less. In 
how high regard then does this Church hold the Holy 


Communion? 


As to the fact itself, seeing is believing. It is thrust 
upon you as you enter any one of our church build- 
ings. ‘By its location, by the care given to it, by the 
sole and single use made of it, the Holy Table or Al- 
tar stands as the outward and visible sign of the esti- 
mate this Church places on the Rite performed there- 
at. And this is a fact apart from any question of 
doctrinal interpretation, any of the disputations as to 
the How or Why of Holy Communion. 


Moreover, what the eye beholds is attested by the 
hearing of the ear and the witness to the mind. Imag- 
ining ourselves in one of our churches, we take up the 
official book thereof to learn the meaning of what the 
eye has taken in. We discover from the most casual 


examination of the Prayer Book that, in this Church, 


the Holy Communion is an inseparable accompaniment 
of what we may term the state occasions of the Church. 
At Ordinations, Consecrations of Buildings, Institu- 


nee 


The Lord’s Supper or Holy Communion 
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tions of Ministers, in the Observance of the Great 
Days of the Church, this Rite is an expressly required 
accompaniment. 


At State Dinners at the White House, use is always. 
made of a special service of china, silver and glass, 
reserved for such occasions only. Its use is the proof 
of the greatness of the occasion. So the norm of our 
Church appears to be the association of the Holy Com- 
munion with its weekly round of worship. That is 
the reason for the provision of a Collect, Epistle and 
Gospel for each Sunday and Holy Day. 


This conviction is further confirmed when I read 
over the Order of our Church for the Administration 
of the Rite. Concerning this, I note the elaboration of 
the office, the blossoming forth in liturgical richness, as 
compared with the forms provided, for instance, for 
Morning and Evening Prayer. As through the en- 
trance we pass up the aisle and into the Choir and 
finally come to the chief furnishing of the Church, 
‚во through the other offices of worship we mount as it 


were step by step until at last, in Eucharistic worship, 


we stand upon a level that we had not reached be- 
fore. If the witness of the Prayer Book means aught 
it Proves beyond question that the Rite of IToly Com- 
munion is our Church's chief concern, her highest and 
most solemn act of worship. 


And I am made the more certain of this as I read 


over anew the exalted and far reaching language the 
Church employs in Her Formularies. I refer to the 
Catechism, to the Articles of Religion and to the ex- 
аһегапсе of the phraseology of the Office itself. This. 


Church holds this Rite to be ordained of Christ, a. 


sacrament of the Gospel, generally necessary to Sal- 
vation, the privilege of full Membership. For its due 
Administration she requires prescribed materials, a 
definite form, an authorized celebrant, a worshipping 
congregation. 


This is the fact that I deem an unprejudiced observer 
of our Church would meet in connection with the Holy 
Communion. As the layout of her buildings witnesses; 
as she proclaims in the written testimony of her Order 
for its Administration; as she asserts in the occasions. 
when she uses it; as she testifies to in the grandilo- 
quent language in which she describes it; what is there 
for which our Church has.more regard?

Concerning this fact, let me ask: Is it simply a 
survival of Mediaevalism? Is it something from which 


.a "liberal and enlightened Christianity ought progres- 


sively to free itself?" Are those religious bodies which 
tend to make less of this Rite nearer the mind of the 
Master than we? When Emerson took off the gown 
and bands, closed the Bible and stepped down from 
the sacred desk—because of his conviction that Chris- 
tian discipleship had fatally mistaken the intent of 
Jesus in repeating what He never designed to be con- 
tinued—was he right or was he wrong? 


Confronted with a question such as this, but one 
course is open to me; I must test the answer by the 
sole\ warrant for anything of faith in this Church; 
namely, the witness of Holy Scripture. Ав an ordain- 
ed Clergyman of the Episcopal Church, I cannot do 
otherwise. So I promised when I was admitted to her 
sacred Ministry. I turn then to the accredited docu- 
ments of Christianity to test this regard. I turn to 
the New Testament. 


When we face the witness of the New "Testament, 
we find passages about which there can be no dispute 
that they refer to the Holy Communion. Such are 
the accounts of the Last Supper in Matthew, Mark 
and Luke. The Table Talk at the Supper we find in 
John XII, 2—XIV, 31. Here is historical witness to 
the Fact, although telling nothing about the Motive 
or the Method. There are also the two famous pas- 
sages, I. Cor. X, 14-22 and XI, 20-34. 'Then there are a 
number of passages which appear to require the Holy 
Communion—although this is open to argument—like 
Acts II. 42, “the breaking of bread and the prayers.” 


Analysis of these different groups of passages re- 


` veals that, while doctrinally the majority of them are 


colorless, yet historically their single or combined wit- 
ness attests that, from the beginning of Christianity, 
this Rite had a commanding place with the followers 
of Jesus. It was a mark of discipleship, a means of 
fellowship, and the feature of a day—the first day of 
the week. To reach this conclusion we are not obliged 
to force exegesis, to distort a context, or to read be- 
tween the lines. 


Yet we must admit that the Holy Communion does 
not bulk so large on the pages of the New Testament 
as the estimate of our Church might have led us to ex- 
pect. Making all due allowance, however, for the cas- 
ual, the accidental and the incidental references which 
such a literature, largely Epistolary and implying а 
background of information in its readers would contain, 
is the scant reference to it in the New Testament for 
or against the estimate set by our Church? There is 
a very respectable body of modern scholars who main- 
tain that, in the light of the after history of this Rite, 
Christian historians in their excessive regard for the 


Rite have departed far from the original intent. As 
one puts it, "They have gone searching for a doctrine 
where none is to be found because none was intend- 
ed." 


My thesis 15 that the witness of the New Testament 
confirms and justifies exactly the estimate our Church 
places on Holy Communion, points a reason for the same 
and, if followed, discloses a suggestive clue for its in- 
terpretation. In making this statement, I take my 
stand on the passages from I. Corinthians, the allusions 
in the Tenth and Eleventh Chapters above referred to. 


Here we have a document which is unchallenged. 
'There is practically no dispute as to the text, date or 
authorship. Besides, the references are casual and in- 
cidental, as we would expect. They are neither the 
argument of a labored treatise nor the development of 
a special theme. They are, for this reason, of utmost 
importance. 


What we have here is a letter, to a Christian com- 
munity, for the most part of Gentile origin, using as 
its Scriptures the Septuagint. They are recent converts 
from Paganism for the most part. The Apostle ad- 
dresses his readers in their vernacular; the phraseology 
of the Epistle to the Hebrews, for example, would 
have been unintelligible to most of them. The date of 
this writing is about A. D, 54 or 56. Notice herein the 
following three things: 


(a) The allusions we have before us are illustrations 
used as corrections of а current abuse of the Holy 
Communion. Compare the analogy suggested by the 
Pauline symbolic use of the fact of the Resurrection in 
Col. ПТ. т: “Since ye were raised together with 
Christ, seek those things which are above." This ex- 
hortation the Apostle could never have used had there 
not been already firm belief in the historical fact, 
throughout the churches he addressed. Тһе fact must 
have been long familiar before it could have been 
moulded into a symbol. 


(b) Obviously, to St. Paul, the Holy Communion is 
a part of Apostolic Tradition. We recall his careful- 
ness about this, e. g. in Gal. П. 2, how anxious he was: 
to check up his tradition with that of the other apos- 
tles. It is evident, therefore, that the Rite of which 
he is speaking is no innovation. Nor can it be some- 
thing peculiar to Corinth. When Percy Gardner as- 
serts that "the Rite is an innovation at Corinth sug- 
gested by their familiarity with Heathen Mysteries,” 
he makes a gross assumption. 


(с) Further, considered as illustrations, the раз- 
sages before us evince a threefold emphasis placed up- 
on this Rite; the emphasis of solemnity, efficacy and 
persistence. Note that, in the mind of the writer of this 
epistle, the sacredness of the Rite and its ethical con- 
cepts are inseparable.

Date of Bishop's Visit for Confirmation this year: Passion Sunday, March 17th. 
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Put these three things together and we have an ar- 
gument cumulative in its strength. Неге, in one of 
the very earliest of our literary sources, in a docu- 
ment which is practically contemporaneous with the 
fact under consideration, when the Apostle desires to 
enforce ethical concepts of the deepest and most far 
reaching character, he finds the most secure founda- 
tion for the same, as well as the most effective illus- 
tration thereof, in this characteristic and distinctive 
Christian Rite. 


But why should he, in matters of transcendent in- 
terest, find his illustration in this Rite? His doing so 
is, to my mind, a suggestive interpretation of the place 
the Rite occupied thus early in Apostolic thought and 
practice. And the sole explanation for this regard— 
which appears to me conclusive—is, as St. Paul him- 
self asserts, that the Rite is apo tou kuriou, "from the 


Lord." i 


When we examine these passages a bit more in de- 
tail, our conviction on this point is strengthened. Іп 
the verses before us, in Chap. X. r4-24, we have the 
apostie warning his readers against dalliance with 
idols. Тһе basis for this warning lies in the fact that, 
as partakérs oí the one cup and sharers of the one 
loaf, they are Christ's men, guests at His table. This 
is a point every one of his readers would grasp at 
once; namely, that participation means identification. 


Тһе key-word is koinonia. It is variously rendered 
as communion, fellowship, contribution, distribution. 
In the New Testament, with relation to the Christian 
Society, it is used to express either the idea of the fel- 
lowship in which the society is united, or the act of fel- 
lowship in which that idea is realized. Evidently the 
latter is the meaning here: Through the doing of a 
common act ye are made fellows of the act which ye 
have done. 


It is an argument analogous to that in St. John I. 
6 and 7. There, when the Apostle wants to get down 
to the bedrock of discipleship, when he would touch 
the very essence of ethic, the natural, all-sufficient il- 
Justration is found in that which epitomizes the Chris- 
tian Fellowship, this Rite of the common loaf and the 
one сир. 


Or glance at the passage in Chapter X. Тһе con- 
text requires going back to V. 17. Note that here, too, 
in his correction of an existing evil, an abuse which 
gives the lie to all that Christian Discipleship pro- 
fessedly stands for, the Apostle finds the chief cor- 
rection thereof in due regard to a principle embodied 
іп a tradition—the tradition of this Rite. This is not 
the only literary version we have of this tradition; but 
it is the earliest. 


On the surface, while in the main agreeing, the 
accounts of the Synoptists, present some radical dif- 


ferences. Stress has been laid by a line of scholars up- 
on the fact that the versions of Matthew and Mark 
know nothing of an intended repetition of the act of 
Jesus at His Last Supper. We might say that they 
take such a repetition for granted, But the real ans- 
wer is that here, in the Corinthian letter, the command 
of Jesus is not only a conspicuous part óf the tradition 
cited, it is the very heart of the contextual argument. 
Take it out, and you have robbed the argument of its 
point; you have practically negatived it. Paul's use of 
the tradition is as an ethical illustration. What he 
says in effect is: “You cannot consistently keep on 
acting as you do, the well-to-do herding by themselves, 
indifferent to the needs of the poorer brethren, etc., 
and then go on with the Фо this.' " 


We study this command, we discover the Why of 
its hold on the Apostle's mind, the reason of its use 
by him for most solemn and far-reaching illustration 
and, incidentally, that its observance is bound up insep- 
arably with discipleship. Тһе command is an in- 
tegral part of the tradition. We believe the words, “Do 
this," to be the very words of Jesus himself. Апа 
surely they set forth His mind for us. They аге a 
command. But what means the command? Two things 
will help in framing the answer: History and Exegesis. 


First, doing what Jesus did in the way He did it is 
the fact in the history of the company of believers 
which confronts us from the outset. So conspicuous 
is this that it gives the earliest common designation for 
the observance, e. g. Acts II. 42. Before there were any 
set Liturgical Forms, we find prayerful breaking of the 
bread and prayerful outpouring of the cup. Before 
there is any Doctrine concerning it, we find the repro- 
duction, the imitation, of His acts. He said “Do this,” 
do certain acts, the breaking bread with prayer, etc., 
and that was what they did. This historical fact can- 
not be fneaningless. 


Secondly, in the matter of Exegesis, the command 
contains two crucial words: 


(a) Poieite, in classical Greek, is one of the com- 
monest words. It has the simple meaning of do. There 
were technical terms to express the doing of particular 
actions: e. g., the doing of sacrifice. But we note that, 
when St. Paul wishes elsewhere to speak specifically, as 
е. g. sacrificially, he always uses these Technical Terms. 
He does not do so here. 


In the Septuagint, the word occurs over 3,000 times, 
usually with the indisputable meaning of do. Тһе 
Septuagint also has Technical Terms to designate par- 
ticular sorts of actions. Study of the instances where 
a sacrificial connotation is possible, however, yields 
either the description of the entire transaction or the 


“object specifically named. Іп the New Testament 


there is no evidence of such a use. It is also con-

customary meaning then appears to yield the best sense 
here. 


(Ы) Anamnasin is a most unusual word. Іп the 
Septuagint it is found only five times. In the New 
Testament it is found only here and in Heb. X. 3. On 
the other hand, the Authorized Version has “Remem- 
brance" or “In Remembrance" 49 times. But in all 
save the above two mentioned cases the original is 
another word. This might seem to imply that, in these 
exceptions noted, our word had an unusual sense; were 
it not that in our command the passage before us, the 
word is qualified by a preposition and a pronoun. He, 
the Speaker, Who issues the Command, is the Subject 
to be recalled, not the Object to be reminded. Тһе 
rendering of the Authorized Version and of our Office 
"in remembrance of Me," is the natural and proper 
one. 


What, then, is this we are to do? Combine the fact 
yielded in the History with the result of our Exegesis 
and we have: Do this—what am I doing—giving My- 
self for the life of the world. See, this bread broken, 
as in My Body. As this cup is outpoured, so is My 
Blood. Do this. Make your sacrifice, mine. Make 
My sacrifice, yours. In this eating and drinking, ye 
effectively proclaim My death, as by the character of 
your lives ye affirm the sincerity of your discipleship. 

-How wonderfully our Canon expresses this interpre- 
tation. The Celebrant, as the mouthpiece of the con- 
gregation, first doing what He, Jesus, did, as He did it, 
and then, as the necessary complement continuing, “Апа 
here we offer and present unto Thee ourselves, etc." 
For when we really offer ourselves, the whole of us, 
then and then only do we obey His command, “Оо this." 


Now, connote this tradition thus interpreted with these 
illustrations and see how they glow with meaning. And 
find the answer, too, for the questions with' which we 
started. In the Epistles, Pauline апа Catholic, where 
the central theme is the Cross of Christ, the logical 
implication is personal consecration by the one "who 
professes and calls himself Christian.” If, in the study 
of the New Testament, we seem to feel a paucity of 
"direct Eucharistic references," thís fact is certain; 
the continuous existence of the Rite, coupléd with the 
emphasis on the Sacrifice of Christ as the cardinal 
point of doctrine and the necessity of Love as the dis- 
tinctive Christian grace. Writ legibly on every page 
of the Acts and the Epistles we find the disciples doing 
this and living so, living the Life which the Rite sym- 
bolizes. 


Test this interpretation in the light of the Teaching 
of Jesus. The supreme note of that teaching is Love, 
reaching its highest point in Sacrifice. He is the Ex- 
ample supremely in this for all. It is a chain like this: 
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"God so loved the world that He gave, etc.;" "A new 
commandment give I unto you, that ye love one an- 
other;" “Тһе son of man came not to be ministered 
unto but to minister and to give His life;" “Тһе dis- 
ciple is not above His Master, but everyone that would 
be perfect shall be as His Master;" “Ye are Му 
friends if ye do whatsoever I have commanded you." 
"Do this." The Book of Acts, taken comprehensively, 
is simply the Record of How the friends of Jesus did 
what he did: they broke the bread and gave themselves 
for their fellows. 


Lent. 


"Since last Good Friday we have been keep- 
ing a national Lent. We have been given to 
good works. Our theatres are half empty. Our 
bridge parties have been replaced by surgical 
dressings classes. The price of the children's 
Christmas candy paid for milk for Armenian 
babies. Instead of new coats, we have bought 
comforts for soldiers and clothing for Belgian 
refugees. Many of us have learned more about 
the value of abstinence from Mr. Hoover than 
we were ever willing to learn from the Church. 
We have kept a long Lent of self-sacrifice since 
last Easter dawned on a dedicated nation. 

Ash Wednesday is here again, and the very 
fact that the coming forty days will not deflect 
the current of our normal social life as per- 
ceptibly as in past years brings with it the dan- 
ger that we will miss the deep lesson of Lent 
1918. “To labor is to pray,’ is a palliative which 
we are too ready to use. Red Cross working 
hours and hours of week-day services are 
bound to conflict. But there are still left those 
of Sunday. Devotional reading need not ге- 
duce the number of sweaters made between 
now and the end of March. 


We needed Lent this year to steady our 
souls. We are in grave danger of forgetting 
what is the ultimate purpose of the struggle. 
If we come suddenly face to face with the day 
on which the longed-for treaty of peace is: 
signed, having forgotten the meanings of the 
Kingdom of God, the signing, the treaty and 
all our struggle will be a mockery. 

We need a quiet time for self examination 
and repentance. We must examine our con- 
sciences whether our sacrifice is to Mars or to 
Christ. We must learn at the feet of our Sav- 
iour how to purge the gift of ourselves, which 
we are so ready to make, of the pride and ar- 
rogance of the hate and self-will which have: 
made the bitter sacrifices of our enemies sacri- 
fices to Thor.”

“Тһе family lies at the root of both the school 
and the factory and the Church, though all these 
institutions have sometimes grown into unnatural 
forms which injure and repudiate their origin. 
I remember when I was an undergraduate we 
were once set an essay by Jowett, the great mas- 
ter of Balliol, on the Origin of Our Moral Ideas. 
‘We embarked on a great variety of theories, with- 
out pleasing the master, who at the end delivered 
himself of the dictum: The fact is that our 
moral ideas originate in the nursery. Moral edu- 
cation, the moulding of individuals into conform- 
ity with social requirements, must begin in the 
nursery, and it will make no slight difference 
whether this early training is conducted well or 
j^ Hibbert Journal. 

The Dearth of Clergymen. 

“There can be no doubt in the mind of anyone, 
looking squarely at the facts, that the problem 
of supplying churches with rectors and curates 
and the mission field with missionaries is as 
critical as any that contronts organized religion. 
‘The war has for the present played havoc with 
the seminaries. What will happen after the war 
nobody can tell. We all have equal rights in the 
privilege of prophecy. Perhaps there will be a 
revival of interest in the ministry. But it is not 
safe to count upon that. . The deepening of our 
religious life through the sufferings of war may 
express itself in quite different fashion from any 
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that we are now contemplating. No one dare 
say confidently what will happen. 


But long before the war the problem was shap- 
ing itself definitely and here and there rectors of 
parishes were trying out solutions. Parishes with 
heavy institutional responsibility, which had for 
years been employing the services of two or 
more curates, found themselves resorting to dea- 
conesses and trained parish visitors because the 
services of curates couldn’t for love or money be 
secured. The staff of ordained clergymen was 
cut down, while the staff of lay workers grew. 
Conditions had already become acute in the past; 
they promise, in the future, to be even worse.” 


Advice to Preachers. 


“The average man is not interested in great 
sermons,” says the Christian IVork of New York, 
“but he can easily be interested in great preach- 
ing. About three-fourths of our preaching does 
not touch his life or circumstances at all. The 
sermon has no more relation to his interests than 
a lecture on botany has. 


His interests are generally threefold; (1) how 
to get a living (a theme that is worrying half our 
men so much that they have no interest left in 
anything else) ; (2) the family and its hard prob- 
lems (and they are very hard) ; (3) how to have 
a good time and escape the humdrum and mo- 
notony of life, without violating his sense of mor- 
ality (another hard thing for the average man 
to do). 


Now preaching that will interest this man of 
the community has got to get right down to these 
realities, for they are the real things of his life. 
By and by when he has come to be intellectually 
interested in religious things, as he may, he may 
enjoy discussion of many great and important 
things of the faith.” 


But are these the realities of life? Is it not 
strange that our Lord never made mention of 
one of them in any utterance recorded in the 
Gospels? The burden of His teaching, if we re- 
call it rightly, is that life is more than meat and 
the body than raiment. 


No dramatist, no poet, whose words have lived 
beyond a generation, ever found any one of 
these “realities” the core of life. Instead, they 
dwell upon its mystery, its hopes, its tragedies 
and its romance. Of all the Philistine utter- 
ances of an age that is talking pretty much at 
random about churches and religion, this dog- 
matic pronouncement is the most garishly Philis- 
tine that we have yet met.

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Standing Notices. 


Communicants coming into the Parish, or 
leaving it, should comply with the following 
canon: 


“A communicant removing from one parish 
to another shall procure from the rector of the 
parish of his last residence, or if there be no 
rector, from one of the wardens, a certificate, or 
letter of transfer.” 


Concerning Baptism, the rubric says: 


“The Minister of every parish shall often ad- 
monish the people that they defer not the bap- 
tism of their children unless upon a great and 
‘reasonable cause. And he shall also warn them, 
that without like great cause and necessity they 
procure not their children to be baptized at home 


.in their houses but in the church.” 


Baptism will be administered at any time; but 
notice must be given in advance. 


Attention is called to the rubric before the of- 
fice for the visitation of the sick, which reads: 


“When any person is sick, notice shall be given 
thereof to the Minister of the parish." 


On such notice. being given, the clergy are 
always ready and desirous to visit those who are 
*in trouble, sorrow, need, sickness, or any other 
adversity,” and to administer the Holy Com- 
munion to such as, by reason of sickness or other 
infirmity, are prevented from coming to the 
church. 


The Clergy should always be consulted before 
arrangements are made for baptisms, marriages 
or funerals at which they are expected to offi- 
ciate. 


The Clergy can be seen after any church serv- 
ice, by those who desire to consult them or at 
any hour of any day at the Parish House by any- 
body on any errand. 


Parishioners are asked to send prompt notice 
of changes of residence. 


Those who wish to become members of the 
Parish are asked to send their names and ad- 
dresses to the Clergy. Applications for pews or 
sittings should be made to the Verger, who can 
be seen before or after any service at the Church 
or on any week day at the Parish House.

Rules for Holy Communion. | 


1. When you come forward to receive Holy 
Communion be careful not to crowd other peo- 
ple. Try also to let members of families kneel 
side by side. It often means much to them. 
Remember that consideration for others is no 
where so fitting as at the Lord's Table. 


2. When you come to the rail try to kneel 
as near as possible, so that your feet will not 
obstruct the way of those behind you. 


It is a’most thoughtful custom to kneel in 
the proper place and thus not inconvenience 
those who follow. 


3: Receive the Elements into ungloved 
hands. The rubric directs that they are to be 
received into the hands of the people. It is 
well to place the palm of one hand on top of 
the other and receive the bread from the hand 
of the Priest in the upper hand. 


4. Be sure to take the Cup or Chalice into 
your hands. Grasp it firmly and guide it to 
your lips. The hats of women who kneel often 
make it impossible for the celebrant to see 
their faces. Drink from the Chalice without 
turning it. 


5. Pray while you are kneeling at the rail. 
Strive fully to realize what the service means. 
Pray especially for greater love to God and 
for your neighbors. Be sure, too, to offer a 
prayer of thanksgiving at this time. 


6. When you return to your seat continue 
your prayers and thanksgivings. You should 
learn to use your Prayer Book to this end. 


7. Never leave the Church till the Benedic- 
tion has been pronounced, unless absolutely 
compelled to do so. You would not leave the 
house of a friend before the meal was finished 
except for serious cause. The Lord's Supper 
is far more important. 


8. Be sure to come to Holy Communion reg- 
ularly, at least once a month, and also on 
Christmas Day and Easter Day. These days 
have long been recognized in the Church as 
great days of obligation. No religious habit 
can be of greater spiritual value than that of 
regular attendance at Holy Communion. As 
this service best expresses the idea of self- . 
Consecration to God it is bound to bring a 
peculiar blessing.

Services Continue. 


I remind you in conclusion that the clergy of 
this Church pay as scant attention as possible to: 
the passing of the mere church-going "season," 
so-called. Just because the weather happens to 
become hot early in this city is no reason why, 
with one accord, all people should desist from 
Church-attendance, or allow the practice of. say- 
ing their prayers to lower at the mere rising of 
the thermometer. The Church services go on in- 
definitely. They are discontinued in the summer 


only when attendance discontinues. Good attend- 


ance I could hope would keep up certainly until 
July, and the suspension of the hour of Evening 
Prayer be only for the two months of July and. 
August.

To the People of St. Luke and The Epiphany

My dear Friends: 


There is little need to refer back to Easter. The 
date has too far passed and all are well familiar 
anyway with features that marked this gladsome 
At all the special series, whether of 
services, addresses, meetings or lectures, the at- 
tendance this year, throughout Lent, during Holy 
Week, and even upon Easter Day itself, were the 
largest we have had in fifteen years. The Con- 
firmation Class was of credible size and of ex- 
ceptional personnel. The Corporate Communion 
‘оп Maundy Thursday was a moving spectacle. 
The Easter Sunday Offering is reported else- 
The Course of Monday Lectures, upon 
war-time subjects, was attended by an average of 
four or five hundred people. 
Archbishop of York, on Monday in Holy Week, 
will be long remembered. АП in all, I find in 
the foregoing facts the ànswer to the question 
often asked this winter whether, in spite of war- 
time conditions, people still go to Church. They

Death of Dr. Currie. 
An event which bears relation to the passir 
of that day in this old parish calls for sp 
comment and for words of tribute. t 
the death of Dr. Currie, at his home in Chestnt 
Hill, on Easter Sunday morning. Dr. Currie 
rector of old St. Luke's Church from June 
1872, to March roth, 1887. He lived for som 
years thereafter abroad; but, almost ever sine 
my coming to the city fifteen years ago, he ha 
been in residence in this vicinity.

He was a godly 
and lived not only past his three score years 
ten but died well on beyond four score.

At our 
parties, entertainments and all gatherings about 
the parish-house, as well as almost every Sunday 
t some service; опе or another of these men 
turns up in uniform. If the glad reception they 
receive one at a time were multiplied by their 
whole number, and if the amount of glad rejoic- 
ing at the advent of some one alone is any meas- 
ure of the total interest, solicitude and pride we 
have in them conjointly, I keep thinking what a 
d day it will be for all of us when—if they 
ever do—they all come home together. 


Fresh Air Farm. 


I suppose I ought to speak at some length of 
the work this summer at the Fresh Air Farm. 
Each of these paragraphs has seemed to lead on 
to provide a theme for the one following. This 
15 so especially іп the case of the one above. 
With our boys so generally gone to military ser- 
vice, and with the suspicion that their absence 
may have something more or less to do with the 
attendance of the girls of the Sunday School, the 
tls’ Club, etc., at parties, picnics, dances and 
ie like, as holden formerly out at the farm house, 
in the orchard and in the old barn—its cow-sheds 
and its hay-mows since converted and made suit- 
able for happy parties Saturday nights in July 

August—it is likely that the work along lines 
most successful other years may be curtailed this 
summer. 


But, on the other hand, there is more work that 
we will want to do of taking parties of children 
on excursions and more emphasis that we will 
Want to lay upon the outdoor Sunday Services 
hen the time comes for their resumption with 
the first week in July. We will have perhaps 
Some parish picnics on Memorial Day, the Fourth 
July and on Labor Day. We will continue 
veekly outings of perhaps a hundred aged people. 
Оп an afternoon; and, altogether, there will be re- 
quired money for this purpose this year as in 
former years. The amount is indeterminate. The 
Work that can be done depends on contributions. 
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Work for Children. 


I spoke in the paragraph above of children’s 
parties. These grew out of children’s services 
that we have had this year in Lent. They were 
markedly successful. The attendance on those 
Wednesday afternoon averaged more than 150. 
This is a new departure. This novel attempt has 
met with unwonted success. These children form 
a body now cohesive and enthusiastic. The whole 
number is comprised in part of children from the 
Church and partly those once in attendance at 
the Chapel Sunday School. This latter has, be- 
cause of small attendance, had to be suspended 
and their membership transferred to the morning 
school at the Church. The increasing numbers 
of other children as well has made it seem wise 
to make several departures in the conduct of this 
morning Sunday School. Emphasis is being laid 
on the work for these children and, while other 
tasks are unremitted, it-is they who now out- 
number the others. This is a sign of progress and 
a mark of real advance. It begins to look as 
though the Sunday School would take on new 


life, as already it has a new schedule of attend- 
ance, : 


Liberty Loan Campaign. 


I am asked by the representative of the Gov- 
ernment of the United States to draw your at- 
tention to the Third Liberty Loan and to ask your 
co-operation.

This is a hard word, but it is the inevitable word' 
We are proud of the boys from this Church who: 
have gone forth with the colors. With one con-- 
sent they tell us that they are proud and happy: 
to be serving their country. Those in France do’ 
not want to return until the work is done. The 
anxiety of those in camps to get over the ocean! 
is significant. What we are called upon to do 
at home we will not account a hardship. There 
is nothing we ought to be willing to withhold. 
The hand that has been stretched over our family 
circles has taken away sons and daughters. They” 
went forth with joy. We are at home. What а: 
horrible desecration of the home they have hon-- 
ored by their sacrifice if those of us who are' 
left behind dishonor them by our fainthearted-- 
ness, our selfishness or hesitation. 
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Тһе man or woman who does not line up with 
them is unworthy of them. He is a man without 
а country. Не is worthy of no country. He is 
even unworthy of Germany. For, at least, the 
German people to a man stand behind their coun- 
try in its misguided and cruel course. The pro- 
fessor who appeared barefoot at his classes in 
Munich threatens to become their patron saint. 
То save leather for the soldiers at the front, 
he appeared bootless. Let us not be soulless. 
America can take our all. There is nothing we 
want to withhold. Our cause is just. Our mar- 
tyrs are crowned. Аге we not yet conscious of 
the need for this? Then let us become so. As 
{һе task most pressing just at present, let us buy 
Liberty Bonds.

of condolence to the widowed mother, Mrs. Bix 
by. It is said by scholars to be a model of pure 
and exquisite diction that has never been excelled 
It is as follows: |

“Dear Madame :— Concerning Baptism, the rubric says: 


I have been shown in the files of the War De- 
partment a statement of the Adjutant General 9 
Massachusetts that you are the mother of 
sons who have died gloriously on the field 
battle. I feel how weak and fruitless must be 
any word of mine which should attempt to be 
guile you from the grief of a loss so overwhelm 
ing. But I cannot refrain from tendering yor 
the consolation that may be found in the thank 
of the republic they died to save. I pray tha 
our Heavenly Father may assuage the anguish 
of your bereavement, and leave you only the ch 
ished memory of the loved and lost, and the s 
emn pride that must be yours to have laid 
costly a sacrifice upon the altar of freedom. 


“The Minister of every parish shall often ad- 
monish the people that they defer not the bap- 
tism of their children unless upon a great and 
sonable cause. And he shall also warn them, 
t without like great cause and necessity they 
yrocure not their children to be baptized at home 
in their houses but in the church.” 


- Baptism will be administered at any time; but 
notice must be given in advance. 


— Attention is called to the rubric before the of- 
fice for the visitation of the sick, which reads: 


“When any person is sick, notice shall be given 
thereof to the Minister of the parish.”

Pejorative Desinence. 


What is the meaning of “pejorative desinence,” 
words used by a correspondent in referring to 
the term “Boche?” Pejorative is a word expres: 
ing depreciation; as, "poetaster" is a pejorative 
of poet. Desinence signifies a suffix. The “ре- 
jorative desinence" of Boche is derived from AT 
boche. Another derivation of Boche is са- 
boche—‘‘pate, headpiece, brain-box." It is said 
that “Parisian printers applied the shortened 
word—boche from caboche—to their occasional 
German employees on account of their slowness 
of understanding.”

The Clergy can be seen after any church serv- 
ісе, by those who desire to consult them or at 
any hour of any day at the Parish House by any- 
"body on any errand. 


The general ascription of slowness of under- 
standing to the Germans may be accounted for 
by the fact that there seem to be two classes of 
Germans—the slow-going, stolid, uneducated 
type, stubborn but obedient to their superiors; 
and the quick-witted, alert, educated class, who 
constitute the thinkers, the leaders, the officers 
and generals. The combination makes for mili- 
tary effectiveness—a caste who give orders auto- 
cratically, and a caste who obey slavishly. But: 
this is medizvalism, and that is doomed to de- 
struction. ч

Rules for Holy Communion. 


I. When you come forward to receive Holy 
Communion be careful not to crowd other peo- 
ple. Try also to let members of families kneel 
side by side. It often means much to them. 
Remember that consideration for others is no 
where so fitting as at the Lord's Table. 


2. When you come to the rail try to kneel 
as near as possible, so that your feet will not 
obstruct the way of those behind you. 


It is a most thoughtful custom to kneel in 
the proper place and thus not inconvenience 
those who follow. 


3. Receive the Elements into ungloved 
hands. The rubric directs that they are to be 
received into the hands of the people. It is 
well to place the palm. of one hand on top of 
the other and receive the bread from the hand 
of the Priest in the upper hand. 


:4. Be sure to take the Cup or Chalice into 
your hands. Grasp it firmly and guide it to 
your lips. The hats of women who kneel often 
make it impossible for the celebrant to see 
their faces. Drink from the Chalice without 
turning it. 


5. Pray while you are kneeling at the rail. 
Strive fully to realize what the service means. 
Pray especially for greater love to God and 
for your neighbors. Be sure, too, to offer a 
prayer of thanksgiving at this time. 


6. When you return to your seat continue 
your prayers and thanksgivings. You should 
learn to use your Prayer Book to this end. 


7. Never leave the Church till the Benedic- 
tion has been pronounced, unless absolutely 
compelled to do so. You would not leave the 
house of a friend before the meal was finished 
except for serious cause. Тһе Lord's Supper 
is far more important. 


8. Be sure to come to Holy Communion reg- 
ularly, at least once a month, and also on 
Christmas Day and Easter Day. These days 
have long been recognized in the Church as 
great days of obligation. No religious habit 
can be of greater spiritual value than that of 
regular attendance at Holy Communion. As 
this service best expresses the idea of self- 
Consecration to God it is bound to bring a 
peculiar blessing.

Pursuant to a plan that I began a few months since, 
of writing some articles upon usages and customs of 
the Church at public ceremonies, and in a similar vein 
to that upon “Weddings in Church,’ I have wanted 
much to write another upon “Funerals in Church.” I 
have hesitated because I felt inadequate to speak in this 
connection with the caution and insistence both at 
once the treatment of such theme required. I have 
been fortunate, a week or two ago, in finding on the 
pages of the Churchman, by one signing himself “Раз- 
tor in Urbe,” just such a statement as I wish I might 
have been competent to phrase myself. I am there- 
fore reprinting it in the hope that it will serve a pur- 
pose and be of good guidance to those interested.

At a funeral the rector will naturally wish to do all 
that is possible to comfort the bereaved. To this end 
he will gladly do everything which the laws and estab- 
lished customs of the Church allow him to do in meet- 
ing the desires of those who ask him to do this or that. 
At the same time, the long experience of the Church 
is quite likely to know what will best minister to the 
sustaining of the human spirit in its bitter hour, and 
the mourner will wisely follow the rector’s advice. For 
example, the minister should not be asked to make any 
remarks or speak any eulogy. At such a time the 
familiar words of the service just as it stands in the 
Prayer Book are sure to give the deepest comfort. 


When possible a funeral should be in the church. 
The church and the clergyman are absolutely free at 
such a time, and all that they can do is too little: the 
mourner need have no sense of obligation, except that 
of gratitude, for the consolation which the Church 
would bring to every afflicted household. Besides the 
dignity which is added by a service in the church, there 
is the protection of the formal place: a funeral in 
church intrudes less upon the grief of the relatives 
than a funeral in a house. 


No arrangements should be made regarding the day 
and hour until the rector has been consulted. He has 
many duties; and though his first duty at such a 
moment is the ministry to the sorrowing family, it is 
right that he be allowed to confer upon the exact hour 
which will permit him to do all the work which other 
engagements may demand of him. He will also talk 
over the hymns (if there be any) which will be suitable, 
and make any suggestions which may help. The great 
hymns are always best. The necessary charge for the 
music should be announced by him to the family, with 
exactness, so that there be no unexpected bills after-

This is the way they come. Little letters, 
not always quite grammatical, usually lead pencil 
written, always brief because they imagine I 
am busy—the whole is verv touching. I try 
the very best I can to write them ; but the truth 
is they have been moving so often and so rapid- 
ly—and both in the direction of Berlin—that it 
is almost impossible to keep up with them. 


The point I am making is this: I have yet to 
receive one word of discontent from any of them, 
one.word of criticism about food or clothing, 
treatment ог equipment, one note of home-sick- 
ness, or any single element of fear—except one; 
that is, that the thing may be over before they 
they get through with it; that something. will 
intervene to stop the normal process of events 
before, as they all put it, “we make а thorough 
job of it." 


There is one other thing I notice. In every.

case, they are ten times more concerned over 
the people at home than they are about them- 
selves. One of their famous requests is, "Don't 
worry about me, I am alright; but I wish you 
could try to see my mother. .. persuade them 
not to be so uneasy.” This is a point to remem- 
ber. It is a positive crime for anybody to write 
any of these boys a single word from home that 
wil give them the impression that one is any- 
thing but glad they are there and proud of them 
and eager to do everything at home commen- 
surate with what they are doing abroad. 


What this all comes down to is the sentiment 
expressed on a famous picture post card, which 
I understand has gone the rounds of France. 
"Two helmeted and burdened, battered and be- 
grimed men are seen in a trench, in the mud 
and the cold and the smoke, with dead bodies, 
barbed wire, broken shells and ammunition all 
heaped in confusion. One says to the other: 
“We'll win the war all right, if only they hold 
out. “They, who?" “Why they, of course. 
The folks at home!”

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Standing Notices. 


Communicants coming into the Parish, or 
leaving it, should comply with the following 
canon: 


“А communicant removing from one parish 
to another shall procure from the rector of the 
parish of his last residence, or if there be no 
rector, from one of the wardens, a certificate, or 
letter of transfer." 


- Concerning Baptism, the rubric says: 


“Тһе Minister of every parish shall often ad- 
monish the people that they defer not the bap- 
tism of their children unless upon a great and 
reasonable cause. And he shall also warn them, 
that without like great cause and necessity they 

rocure not their children to be baptized at home 
in their houses but in the church." 


Baptism will be administered at any time; but 
notice must be given in advance. 


Attention is called to the rubric before the of- 
fice for the visitation of the sick, which reads: 


“When any person is sick, notice shall be given 
thereof to the Minister of the parish." 


On such notice being given, the clergy are 
always ready and desirous to visit those who are 
“іп trouble, sorrow, need, sickness, or any other 


adversity," and to administer the Holy Com-: 


munion to such as, by reason of sickness or other 
infirmity, are prevented from coming to the 
church. 


The Clergy should always be consulted before 
arrangements are made for baptisms, marriages 
or funerals at which they are expected to offi- 
ciate. 


The Clergy can be seen after any church serv- 
ice, by those who desire to consult them or at 
any hour of any day at the Parish House by any- 
body on any errand. 


Parishioners are asked to send prompt notice 
of changes of residence. 


Those who wish to become members of the 
Parish are asked to send their names and ad- 
dresses to the Clergy. Applications for pews or 
sittings should be made to the Verger, who can 
be seen before or after any service at the Church 
or on any week day at the Parish House.

Rules for Holy Communion, 


т. When you come forward to receive Holy 
Communion be careful not to crowd other peo. 
ple. Try also to let members of families knee] 
side by side. It often means much to them, 
Remember that consideration for others is mo

2. When you come to the rail try to kne 
as near as possible, so that your feet will ng 
obstruct the way of those behind you. 


It is a most thoughtful custom to kneel ir 
the proper place and thus not inconvenience 
those who follow. 


3. Receive the Elements into unglover 
hands. The rubric directs that they are to 
received into the hands of the people. It ig 
well to place the palm of one hand on top oj 
the other and receive the bread from the hand 
of the Priest in the upper hand. 


4. Be sure to take the Cup or Chalice int 
your hands. Grasp it firmly and guide it 
your lips. The hats of women who kneel oft 
make it impossible for the celebrant to se 
their faces. Drink from the Chalice withou 
turning it. : р 

5. Pray while you are kneeling at the тай 
Strive fully to realize what the service m 
Pray especially for greater love to God an 
for your neighbors. Be sure, too, to offer а 
prayer of thanksgiving at this time. 


6. When you return to your seat continu 
your prayers and thanksgivings. You should 
learn to use your Prayer Book to this end. 


7. Never leave the Church till the Benedic 
tion has been pronounced, unless absolut 
compelled to do so. You would not leave 
house of a friend before the meal was finis 
except for serious cause. Тһе Lord's Suppe 
is far more important. 


8. Be sure to come to Holy Communion re£ 
ularly, at least once a month, and also 
Christmas Day and Easter Day. These day 
have long been recognized in the Church * 
great days of obligation.

This will be 
the normal proceeding and the natural outcome. 


For the past three years, the method of heat- 
ing the Chapel has been by a connection of the 
radiator pipes with the steam conduits of the 
Hospital. Even last year, on account of condi- 
tions prevailing so generally in the city, coal was 
scant and this heat was not always sufficient. 
It has been within the province of the Hospital 
Managers any year to terminate this contract, 
although we had all hoped that necessity would 
‘not compel this. 


Notice comes now that they simply cannot go 
on longer. This is final, and it is unavoidable. 
We could build, of course, a heating plant of our 
own. That would probably take.six months 
time, even under normal conditions. In the pres- 
ent state of things, а permit for such building 
could probably not be obtained at all. Тһе work 
would cost an exorbitant price. It would ne- 
_ cessitate, not only the excavation of a space, and 
the purchase of a furnace, but the building, clear 
outside the structure. of a chimney—for there 
- never was but one, and that in the central por- 
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above $5000.00. Would the taking of this step 
be justified ? 


The number of persons at this time enrolled, 
even theoretically, as communicants in that sep- 
arate congregation is 54. The average atten- 
dance at services throughout the past year has 
been about 25. Of the services, only the morn- 
ing one has been attended at all for more than 
six months in a year. The Sunday School had 
diminished to an average of r3 as long ago as 
last Easter and was at that time entirely sus- 
pended. Тһе number of names enrolled and 
contributing оп the Envelope System is 26. Тһе 
Parish Register shows for this year to date, 2 
baptisms, 2 marriages, 2 burials, 3 transfers. 
The Envelope contributions total, from January 
first of this year to date, $200.05. The expendi 
tures made for the same period, through the 
Accounting Warden's records at the Church, for 
maintenance of the Chapel, it appears have been 
$3000.00. These facts, among others the Vestry 
was forced to consider. | 


With regard to the property itself, nobody 
at present can foresee a plan. Тһе change has 
come upon us all too suddenly. Mr. Ryan will 
be continued in his present capacity as custodian 
for an indefinite period. The majority of those 
heretofore attending there are now quite as 
familiar with the services at Church. The 
young people especially are all enrolled already in 
our work here at the parish house. I am anx- 
ious, above all things else, for all to understand 
that they are still communicants of the parish and 
that a welcome awaits them at Church Services 
and in the Sunday School And I know well 
that they will be here. Any person else who 
wants to form new allegiance with any other 
Church nearer to them maybe in the district 
they reside, has only to ask me for a Letter 
of Trausfer. 


It remains only to thank, and that most heart- 
ily, all those engaged professionally for their dili- 
gence. I mean, in particular of course, the Rev. 
Mr. Warner; Mr. Ryan, the Verger; Mr. Farrer, 
the Choirmaster; Miss Van Kirk, the Parish 
Visitor. All of these I have talked with and 
taken counsel with. While we all feel deep re- 
gret, we all agree also that the action taken has 
been made inevitable by the force of these com-

And this applies not only to our Popular 
Sunday Afternoon Service—although I can un- 
derstand why more visitors come at that hour 
than at some other—but it applies as well to 
any service held at any hour of any day.

We are making engagement in every case 
with someone who, actually home from abroad, 
has first-hand knowledge of conditions. Тһе 
first of these dates is one you should make 
note of. Thursday evening, November 7th, our 
guest will be Dr. Joseph Odell. АП who heard 
him here last winter, when he came home from 
his tour of the cantonments, will look forward 
eagerly to his narrative this time of his ex- 
periences while abroad for ten weeks recently 
with the men overseas, both up and down the 
Battle Line and at the actual Front.

It has been a strange experience we all have 
had this past month, in being literally locked 
out of church. I could think of many things to 
say, if this were the right time or place to point 
a moral and adorn a tale. I find it hard to 
repress at least this one remark: I never knew 
before so many people to express anxiety to 
do a thing because they were forbidden. Maybe 
this was not the case; mayhap it indicates that 
churches will be overcrowded all this winter, 
once again the doors are open. We will see 
what we will see. 


` Т heard one person remark— think it was 
facetious, but І do not know—that it was a 
punishment imposed on those who had been 
out of church too long already, six months out 
of twelve. I know well, however, levity apart, 
that we have all gladly co-operated with the 
Board of Health in their endeavor to do all 
that might be done to stem calamity and to 
ávert contagion through the period of this 
dread epidemic. 


- In the annals of the Church, this period will 
long be one peculiar. In this parish in par- 
ticular, we have been fortunate in the fact that 
there have not been so many fatalities às in 
the majority of others. Even so, the Parish 
Register, appearing on another page, contains 
entry of burials away beyond the average. All 
fondly hope the worst is over and that, from 
whatever quarter came this wind of pestilence, 
it may never come here again.

‘I have been fortunate in making with the Rev. 
Dr. Hugh Birckhead, Rector of Emmanuel 
Church, Baltimore, Maryland, to be our guest 


оп the first Thursday evening in December. 


Рг. Birckhead was sent abroad by the National 
Red Cross as an Inspector, with the idea of 
speaking for them on his return. He crossed 
the ocean on a troop ship, and on his arrival in 
London was asked by the American Ambas- 


—sador to give a month of his time, under the 


direction of the Foreign Office, speaking in 
England on America. 


His itinerary was eventually arranged for the 
month of October, and he addressed audiences 
in many of the principal cities. As the guest 
of the English Government he visited the Brit- 
ish front and the British fleet and inspected 
dock yards, munition plants and ship building 


- industries, beside numberless hospitals and 


works of charity. He went to Buckingham 


‘Palace and was received by the King at the 


time of the presentation of Victoria Crosses 


- and other decorations. While in London he 
- witnessed six air raids. 


— In France, under the auspices of the Red 


Cross, he visited the devastated regions and 


the front line trenches, and went to see the 
American soldiers in the villages where they 


were billeted. He had interviews with Ambas- 
sador Sharp and General and Monsieur Poin- 


Caire. He went to Switzerland to study the 
‘national prison problem, and talked with many 


Germans in regard to their point of view, 
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among them a Councillor of the German 
Empire. $$ б 

Since his return, Dr. Birckhead has spoken 
in many important cities on the War, address- 
ing the Chambers of Commerce in Cleveland, 
Boston and St. Louis, and speaking in many 
Court Houses and City Halls. His unusual 
experience abroad has given him a grasp of the 
salient facts of the war and what it must mean 
to all of us before it is over, and his message 


has proved a telling one with the thousands 
who have heard him.

Sunday School Teachers. 


"The whole problem of Sunday Schools and 
religious education in general has been thresh- 
ed out with peculiar vigor in recent years. 

. One question which often arises in discussing 
the problem is that as to whether greater effi- 
ciency and better results are obtained with 
teachers who are paid or with those who volun- 
teer their services. 


"One of the large Jewish churches in New 
York which has done very exceptional work in 
its department of religious education refuses to 
accept the services of any volunteers. АП who 
apply for appointment as teachers are required 
to give evidence of their qualifications for the 
work. Those who are accepted, no matter 
how well-to-do they may be, receive. regular 
compensation for their services. Тһе conten- 
ton is that only in this way can strict disci- 
pline be maintained. 


“Тһеве teachers are required to be on hand 
fifteen minutes before the opening of the 
school Of course they are not permitted to be 
absent, save in case of illness, and then they 
must notify the superintendent in sufficient 
time to enable him to secure а well qualified 
substitute. All teachers are required to call on 
their scholars a certain number of times each 
year. The violation of any of these rules calls 
forth a reprimand and the persistent violation 
of rules results in dismissal. 


"Such a system has many distinct advan- 
tages and it may be that we shall all have to 
come to it eventually. It means that the su- 
perintendent of the school сап insist on the 
teachers being there to greet the scholars when : 


they arrive on the scene, which is tremen- 
‘dously important if the teacher is going to 


keep his or her grip on the situation later on. 
And yet it is not а very high ideal, and there 
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. will be a distinct loss if we do have to come 
to it. i 

“Whether it be in day school or Sunday 
School, there is something more important, 
more vital, than intellectual qualification. En- 
thusiasm and moral power are the absolutely 
essential things in the true teacher. Those are 
the qualities that distinguish the few true 
teachers that each of us has had the good for- 
tune to meet on life's highway. It is the teach- 
ers that possessed enthusiasm and moral power 
to whom we look back in after years as the 
real makers of our lives. Тһе qualities and 
influences that count for most in the upbuild- 
ing of a life are not things that can be secured 
at so much per hour. 


*And then, there is a distinct loss in the 
matter of that strange and subtle thing called 
feeling, if the scholar realizes that the teacher 
is being paid. On the other hand, it impresses 
a boy if he thinks that this man or this woman 
is giving of their time and energy each week 
to make him nobler and better and truer. He 
may not appear to give very much thought to 
the matter, but boys do have reflective mo- 
ments, and deep down in their hearts they 
conclude that there must be something in this 
religious business if it makes somebody else 
feel so much interest in him and his future. 


“What is really wanted in the Sunday 
School, if that institution is going to be con- 
tinuously worth while, is teachers whose en- 
thusiasm and moral power will prompt them 
to acquire the intellectual qualifications which 
will make for efficiency in the work. What is 
really wanted is teachers whose devotion to 
the Master’s cause will enable them to subject 
themselves to discipline, and who will feel that 
in giving themselves completely to their task, 
they are working side by side, shoulder to 
shoulder, with Christ for the establishment of 
His kingdom among men.” —Selected.

“Last Tuesday I had Communion Service 
out here in France. We could not get a room 
of any kind, so we held the service in the cor- 
ner of a field, behind some billets. I spread 
my mackintosh on the grass and it served fora 
table; I used the Communion service which 
was given me when I left the old country. 
Twelve men formed a semi-circle ’round me, 
and the evening shadows were gathering over 
us when I began to read the words: Dearly be- 
loved in the Lord. Then in the twilight the 
twelve came one by one and knelt upon a 
corner of the mackintosh and received the

Two Special Services.

Use of Chapel Envelopes. 


With the attendance which begins to be 
regular this month at the Sunday Services in 
Church of a number of people formerly accus- 
tomed to worship at the Epiphany Chapel, one 
word may be in place about use of their envel- 
opes.

The Sunday School's Orphan. 


Speaking of envelopes, Mr. Taylor has a 
novel plan for their use in the Sunday School 
this winter. He has spoken of it several Sun- 
days ago; but, because of the lapse in atten- 
dance on account of the Church being closed, 
it may take a little longer to have the plan in 
full operation. 'The idea is that all the con- 
tributions made in Sunday School shall here- 
after be by this method and that the money 
accruing shall go to one object. Не has had a 
society, interested in that work, designate for 
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the support of our Sunday School a French 
orphan. He expects to have a photograph of 
it soon and its whole life history. If the money 
is more than is needed for one, there is no 
scarcity of orphans. This is а splendid work. 
I know it is an undertaking all the children 
will be interested in. 
Bond Dates and Coupons. 

It is worth while to call attention to those 
members, for example, of the Mothers’ Meet- 
ing, Girls' Club, Sunday School, etc., who have 
at different times bought Liberty Bonds 
through the Church, to certain details. I wish 
they would allow me to help them with these 
if they are at a loss by any chance to know how 
to proceed. What I mean is this: Several реге 
sons, I remember, bought bonds of some for- 
mer issue which they ought to have converted 
into new bonds bearing higher rate of interest. 
There are also some who may not understand 
about just-how or when the coupons should be 
clipped and cashed. There are others that I 
know of who have no safe place to keep their 
bonds at home. Iam glad and willing to assist 
in all these matters. For example, we have 
bonds for maybe twenty people already locked 
up in their name for safe keeping. It is easy 
for us here to keep a record of the coupon dates 
and cash them for those who may not keep 
bank accounts. In short, if you are in doubt 
about ahy of these matters, speak sometime to 
the rector, or the assistant, or the secretary at 
the Parish House. Any of us will be glad to 
explain or advise or assist you. 

Blank Cards for Addresses. 

I am having printed and placed in the pews 
this month cards of a kind we used some years 
ago. They ask for the names and addresses of 
strangers and visitors; of any, in short, who 
may desire to be placed on our mailing lists 
for notices of special services, for programs, 
for announcement of meetings, and for the 
Parish Helper itself. I have learned that peo- 
ple are reluctant to sign these; but I know it 
is because of some misunderstanding. They 
have a latent fear that this means they will be 
followed up with some persistency. It is not 
for this purpose that I wish to have the cards.

“(1) The unbaptized may become members 
of the Episcopal Church of St. "8 in par- 
ticular by being baptized here. The uncon- 
firmed who have been baptized may become 
communicants by being confirmed. If a person 
D ‘thinks he has been baptized but is not sure of 
1 ‘it, he can be baptized ‘hypothetically,’ i. e., 
after the following form: “ТЕ thou art not 
already baptized, I baptize thee in the Name 
of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
‘Ghost. Amen.’

n. If your answer is ‘Yes,’ my further query , 
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“Тһе Episcopal Church expects all who have 
been baptizéd and have 'come to years of 
discretion’ to become communicants; and, in 
order to that, to be confirmed, that they may 
receive through the laying on of hands by 
the Bishop the confirmation of the promise 
made to them in their baptism, and may them- 
selves confirm the promises then made in their 
name. 


"Communicants of the Episcopal Church be- 
longing to other parishes may unite with St. 
"8 by securing from the rectors of those 
parishes, as the canon requires, a letter com- 
mendatory, sometimes called a "letter of trans- 
fer? То secure such a letter is a courtesy to 
the rector of the former parish, as well as a 
help to him in keeping his records, like ours, 
correct. At the same time, it makes the com- 
municant’s status clear in the new parish, and 
enables the rector to make his list of communi- 
cants complete. 


"Members of other Christian communions 
who have not been confirmed may unite with 
St. ——’s by offering themselves for confirma- 
tion at the earliest visitation of the Bishop to 
the parish. If they have already been con- 
firmed, as in the case of a member of the 
Roman Catholic Church, the Bishop merely 
receives them formally into the Church at the 
time of his visitation to the parish. 


“(2) There is in addition a more or less in- 
formal way of becoming a baptized member or 
a communicant member of St. 's Church. 
This is resorted to only in case the applicant 
for such membership, for reasons which seem 
to the rector good and sufficient, cannot secure 
a certificate or letter of transfer. Тһе rector, 
if he is satisfied that such persons have been 
baptized or confirmed, is permitted by the 
canons to place their names upon the Parish 
Register as baptized members or communi- 
cants of the parish. 


“Now what is the point of these careful dis- 
tinctions? It is this: there are undoubtedly 
many persons regularly worshipping at St. 
's who have no parochial connections else- 
where and who in some cases think they 
‘belong’ to this parish. Are you among them? 
Will you ask yourself the question with which 
this article begins? And if you are not sure as 
to the answer will you not talk with the rector 
about this matter at your earliest opportunity? 
Everyone of course is welcome to come any 
way or otherwise; but would you not like this 
sense of regularity ?"

Apropos of the service in church on АП 
Saints’ Day and pursuant to a custom long 
observed as a part of that service in reading 
publicly the Roster of the Dead as it comprises 
names of those buried by the Clergy of the 
Parish, both from Church and Chapel, and that 
not only of persons officially connected with 
the parish but of others as well for whom we 
have merely performed this ministration, the 
names with the dates of burial follow. 


It is probably the longest list ever enrolled 
in our Parish Register within one year. There 
are reasons for this with which all are familiar. 
The dreadful epidemic is accountable in part; 
but, even so, we have been fortunate that there 
have not been more deaths among our num- 
ber caused by it. Тһе same is true of the 
quite novel entry at the close of the Roster, 
of names from casualty lists in the war. Here 
again our hearts go out in sympathy to those 
thus signally bereaved; yet we have reason, 
as above, to be glad and grateful that, out of 
so large a number of our members now in mili- 
tary service, so few have met fatality.

Тһе Parish House is open at all times. Тһе Rec- 
tor's Study, the Offices of the Clergy, Choirmaster, 
Parish Visitor, Secretary, Verger and all members 
of the Staff are here. Any or all of these can be 
seen or telephoned or written to at any time at the 
above address. This Church is not a retreat; it is a 
work-shop. Its tasks do not end with Sunday's 
services; its ministrations are for all those who de- 
sire them at any time. 


Communicants coming into the Parish, or leaving 
it, should comply with the canon relating to letters 
of transfer. Baptism will be administered at any 
time; but notice should be given in advance. Atten- 
tion is called to the rubric before the office for the 
Visitation of the Sick, which reads: When any 
person is sick, notice shall be given thereof to the 
Minister of the Parish. On such notice being given, 
the Clergy are always ready and desirous to visit 
such and to administer the Holy Communion. 


Practice as well as propriety necessitates the ar- 
rangements for all functions in Church in advance, 
Especially, the Clergy should always be consulted 
before arrangements are made for marriages or 
funerals at which they are expected to officiate. 
They сап be seen after any Church service, by those 
who desire to consult them or at any hour of any 
day at the Parish House by anybody on any errand. 


Parishioners are asked to send prompt notice of 
changes of residence. This is particularly important. 
Every effort is made to keep mailing lists with 
accuracy. Those who wish to become members of 
the Parish, are asked to send their names and ad- 
dresses to the Clergy. Applications for pews or 
sittings should be made to the Verger, who can be 
seen before or after any service at the Church.

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Merry Christmas. 


It is hard to realize that Christmas is al- 
most upon us. It will bring its own familiar 
joys and duties, as it always does. This year 
especially the former will be special joys in- 
deed, because of Peace that has come at the 
end of War. Тһе latter will be those, so far 
as they concern work in a parish, not much 
different from other years. And, in proportion 
as a parish grows, these multiply in number 
every season. lam sending out this week the 
envelopes as usual for contributions to the 
Christmas Bounty Fund, which makes its own 
appeal for the needs with which you all have 
long ago become familiar. 


Christmas Day. 


'There is one matter, entirely apart from this, 
which I have for a few years had much on my 
mind. It is the fact—I fear it is а fact—that 
there is a diminishing tendency on people's 
part to come to Church on Christmas Day. 
'This is not true of Easter. It is not true here 
on Sundays. It is not even true on Thanks- 
giving Day, АП Saints' Day or Ascension Day 
so markedly; but, for the past ten years our 
records show an almost unbroken series of 
slightly lesser congregations each year than 
the year before, at the Communion Service on 
a Christmas morning. I wish this one year in 
particular these facts might be reversed. Can- 
not every communicant in the Parish that day 
come to communion? : 


Advent Observance. 


Leading tip to this, we are now in the middle 
of the Advent Season. Advent, I fear, is а 
time we do not make enough of. This must 
be because we do not understand or rightly 
estimate the meaning, the significance of what 
it is meant to signalize. Its purpose is to 
focus thought and fix attention on the coming 
of the Christ. It is meant, by mood of antici- 
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pation, to rhake better our appreciation of the 
Gift of God made manifest in Incarnation. Is 
it not then possible, this Advent Season, by 
more earnest living, to come into such a mood 
of expectation that when Christmas comes, it 
will be observed that much the better just be- 
cause it is the more appreciated? 
The “ Advent Call.” 

Something like this must have moved those 
who have planned throughout the Diocese a 
movement this December. What this means 
to all who use the phrase I am not certain. 
What the movement is, [ am not sure. It was 
planned, I fear, on too short notice. There is 
danger that their hopes will not come to 
fruition. But there is one reason why, within 
this parish, I am anxious that the opportunity 
this plan provides should not be lost to us, but 
rather that it may be used to bring about re- 
sults I have been thinking of for a long time. 
То make all this plain would take too long a 
narrative. But let me try—and briefly. 

Parish Calling. 

One of the things that vexes every parish 
priest and puts him to perplexity is how to 
find time, as he would like, to do pastoral 
visiting. Nobody outside of the Rector’s study 
of a city parish knows how many things, and 
different kinds of things, he has to do. No- 
body can know quite how many are the dis- 
tractions to his labor. Nobody can realize how 
few are the hours of the day when he can get 
away from the merest details of the parish or- 
ganization or be free from the cogs of parochial 
machinery. Nor do any, not even the mem- 
bers of a Church like this, themselves compre- 
hend how widely scattered are the places 
where our people live, how great the distances 
from which they come to Church, how many 


‘there are of them, nor how short the season is 


within the year when one could find them if he 
could go to them. 


Scattered Addresses. 


The Communicant List of this parish com- 
prises twelve hundred people. And this means 
only the names and addresses of those who are 


technically so enrolled. On Pew Lists, Mail-. 


ing Lists, and all other enrollments of those 
whom the pastor knows and whose door bells 
he wishes he could ring, there are a thousand 
more names and addresses. Even that, how- 
ever, is not the most serious consideration. 
These people live at distances so far removed, 
and in directions so far scattered, that if he 
did nothing for six hours a day, six days a 
week, for six months in the year, he would not 
be able to multiply these journeys by those 
numbers. What then can he do? He simply 
has to do the best he can. 


A. Typical Day. 


Moreover, just now, by unfortunate coinci- 
dence, we have lost our assistant. We are ap- 
proaching the height of the Church's busiest 
season. We аге sitting up nights getting ready 
for Sundays. We are running in circles pre- 
paring for Christmas. We have come yester- 
day from one wedding and two funerals. Last 
month, of these latter, we have had fifteen in 
thirty days. We have just written papers for 
two public meetings. We have interviewed the 
caterer to make terms for the New Year's 
Party. We have corrected forty thousand 
words of galley, page and plate proof for a 
book. We are managing a Lecture Course 
and trying just today to get assurance from 
the speaker for next month. We have been 
mailing a hundred requests for funds for the 
Woman's Auxiliary. We have sent a thou- 
sand post-card notices for next Sunday after- 
noon's service. Oh, yes! and have just had a 
tcoth pulled. All that remains to do this after- 
noon is to prepare five thousand words of copy 
for this parish paper. Nor is this an excep- 
tional day, week or month, 


A Novel Plan. 

I have said that I have had in my mind for 
a long time a plan by which help might be 
sought in this matter. It is this plan that I 
have asked fifty members of the parish to meet 
here tomorrow morning to consider with me 
for an hour. I have made up for them in ad- 
vance cards, each with the name and address 
of a person, six hundred and fifty in all, to be 
accurate, which I am hoping to commit to them 
as visitors and ask them to devote one week 
of time—the same week altogether—in a defi- 
nite, intensive effort to carry from the Church 
our invitation, in a way intensely personal, to 
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come to Church maybe more often than they 
do. 


Before this paper shall appear in print, that 
task will have been undertaken. If these 
visitors appear at your house, do not be sur- 
prised. And if they do not come to you es- 
pecially, do not be surprised at that either. 
Maybe you will be more complimented in that 
you have been omitted; for you may inter- 
pret this to mean that you have needed no re- 
minding of the place the Church ought to hold 
in attention. 


The Letter Sent. 
"I am sending this letter today, in duplicate, 
to fifty women of the parish, a list of names 
selected with care—and for a purpose. I am 


"writing to ask if you can spare me an hour to 


meet together, at the Parish House, on Friday 
morning, December 6th, at 11 o'clock? I want 
to take counsel with you about a matter sug- 
gested by the ‘Advent Call’ in the Diocese 
and to ask you each to perform for the Parish 
next week a specific task. I will promise not 
to weary you. I trust you may be planning 
to be here tomorrow night for the lecture. I 
will make an announcement at that time in re- 
gard to this matter." 


Thanksgiving Season. 

All are agreed that our Thanksgiving Day 
had a joyful observance. The change suddenly 
forced upon us of the hour to 9.00 o'clock, and 
the omission of the service at тт.оо o'clock, 
may have caused some disappointment; but I 
have not heard of it in more than a half dozen 
cases, On the Sunday following, the Season 
was remembered in our service of the after- 
noon and nothing could have been more grati- 
fying than the way the congregation and the 
choir, both together, voiced their Praise and 
Gratitude to God for Peace and Victory. The 
anthem, in particular, deserved more than a 
word in passing. It was an original composi- 
tion by our own choirmaster, to the words of 
Kipling’s Recessional. It had never before 
been rendered. It will find a high place in 
Church Choirs’ repertoires, and well deserves 
the complimentary remarks heard since regard- 
ing it. 

Thursday Lecture Course. 

The first lecture in the course we have ar- 
ranged to be heard once a month, on war-time 
subjects, that by Dr. Odell, on the first Thurs- 
day night in November, was appreciated and 
enjoyed by all who could be in attendance. The 
second, tonight, by Dr. Hugh Birckhead, rec- 
tor of Emmanuel Church, Baltimore, recently 
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returned from France, on “The Responsibili- 
ties of Victory,” will be as much enjoyed, I 
know. I am hoping to be able to announce 
right soon that Mr. Isaac F. Marcosson, whom 
all remember with such interest and pleasure 
from his visit to us in the course last year in 
Lent, will be the speaker on the next one of 
these lecture evenings when the date comes 
on. 


New Year’s Eve. 


And that reminds me. The next lecture will 
be in the Parish House on New Year’s Eve. 
We want to combine attendance at this with 
attendance as well at the New Year’s Eve 
Party. With so many of our boys away, all 
overseas, that party this year will suffer of 
course from their absence. It will have to be 
changed in its form somewhat. But there is 
reason to expect that we will have our cus- 
tomary thousand people. Entertainment fea- 
tures will be duplicated from last year. There 


. will be moving pictures, music and refresh- 


ments. Beginning with the Children's Party 
in the afternoon, the Mothers' Meeting Supper 
at half-past seven, the Magician with his arts 
that mystify all will lead up to.the Watch 
Night Service, which we have become accus- 
tomed to in Church from half past eleven to 
midnight. Please notice, you who are most 
interested, that the lecture which would other- 
wise be on Thursday night, will be, for that 
one month, on Tuesday night instead. I should 
guess it would come in the evening's program 
from 9.00 to 10.00, instead of 8.00 o'clock. 


Sunday Afternoon Services. 


The Sunday afternoon services, beginning 
with the Thanksgiving Season one last week, 
are planned to be each of a special kind for 
these six weeks to come. They promise also 
to be even of more than special interest. With 
the observance of British Day, on December 
8th, it has seemed wise to follow on the next 
week with a service in which the same kind of 
praise shall be accorded in the works of certain 
French composers of Church music and, in 
particular, to use for anthem Gounod's “бапс- 
tus." On the fourth Sunday, there had been 
planned anyway, and it fits in appropriately, 
one of our services of Russian music. That 
afternoon the anthem will be “God is with us,” 


by Arensky. This, to be sure, is almost Christ- 


mas Eve; but the regular Christmas Carol 
Service will be on the Sunday following Christ- 
mas Day. Then a Repetition Carol Service, 
on the Sunday after New Year's, will come in 
its course. з 


The Needlework Guild. 

The annual meeting for the assembling and 
distribution of garments by the Philadelphia 
Branch of the Needlework Guild of America, 
was held in the Parish House during the week, 
November 18th to 23rd. Тһе public meeting 
was on Wednesday afternoon and was ad- 
dressed by Mrs. Truman Н. Newberry, Na- 
tional Fresident of the Guild; Mrs. R. R. Porter 
Bradford, President of the Lighthouse, and 
Mrs. Sinkovitch, of Greenwich House, New 
York. Our building that week had the appear- 
ance in truth of a department store. The Sec- 
retary reports that 23,375 articles were con- 
tributed. It has been a pleasure, as always, to 
put our rooms at the disposal of these ladies 
who deserve such high prajse for their work. 


Cards for Addresses. 

Since the note printed here last month, re- 
garding cards in book racks of the pews and 
in the vestibule, requesting the names and 
addresses of strangers and visitors, more espe- 
cially at our Afternoon Services, who might 
care to be on a mailing list for notices of lec- 
tures, meetings, services, etc., it is good to 
realize that up to date more than a hundred of 
these have come in. 1 am anxious that this 
effort shall be understood. There is no purpose 
of proselyting nor any desire, of course, to 
count as members of our parish those who 
are enrolled in distant churches or even in 
other denominations. There is no ulterior 
motive indeed of any kind, as is sometimes’ 
suspected in just such endeavors; asking 
people, for instance, for contributions later, or 
of making any use whatever of such mailing 
lists except to serve the one purpose which 
the statements on the cards themselves set 
forth. 

Objects for Offerings. 

In sending out the cards announcing the 
Schedule of Special Offerings for the winter, as 
is the custom each year at about this season, 
one each to a family or an individual on the 
Pew Holders' List and others in the Parish, I 
wrote a letter in part as follows: 


“I trust you,wi:l be at pains to preserve the 
cards for reference and that you will note with 
sympathy the selection and the designation of 
the various objects for the dates—All Saints’ 
Day to Easter. In the majority of cases, of 
course, people like to make their contributions 
at the several times appointed to specific 
funds; and, naturally, no two are ever inter- 
ested to the same degree in just the same ob- 
ject. This is entirely a matter of individual 
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preference. But there is one method I have 
always wished a good many. more would adopt. 
Some do so already. Тһа is, on account of 
frequent hindrances, deterring illness or long 
absences from church, you might find it more 
convenient to send me some one contribution 
of substantial proportions and allow its parts 
to be apportioned among these funds." 


Liberty Bond Contributions. 


This would ре entirely in keeping with the 
spirit of the times and is the method adopted 
in *War Chest" endeavors and such things. 
It was this I had in mind last month in sug- 
gesting that Liberty Bonds might be used for 
the purpose. I am glad to be able to report 
that, up to date, about $500.00 has been sent, 
in checks and bonds, ranging from $25.00 to 
$150.00, in accordance with the above sug- 
gestion. The amounts are to be divided and 
apportioned along through the year. Such of 
this money as has not already been appor- 
tioned to funds of this past month will be 
counted in and duly reported among forthcom- 
ing offerings. Therefore, in order that it may 
not appear as twice counted, it is not made a 
part of this month's "Grand Total" in the 
column of regular Sunday Offerings. 


Church Periodical Club. 


I have written so often requesting in these 
columns that parcels of reading matter be sent 
to the Church Periodical Club that maybe I 
ought now to write one paragraph at least, to 
ask the few who still continue, not to do so 


for the time being. Тһе work of the Club. 


has been so interrupted in the past year, partly 
by the illness and absence of its erstwhile 
faithful members, and partly by the more im- 
portant occupation just now of the others. Be- 
sides the amount of material sent in has be- 
come so nearly negligible, that it seems best 
this year to suspend the work entirely. Postal 
rates have so changed; the embargo on freight 
has made it so difficult to send books and in 
every way so many things have interfered, 
that it has been decided to use the little bal- 
ance of money to make annual subscription of 
some magazires and have these mailed di- 
rectly to a few names still on the list, of per- 
sons at far and scattered distances who most 
appreciate them. With hearty thanks to all 
who have wrought so long and faithfully in 
this endeavor, let these few wotds serve as 
notice that we will not try this winter to as-

“Тһе horrors of war upon the battlefield, said 
the speaker, were bad enough, but the suffer- 
ing of the French people, of the old men, the 
women, the children (as he told of what he 
had seen), were worse. Thirty per cent. of the 
women and children of those thousand towns 
and villages whicl. the Germans had utterly 
destroyed are dead and most of the remainder 
physical wrecks. Little children were de- 
scribed with nerves so shattered that they 
would start in terror at any noise. More than 
a million non-combatants are dead in a coun- 
try laid waste with every devise of fiendish 
cruelty. And this picture of France is the pic- 
ture, also, of Belgium, of Servia, of. Poland, of 
Armenia, of Roumania and of a large part of 
Russia. 


АП Honor to England. 


Those who heard Dr. Birckhead will not 
soon forget the tribute he paid to England, nor 
the reminder he gave that those who dis- 
paraged her effort in the war were playing di- 
rectly into the hands of the enemy. He told 
how England had lost in killed two million 
men and how almost as many more had been 
crippled or blinded. She had put in the field 


' an army of eight million, and of these five mil- 


Поп had volunteered before there was any 
draft. If America had been called upon to 
send tweleve million men to France she would 
only have done proportionately as much as 
England. The only permanent victory lies in 
the complete union of the English-speaking 
people, and it has been the deliberate policy 
of Germany to sow dissension between Eng- 
land and the United States. Such influences 
as that of the Hearst paper (he did not men- 
tion them by name, but all knew what he 
meant) with their insinuations to the dispar- 
agement of British effort were most per- 
nicious and disloyal. 


What the Germans Said. 


Dr. Birckhead also told of his conversations 
with leading Germans in Switzerland. He 


‘mentioned two things in particular which the 


Germans said. One was that Germany was 
fighting only mildly with the United States 
because she did not believe this country had 
any heart for the war; that President Wilson 
was a pacifist, and that he was only using 
the war as an excuse to create a great army 
to defend this country against Japan. The 
significance of these remarks lies, of course, 
in the evidence they afford of what the Ger- 


mans really believed. They now look to the 
United States to help them to secure a Teu- 
tonic peace. 


The other thing the Germans said was that 
the sentence of President Wilson in his reply 
to the peace proposal of the Pope, to the effect 
that there could be no negotiations with the 
present German Government, had only helped 
to solidify the Germans in the support of the 
Government. What Government could be bet- 
ter, they said: for had it not led them to vic- 
ch Was not the war being fought on enemy 
soil ? t 


* What the World Expects. 


Dr. Birckhead's closing appeal had to do 
with the Responsibility of Victory. France 
had done her part. She had held back the 
destroyers at the sacrifice of her best. Eng- 
land had exerted herself to the utmost. She 
had saved us as well as herself from the fate 
of France. Belgium had given her all. Italy 
was weakened by her greaf defeat and scarcely 
able to do more than hold her own. Russia 
was in the hands of the traitor. Only America 
was left at the time when the issue depended 
upon new strength. Will we now rise to the 
need of the new critical hour? Will America 
lay aside all else and give her whole strength 
to the task of making peace permanent? And 
will we set an example to the world of such 
excellence in Democracy that the new smallest 
Statés may be united in new freedom?

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On Sunday morning, November 17, the rec- 
tor, after reading from the chancel the usual 
announcements and before the sermon, made 
a brief statement in substance as follows:

And how generous a benefactor he was 
of this parish, because of his modesty and 
reticence to have his gifts. made known you 
will never know. 

“Ав much as a year ago, the Vestry, moved 
to sympathy because of his long illness and 
missing so keenly his presence and his coun- 
sel in their meetings and deliberations, caused 
to be inscribed upon the Minutes, the follow- 

. ing Resolution. Even this expresses only part- 
ly now their added sense of loss and is but 
feeble manner of expressing their professional, 
as well as their personal, sense of bereave- 
ment." 

“Whereas, for six months past Mr. John 
W. Pepper has been prevented by illness from 
attending the meetings of the Vestry; and 

"Whereas, in view of his long connection 
with this body, his mature judgment, his 
ready willingness to put himself at the 
Church's service and his unfailing generosity 
in helping onward every movement in the 
Parish have made his absence and his illness 
especially lamentable to all his fellow-mem- 
bers on the Vestry; 

“Therefore, Be it resolved that the Sec- 
retary be instructed to write a letter to Mr. 
Pepper expressing our deepest sympathy with 
him in his illness and our fond hopes for his 
early and complete recovery.”

The Episcopal Church?" 


This Paper was read before the Clerical Brotherhood, at the Church House, in.Philadelphia, 


on Monday, November 25th, 1918, at 11 o’clock, by ‘The Rector. 


Preface. 


I have prepared this paper, not because I wanted 
to but because I have been asked to. I have come 
here, not so much to answer this question—nor yet 
even to ask it—as to ask instead why it is so fre- 
quently asked. On all hands there seems to be a 
feeling that something is the matter. A myriad 
voices or proffering solutions. In such multitude of 
counsellors, there is not wisdom but confusion. 


I recall a book ‘of Chesterton's entitled: “What’s 
the Matter with the World?” Не apologized, when 
it appeared, Не said there was a printer’s error; 
that the title was too long. All he had asked was: 
"What's the Matter?" There appears to many to 
be something up-side-down about the world in gen- 
eral, It is only as subdivision therefore of that 
major question that so many ask this one about the 
Church. Now that the War is over, all agree, we 
will be living in a new age in a changed world. For 
rightful service in that new world, what is the mat- 
ter with the Church as a whole? 


Introduction. 


Those who criticise the Church in general are 
legion. But who are they? One, a man of my 
acquaintance, said to me the other day, partly in 
jest but more than half in earnest: “You will soon 
be out of a job. The Church is going out of busi- 
ness.” Another asked me, in all seriousness: “What 
is going to become of the enormous holdings, of 
real estate, endowments, property, etc, when the 
Churches are closed up entirely?" Both had the 
settled conviction that the Y. M. C. A. is taking its 
place. These are but two illustrations of a score 
with whom each of you have held converse recently. 
But who are they? Тһе first is an insurance man. 
By his own confession, he has not been inside a 
Church in eleven years. The second is a journalist. 
He knows no more of my profession than he thinks 
I know of his. Both are expressions of opinion. 
І return the compliment. 


But, to be specific, what about the Church Epis- 
copal? What is the matter with it? Well, speaking 
for myself, I do not think that there is much the 
matter. There is certainly nothing wrong that can 
not be righted. There is nothing from which it is 
suffering that could not readily be cured. Still, 
physicians have to diagnose before they can 
prescribe, If we сап analyze the symptoms, 
maybe we can locate the disease. I think 
our Church is actually suffering from ап at- 
tack of modesty. I like the story of the wounded 


Tommie, whom reticence possessed во utterly that, 
even on the operating table, he would not release— 
because he did not want it seen—a metal object 
from his closed hand. Only upon losing conscious- 
ness did he confide it to the keeping of his nurse, 
When she got it out into the light, it proved to be 
the Victoria Cross. Personally, I am proud of the 
Episcopal Church. I believe it is the finest in the 
world. If I did not, І would seek some other. It 
is finer than it was four years ago. I has come to 
refinement in the fires of war. And it has made a 
contribution to the service of the men at war out 
of all proportion to its size and far beyond the ex- 
pectation of its members at the outset. I believe 
this. So do you. But even that need not blind us 
to certain of its faults. 


1. The Four Notes. 


Let me speak first of those four words of class- 
room memory; those four familiar “Notes.” I re- 
member that the Church is said to be One, Holy, 
Catholic and Apostolic. It is described in the creeds 
by those four adjectives. Two refer to the pur- 
pose and work of the Church, holy and catholic; 
two refer to the nature and history of the Church, 
one and apostolic. (This grouping is that of Dean 
Hodges.) By these definitives, I understand that, 


(1) First, the Church is “one” in the unity of its 
spirit. The “Blessed company of all faithful peo- 
ple” includes all denominational differences; it does 
not exclude any. The fault that some are guilty of 
in this connection is in making the word “One” 
synonymous with the expression, “Опе and Only.” 
It is not the only Church. 


(2) Secondly, by saying that the Church is “holy,” 
Т understand that the purpose for which it exists is 
to make men good. The danger here is that men 
who are already on the way to being good will adopt 
an attitude of arrogance toward their fellows. This 
is the difference between piety and piosity. The 
fault that some are guilty of, in this connection, is 
in making the word "holy" synonymous with the 
expression “holier than thou.” 


(3) Thirdly, by saying that the Church is “cath- 
ойс,” I understand that it is meant to include all 
kinds of people. It must do this to be universal. 
lt must have in it hospitable room for all religious 
temperaments. It includes those whose religion 
is objective, i. e, "high" churchmen; those whose 
religion is subjective, i. e, “low” churchmen; and 
those, both high and low alike, who look, not up 
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nor down, but chiefly out—toward their neighbors— 
and who, consequently, are called "broad" church- 
men. І say this Church is Catholic, in the sense of 
being universal; they err who try to make it Cawth- 
olic and thus make it sectarian. 


(4) But, fourth, the Church is. “apostolic.” То 
some, this is ап impeachment. То others it is a 
proof of impeccability. To me it is neither; it is a 
possibility. Тһе Church was not created perfect at 
the outset, like the temple; it began rather to grow, 
as from a seed or germ. It is not an organization; 
it is an organism. It is not a solidarity, but a so- 
ciety. It has a settled administration and a signifi- 
cant history. Adown that history there runs a line. 
It is a thread, however, not a cable. Such is the 
apostolic succession. 


Consideration, in Passing. 


Before passing on, I make one comment on all 
these four “notes.” I have said these adjectives 
are in the creeds. That means they are things I 
believe. Saying I believe them is synonymous with 
saying I have never seen them. For what a man 
seeth why doth he yet hope for? A creed is a state- 
ment of belief. Belief is a synonym for faith. Faith 
is the substance of things hoped for. I look for- 
ward, therefore, and not backward in my search for 
the ideal Church. If these four things had been, I 
would say that I know them. Inasmuch as they 
have not yet become, I say that I believe them. 
This is why the early Creeds were sung and not 
recited. This is why the Athanasian Creed was 
written in poetry. These adjectives all have to do 
with the nebulous, all-undefined, non-existent, but 
yet-to-be, state of perfection in the future, when the 
Church shall become, One, Holy, Catholic and Apos- 
tolic. I believe it shall become so. 


As it grows on, then, toward that day of grace, 
what—in the present—is the matter with the Epis- 
copal Church? Nothing, but its youth and imma- 
turity. What are its faults? None, except those 
incident to growth and progress. What are its 
shortcomings? Only those features in which it 


. comes short as yet of an ideal:set, a far distance 


ahead. Anybody who believes it is coming to be 
the *one and only" Church, has not caught the note 
of the Church's being “опе.” Anybody who believes 
its members are “holier” than other people, merely 
because they are members of it, errs in vision; he 
stumbles in judgment. Anybody who believes that 
it is “catholic,” in the sense of ruling out those who 
are protestants, has no knowledge of the meaning 
of that word's translation—“universal.” Anybody 
who believes that it is “apostolic,” in the sense of 
believing that the apostles knew more about modern 
life and how to solve the problems of the present 
than their present-day successors, pays but little 
homage to his faith in “apostolic succession.” 


2. Defects of Its Virtues. 


In what I have to say from this point on, I choose 
a slightly different word from faults. I prefer the 
word defects. I call to mind the old French Pro- 
verb: “Every man has the defects of his qualities.” 
1+ has been translated better: “Every man has the 
defects of his virtues.” And this is as true of every 
institution as it is of every individual. This Church 
has four qualities, all of which are virtues, But out 


of these very excellencies specific defects have 
arisen. . 


(1) Тһе Episcopate. 


First, the Episcopal Church has the Episcopate. 
That is'a splendid heritage. But it also has a House 
of Bishops. This latter, at present, is a liability 
rather than an asset. Why? Because of its person- 
nel. What do I mean? I mean that these men, 
acting corporately, have recently, for example, put 
us all to embarrassment—as they have done before 
repeatedly. They were simply not big enough to 
see the biggest opportunity that ever has been of- 
fered—I refer to the proposals made by Dr. Newman 
Smythe and his confreres—to take a Poseidon step 
forward, in the direction of real Church Unity. Why 
this limitation? Because of this personnel. Why— 
for such is the case—do men of mark not prove to 
be shining marks when there is an election to а 
bishopric? It is not their fault; it is ours. Tt is due 
to our timidity. The election of a bishop has come, 
in almost every case іп a half century,.to be a 
trial of strength between two parties. Neither can 
win; but both will compromise. Neither has the 
courage to give up to the other and elect, first of 


'all a strong man, regardless of what kind he is of 


Church-man. Тһе result is, they elect a safe шап, 
Now things that are equal to the same things are 
equal to each other. And together these equal the 
"Safety-first" House of Bishops. 


You will not misunderstand me, will you? I speak 
not, as you well know, of our own Diocesan. He is 
one of the dozen exceptions that prove the rule. I 
speak a generality. You know what I mean. You 
also know I speak the truth. You all agree with me. 
I would rather have no Episcopate, as one of our 
qualities, than to suffer this defect. I would rather 
have no bishops than to have:a House of Bishops 
made, through our timidity, so weak in personnel 
here that they would do what they.did in our name 
last summer. Аз our most prized inheritance, I 
repeat, we have the Episcopate. That is a virtue. 
But we also have Episcopoi, who corporately have 
such timidity that they are deficient in a crisis. 
This defect is a defect of the first of our quali- 
ties. 

(2) Social Service. 


A second defect is our Institutionalism. This 
began likewise a quarter of a century or more ago. 
It began in good faith, There was an earnest en- 
deavor, through building of parish houses and the 
shaping of institutional churches, to serve society. 
That was a virtue. The difficulty since has come 
to be that clergymen, so set to serve, have become 
so busy serving tables they have had to leave, for 
lack of time, the preaching of the word of God. 
At this period, the Episcopal Church is not marked 
among all so-called Christian bodies, by the number 
of its able preachers. And this is not, notice, 
wholly those preachers' fault. Тһе fault is not 
even theirs primarily. It inheres in the situation. 
Social Service has its value, I suppose, if I know 
what the phrase is all about. But society is made 
up, first of all, of men and women. They аге indi- 
viduals. Individuals have souls. Our function— 
call us priests or pastors, we are all preachers—is 
the cure of souls. But, as preachers, too many are 
deterred from preparation by having to perform 
too many other tasks that are, some alien, all ex- 
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traneous. Those tasks were undertaken as a virtue. 
They have brought upon us a defect. It is a de- 
fect of this second of our modern qualities. 


(3) Church Unity. 


Our third defect I scarce know how to name. But 
I know what I mean. Let me say it is our Socia- 
bility. We coquette too much with other Christian 
bodies; at least, with two great divisions of 
Christendom. We mean well. To mean. well is а 
virtue, But we accomplish nothing. Апа that is 
waste of time. Such waste of time is criminal. This 
effort leads us nowhere for this simple reason: 
We are trying to work out a basis upon which all 
Christians can agree which is an utterly fictitious 
basis. We are intent upon uniformity of doctrine. 
But that can never be made a ground of Church 
Union. Men can agree to act alike; they can never 
agree to think alike. 


As an illustration, I remind you of this. Recently 
the Episcopal Church created a Commission on 
Faith and Order and sent it abroad among the 
Churches to ask for conferences, in the hope that 
some creed might be formulated upon which all 
could agree. Is this what is talked of, hoped for 
and prayed over, in the nature of Church Union? 
Why do people still dream of trying to force re- 
ligion back into channels where it has been choked? 
Ever since liberty of conscience was exalted above 
uniformity, the right of private judgment has been 
above submission to any doctrinal decree. Any 
longing for union, therefore, need not be a desire 
for some new doctrinal uniformity. So to ге- 
organize Protestantism would be, in effect, to create 
a new Catholicism. This is from henceforth an 
impossibility. We are farther away from it today 
than ever before. 


Worst of all, we are intent on this ourselves be- 
cause of our minority. We are moved by the un- 
worthy motive of wanting to count in great num- 
bers. I recall Dr. Currie’s saying once: “This 
Church of ours is oppressed, every once in a while, 
with a sense of loneliness.” We go out seeking com- 
‘pany somewhere and, when all else fails us, we re- 
member that we are debtors to the Greeks. But 
you cannot be sociable with a Greek. You cannot 
talk their language. And you cannot think their 
terms. Imagine yourself just now as members of 
the Church of Russia! You cannot be sociable 
with the Roman Church, because they do not want 
your sociability. How can two walk together ex- 
cept they be agreed? The result is the appointment 
of commissions, the framing of memorials, the build- 
ing of air castles, instead of just going on calmly 
at work, This desire is laudable. To want to make 


friends is an excellent quality. It is indeed a vir-- 


tue. But it is a virtue out of which there has arisen 
this, our third defect. 


(4) Proportionate Representation. 


Fourth and lastly, there is our defective form of 
national Church organization in a country that is 
‘a republic, living under a form of government that 
is democratic and yet persisting in attempts at 
legislation by a method that is so archaic it ought 
long ago to have been changed. The trouble is, 
our Church has not a representative form of Church 
government. There are always questions coming 
up, in General Convention, which that Convention 


is not competent to pass upon, because it is not 
rightly constituted. We are always talking about 
the “Mind of the Church;" but the Church has no 
way of expressing its mind. A pertinent query is 
this: Who are “we?” How many Episcopalians 
are there? What do we want? Knowing what we 
wish, what is the way to get that wish expressed? 
And my observation is: There is no way at present 
of getting that wish expressed in terms of legis- 
lation, by the Church's legislators, as the Church's 
legislative body is now constituted. 


Do you realize how sadly unrepresentative our 
present system is, our system of (mis) Representa- 
tion in General Convention. Let us see, by way 
of illustrating what the system ought to be in the 
Church in theory, what it is, in fact, in the State. 
How, for pape in the nation, is our Congress 
constituted? That body is made up of two houses; 
speaking technically, of The Senate and The House. 
The Senate is made up of Senators, agents all of 
states in equal numbers, two in number each, and 
that because they are the agents all of sovereign 
states. The House of Representatives is really rep- 
resentative, not only because the delegations are 
units but because the very units are of different 
size; these agents come in groups of varying num- 
bers, various because they represent proportionately 
different populations or proportions of the nation's 
population. 


But what is the parallel of all this in the Church? 
What is our legislative body and what is its form 
of organization? That body is the General Conven- 
tion. It has, as has Congress, two Houses: A 
House of Bishops and a House of Deputies. Ех- 
cellent. Of the House of Bishops there are mem- 
bers, one each from each Diocese and Missionary 
District. All are on equal footing, as they ought 
to be. Each one is equal to each other. By 
analogy with the above they ought to be. They 
hold their seats by virtue of their bishoprics. They 
speak each one with one voice. They speak for 
one unit each, that is, one sovereign diocese. .So 
far so good. 


But what of the House of Deputies? From this 
point on the parallel becomes a farce. One line 
of what should be parallel is lacking. „The House 
of Deputies has an equal number of delegates from 
each one of sixty-seven unequal dioceses. Тһе 
Diocese of New York has 89,944 communicants; it 
is represented by eight delegates. Тһе Diocese of 
Fond du Lac has 5,395 communicants; it is repre- 
sented by eight delegates. Тһе Diocese of Penn- 
sylvania has 58,198 communicants and is represent- 
ed by eight delegates. Тһе Diocese of Springfield 
has 3,733 communicants and is represented by eight 
delegates. 


I made up sometime ago a framework or a table 
for statistics, and filled in figures from that year's 
Church Almanac. Теп of the weakest dioceses 
were compared with ten of the strongest. The 
figures were for totals each of Clergy and Com- 
municants; since the “Delegations” to the House of 
Deputies are made up of four clergymen and four 
laymen each. This, remember, is the House of 
Deputies only, distinct from the House of Bishops. 
The latter corresponds to the Senate and would 
continue so to correspond even if a change were 
made in the House of Deputies. It is only what 
corresponds, in Congress, to the House of Repre- 
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sentatives, that it would be proposed to change. In 
those figures there are writ large the reasons and 
the need for change. 


To take an extreme case, Marquette, Mich., with 
its 18 Clergy and 2,700 Communicants, has as much 
voice in our present so-called “representative” body, 
in shaping the legislation of the Church at large, 
as has New York with more than twenty-three 
times as many Clergy and more than thirty-three 
times as many Communicants. If we take the aver- 
ages, disregarding fractions, we find that on an 
average each of the largest ten Dioceses has only 
as much voice in a so-called "representative" body, 
in shaping the legislation of the Church at large, 
as each of the smallest ten, although the former has 
seven times the number of Clergy, and thirteen 
times the number of Communicants. This state 
of things is consistent neither with equity nor 
moral power. It is no answer to say that each 
Diocese is a unit of Church life, and therefore equal 
to every other unit. А unit of one twenty-third 
or one thirty-third the weight of another unit can 
never fairly be counted as equal to it. 


Why does this state of things continue thus? For 
no reason on earth except that "It always has 
been so.” It was so in the beginning, is now and 
NS Ever shall be? That is just the point. 
It was so in the beginning. It was then a virtue. 
Тһе dioceses then were few and small. Now they 
are numerous and various. Things continue so now, 


-not because there never have been proposals to 


change—proposals to do this have been made re- 
peatedly—but because, up to date, the very people 
who would have to vote to make the change have 
been the people who would be, or think that they 
would be, put to some disadvantage. This is a de- 
fect. For, advantage is a selfish word. If selfish- 
ness could have place in a Church Council, there 
would be for this some show of reason. At the 
best, there is no reason; there is only some ex- 
сизе. Shall it always be so? I trust not. A change 
in the Church’s Constitution will come. It must 
come, soon or late. Would that it might come 
soon, If it does not come soon, there is grave 
danger that, when it does come, it will have come 
too late.

Conclusion. 


But I have claimed your time beyond the limit 
of your patience. 1 beg pardon for the former, and 
I hasten to relieve the latter. I have not done— 
by an hour or two. I stop, however, with my al- 
loted time. There are many other faults. But 
really, gentlemen, most of them are only foibles. 
There is nothing much the matter with this Church. 
The trouble is entirely. with Churchmen. There is 


not a malady from which our body suffers that’ 


could not be cured tomorrow, if we took our medi- 
cine. Just what the medication is, the doctors must 
decide. But who. is to decide when doctors dis- 
agree? Well, I am not a doctor.. The proof is that 
I never disagree with anybody. I am only опе, 
You may out-vote me, But I know you will not. 
For you all agree with me. Тһе reason I know 
this is that you all have, speaking to me individually. 
Toward the treatment of our patient, these may 
be some points in diagnosis first of the disease. I 
have said I am “one.” So are you each, May I 
correspond to you likewise in that I am as “holy,” 
“catholic” and “apostolic.” 


Types of Religion. 


There are two conceptions of religion. And 
each conception is emplified in the church. The 


first idea of religion is that which centers ` 


about one’s self and God. It expresses itself, 
as the physician would say, in both virulent 
form and mild form. 


The virulent form is seen in the man who 
devotes all his efforts to the saving of his own 
soul, He may do this in a Catholic or in a 
Protestant way; his aim is the same in either 
case. He judges his actions by the effect they 
have upon the conditions of his soul—or by the 


` effect he thinks they have. He performs any 


duty only because he believes the neglect of 
it will work harm to his soul in the future. 
He is unfailing in his prayers because he feels 
that they assist his salvation. 


Such a man is generally harmless to his fel- 


lows, except in so far as he makes them un- 


comfortable by the intrusion of his opinions 
upon them. But the last word you would 
think of applying to such an one is attractive- 
ness. The only possible chance he would have 
of inducing others to follow his example would 
be by imbuing them with his same fears and 
hopes. Sometimes he is successful in this un- 
dertaking ; more often his success is only par- 
tial, and he is unhappy or worried at the unfor- 
tunate condition of the world at large. 


The mild form is seen in the man whose 
religion consists in talking about things in 
general and his own opinions in particular, or 
in the man who abstains from all participa- 
tion in religious acts. Curiously enough, both 
these men are characterized by the same trait 
— spiritual selfishness. Neither is so lugubri- 
ous as the man with the virulent form of the 
disease, and neither is so obnoxious in making 
his neighbors uncomfortable. Both have the 
same kind of religion; the symptoms differ 
only because of their temperaments. Both 
feel that God knows their hearts and will for- 
give their shortcomings. Both feel that relig- 
ion concerns only a man's soul and his God. 


The othef idea of religion is that of the man 
who has seen a vision of God in Jesus Christ, 
giving himself for the world's redemption and 


‘knowing no limits to his capacity for sacrifice. 


He has seen and shared in the happiness of one 
whose life is touched and kindled bv contact 
with God. Не knows of the freedom of that 
life and the forgiveness which marks it and the 
service in which it expresses itself. He has 
commenced to live that life, and he will not 
rest content until all men have shared in its 
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real happiness. He eagerly bands himself with i 


others who have shared the same experience 
and, together with them, he works in order 
that other men may know more of that life and 
may commence to live it. 


His activity assumes different forms, depend- 
ing upon his temperament; but from his soul 
there glows a radiance that is contagious. It 
may be that he can do little more than attend 
church regularly; but that very attendance 
stimulates others to live this God-life. His 
spirit is seen in every action of his secular 
life; in fact, his religious and his secular life

become linked together inseparably. He may 


‘be іп a position of prominence or in опе of 


comparative obscurity; but, wherever he is, he 
sees opportunities for noble service. His aim 
is to do all the good he can, and his only dis- 
content arises when he is unable to do some- 
thing for his fellows. He may be upon a bed 
of sickness, or the infirmities of age may de- 
prive him of the companionship of all save the 
few who visit him; but his visitors will see the 
freedom and the happiness that are his and 
they will be inspired by having been in his 
presence.

Come to the Lecture in the Parish House, Thursday evening, February 6th, at 8 o'clock. 
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My dear Friends : 

“Тһе Parish Helper for January was purpose- 
ly omitted. In certain essential matters this 
issue contains reports of facts and figures for 
the past two months. I refer more especially 
to the page, "Parish Record," showing lists of 
Baptisms, Marriages, Burials, Transfers, Con- 
tributions and Acknowledgments. : 

Purpose of Omission. 

The purpose of that omission was two or 
three-fold. First, the season each year just 
around the Christmas Week is such a busy 
one that there is not time to prepare copy. 
Secondly, the practice this year of having a 
special program for every Sunday afternoon's 
service has made it desirable to ease up, at 
least to that extent, the printer's bill. Thirdly, 
my hope has been that the distribution of the 
books at Christmas time might carry as defin- 
ite a greeting as the monthly paper and serve 
‘the accustomed purpose on our mailing list. 

: Book Distribution. 

With regard to those books, I am sure that 
everyone by this time understands their pur- 
pose and their destination. In this distribution 
there was meant to be as personal a greeting 
as it was possible to convey; but there was 
nothing personal in the selection of the names 
and addresses to which they went. This is 
entirely a clerical task and the records are 
simply those that appear, accurately preserved 
and amended, from time to time, of the Pew 
Holder List and the Envelope Subscriber List. 
Together, these have totalled—to some опе 
niember each—as many as six hundred families. 

Envelope System. | 

I cannot refrain from speaking in this con- 
nection another word about the success of the 
Envelope System. It has been developing year 
by year so steadily, and the number of per- 
sons enrolled have been so increasingly con- 
stant and regular in their use that it i$ more 
than gratifying to be able to report the progress 
of this undertaking. At this date there are, 346 
bona fide contributors enrolled. I am, just this 
week, sending out a special letter to about 
fifty others. If they will now accent subscrip- 
tion cards and come along with the so great 
majority, we will have the most complete and 
accurate enrollment I can think of We need 
no "Every Member Canvass" for this purpose 
in this parish. That has all been done.

Mr. Bok’s Lecture. 


In particular, we were fortunate in combin- 
ing that evening’s entertainment with the 
monthly lecture in the series on War-time Sub- 
jects. This one was by Mr. Edward Bok, 
editor of the Ladies’ Home Journal. He was 
well equipped, both by experience and obser- 
vation, to deliver his most interesting address, 
having only recently returned to Philadelphia 
from the battle-front in France. He left on a 
special mission in August, as the guest of the 
British Government, and thus had unusual ор- 
portunities. He was permitted to inspect the 
entire British’ great fleet, was the guest of 
Admiral Rodman on board the flag ship, spent 
tliree hours talking with King George, had aud- 
iences with Lloyd George and practically all 
the English leaders, was received by President 
Poincaire and was entertained at General 
Pershing's private chateau near American gen- 
eral headquarters, and was for eleven days 
the guest of the British, American and French 
Governments in the trenches and on the battle- 
fronts. 


One More Lecture. 


Apropos of that series of lectures, I hope 
this paper may appear in time to bring an- 
nouncement of the one for the first Thursday 
night in February. That will have to be the 
last for a time, because the weeks of Lent will 
intervene for March and April. But, on Thurs- 
day evening, February 6th, at eight o’clock, the 
speaker will be Rev. Robert J. McFetridge, 
Lieut. ro8th Infantry, A. E. F., who has, for 
the past year, served as Chaplain of that Regi- 
ment. He was with the 28th Division in all 
the fighting they did overseas. He has since 
been invalided home and is at present on duty 
at Camp Dix, but he has secured leave of ab- 
sence to be here with us and will, I know, have 
much to say that will be of absorbing interest 
to those whose sons and fathers, husbands, rel- 
atives and friends have been in any of those 


three or four regiments, recruited as was this - 


one, so largely from Philadelphia. I trust that 
everyone will understand: that «admission to 


these lectures is free. They will do their ' 


friends а favor by inviting them to come to 
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the Parish House for that hour on Thursday 
evening, February 6th. 
Several Special Services. 

Through this period of the past eight weeks 
а number of special services have claimed the 
attention each of a clientele its own. I think 
these deserve being reported, not only because 
of the number of people who attended, nor yet 
because of these various auspices, but also 
from the fact that in each case the offering 
was devoted to the fund of their special inter- 
est. All which is in pursuance of our policy, 
this giving to others rather than keeping for 
ourselves, this devoting of contributions to 
some form of good works rather than retaining 
for our own church expenses, all offerings at 
services in Church. I refer, in this connection, 
particularly to certain services on Sunday af- 
ternoons. lam thinking of that for the Bishop 
White Prayer Book Society, the British Day 
Observance, the French Day Observance, that 
for the Fatherless Children of France, etc. In 
all, there has been forwarded to outside treas- 
urers from these various days' offerings, at 
those four services alone, $850.69. 


Use of Parish House. 

I have long had in mind another matter in 
this same connection, slightly divergent but 
closely related. I would be glad if not only 
we might thus make the Church proper a place 
of concourse on Sundays for large congrega- 
tions of people other than our own, and inter- 
ested in specific objects, movements or en- 
deavors, but if the Parish House as well might 
be more generally used by societies and or- 
ganizations for week-day or evening meetings. 
It is true we make all the use we know how 
of this building ourselves, and at all sorts of 
hours on specified days; but the building is 
always here, it is commodious, it is well ap- 
pointed, it can be easily lighted and is practi- 
cally always heated. Such organizations as 


the Seventh Ward Charity Bureau now make: 


use of it once a week. Тһе Needlework Guild 
of America use it for their annual assembling of 
garments. Various hospitals have asked for 
its use at different times to hold commence- 
ment exercises of their Nurses’ Training 
Schools. But I would be glad to feel that it 
were made of more general use. Any group 
are welcome to apply for a time and a place, 
at some point in the week and in some room 
of their choosing, for endeavors of their own. 
The Church is centrally located and the rooms 
of the Parish House are spacious. We are 
willing to serve the community in апу way, and 
this might easily be made a very important 
way.

I hope we can concentrate every 
energy this year in making the class— which 


is already being enrolled—one of the largest 
'and best we have ever had. 


I know already 
‘more names than is.usual at this season of 
persons who have thus far in advance, resolv- 
ed to be candidates this year. I hope it may be 
possible to bring this matter personally to the 
attention of every single individual "ready and 
desirous to be confirmed," as the Prayer Book 
so appropriately puts it. I hope especially that 
many who have not attended these meetings 
or Thursday evenings in Lent in previous years 
will reserve those Thursday evenings and make 
up their minds to do so this coming Lent. 


Age of Confirmation. 


In early days children were baptized, con- 
firmed and given the Lord's Supper at the 
same time, and that shortly after birth. About 
the twelfth century confirmation was set at the 
period of adolescence, and was made the door 


of admission to the Holy Communion. This 


was in the interest of child nurture. It was 
also in line with a truer appreciation of the 
Sacraments. 


At baptism the child is claimed by the spiri- 
tual community, as at school age it is claimed 
by the intelligent community. At confirmation 


the child, so educated, affirms for himself his 


loyalty to the beloved community. Confirma- 
tion is similar therefore in the act, for which 
unfortunately we have no symbol, whereby 
people enter their names as voters and citi- 
zens of the State. 


Young Lady Ushers. 


One of the boys, returned from abroad, plac- 
ed in my hands the other day with great glee 
a copy of a little paper, ^The American Army 
News," published in London, under date of 
December, with the following extract marked 
in lead pencil: “Philadelphia, U. S. A.—The

have installed, as a regular institution, the 
first women ushers in that city, the young men 
of the parish all being in military service."

Dates of Lent this year: From Ash Wednesday, March 5th, to Easter Day, April 20th 
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My dear Friends: 

With Lent so close upon us, I want to speak, 
with thoroughness and yet with caution, about 
two or three important matters. There is 
every reason to expect an intensive, as well as 
an extensive, observance of this season in our 
parish. In that fact we have, I trust, only an 
example of what promises to be general 
throughout the diocese. 


For there has been, as perhaps you know, a 
movement set on foot to make this year unique. 
There are plans meant to bring to fulfillment 
some hopes of the Bishop for quickening 
Church life as well as for co-ordinating Church 
activities. I am thinking of the so-called Every 
Member Canvass. Let me interject this letter 
which I have mailed to you all in print, from 
the Diocesan. 


Bishop’s Letter. 


“To the angel of the Church in Philadelphia 
PENG “ос: Behold, I have set before you 
an open door.” (Rev. iii: 7-8.) 

I want you to take these words as a personal 
message from the Holy Spirit. 


The door is open. Our Victory has opened 
it. A new world is to be built on the ruins of 
the old; a new world of peace and love and jus- 
tice. That is what our brave boys fought and 
died for. It is for us to make it good. We must 
all do our part. You, as a member of the Church 
in this Diocese must do your part. 


But we are not ready. Some of us have 
never felt that we had anything to do. Sup- 
pose in our army in France only one-third of 
the enlisted men had been trained and equipped 
and ready to obey orders! That is just the 
situation in the Church. We were all enlisted 
in Baptism. But two-thirds of us have never 
realized it. 


None of us have done our best. None of us 
have shown the steadfastness and sacrifice of 
well-trained soldiers. Тһе great need is that 
we all go into training at once for the service 
to which Christ calls us. Each congregation 
is to become a camp or cantonment. Spiritual 
drill is just as necessary as physical drill. The 
Christian's Manual of Arms must be mastered 
by every member of Christ's army.

The date of Confirmation this year is Passion Sunday, April 6th, the four o'clock service. 
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alike. So, naturally, the only scheme or plan 
that could apply to all would have to be elastic. 


I have been assured repeatedly by those who 
have sponsored this movement of two things: 
first, that the primary object was not to exhort 
people in the matter of money; secondly, that 
the methods employed in any given parish 
might be such as the Rector’s judgment 
prompted him to believe were best in the case 
of his people. I am glad of both things, and 
for : 

Three Main Reasons. 


First, this plan at the outset proposed for 
adoption in general use the so-called Duplex- 
Envelope System of Offerings. That has no 
place in this parish, and for a curious reason. 
That plan in general outline is intended to 
provide a way by which people should give; in 
their Sunday offerings in Church, an amount 
to outside objects equal to that which they give 
for their own Church support. For fifteen 
years we have given not only one half in this 
way, but both halves. We take no Sunday 
offerings which are, in any part, for our own 
Church Expenses. 


Secondly, another purpose had been to align 
Church Members up for some form of Church 
work or some form of Parochial endeavor 
through that multiplicity of guilds, societies, 
etc., which are active in some quarters. Ours 
is not, primarily, that kind of a church. There 
are reasons for this which inhere in our loca- 
tion and the distances so many live removed 
from their place of Sunday attendance. Тһе 
best form of Church work I know of for people 
so placed 15-—сотіпе to Church. 


Thirdly, there was hope that Rectors would 
send delegates of laymen to some central com- 
mittee where they would be taught how to 
return to their own parish and there teach 
bodies of canvassers how to make visits to 
gather in lapsed, strayed or stolen communi- 
cants. I do not feel that we have special need 
for this instruction: that has been our daily 
endeavor for these fifteen years. This is ac- 
complished splendidly, in one group, by the 
regular work of our Confirmation Alumni As- 
sociation; while, in addition to that, the same 
task 15 just now being finely accomplished, for 
another group, by our well organized and ac- 
tive District Visitors. 


I am more than glad, however, to do all I 
can to aid the project in the large; and I ask 
your sympathy and understanding in the ways 
and of the means employed to observe, by this 
intensive devotion to duty, that period of three 
weeks appointed. Especially I ask, I urge you, 


everyone to whom this printed page makes its 
appeal, to be in your place in Church on those 
three Sunday mornings. 


Monday Lenten Lectures. 


In the matter of the course of Monday Len- 
ten Lectures, which have come to be of such 
importance in our schedule here each year, I 
have wrought out a plan which 1 sincerely 
hope may work toward its merited completion. 
I have had in mind two things: first, the need 
for sane thinking and clear speaking on the part 
of the Church upon the whole subject of Social 
Unrest; secondly, the interest lately aroused 
in this city by the Conference on Church Unity. 


On this second point, I have long held the 
theory that there is too much talking about it 
instead of just acting in accordance with it. If 
everybody would stop arguing about Church 
Unity and just proceed as though it existed, 
they would find that it is here already. We 
have illustration of this, I believe, in our own 
Sunday Afternoon congregation. There is no 
use, and little consistency, in repeating fervent- 
ly the Master's prayer “That they all may be 
one," if it only leads to asking: Which one? 


In pursuance of the former line of action, 
therefore, I have invited six clergymen, repre- 
sentatives of that many denominations, to be- 
come Monday Lecturers in this year's course. 
Instead of dividing up one subject into six dif- 
ferent phases, I have chosen rather to have 
only one subject and divide instead the speak- 
ers so that each from his own point of view 
may tell us what is his proposed solution for 
a problem. We will see how they agree. The 
subject will be “Тһе Church and Social Un- 
rest." 


I set out to invite and secure an Episcopal- 
ian, a Baptist, a Congregationalist, a Presby- 
terian, a Jewish Rabbi and a Catholic Priest. 
The last, unfortunately, has declined. The last 
but one has not yet accepted. But the first 
four are coming and are all now at their task 
of preparation. They will be announced іп 
series as the dates approach. The thing I hope 
we will begin to do in advance is to reserve 
these hours and to make the project as widely 
known as we have opportunity. 


For the first Monday, March roth, I have 
taken the liberty of appointing myself as the 
speaker. This is partly because it is the least 
conspicuous, our hope being that the interest 
will be cumulative and that attendance will be 
in increasing ratio. I want, on that day, quite 
as much as anything else to outline the whole 
study. I will also try to make my own quite

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Rules for Holy Communion. 


1. When you come forward to receive Holy 
Communion be careful not to crowd other рео- | 
ple. Try also to let members of families kneel | 
side by side. It often means much to them, 
Remember that consideration for others is no 
where so fitting as at the Lord's Table. 


2. When you come to the rail try to kneel 
as near as possible, so that your feet will not 
obstruct the way of those behind you. 


It is a most thoughtful custom to kneel in 
the proper place апа: thus not inconvenience 
those who follow. 


3. Receive the Elements into ungloved 
hands. The rubric directs that they are to be 
received into the hands of the people. It is 
well to place the palm of one hand on top of 
the other and receive the bread from the hand 
of the Priest in the upper hand. 


4. Be sure to take the Cup or Chalice into 
your hands. Grasp it firmly and guide it to 
your lips. The hats of women who kneel often 
make it impossible for the celebrant to see 
their faces. Drink from the Chalice without 
turning it. 


s. Pray while you are kneeling at the rail. 
'Strive fully to realize what the service means. 
Pray especially for greater love to God and. 
for your neighbors. Be sure, too, to offer a 
prayer of thanksgiving at this time. 


6. When you return to your seat continue 
your prayers and thanksgivings. You should 
learn to use your Prayer Book to this end. 


7. Never leave the Church till the Benedic- 
tion has been pronounced, unless absolutely 
compelled to do so. You would not leave the 
house of a friend before the meal was finished 
except for serious cause. The Lord's Supper 
is far more important. 


9. Be sure to come to Holy Communion reg- 
ularly, at least once a month, and also on 
Christmas Day and Easter Day. These days 
have long been recognized in the Church as 
great days of obligation. Мо religious habit 
can be of greater spiritual value than that of 
regular attendance at Holy Communion. Аз 
this service best expresses the idea of self-

[I am glad to give place, on these pages, to the 
following article. It is exceedingly timely and its 
publication ought to do great good. If, indeed, any- 
thing can bring the people who are most concerned, 
or rather most responsible, to look the facts in the 
face. These relate to our whole muddled scheme 
of diocesan endeavors to raise money reasonably 
and to spend it profitably in the cause of "Missions." 


By standing sponsor for the article, I do not 
mean that I myself would have made just these 
points in answering the same inquiry, nor that I 
agree with ali of Father White’s conclusions. But 
I do admire his frank way of laying open the whole 
subject. If I can get up my courage, I want to at- 
tempt a further study for next month, in answer to 
another query: "What's the Matter With the Dio- 
cesan Convention?” 


I am printing, of this issue of the Parish Helper, 
a thousand extra copies for the special purpose of 
mailing one to each of the clergy, as well as to all 
the three lay-delegates each from the one hundred 
and fifty parishes who constitute the personnel of 
the Convention. If you who read this prefatory 
note are one of these, you will understand the 
purpose of its being mailed and whence the source 
of your name and address. 


I am doing all these things with Father White’s 
concurrence. I want to thank him on my own 
behalf—and venture to believe that I can thank him 
also upon yours—for having rendered a very real 
service. Не has done this at cost of time and 
labor, which no one can understand who has not 
tried himself to perform such a task. His work 
ought to bear such fruit as will reward him for 
his task of research.

Preface. 


Diocesan Budgets are statements made annually 
to the Diocesan Convention, setting forth the finan- 
cial needs of the Diocese during the coming year. 
Тһе amounts called for are subsequently divided 
"up into parts to be paid by the several parishes and 
missions. They are of two kinds: assessments 
and apportionments. Assessments are taxes im- 
-posed by Canon for certain purposes. Apportion- 
ments are estimates of the giving ability of parishes 
‘to certain objects. The two have not the same 
force or authority. 
similar. We will consider both. 


In this paper I shall endeavor; first, to set forth 
the several assessments and apportionments on our 
parishes and missions, the method by which they are 


In other ways they are dis- 


imposed and the treasurers to whom they are pay- 
able; secondly, to give some illustrations of the 
practical working of our budget system, derived 
from diocesan, parochial and personal experience; 
thirdly, to make some suggestions in the line of re- 
form. In passing, I shall indulge in some criticism 
which, if severe, must yet be conceded to be just. 


Introduction. 


What is the matter with the Diocesan Budget? A 
great deal is the matter with it. I cannot give it 
a clean bill of health as my friend, the Rector of 
St. Luke and The Epiphany, gave the Episcopal 
Church last month in response to a similar inquiry. 
Тһе Budget is not a success. It does not work 
even fairly well. A few consecrated and over-bur- 
dened officials manage to keep things going some- 
how. That is greatly to their credit. But it is not 
to the credit of the Budget—nor of us. 


Тһе fault is not with the men who do the work. 
Тһе fault is with the system, or rather with the 
lack of system, under which they labor. Which 
means that the fault is with the Convention main- 


taining the system. And chiefly it is with the 
Clergy. We value highly the honor of being 
leaders. But where is our leadership? Where 


even is our sense of responsibility, if we stand pat 
and do nothing? Тоо many of us are victims of 
that blindness and sloth which, masquerading as 
conservatism, hates the new because it is new, is 
loath to be disturbed and resists without discrim- 
ination anything that savors of change. 


I. An Enumeration. 


The assessments and apportionments оп our 
parishes and missions at present are as follows: 


1. Assessments. 


(1) An Assessment for the Maintenance of the 
Episcopate. This is fixed by a Committee, con- 
sisting of the President of the Standing Committee, 
the Secretary of the Convention, and the Treasurer 
of the Diocese. It is payable to the Treasurer of 
the Diocese. 


(2) Ап Assessment for Convention Expenses. 
This is determined by the Secretary and the Treas- 
urer of the Convention. It also is payable to the 
Treasurer of the Diocese. 


9. Apportionments. 

(1) An Apportionment for the Christmas Fund, 
for disabled clergymen. This is made by a Com- 
mittee of five laymen, of whom the Diocesan Treas- 
urer must be one. The Fund has a special Treas- 
urer, appointed by the Convention.

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(2) An Apportionment made by the Stewards 
of the Sustentation Fund. This is for the relief 
of inadequately paid rectors of small parishes, not 
missionaries. This Fund has likewise its own 
separate Treasurer. 


(3 Ап Apportionment determined by the Dio- 
cesan Board of Missions. This covers, not only 
the money requested for the missions of the severai 
Convocations, but also sums requested for Colored, 
Jewish, French and Italian work, for work among 
Immigrants and Deaf Mutes, for the Galilee and 
Seamen's Missions, for State College and for Monte 
Alto. The money, when raised by a parish, is to 
be sent, not to the Treasurer of the Board of Mis- 
sions, nor yet to the Treasurer of the Committee or 
Institution in charge of the special work, but to 
the Treasurer of that one of seven Convocations 
in which the parish happens to be situated. Не 
forwards it to the Treasurer of the Board of Mis- 
sions. That Treasurer finally returns part of it and 
sends the rest on to the special works. 


(4) An Apportionment for Religious Education. 
In this, the amounts asked for by the General and 
Provincial Boards of the Church are lumped in 
with the money needed by the Diocese. This Fund 
again has its own treasurer. (He also sends forth 
strange requests to the Sunday Schools of the 
Diocese. But by what authority he. doeth these 
things, or who gave him this authority, deponent 
knoweth not.) 


(5) An Apportionment not called for by Canon, 
but voted annually by the Convention, for the So- 
cial Service Commission of the Diocese. This does 
not include dues to the corresponding General and 
Provincial Boards, as is the case with the Appor- 
tionment for Religious Education. But it does have 
its own treasurer, a different one from that of the 
General Board; so that money for the Joint Com- 
mission is sent to one man, and money for the 
Jointless Commission is sent to another. 


(6) While there is neither Canon nor Standing 
Resolution requiring an offering for the Episcopa! 
Hospital, yet that institution is so linked up with 
the Diocese, and the annual appeal of the Bishop 
is so urgent, that it is a practically universal cus- 
tom in all parishes to take up for it an annual col- 
lection on Thanksgiving Day. Тһе Hospital has 
its own Treasurer. . 


(7) Lastly, there is the newly established In-. 


surance Premium on the salaries of Rectors and 
Curates. This is not intended to be obligatory, but 
itis very generally paid. It is payable quarterly— 
and to its own special Treasurer. 


АП these, of course, are apart from the largest of 
all—one larger than all these put together—the Ap- 
portionment asked by the general Domestic and 
Foreign Board of Missions. We аге considering 
only Diocesan matters. Omitting this, therefore, 
and summing up only the above, what happens? A 
parish or mission, honestly desiring to meet its 
Diocesan Budget, has to make payments for nine 
different objects, fixed by eight different com- 
mittees, on three different bases, payable to eight 
different treasurers. Of these, only four have both 
name and address in the Convention Journal. The 
name, but not the address, of the Treasurer of the 
Social Service Commission appears. The name of 
the Treasurer of the Sustentation Fund appears, 
but it is grouped with others; there is nothing to 
indicate his office. The Religious Education Board

apportions for objects without the Р Diocese, 
while the Social Service apportionment 1s strictly 
Diocesan. In the case of some single items of the 


Diocesan Board of Missions, contributions һауе | 


to pass four treasurers before reaching their des- 
tination. 


II. Practical Working of System. 


Let us now consider some examples of the practi- 
cal working of our Budgets; (a) in the diocese; (b) - 
in the parish; (c) in individual experience. 


i. A Diocesan Example. 

The Apportionments made by the Diocesan Board 
of Missions at the Conventions of 1913 to 1917 in- 
clusive, and the amounts actually raised, as reported 
at the following Conventions of 1914 to 1918 in- 
clusive, ought to show fairly well how the system 
works in practice. І quote the following figures 
from those years’ Convention Journals. 


In 1913, the Convention asked for $22,000. It re- 
ceived $21,331.31. The deficit was $668.69. In 1914, 
we were treated to two sets of widely varying 
figures. I give the set which is manifestly the 
correct one. The amount apportioned was $25,- 
000; actually received, $22,895.76; deficit, $2,104.24. 
Тһе Convention of 1915, thus encouraged (!) jumped 
the apportionment to $37,000, adding in items for the 
various funds and commissions spoken of before. 
Тһеге was received, during the Convention year, all 
told, $32,021.01. Deficit (as usual—only more so) $5,- 
578.99. The Convention of 1916 reduced the appor- 
tionment to 936,300. The parishes came up а little, 
namely to $34,404.45. The deficit was $1,895.55. 


ТҺе Convention of 1917 raised the apportionment 
in view of, or in spite of, past deficits, to $40,800; I 
suppose on the principle that you might as well be 
hung for a sheep as a lamb. Exactly how much of 
that sum was raised, up to the Convention date of 
1918, it would be hard to say. This was because the 
Treasurer closed his books on December 31st, 1917. 
It was estimated that the deficit of May, 1918, was 
about $8,000. This would correspond closely with 
such conclusions as we might draw from the figures 
available. It may or may not surprise you that the 
Treasurer, in his report of December 31st, 1917— 
made, you will observe, when the year was only 
half over—appends this note: “Тһе Board owes 
$6,000 for money borrowed to pay stipends, and has 
used the entire balance of its emergency fund, $2,- 
285.23." 


In other words, our Diocesan Board of Mis- 
sions, in their estimate of the people's interest in 
their mission work and of the giving ability of the 
Diocese, miscalculated, in 1913, by 3 per cent.; in 
1914, by 8 per cent; in 1915, by 15 per cent.; їп 


1917, by about 20 per cent. Yet, in the face of this | 


demonstrated inability of the Board to guess any- 
where near what the Diocese would give, and what 
they might therefore reasonably engage in advance 
to expend on salaries, the Convention of 1918, at 
this Board's request, after a debate of perhaps ten 
minutes, adopted the same pro rata Budget for the 
remainder of 1918—and jumped the apportionment 
for 1919 from $40,000 to an even $50,000. Show me 
the business corporation in Philadelphia that would 
indulge in such frenzied finances. If one did so in- 
dulge, how long would it remain solvent? 


9. A Parochial Example. 


The Table of Apportionments for 1918 asked of 
a certain parish I am well familiar with, the sum 


The date of Confirmation this year is Passion Sunday, April 6th, the four o'clock service. 
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of:$1,201.27 for Diocesan Missions. Тһе Convoca- 
tion. Treasurer sent: the parish a statement for 
$800.40. At first sight this might have appeared to 
be. for the remaining eight months of 1918. But 
$800.40 is not exactly two-thirds of $1,201.97. It 
does happen to be within the exact figure of the ap- 
portionment for the previous year. It looked as 
if the Treasurer had got hold of the wrong table. 
A letter of inquiry whether the parish was asked 
for $1,200 or $800 has to date brought no response. 
But, from another source, information was received 
that the $1,200 figure was the correct one. That 
amount was paid. I cite this example only to show 
that our present unnecessarily cumbersome methods 
impose upon our Diocesan officials a burden of cal- 
culation and correspondence greater than they are 
able to sustain. 


3. Three Personal Examples. 


(1) The Convention apportions for the Commis- 
sion on Work among Immigrants the rather modest 
sum of $1,000. Of this, for certain reasons, the Com- 
mission asked only $700. That was for the Polish 
work, of which I am the immediate treasurer. Not 
until February 1919, was the Diocesan Treasurer 
able to settle up in full the account for 1918. Had 
.it not been for advances made by persons interested 
especially in that work, the salary of the missionary 
would have been three months behind. 


(2) You will recall that, at the Convention of 


1918, we were behind about $8,000 on the Appor- 
tionment for Diocesan Missions. I was put on a 
Committee to collect the deficit, if possible, from 
some of our wealthier laymen. Of course there 
was the perennial stock argument: The authorities, 
relying on the support of the Diocese—“‘and you 
have placed us here, gentlemen"—had to go ahead 
and contract with the missionaries. These did their 
work and were entitled to their pay. Тһе honor 
of the Diocese was involved. Our missionaries must 
not be allowed to suffer. Etc. Etc. Brought face 
to face with the task of advancing these pleas, I 
asked myself whether I could do it; whether this 
method of making up the deficiency was equitable; 
what those who were approached might reasonably 
reply. 


Тһе apportionment was laid on parishes, not on 
individuals. Individuals thus approached would 
not be helping their parishes to meet their 
apportionments: their gifts would not be credited 
to the parishes from whose members they came. 
Doubtless these individuals had given their share 
already. Was it fair to approach them a second 
time? Still more to the point, what right had the 
Convention to endorse the Budget in the perfunc- 
tory way it did, especially in view of the experience 
of previous years? What answer could I make 
to the very natural and pertinent inquiry: “You run 
behind year after year, from 3 per cent. to 20 per 
cent.? And you do nothing to correct your mis- 
takes? You are like the ne'er-do-well who strikes 
me for $5.00 today, when I know perfectly well— 
and he knows that I know—he is going to strike me 
again next month. Might I not as well say No 
first as last? Better first, for the sake of everybody 
concerned." 


I happen also to be a member of the Social Service 
Commission, which has been doing some useful if 
not widely appreciated work. ,The Convention ap- 
portions us $600. This is intended for postage and 


printing. This Apportionment is separate from that 
for Diocesan Missions. And the quotas are small; 
from one cent to $27.00, which makes them hard to 
collect. Especially is this so, as they have to be 
sent toa special Treasurer. At the end of the year, 
as you doubtless remember, we had to get out and 
dun our fellow rectors. This, I submit, is not only 
extremely unpleasant for us, but decidedly discredi- 
table to the Convention. It has no right to author- 
ize a Commission, if it cannot see to it that the 
Commission even has postage stamps. 


III. Suggestions Toward Reform. 


I hold that no man has a right to pull down, save 
as a preliminary to building up. Nor may he ex- 
cuse himself from this task and leave the construc- 
tive work to others. I offer therefore the follow- 
ing six points toward devising a sane and success- 
ful Budget. 


First, a successful Budget must be carefully, 
wisely and equitably planned. Our civil legislatures 
give to state budgets a considerable amount of 
time and deliberation. Taxes are ticklish things at 
best to manage; and seven of the nine things spoken 
of above are only apportionments. If our legis- 
latures, who have power to collect taxes by the 
seizure of property, are so careful in imposing them, 
how much more careful should we be in setting ap- 
portionments, whose payments are purely voluntary, 
and which never will be paid unless there is the 
utmost confidence that the money is needed and 
that the amounts are equitable. The details of a 
Budget can seldom be made to satisfy everybody. 
But it is reasonable to demand that the Budget as 
a whole at least be made up consistently, according 
to definite principles, and that these principles are 
strictly fair. 


At present our Budget is brought in by the Dio- 
cesan Board of Missions, which includes its own 
needs with apportionments for ten other objects. 
This arrangement is recent. So far as it is in the 
interest of simplicity, well and.good. The bad part 
of the arrangement is this: The Board ought not to 
bring in the Budget at all, but rather a central 
special Apportionment Committee, to whom the 
Board—along with the other Commissions, etc.— 
should go to make known its wants, justify its hopes 
and rectify its mistakes. м 


I ао not believe it wise to debate before the Соп- 
vention the details of a Budget. But I do believe it 
is essential to success that its details should have 
been thrashed out—and that it should be known 
that they have been thrashed out—in committee. I 
would say further that it would be a wholesome 
thing if each Advent, not only our parishes, but 
our Boards and Institutions, should hear the cry: 
"Now also the axe is laid unto the root of the 
trees.’ Those who were faithful would have noth- 
ing to fear; and all would be inspired with a feel- 
ing of confidence that works mani‘ stly useless 
were not being carried on, and money being mani- 
festly wasted. simply because “It has always been 
so." 


Second, we are doing wrong in making apportion- 
ments for works that are not the Convention's bus- 
iness because they are subject neither to *he man- 
agement nor to the control of the Convenuon. It 
by no means follows that because a work is chari- 
table and is being carried on in the name of the

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Church in the City of Philadelphia, it is the busi- 
ness of the Convention to demand of our parishes 
contributions for its support. If it is worthy, by all 
means endorse it. Commend it to the charitable. 
But raise money for it? No. 


Where an institution is independently incorporat- 
ed, has its own treasurer, its own board of trus- 
tees and its own distinctive policy and car- 
ries on its work independently of the Convention, 
it is unjust to tax the parishes. And for this rea- 
son: if a member of a given parish, or even the 
parish itself, sends money to that institution di- 
rectly, that money is not credited on such an ap- 
portionment. This is because the money given has 
not first gone through the hands of the Convoca- 
tion and the Board of Missions Treasurers. 


What a mix up this makes you will see by these 
singular figures. Тһе last Convention Journal 
(p. 410) shows that the parishes and missions ой 
the Diocese reported that they gave for Diocesan 
purposes $98,848.04. Deduct from this, $33,351.19— 
the total of amounts reported as given to the Epis- 
copal Convention, Christmas and Sustentation Funds 
—and you have $65,497.21. Yet of this cnly some 
$32,000 counted on the Missionary Budget. What 
about the rest? Did none of that go to any of the 
various works for which apportionments are set? 


If we are going to apportion for objects and in- 
stitutions outside of Convention control, then why 
not at least be consistent? We must not handicap 
the Budget with the suspicion of favoritism.  If— 
I simply take these as examples—we apportion for 
the Galilee Mission, an incorporated institution 
doing evangelistic work, then why not also the 
Female Protestant Episcopal Prayer Book Society? 
It is likewise an incorporated institution, doing evan- 
gelistic work, by means of the Book of Common 


Prayer. | 


Once this method were adopted and this practice 
entered upon, there would be no stopping place. 
Would you add the Sheltering Arms, and all the 
other objects just as worthy? Why not? If we 
apportion for consumptives at Monte Alto, why not 
for consumptives at Chestnut Hill? If for a Chap- 
lain at State College, why not for the Chaplain at 
the U. of P.? Unless we are prepared to apportion 
for “all-outdoors,” we should hoe to the line of no 
apportionments for incorporated institutions out- 
side of Convention control. 
tent arrangement hurts, in the long run, those very 
institutions it seeks to benefit. It does this by 
making them the object of suspicion and causing 
invidious remarks about somebody "having a pull." 


Third, let us adopt the Budget so prepared seri- 
ously and, prayerfully. What civil legislature would 
have appropriated $50,000 so jauntily as we voted 
our Budget for 1919? What happened? The adop- 
tion of the Budget was made the first order of busi- 
ness on the evening (!) of the first day of the Con- 
vention. The business was to be followed by a 

" program of three speakers on missionary topics. 
Clergy and lay delegates, tired out with a long day's 
session, felt that they needed and had earned a 
rest. Most of them took it. I doubt if 25 per cent. 
of the members of the Convention were present. 
The customs of official deliberative bodies were not 
observed. Anybody could sit anywhere—and any- 
body could vote. Тһе adoption of the Budget was 
plainly considered a mere formality. Shall we say

a disagreeable formality? There was not anythi %` 
to do but pass it, and that just as it was presented. 
The feeling was: Let us get it out of the way as 
soon as we can; we want to hear the speakers. Nor | 
did anybody feel particularly interested in oppos- 
ing it; because nobody had any particular intention | 
of making any particular effort to raise the money, 
Formally, the Convention obligated itself to pay 
$50,000 for the objects specified. Practically, the 
vote meant that what part of the Convention hap- 
pened to be on hand had no objection to some- 
body’s getting something for some vague object, 
providing somebody else paid it. Now, an аррог- 
tionment is of use at all only if those apportion- - 
ing feel the responsibility, nay are keenly alive to 
the responsibility, of meeting the request. " 


lf it is worth while to have missions (and if it ig) 
worth while to spend $50,000 on them) then, I 
submit, the time of the Convention is not so stu- 
pendously valuable that it cannot afford to spend 
sufficient time to consider what it proposes and 
take action in the sight of God. 1f we would 
apart one hour, say from twelve to one o'clock o 
the first day of the Convention, and then af 
prayers called the roll of the parishes and missi 
and insisted that their delegates rise in turn a 
state whether they could, or would, or would, t 
to raise their apportionment ог not—the amo 
could be readily calculated by announcing by wh 
percentage the Budget was greater or less than 
that of the last year—and if all the while record 
were kept of assent, refusal or confession of in- 
ability, then we should all feel that this Budget is 
a serious matter and that we personally must at- 
tend to it. The treasurer of the Board of Diocesi 
Missions would have. the added satisfaction © 
knowing at the beginning of the year how much 
must expect to fall behind if given figures ai 
adopted. For you аге bound to have a deficit, 
long as you adopt imaginary figures and then sub- 
divide this total among all the parishes, making no. 
alowance for those which it is well known will 
not ог cannot pay. All of which statement is shock- 
ingly revolutionary—and sensible. 


Fourth, you cannot expect the people to contribute. 
to causes about which they know nothing. I do 
not deny that you can take up annual, monthly or 
weekly collections for them and have the people 
drop some money in pro forma. But that method 
of procedure does not take mission work seriously. 
We must inform our people. Consider the experi- 
ence of the Domestic and Foreign Board of Mis- 
sions. Time was—and not so long ago either— 
when they worked the public with the old argu- 
ments about "Contracting obligations in M а 
and “Look how much more the Presbyterians givel" 
etc.; quite oblivious of the simple but wonderfully 
effective answer of the layman: “Who cares?" At 
last, it dawned on them that they must advertise; 
that the Gospel is essentially an advertising propo- 
sition; that it is good tidings of great joy. lf y 
want to convert the heathen, you must convert 
Christian to converting the heathen. And, for th 
people must be first interested and then impelled 
feel that this carrying the gospel to the heathen 1 
their job. |

know. It is because we do not have the forms of 
thought in which to conceive them. Or, better, put 
it this way: "it is because we do not use the facul- 
ties to which they can report" But it need not dis- 
turb us much if we cannot picture them, either in 
thought or in imagination. We have learned that 
there are myriads of things in the world, of whose 


existence we are certain, but which we can never 
know. 


And for this quite siniple reason. The fact is that 
none are entirely good and none are entirely bad. 
This is а truism; but, like so many truisms, it is 
likely to be overlooked at the very place where it 
is most valuable. The good ahd the evil in every 
human being are so intermingled that to eradicate 
either would be to destroy that person's identity. 
Men are much alike, in living. They are all alike in 


dying. And, if they still be, they must still be very 
much alike. 


Never before has the fact of human death so | 
pressed upon the human consciousness. We have 
all exclaimed at the pity of it. We have all de- 
plored the wastage of it. But the question of the 
future of the dead has finally become the one to 
which a mourning world most wants an answer. Тһе | 
love of the individual survivor has always held fast 
to his own dead, refusing to let him go. But just. 
now the clamor of the affections has risen to a co 
that fills the world. That cry comes out of human | 
hearts. To which, then, of the faculties must come | 
the answer? 


There are an indefinite number of colors, for ex- 
ample, which we have never Seen, nor ever will see, 
save a half a dozen at the middle of the spectrum. 
The universe is full of sounds; but we can only 
hear a few octaves of them. The cases of dissociated 
personality which have been examined indicate that, 
in our own selves, there are experiences going on, 
both beneath and above the "level of consciousness," 
In a word, there is in the very world where we live 
room for all forms and manners of existence, touch- 
ing us but not perceived by us. 


At this point, therefore, the old-time Religion has 
weighted rather than lightened the burden; for 
it has haunted the living with the dread fear that 
perchance their own dead may be among those 
whose moral status is such that their survival would 
be a curse instead of a blessing. Мо solace for this 


human grief is possible until that haunting fear be 
exorcised.

That notion is entrenched in our language. It is 
embellished in our literature. It is enshrined in 
our common speech. It is even written in our 
liturgies and our confessions. But no rigor of 
‘orthodox belief, when put to the test, ever makes 
us accept a final and irrevocable separation of our 
own dead from the mass of humanity, either for a 
fancied weal or for a predicated woe. It is in our 
hearts we reason; and our hearts do not believe it. 


At the outset, let us notice this well: it is love 
that is clamoring and not curiosity. It is true, the | 
reply may fail to satisfy altogether the intelligence. 
But that will matter very little. The reply, of course, 
must have some standing at the bar of reason. 
But its final appeal is not there; for it has to do 
with a region at whose threshold reason генде 
to function. Not the mind, I say, nor the imagina- 
tion, but the heart it is that asks the question. It 
must be the heart, therefore, that finds the answer. 


But now we dis- 


Intellect can deal only with material things, or at 
best with things which can be represented under 
material forms. But now we discover that Intel- 
lect is only the ripened fruit at the top of one 
branch of the tree of evolution, while Instinct is 
the ripened fruit at the top of another branch. 


Notice those two points, 1 beg you, with special 
attention. One might summarize them thus. Тһе 
love which follows the dead can never find its satis- 
faction until it escapes altogether, both from mere 
intellectual speculation and from this theological 
‘dogma. The one can at best only build a bridge 
whose abutment stops this side the cold and sullen 
Stream. Тһе other leaps across; but it reports an 
existence which neither a good man nor а bad one 
would willingly endure.

Now, unfortunately, this bankruptcy both of 
philosophy and of dogma, has fallen at the very 
time when the world most needs assurance and ard 
solation.

Like another 
Samuel. before a terrified Saul he would summon

In the third place, therefore, we need not thi k 
that the world will give any high and long continued 
consideration to the alleged “proof” of survival 
brought by the messages of Spiritualism. It is true 
that there are strange tales told of some who have 
had a consciousness of the presence of departed 
souls so clear and so convincing that, for the а, 
faith has passed into experience. But such persons 
are few, and their conviction does not persuade 
others. Worse than that, even if one could be 
credulous enough to admit the reality of these. 
stories, they convey the impression of an existence 
so meagre, so fatuous, and so futile that one would 
prefer an eternal unconsciousness. 


Now, Science and Theology and Necromancy hav- 
ing failed, where shall we seek assurance concerning 
our dead, and concerning our future? 1 refer you | 
to the Gospel. Is this Easter sermon Christian? It | 
is that, and nothing else. Its argument is new be- 
cause it is so old we had forgotten. We have | 
roamed so far afield from the belief of Apostolic 
times. Do you recall that saying of Josephus, much 1 
disputed but by scholars now authenticated, in his 
History of the Jewish People, written late in the 
first century? 


“There was about that time one, Jesus, a wise | 
man—if it be lawful to call him а man—for he was | 
a doer of wonderful works, a teacher of such men | 
as received truth with pleasure. Не drew over to 
him both many of the Jews and many of the Gen- 
tiles. He was their Christ. And when Pontius 
Pilate, at the suggestion of the principal men among | 
us. had condemned him to the cross, those that һай | 
loved him ceased not to love him because he V 
dead. So he appeared to them alive again the thir 
day, as the prophets had foretold these and many 
other wonderful things concerning him. And the | 
tribe of Christians, зо named after him, are not 
extinct unto this day." 


Do you get the significance of this? Those M 
had loved him in life ceased not to love him Wo 
because he was dead? And so he appeared unto 
them again alive? Their consciousness of Ine Өт 
nity was іп the loves of their hearts. There it ha 
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been engendered. Тһеге it remained. Апа there 
it was rewarded. 


Upon the basis of this, to complete our argument. 
There are two abiding witnesses whose word we 
may heed; the Instinct of Living and the Faculty 
of Loving. These have the supreme merit that we 
are accustomed to trusting them in the present. 
When, therefore, they speak with pathetic voice of 
the future we may safely heed them. 


"Now, the instinct of living is always ргорһенс, It 
always concerns itself with the future. Мо matter 
what of pain or pleasure the moment carries, we 
always look beyond to the next moment. Our life 
is a revolving wheel whose center of gravity is for- 
ward of its axis. It alone of all things is the answer 
to the problem of perpetual motion. 


This forward impulsion appears to be an essential 
property of life, as the absence of it, as inertia, is of 
matter. It is this that impels to go on living at 
times when life does not seem worth living. Neither 
pleasure nor pain arrests life, while sanity endures. 
Being once embarked upon the eternal flowing 
river of life, therefore, we may confidently trust it 
to bear its voyagers onward—so long as life is in 
this universe. 


The faculty of loving? It is not so much the pos- 
sible extinction of the brave and strong and self- 
sacrificing which distresses us. Тһе next genera- 
tion might replace them. The important point is 
that all men are bound together by affections. No 
man lives who is not bound in ligatures of love 
either for or by some one else. His extinction 
would be a permanent and irremediable loss to the 
sum-total of human love. Апа, what is of more 
consequence, it would be a loss to the Power in 
whose hands we are, if that Power possesses any- 
thing akin to human affection. 


Тһе final pledge of immortality, therefore, is the 
love of God. We cannot think of the All-Father 
losing a child without incurable grief. This fact 
shifts the burden of proof and responsibility from 
men's desire to God's necessity. There it may 
safely be left. "It is not the will of your Father in 
heaven that one of these little ones should perish." 

Today the world, like Rachel, is weeping for its 
children—because it fears they are not. If Rachel 
but knew, her grief is the proof that they still are. 
Her hope is just as reasonable as her tears. They 
both spring from that elemental instinct which 
proof cannot reach—and which reason does not 
touch. Both grief and hope are rooted in that ele- 
mental realm where instinct is the one unerring 
guide. Grief? I admit it. Hope? I submit it. 
The one is as unreasonable—and as reasonable—no 
more and no less so than the other. Не hath set, 
fixed, founded, established and forever stayed, 
Eternity in our hearts.

Communicants coming into the Parish, or leaving 
it, should comply with the canon relating to letters 
of transfer.

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Rector’s Letter 
[ЕЛ] Especially to strangers, transient residents in the city, and visitors in church 
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My dear Friends : . 

Each year at this period of beginning the 
“Season” of the Church’s more active work 
and the resumption after summer’s suspen- 
sion of the full schedule of Sunday Services, 
I try to address this page in particular to such 
of you into whose hands the Parish Helper 
falls as are newcomers, transient dwellers, 
hotel and boarding-house and apartment resi- 
dents, to say to you in all sincerity how much 
I hope you will make yourselves at home in 
this Church while residents in this commun- 
ity. 

I have been here for so many years that I 
know this neighborhood and its changing con- 
ditions and its human element of flux and flow 
pretty well. I have fairly accurate estimate 
of the large number of people living here- 
abouts who have had very close connection 
elsewhere with home churches but who now, 
for many reasons, are absent therefrom. Be- 
cause they may return, they are not likely 
formally to become communicants or pew- 
holders in a given church while in the city. 

А Place for You. 

It is for this reason that we try so hard to 
make appeal and to make them understand, 
without tiresome reiteration, that we have a 
place for them, however brief may be their 
stay, and that there is a welcome for them 
even though their residence is temporary and 
their domicile but transient. 

We are not of those who will annoy you by 
undue solicitude. We take it you are Chris- 
tian and not pagan. We take for granted that 
you know a church by sight, and know what 
it is for. We believe that you know how to 
come to church, if you can find the right 
church. And we assume that you know how 
to comport yourselves when there, without 
being told. 

I have not much faith in meeting people at 
the Church door, handing them a prayer book, 
showing them how to find the number of a 
hymn, asking them to come again and acting 


more than otherwise as though we thought 
that they had never been inside of a church 
before. | 

We attribute to newcomers such a degree 
of intelligence. Our aim is rather to do some- 
thing and to provide something that will make 
them then want to come again. So come 
along, please; come and see what there is here 
that you may want. If you do not see it, if 
we do not have it, if you do not want it, there 
would be no use in telling you. There would 
be no use even in printing it across the Church 
facade. 

I believe in the Church myself. If I did 
not, I would have no part in it. I believe in 
the value of Church services. If I did not, I 
would never attend one, let alone conduct one. 
I believe in you, in your right intention and 
your laudable desire. If I did not, I would 
not be thus addressing you. 


Come and Be Welcome. 

I know you have certain false impressions 
with regard to the propriety of just casually 
walking into a church and taking your place 
and expecting yourselves to be treated as nor- 
mal human beings. It is for that reason only 
I am trying to correct such point of view, if 
you have one, and to say that here, instead 
of telling people over and over again that they 
will be welcome, we make them feel over and 
over again, every time they come, that they 
are welcome. 

I can think of nothing more to say and noth- 
ing more to do. We are here to minister to 
you at any time in any way. You need have 
no embarrassment in calling on the clergy for 
professional or other services. They will feel 
more highly honored than you realize is be- 
ing asked, in just being expected, to do every- 
thing for you that you want done. We are at 
your services. Will you come to these our 
Sunday Services?

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Rector's Letter 
To the People of St. Luke and The Epiphany БЕГЕН 
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My dear Friends: 

Every year, about September first, I wan- 
der back adown Thirteenth Street from some 
far or near enforced vacation. I find literally 
nobody home at the Church, save the pigeons 
who have taken it in possession, and nothing 
doing, no services, no work, no life, no activ- 
ity, no nothing—all because of no people. The 
whole city is desolate, dirty, deserted, dis- 
heveled and dilapidated, apparently nobody 
caring whether ever they shall say their pray- 
ers again or not. 

Every year I do this I recall the touching 
lament of poor serious dejected Jeremiah: 
“Тһе harvest is past, the summer is ended, 
and we are not saved. For the hurt of the 
daughter of my people am I hurt. Astonish- 
ment hath taken hold on me. Is there no 
balm in Gilead? Is there no physician there? 
Why then is not the health of the daughter 
of my people recovered ?" 

Returning to Life. 

If one gave way to one's mood, he would 
believe that nothing ever could revive the 
church again. It is so empty. АП its work 
has been estopped. АП its services have been 
suspended. АП its people are far scattered. 
He wonders if he dreams or whether he re- 
members truly that back at some other season 
it was active in its work and that its place 
was full of worshippers. 

He has to take himself in hand and not take 
counsel of his fears. He knows that this re- 
surgence will come on again, that people will 
come back and that another season is before 
him: that so far every year has proved a bet- 
ter vear than that preceding it. АП this is 
true, though only after a further longer sea- 
son of exhausting waiting. 

Concerning Resignations. 

He must have a sense of humor also to en- 
able him to tide across that intervening period 
when most everybody, as they come back, 
want to resign—rather say they do, which is 
not the same thing—from the work they did 
so well last year. Nobody can be blind to 
what they mean, nor yet unsympathetic with 
what they want. They want to'be told that 
the Church cannot get on without them. Well, 


it cannot. 


I ат quite willing to tell them that, Т 
saves trouble, however, to tell them en masse 
and not have to do it individually and at too 
great length. So please, therefore, be assured 
of this. You are all indispensable. You real 
ly are. We want you, everyone. Everbody 
wants you. If we did not, we would not haye 
kept you so long. We would long since have 
discharged you. 


There! "We have that over. That all 
serve in that connection for another year. We 
do not like resignations. We do not want 
them. We do not know what to do with them. 
In fact, we do nothing, except to accept them. 
So be careful. Do not send them. Hurry 
back and let us get to work. 

Come to Church. 

And, just as soon as may be, find a way to 
come to Church. If you are stil] out of town, 
well, maybe you could strain a point and come 
in on Sunday. I know this is much to ask, 
but I know there are trains just the same as 
on other days. If you knew how glad we 
would all be to see you, and how honored we 
would feel to think you made this special ef- 
fort, you would be repaid. 


Do not fall into ways of undue lassitude and 
languor. Do not, just because you have 
allegiance thus in two ways to two churches, 
one in the city and one in the country, neglect 
both and think that neither rector knows that 
you are not that Sunday in the other. Maybe 
he does not; but I have heard that the Record- 
ing Angel can even write shorthand. 


Hard to Realize. 

You know what I mean and you know how 
I feel. But, no. You do not. You do not 
know what it means to realize that in this 
parish there are twelve hundred bona fide 
communicants and at the beginning of a Sep- 
tember service to find but one hundred in 
church. You do not know what it means to 
count and realize that even by the end of that 
month, out of two hundred and fifty individual 
rented pews or sittings, not fifteen are repre- 
sented by members in their places at Sunday 
morning services. You will come, of course, 
and will be glad when you do come; but I 


wish you would come oftener and be glad 
sooner. 
Reason for This. 

I know there is no enticement that will 
bring you, and no argument that is worth 
making. I am not making an argument. I 
am only reminding you that, after a while 
when you do come, I will have to begin all 
at once, and that at a period too far belated, 
to exhort you with regard to matters that have 
to do with a year of twelve months almost 
wholly in a span of six months. 


I will have to talk of money, for example. 
I dislike to do this more than you can pos- 
sibly dislike hearing it. I am scarcely even 
making explanation. I think that ought not 
to be necessary. Quite frankly, I am asking 
sympathy. I am telling you beforehand that 
I will, away off maybe in December, have to 
talk of things that will not quite seem season- 
able. Will you, at that season, feel that I talk 
too much or too often on one subject? What 
would you do? Or when would you do it? 

All Services Resumed 

Those of us who are here, and we are quite 
some, as such things go, are already trying to 
do what we can to serve the Lord for you by 
proxy. We are having church? Oh dear me, 
yes. There are.a lot of us by this time for 
that matter, for I am indicting this as late as 
October first. The services are all resumed. 
Sunday School is meeting. 
the Parish House have taken up their work 
again. A call is going out this week for the 
Autumn meeting of the District Visiting So- 
ciety and, when it comes to them, I know how 
readily they will respond; as readily indeed as 
I am looking forward eagerly and with assur- 
ance to the good work they will do this winter. 

Fresh Air Work. 

The Fresh Air Work for the summer, as 
everyone understands, had to be carried on 
as best it could in ways other than those of 
certain years past at the Farm. Тһе reason 
we had to abandon that method suddenly was 
that the Farm, to our surprise, was sold at 
just about the time we would have begun to 
use it. The loss was seriously felt and much 
regretted by all our young people. But the 
truth is the need for it was less imperative 
and vital this summer because everybody had 
been busy at work and almost everybody suf- 
ficiently prosperous to look after themselves. 
In the case of the children and young people, 
however, and for the sake of certain groups 


Societies about. 
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and organizations which we were especially 
anxious to keep intact, outings and picnics and 
parties were provided. All this was at rela- 
tively small expense. A little diary that was 
kept by the Assistant and Parish Visitor will 
not be without interest. A statement of con- 
tributions appears elsewhere. -

Harrison Memorial Bequest. | 

It is because of the Summer’s lapse of time 
since the latest issue printed of a Parish Help- 
er that public acknowledgment has not net 
er been made of a bequest to the parish which 
is of interest to many others besides the Rec- 
tor and the Members of the Vestry as named. 
It follows close upon the receipt of the Wil- 
liam Henry Barnes' Memorial Fund and its 
giving was prompted, doubtless, by that very 
act inasmuch as the last will and testament

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I refer to the will of the late Hon. Thomas 
Skelton Harrison, deceased May 3rd, 1919. A 
communication since received from his execu- 
tor contains a copy of that Testament in which 
the following is an item: “To the Rector, 
Church Wardens and Vestrymen of the 
Church of St. Luke and The Epiphany of the 
City of Philadelphia, One hundred shares of 
stock of United Gas Improvement Company, 
to constitute a fund to be known as The 
Louise Harrison Memorial Fund, in memory 
of my wife, Louise Harrison, the net income 
of which shall be used and expended for the 
alleviation of the sickness, want and distress 
of deserving persons whose needs are brought 
to the attention of the Rector of said Church 
in the course of his pastoral or professional 
ministrations.” 

Special Nature of Fund. 


One most gratifying thing about such 3 
Fund as this is that its income makes possible 
the relief of cases other than those provided 
for in general ways. It is understood, of 
course, that the principal itself is always the 
possession of the Corporation, and is handled 
and invested and reinvested as occasion shall 
arise by the constituted authorities, the in- 
come alone being that over which the Rector 
should have discretion. It is a model form of 
sift and one that I wish many others might 
have in mind as a method of creating tributes 
in the names of those whom they would like 
to memorialize. We are all very grateful in- 
deed and have endeavored to comply with all 
formalities in acknowledging this bounty yet 
I, for my own part, desire to make this further 
and more public acknowledgment.

Statement. 


This address is an imaginary one. As an address, 
it was never delivered. It could not be because it 
was not composed until after the event. It is the 
result of serious reflection upon what I saw and 
heard at the Retreat and Conference of the Clergy, 
in the Building of the Chestnut Hill Academy, Sep- 
tember 17th to 19th, inclusive. 


At the Retreat on Thursday, I counted 60 men. 
At the Conference on Friday, I counted 70. In the 
main, they were the same; say 75 in all. The Con- 
vention Journal gives the entire list of the Clergy 
of the Diocese as 265. Not all of these are active; 
but, allowing for everything, there is certainly a 
surprising disparity. 


Some Questions. 


Taking into account these numbers and that per- 
sonnel, is this Retreat phenomenon indicative of 
the spirit of the Episcopal Church in this city? I 
am wondering: Where were the others? I have 
wondered more since I came home: What possibly 
could come of such a meeting? Would it, could it, 
lead to anything beyond self-satisfaction and com- 
placency? 


About one-half of the men J saw I knew well. 
The others all were strangers. Does this mean 
they are new in the Diocese? Does it mean any- 
thing? Those 75 in attendance comprise possibly 
30 per cent. of our Clergy. These minister to pos- 
sibly 20 per cent. of our sixty odd thousand com- 
municants. These 60,000 in turn are about one per 
cent. of our 5,000,000 vast population. 


In other words, these have the ear of about one- 
fifth of one per cent. of the people they speak ot 
and make plans and projects concerning. Is it not 
time to come down to earth? Are we not losing 
contact, a few with each other, and all with reality? 
Are we not prating of something that scarcely ex- 
ists? Are we planning for people who do not know 
that we exist? But, to my address: 


Mr. Chairman: 


I have attended this Retreat with intention but 
without profit. I have sat in this Conference with 
attention but without gain. I have never attended 
before one of these special conclaves. I never ex- 
pect to attend another. And in what I have to say, 
I do not represent myself alone. I speak for that 
increasing majority who are absent. 


Іп absenting myself purposely in former years, І 


have been one of many who have felt as I did re- 


garding this whole procedure. This year I took 
counsel with myself—and seriously. I asked, first 
for myself and then for them: Are we obdurate or 
negligent? -Are we remiss in some duty? Are we 
missing some opportunity? Тһе answer I make 
now, from observation and experience, is that we 


are neither. 


The “ Retreat” of the Clergy

The Call for this meeting mentioned in well- 
chosen phrase, that the many and great responsi- 
bilities which are laid upon the Church by the 
stress of this critical year makes it especially fit- 
ting that the Clergy should meet for prayer and 
conference at this time. That is true. But for what 
have we prayed? And about what have we con- 
ferred? If so be the first are negligible matters, 
and the second artificial, then time in both cases 
is but wasted. 


Life of the Clergy. 


The subject of the Retreat as announced was 
'The Personal Life of the Clergy. What is the mat- 
ter with that? Are the things at all those that 
were yesterday brought under survey? Т believe 
they are not. I bethink me of the comment made 
a generation since by Matthew Arnold: “Тһе two 
besetting sins of the Clergy are laziness and lying." 
These need still to be warned against. But were 
those things even adverted to? "They were not. I 
admit the words need explanation. I do not ad- 
mit that their use needs apology. Let me explain. 


First, laziness. There. is danger that a clergy- 
man, more than any other professional man, may be 
the busiest man in town and yet leave his chiefest 
work undone. He may leave the word of God to 
serve tables. Не may scurry after contributions, 
believing that the gift of God can be purchased with 
money. He may clamor for statistics, thinking that 
the Kingdom of God cometh by observation. He 
may spend his time over parochial machinery, yet 
have no message to impart to his parishioners. He 
may be busy attending meetings, yet take little or 
nothing home. I think this is what Mr. Arnold 
meant by laziness. 


He may also be as guilty of the second of those 
sins. Не may reason with himself in solitude to 
the end only that he emphasizes unrealities. He 
may yield to the temptation to make seem impor- 
tant things that appear to all others trivial. This 
will make his preaching unreal to real people. This 
self-deceit, this self-delusion, this false sense and 
wrong perspective is what Mr. Arnold meant by 
lying. I submit, and with. all courtesy, that both 
these frailties are likely to be more encouraged 
than discouraged by this kind of meeting. 


While I Was Musing. 


As I sat through some hours of this pseudo Re- 
treat, I observed, I listened, I pondered, I waited. 
Nothing happened. That is, nothing happened to 
me. Nothing, except what happened within me. 
I said, I -will take heed to my ways that I offend 
not with my tongue. I will keep my mouth as it 
were with a bridle.. I held my tongue and spake 
nothing. I kept silence, yea, even from good words; 
but it was pain and grief to me. My heart was hot 
within me. While I was musing, the fire burned. 
The. Retreat. is closed. Тһе Rule of Silence is 
broken. The. time for Conference has arrived. 
About what was I musing? 
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I might have meditated on my sins? I did. But 
that did not prevent my mind from wandering to 
other matters. I might have tabulated sins of oth- 
ers? I did not. I thought rather of our mission, 
yours and mine, and of the world about us. While 
we have been musing, off here in seclusion, how 
true it is that the fire is burning. І do not mean 
the fire within us. I mean rather that, throughout 
the world; there is religious, social, economic con- 
flagration. And what аге we doing? We are mus- 
ing. То what purpose? What indeed! That is 
the question. 

Introduction. 


(а) So much for the Retreat. Тһе subject ap- 
pointed for Conference is this: The Church and her 
New Duties. But I do not like the order of those 
words. It ought to be The New Church and her 
Duty; or The Church's New Conception of her 
Duty. Nor is even that quite accurate. We speak 
and we think much of a New Situation. It is not 
so new as the discovery of it by some of us is 
novel. We are stirring ourselves, better late than 
never. But we are a bit belated. It is more than 
twenty years since three men, whose work should 
be better known, wrote these three books: Henry 
Van Dyke's "Gospel for an Age of Doubt;" Shailer 
Matthew's *Church and. the Changing Order," and 
George А. Gordon's "Christ of Today." What is 
that Gospel? What is this Change? And what 
of that Christ? These three are most pertinent 
questions. 


(b) But nothing will be gained by our becoming 
panic-stricken. There is nothing quite so irritating 
ог so tiresome as reiteration that "We face a crisis. 
There are those who are familiar with this in the 
field of politics. There are those also who are in 
danger of becoming quite as frantic in the field 
religious. When ye hear . etc. be not terri- 
fied. For the end is not yet. Nothing dire that 
these predict is going to happen. Indeed nothing 
happens of itself. And there is nothing in the way 
of süch calamity that cannot be prevented. Іп 
quietness and confidence shall be your strength. He 
that believeth on the Lord shall not make haste. 


Just What Impends ? 


And let us first see frankly what impends. It is 
true some things are changing. But this always 
has been true. Some new developments seem close 
at hand. There are new special problems. But are 
they not rather special opportunities? Powerful 
spiritual forces are being released. Тһе Kingdom 
of Heaven is at hand! Will the King come to His 
own and reign as never before? Will the new era 
be better or worse than the one we are leaving 
behind? That depends largely on us. Will the 
Clergy measure up to this? Will they have а 
message in proportion to their mission? If not, 
then they have no function. And they ought to 
have no speech. As for the Rule of Silence? Well, 
in that case, I am for it. 


Тһеге is danger, now that the War is over, of our 
having quite as tiresome discussion of the question, 
What the Church now faces, as we had while the 
War was on inquiry regarding its Effect upon 
Religion. I am thinking of a frame of mind, or 
rather of a state of emotion that, following those 
years of stress and distress, has now settled down 
upon so many people. What I am pleading for is 
a calm-and sensible, a sane, a confident point of 
view. The world has been in this same mood be- 
fore. It has always come out of it. And it will 


come out again. It has stood in this shadow 
because of that glare—after every great war. It іс 
deeper in darkness just now because that glare was 
fiercer; because it was the fiercest that the world 
has ever known; because this conflict was the one 
world-war. 


Let us not be swept off our feet. And let us not 
run off too readily into fields that are not our own, 
From a recent editorial, I clip the following half 
dozen sentences: “Опе of the happy consequences 
of peace is the privilege restored to the Clergy of 
preaching the Gospel once more. Now they can get 
back to their normal task of teaching religion. There 
have been some thriling war sermons preached 
during the past four and a half years. The theme 
has been a moving one. But, after all, it has been 
easy to preach war sermons; it is always difficult 
to teach and to preach religion." This is what the 
world expects of us. This is what the people need, 
And it is as significant that this is what they want, 


Just What is the Task? 


(c) For just what is The Next Step in Religion? 
That is the title of a book published recently by 
one Roy Wood Sellers, Ph.D. His object is to show 
"that mankind is outgrcwing theism in a gentle and 
steady way until it ceases to have any meaning." 
He proposes a religion of humanism as a substitute 
for a religion of theism. Is he right? He indulges 
in optimistic prophecies of the beautiful world 
which will result when men are convinced that 
there are no more intelligent beings and none of 
higher moral character than themselves. But he 
does not prove his case. 


Yet it is toward the future now that we are 
looking. А new Era is upon us. Who is sufficient 
unto these things? The modern world is full of 
lawless little men and mad little movements. What 
are we? And what do we propose? It is true, this 
is a time for looking both inward and forward. It 
is a time for searching of heart in forecasting the 
future. We need to address ourselves with most 
searching and candid inquiry to an examination of 
some questions now at issue. But what are they? 


We all know that Americans everywhere have 
felt the mighty uplift of a great common cause. 
According to their lights, they have been ready for 
any sacrifices. They have not faltered when they 
could see the way. Now comes on the present 
critical period with its complications, cross cur- 
rents, ominous contentions and monstrous remedies 
proposed. At a time like this, it is but natural that 
there should be extravagant views and unregulated 
enthusiasms, that people should confuse liberty 
with lawlessness, and progress with social destruc- 
tion and disintegration. The war has disclosed two 
human groups whom the free peoples must put un- 
der foot—the merely selfish men of power and cun- 
ning at the top, and the anarchistic communists at 
the bottom. These are at work in the State. Both 
are also at work in the Church. 


The Greatest Benefit. 


Now the sheer size of this problem ought to be 
the best corrective of some false ideals and some 
petty practices. Тһе greatest benefit ought to be 
the cure of that paltriness and futility which has for 
so long marked the activities of some of our 
churches. This is the note of almost all the let- 
ters that came from the trenches. Men who have 
lived under the shadow of death for these years 
wil no longer tolerate trivialities. If they come 
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back to the Church, it will be only to опе which 
deals seriously with serious things. They will not 
be in the mood for clubs and guilds, receptions, 
parties, sociables, etcetera. Neither will they come 
because of Rallies which lead into no action, Move- 
ments which move nothing but themselves, or little 
Brotherhoods and sodalities which have no definite 
aim and no real purpose except to aggrandize their 
own denomination. 


And this will not be alone the temper of the men 
who have been through the fiery furnace of battle. 
It will be true of all who have lived through the 
strain of this terrible time. The women who wear 
mourning in their very souls; men who have offered 
their sons a willing sacrifice; those who have been 
straitened by the cost of the war; all these will be 
satisfied only by a far deeper and a more real note 
than many churches have chanted for a long while. 
Whether they will continue to come to church and 
lift it up to higher things, or whether they will 
absent themselves and leave the Church under the 
dominance of those who only know the times which 
are past, this is for the Clergy to decide. Is this 
what you are here met in conference over? If it 
is not, you had better be home. 


I. The Need Today. 


The Church's New Conception of her Duty? Тһе 
duty is not new. To have a new Church, we must 
have a new kind of frank, honest, candid recogni- 
tion of the need for a new understanding of an old 
duty. We must also have some recognition of our 
place; that is, I mean of the Episcopal Church. We 
may realize our strength; but we must know our 
limitations. We must recognize our negligible num- 
ber. Yet we may well emphasize our special func- 
tion. I believe this Church has such a function. 
I honestly believe that we can play our part, 
provided we can understand just what we need. 
There are three points that must be put in their 
right order of importance. We need three things. 
And we need them in this—not as they are usually 
sought in the reverse—order. Т refer to message, 
men and money. 


(a) As preachers, we are called upon to speak 
the will of God and to make application of this 
wil to human souls as individuals. But we must 
know what that is. We can leave it to others bet- 
ter trained in those fields to discuss literature, art, 
science, capital and labor, statecraft, and the like. 
We must preach God, His existence, His attributes, 
His wishes and work for men. For God is not a 
reality, a living, powerful person, a real presence, to 
the generality of men. 'To make God none other 
than this to their people, the Clergy must have not 
a vocabulary only. They must think their way, 
and clearly, through a maze of doubts and know in 
whom they have believed. How many have this 
message? 


(b) We need men. And we need them not only 
called but chosen. We need them not only enlisted 
but educated. In view of the world-wide present 
confusion, disorder, suffering, and of the great 
economic, social, moral, and religious changes, we 
are particularly in need of a Clergy more thoroughly 
trained. What should we be aiming at in the 
training of our Clergy? That is the question of 
paramount importance. If the Church is, indeed, 
to hold the allegiance of the people in question, her 
whole idea of religion must be made more vital. 
And most of all will this be true of the Clergy? 


Men trained only in this cloister kind of seminary 
and equipped with the usual lumber of theological 
lore will be useless. Even bishops whose chief en- 
Joyment is that of this kind of Retreat will have 
nothing to contribute. 5 


(c)  Thirdly, we need money? Yes, but lastly. 
We will get the money when we have the message 
and the men. Before that, we do not deserve it. 
There is no use asking for it. And there would 
be no use having it. This is the weakness of our 
missionary undertaking. We are raising money to 
pay missionaries at home and to send them abroad 
when we have almost no men and while such as 
we have do not have any right conception of the 
message we propose to pay them for imparting. 
It is this we need above all things else. Rather 
it is these. Until we have them, we will never get 
the money. If we had this, or when we have, it 
will be recognized as healing medicine and whole- 
some food and satisfying drink for souls ahungered 
and athirst in the dreary desert of this weary world. 
And money will be readily forthcoming. 


As things are at present, there is too much talk 
about money. The talking is being done by too 
many people. And too often it is being done by the 
wrong people. But there is a worse defect. It 
is one of plan or policy. In the endeavor to collect 
funds and to increase contributions, too much em- 
phasis is laid upon the methods of collection and 
not enough attention given to the manner of ad- 
ministration. It would be normal to expect appeals 
for money to rest on a sentimental basis, then to 
have expenditure proceed in a businesslike man- 
ner. On all hands, however, the reverse appears. 
Moneys are assessed, apportioned, allocated and 
solicited with businesslike exactitude; they are ex- 
pended with a maudlin sentimental inexactitude 
which is not credible—nor creditable. 


Money for Missions. 


In our local undertakings, there is much to answer 
for. Some of us read impatiently the printed appeals 
issued annually for enough funds to pay the salaries 
in this Diocese itself, of 47 missionaries, which 
salaries are fixed upon a minimum wage policy. 
Some of us have tried for years to have this practice 
revised and this policy reversed. We would begin 
at the other end and ask first what money any given 
work is worth. This would make it easier to find 
the money. You quote to us Spiritual authority: 
The laborer is worthy of his hire? That is just the 
point. That is what I want to know. What hire 
is his labor worth? 


In-a larger way, however, let us look at some 
amounts. Even as things are now, these are fairly 
fabulous. Are we quite at liberty to ask for more, 
without report of better stewardship? I saw recent- 
ly in print a tabulation made by a very conservative 
speaker, at the time of last year’s Every Member 
Canvass so-called. The newspaper column bore the 
heading: “Episcopal Property in Philadelphia held 
at $12,000,000. Speaker says Annual Contributions 
realize %1,500,000.? How those figures are arrived at 
is about as follows, except that they are too low. 


The individual reports in the Diocesan Conven- 
tion Journal are arranged under three convenient 
heads, dividing the bulk of the money contributed 
by parishes. Adding those, I find these totals: 
Parochial, $1,225,764; Diocesan, $97,401; Extra- 
diocesan, $179,890. If you will total these in turn 
you will have $1,503,055. If you will capitalize this 
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annual expenditure at four and a half per cent, you 
will have an imaginary principal sum of $33,400,000. 
If you add to this the $13,038,409 permanent value 
of Church Property and $3,627,194 estimated amount 
of Church Endowment (See Convention Journal, p. 
323), you will have $50,065,603, the income of which 
it would take to represent present expenditures. 


There is too much talking, I say, about money. 
This is working harm. I am saying these things 
because, these few years past, I have had grave 
foreboding for the welfare and longevity of that far 
famed goose, she of the golden egg. Yet into this 
vexed situation comes the Board of Missions with 
its proposed Nation-Wide Campaign. They lament 
that such misunderstanding has been caused by ref- 
erence to this movement as a campaign to raise 
$20,000,000. They speak rather of a survey of re- 
sources, a heightening of interest and a deepening 
of spiritual life. But in their lament about mis- 
understanding they are weeping crocodile tears. 
Тһеу are after money. Why not say so? То pre- 
tend that such is not the case deceives no one. 


II. Over Against This. 


Thus I have tried to state a situation. I have 
dwelt upon our needs. Апа I have tried to put 
them in right order of perspective. They do not 
stand so at present. What is being done about 
this? I submit with much temerity and yet with 
all sincerity, this thesis: that the whole situation is 
being made worse rather than better by a majority 
of those who are trying to rectify it; that some 
problems are being made the more unsolvable by 
those who are busiest trying to solve them; the 
whole outlook the worse beclouded and obscured 
by some who think they are clarifying it. Over 
against the three needs pointed out in paragraphs 
above, there are three tendencies which seem to 
me to be unfortunate. 


(a) The first of these is a mania at present for 
accomplishing things by mass movements. We are 
trying to do corporately what we fail so signally 
of doing individually. I would recommend a read- 
ing or re-reading of that book by Gerald Stanley 
Lee entitled “Crowds.” We are moved too much 
by mass psychology. We have been moved too 
easily by a prevailing spirit of the age. We are 
moved to imitation of some undertakings that have 
been financially successful in proportion to their 
size. We have chosen from the Labor Movement 
that which is least laudable. We are insisting on 
the closed shop. Some are doing their best to 
close the Church shop—and succeeding notably. 


(b) Some of the things all this leads to are bad. 
Notice. a few random movements and proposed im- 
provements. I hold in my hand the report of a 
notable Committee. It treats of Free Pews, Sys- 
tematic Support, United Community Service, Every 
Member Campaign, etc. I hold in my hand also the 
Open Forum page of a recent copy of the Church- 
man, stating that Among those things which are 
needed to bring our practical life as an organiza- 
tion into accord with the principles of democracy, 
would be the following: Representation of Women 
on Vestries, Rotation in the Personnel of Vestries, 
Recall of Rectors, Elimination of Racial Distinc- 
tions, Elimination of Endowments, Optional Use 
of the Prayer Book, etc. I pass by, of course, the 
craze over Faith Healing. I do not feel the need 
of a New Hymnal. I am wondering regarding 
Budgets. I am skeptical concerning Canvasses. 


Budgets, Apportionments, Canvasses? There jg 
no way at present of making the first; there isang 
way of dividing the second, and there is no hope 
of accomplishing much by the third. There is по 
way at present of tracing out or running down all 
so-called members of the Church, because both men 
and women are adherent to that Church with ай 
degrees and grades of loyalty. There is no way 
of making an Apportionment levy unless you have 
a Proportionate body, and that there seems no hope 
of having, soon. There is no use beginning this 
at one end and then stopping either with a Diocese 
or with a Parish. You would have to go on and 
apportion down to individuals. And that, as every- 
body knows, would become farcical. 


(c) The chief danger inheres in the tendency to 
commit so many tasks to laymen for which they 
àre palpably untrained and with the raison 'd etre 
of which they cannot be familiar. These men, for 
the most part, are fine men. You will not misun- 
derstand me. I am not one of those who àre jealous 
of the part the laity should play in any of the 
Church's undertakings. I am sympathetic with them 
and devoted to them. But they have their place, 
as you and I have. And, like us again, they have 
their limitations. When I read long articles and 
editorials on "Business Methods in the Church," I 
am moved to certain apprehension. It is always 
possible for them to raise much money, more than 
you and I can maybe. But that is not all there 
15 to Say. 


Clergy and Laity. 


Money is a means to something, not an end. 
And the people who are our parishioners are timid. 
They are easily distracted and diverted from that 
loyalty and membership within the Church which 
it is our peculiar task to deal with. I could very 
well imagine my own parish decimated if I talked 
as much myself as I am asked to do about money; 
it would be annihilated if I let as many others 
do the talking as proffer their services throughout 
the year. Let us have a care in this important 
matter. “From the days of John the Baptist until 
now, the Kingdom of Heaven suffereth violence; 
and the violent take it by force.” 


The need that cries loudest in the Church is that 
for leadership, of the Clergy, not the laity. The 
so-called leading laymen ought to be led. And it 
is you who ought to lead them. Thus we need 
trained leadership. Which is to say, we need a 
new and better kind of training for the ministry. 
The whole problem of the Church in regard to 
candidates for holy orders and theological educa- 
tion is the gravest problem we have. It should be 
studied and weighed and acted upon by bishops, 
conventions, seminary faculties, examining chap- 
lains, and all interested in the welfare and progress 
of the Church. This subject and its details offer 
much more profitable material for debates and ac- 
tion of a General Convention than the usual canon- 
tinkering and the frequent partisan discussions and 
maneuverings which in the former case deaden and 
іп the latter case enliven but rarely help such 
Church councils in advancing the cause of religion. 


III. Accomplishment of This Retreat. 


Wil you meet any part of this threefold need by 
any such device as this Retreat? І observe three 
limitations here, three fallacies, or three mistakes. 


-—— M —— 
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(a) The first of these is that it emphasizes the 
desire all too prevalent to seek for something that 
it lost by going back to find it. The Clergy as a 
class are too often spoken of generically when they 
ought to be treated specifically. If classified at all, 
they must be separated by one line alone. Тһе one 
question is, Which among all these are intent to be 
modern and which are content to be ancient? Which 
desire most tó be progressive, which reactionary? 
Which would advance, and which retreat? 


When all divergencies have been admitted, clergy- 
men fall into one or other of these two classes. 
Тһе first believe the gifts of modern times are 
good; the second that the present days are evil. 
Тһе first feel that the future holds new knowledge 
and in consequence new, better, finer faith; the sec- 
ond want resuscitation, recrudescence, revitaliza- 
tion of something that has properly become decad- 
ent. Here is an illustration of a wheel within a 
wheel; a movement and a counter movement; a 
propulsion with a retardation; an advance with re- 
trogression; a tidal flow with an undertow. This 
backwash should not be encouraged. То tolerate 
it, to encourage it, this is the fallacy, this the 
futility, of this whole Retreat theory and practice. 


Wrong Kind of Religion. 


(b) Іп the second place, this method lays too 
much emphasis on Sacramental Religion. Between 
preaching and this, in the priestly office, 14 15 not 
easy to distinguish. Every service should console 
as well as instruct and admonish. Every lesson 
given, whether in pulpit or elsewhere, should have 
its bearing on faith as well as duty. But, in his 
capacity as a teacher on Christ's behalf, there is 
one thing that every rector of a parish ought 
religiously to observe. He ought to do this espe- 
cially in this time of confusion, disorder and strange 
vagaries. He must loyally hold and truthfully teach, 
not the additions and multiplications of Rome; not 
the subtractions and divisions of Canossa or Trent; 
not his own fads and fancies and innovations; but 
the truth as this Church hath received it, and this 
in right perspective and in due proportion. There 
are more important things for you to do than to 
say Mass. You must work quite as much as you 
must worship. 


(c) In the third place, this method emphasizes 
out of all proportion the importance of meetings as 
distinct from the task of the clergyman staying at 
home and devoting himself assiduously to his work. 
The difficulty is that a crowd, proportionately to 
its size, magnifies all that in its units pertains to 
the emotions and diminishes all that in them per- 
tains to thought. The further trouble is that one 
who views events in this way stands aloof from 
the world as though he were no part of it. He 
does not throw himself into the stream; he remains 
on the bank. So he lives and dies without having 
felt. experiences fully and without having had as 
many of them as would have been good for him. 
But worst of all is the attempt to bolster up our 
courage by mere boasting: and a false sense of se- 
curity that comes from self-congratulation. 


You may meet thus and convene and retreat un- 
til Doom's Day; you will only find you have that 
much the more retreated. There is no excuse for 
this. А governor of the Bank of England has re- 
cently said: "I decline to admit that there is any- 
thing soft or sentimental in the Golden Rule. It 


is, on the contrary, the embodiment of sound, prac- 
tical, common sense. І repel the idea that there 
is anything weak or unmanly in the law of Chris- 
tian living. On the contrary, its wisdom is justi- 
fied by the common experience of our daily life." 
Is there any reason why we should not so live? Is 
there any good excuse for this Retreat? 


Conclusion. 


I have spoken of these things because regarding 
them I could not hold my peace. I have broken 
a silence I would rather have kept. І represent 
not those who are here so much as those who are 
absent. 1 have never spoken on this theme before; 
I trust I never may again. I believe іп the power 
of the Church; but I do not believe in this way 'of 
enhancing it. I believe in the place and function 
of the Clergy, if they keep their place and know 
their functicn. Т believe in the power of prayer; 
but I do not believe in prayer-drives. 


I believe that Satan trembles where he sees the 
weakest Saint upon his-knees; but I do not make 
this either acclamation or extenuation of mere 
weakness. I believe that in quietness and in confi- 
dence shall be your strength; but, as a coterie or 
school of savants, I do not believe in Quietism. I 
believe in spirituality; but I do not believe it is 
sentimentality. I believe in working with an or- 
ganization, when that organization works. That is 
why I am so anxious for this our organization to 
work instead of trifle, to advance instead of retro- 
erade. And now I am going home. І am going 
back to work. I am going to work in my own parish. 


Do It Now. 


"If you have a friend worth loving, 
Love him, yes, and let him know 
That you love him ere life’s evening 
Tinge his brow with sunset glow. 
Why should good words ne’er be said 

Of a friend—till he is dead? 


“Tf you hear a song that thrills you, 

Sung by any child of song, 
Praise it. Do not let the singer 

Wait deserved praises long. 
Why should one who thrills your heart 
Lack the joy you may impart? 
“Tf your work is made more easy 

By a friendly, helping hand, 
Say so. Speak out brave and truly, 

Ere the darkness veil the land. 
Should a brother workman dear 
Falter for a word of cheer? 


“Scatter thus your seeds of kindness, 
All enriching as you go— 

Leave them. Trust the Harvest Giver, 
He will make each seed to grow. 

So, until its happy end, 

Your life shall never lack a friend.”

Special Service for the Season 
‘of Thanksgiving.

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My DEAR FRIENDS: 

Every three years, at this season in October, 
there occurs the meeting of the General Con- 
vention of the Episcopal Church. It is in ses- 
sion, in the city of Detroit, while we go to press. 
It usually lasts three weeks. The unfortunate 
confusion in the printing trades, owing to the 
grasping greed of only oneof several malevolent 
labor organizations, means that by co-incidence 
the very publication of the Church papers has 
had to be suspended and no authentic reports 
are forthcoming. No doubt they will be right 
soon and all will look forward to the reading 
thereof with much interest. 


This General Convention meets only once in 
three years. It is organized, after the fashion of 
most similar bodies in this country, into two 
houses: The House of Bishops and The House 
of Deputies. The former consists of all the 
Bishops of the Church, whether one or other of 
three kinds: that is, Bishops, Bishops-Coadjutor 
and Bishops-Suffragan. Heretofore only the 
conclusions of its deliberations have been given 
out and only such portions of the debates as the 
bishops themselves deemed wise to make public. 
In other words, they have met behind closed 
doors. This year there has been innovation in 
the fact that, for the first time in their history, 
they have thrown open these doors and admitted 
the public to their counsels. 


House of Deputies 

The other House is composed of representa- 
tives, both of the Clergy and of the Laity of the 
Church, four clergymen and four laymen being 
sent as delegates from each diocese. They would 
correspond, as nearly as any such body can, to 
the House of Representatives and the other body 
to the Senate in our national political procedure. 
Many other conventions have been held in De- 
troit at the same time. The Brotherhood of St. 
Andrew met immediately before. The Daugh- 
ters of the King met at the same time. The 
Woman’s Auxiliary and other organizations held 
similar meetings. Altogether the month of Oc- 
tober, 1919, has marked as nearly an approach 
to a General Convention of the Episcopal Church 
as we have ever had. 


Rector’s Letter 
To the People of St. Luke and Тһе Epiphany 


The members have had before them at least 
a few subjects which concerned every member 


‘of the Church. Usually their deliberations have 


been of comparatively little public interest. It 
is too early to appraise conclusions or report 
their findings upon these matters; but the more 
important were the following. For some years 
an appointed commission has been working over 
а new Hymnal. Their work has been practically 
completed and that book is already being used 
in a number of parishes. The former authorized 
edition came into general use as long as twenty- 
seven years ago. What improvement the new 
one shall mark remains to be seen. 


Other Important Matters 

Another commission has been working over 
certain changes in the Book of Common Prayer. 
There has been much discussion about this mat- 
ter, but even such changes as have been adopted 
cannot be finally incorporated for three and pos- 
sibly six years to come. A great many persons 
will remember the revision of the Prayer Book 
in 1892. The present attempt is largely a repeti- 
tion of discussions thirty years ago. Still one 
other subject that was heatedly discussed was 
that of a proposed Nation-Wide Campaign. 
There have been a number of campaigns of 
various sorts in the past few years, some paro- 
chial and some diocesan. Now the Board of 
Missions is endeavoring to institute one that will 
be simultaneous throughout the country. What 
the need is for this does not yet appear. And 
what success it shall meet with is still more 
dubious. But we wait to be informed before 
passing judgment. Alas! we shall probably 
then wait a considerable time before a fifty mil- 
lion dollar dream is interpreted in terms of that 


much money. We are not sure yet it ought to 
be. 


Dificulty in Printing 

In this parish, as indeed everywhere else, we 
have suddenly been put to great embarrassment 
by what has come to be little short of black- 
mail in the general field of industrial life and 
by -that iniquitous performance on the part of 
everybody who has anything to sell of holding 
up the people who are most helpless to defend 
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themselves in buying. І refer to the fact that 
our printer has been literally driven out of busi- 
ness and we have had to seek a new publisher. 
Doing so, we have learned more than we ever 
knew before and have become in heart quite 
sympathetic with those who must employ labor 
under present extravagant demands for wages. 
There would seem to be no telling where this 


thing will stop. But it must stop somewhere, | 


or the rest of us will have to stop doing any- 
thing in which we have to pay somebody else for 
helping us to do it. Мо one seems to know 
whereunto this will grow. But it really is so 
serious that honest people are coming to a point 
where they stand little chance with these dis- 
honest strikers. 


Dinner for Service Men 


I am sorry that our date of publication is such 
that I cannot write in the past tense of some- 
thing that promises at this date of announcingto 
be the most interesting event we have ever had 
in the Parish House. I refer to the Dinner 
given on Thursday Evening, October 3oth—the 
night before Hallowe'en—to one hundred men 
on our Parish Roster late returned from mili- 
tary service. They have been invited, with their 
wives or in company with one lady each. Their 
number includes. of course, the six young women 
from the parish who were Nurses, Red Cross 
and Y. M. C. A. workers, etc. Our District 
Visiting Committee has had this matter in 
charge. They have prepared for the evening's 
event. Not a living soul has been included ex- 
cept the enlisted men themselves and this corre- 
sponding number of one hundred ladies. We 
have planned to make it a memorable event and 
are taking this, the earliest opportunity, of gath- 
ering together and welcoming home these mem- 
bers of the Parish who have been in military 
service. 

Objects for Offerings 

І have had to omit this month from its usual 
place in another column the standing list in 
print of the dates for our year's appointment of 
Objects for Offerings. This has been for two 
reasons, and I trust you will take serious ac- 
count of both. First, it has not been possible, 
for reasons mentioned above, to get these cards 
printed for the new season in advance of the 
customary date, November first. Secondly, I 
have been rather glad of this than sorry, be- 
cause of the reference I am making to it in the 
sermon printed on some other pages. I mean 
the desire there expressed that I may have such 
counsel and advice as you may care to offer in 


regard to any changes that would meet in апу | 
way your best or better approval I am sure 
you all remember this list quite sufficiently frem 
former years and I will withhold the publication 
of the new cards themselves for a few weeks | 
before preparing them at a date beginning, say 
about December first. :

Growth of the Church 


Where is the Church growing? The ques- 
tion has been often asked and answered re- 
gionally. Тһе Rev. Dr. George P. Atwater 
has been at pains to furnish materials for 
viewing the matter in another light, a light 
that ought to prove of guiding value in shap- 
ing the policy of the Church in these coming 
years of moral and social as well as political 
reconstruction, | 


In a recent issue of the Living Church, 
grouping parishes, missions and stations ac- 
cording to the reported number of their com- 
municants, he finds that 3,632 or nearly half 
of all these posts have less than fifty commun- 
icant members, 1,058 of them less even than 
ten. Of the other 1,114 report less than тоо, 
Together these 4,746 posts have 155,870 com- 
municants, about a sixth of all. 


The great body of our membership is in 
parochial groups of from 100 to 1,000. Of these 
there are 2,494 posts with 755,394 communi- 
cants, while the 524 parishes reporting 1,000 
communicants or more count together 154,097, 
a total almost the same as that of the 4,746 
little posts. Тһе fact is curious. Taking thirty 
dioceses, large and small, east, west and south 
—New York, Long Island and Albany among 
them—where he compares the reports for 1918 
with those for 1907, Dr. Atwater finds that 16s 
parishes out of the 2,462 posts in these dio- 
ceses will account for the entire gain that has 
been attained in them all.

Problems of “The Apportionment” 


Sermon Preached Sunday, November 2nd, 1919

Reading further from that printed page, I observe 
that there are estimabed shares for other things as 
follows: For Diocesan Missions; for Religious Edu- 
cation; for Social Service, Diocesan; and for Social 


Service, General. They comprise a total of $2196.14 | 
more. Toward the last three of these, no offering | 


has been asked from you by your Rector. This was 
tor the reason that his judgment did not justify his 
saying to you they were worth the money. This is 


his option. Toward the one remaining, however, 


Diocesan Missions—with its apportionment о! 
$1872.33—you һауе given $649.90. And this repre- 
sents the total of six separate offertories. 


In other words, and disregarding decimals, you 
have been "apportioned" in all about $10,000. You 
have "contributed" toward this total about $1000, 
In view of this, I know well what you will expect,

Havi said this of you, just what shall I say to 
you? Ah that list of Objects for all Offerings you 


are familiar. If one-half that money outright ha 


been asked for Missions, one of two things—Or 


more likely both—would have resulted. First, al- 


most one-half, that is of worthy objects, vo E 
had to be omitted; secondly, since that half seem 


: A і ит 
to have claimed nineteen times as much of yo 
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attention as the other, [ suspect that the amount 
outright would have been reduced lamentably. What 
those others are you know; and of them you appar- 
ently approve. What these Missionary objects are, 
you also know; but, for some reason І am here in 
search of, you quite as apparently do not approve. 


Next, what shall I say of or to myself? I am 
wiling to take any blame in this connection that 
belongs to me; but I remind you of some things 
in passing that belong elsewhere. Тһе trouble can- 
not be with methods; these seem thorough and com- 
plete. The lack is not of opportunity; there is no 
scarcity of dates, upon our Schedule, of those for 
Missionary causes. Nor again has special oppor- 
tunity been wanting; last year, and on purpose, I 
ruled out some others and put in five extra Mission- 
ary Sundays. The schedule spans, as of course you 
know, only half the year. It is from All Saints’ 
Day to Easter. This is for good reasons, which 
you also know. Yet, out of thirty-two dates on 
that list, sixteen—one-half by actual count—were 
for Missionary causes. 


IIL Where is the Fault? 


These facts and those figures above speak for 
themselves. They are not wholly such as to be 
proud of. And yet whose, or wherein, is the fault: 
I am not speaking one word in censure. І have 
never tried so hard to be judicial. I am thinking 
with an open mind. And I am writing with a poised 
pen. There is danger of explaining too much. In 
itself, this often leads to worse confusion. There 
is risk also in citing reasons that lie on the sur- 
face; this too often makes the worse appear the 
better reason. I do not know where your thought 
may lead you; but I think there are some minor 
and then one grave major reason for this situation. 


Should we first consider anew the whole method 
ot appointing our year's list of Objects for ОНег- 
ings? l would be glad to take counsel in regard 
to any better method, if there is one that suggests 
itself to you. For myself, I cannot think of any- 
thing important that is lacking in this manner. You 
are all familiar with the printed card, prepared each 
season. You know it is mailed to families, placed 
in pew-racks, there from time to time replenished, 
printed in the Parish Helper, and the column there 
kept standing through the year. Мо one, I think, 
who wishes to know what these objects are can 
plead excuse of ignorance. 


.Last year, in particular, I did what I never did 
before; I duplicated some of these dates and asked 
more than once for offerings for the same object. 
‘There would seem thus to be quite as little lacking 
in the way of effort as of information. Last year 
1 even suggested something supplementary. I took 
account of the following facts. Many of our people 
are away from town for a long season. Even when- 
at home, they are away from service often on ac- 
count of illness or inclement weather. А familiar 
practice of the times makes the mailing of checks 
more convenient than the carrying piecemeal of 
some stipend week by week. So I suggested to a 
number of people that they send, at one time, one 
lump sum to be divided among days when donors 
should be absent. There came in response to this 
request about $300 only, and together from only 
five people. Of this, I allotted almost the entire 
sum to "Missionary objects. I went further. I 


allotted as much as $500, all the other money where- 
of I had that discretion. This was in addition to 
the $1000 above mentioned. Is there anything more 
I could do? 


In view of this effort, a few other facts are worth 
attention. The separate offerings for these Mission- 
ary objects were actually smaller and not larger 
last year than they have been heretofore. ‘There is 
more in these things put together than mere acci- 
dent. There is some reason. For one other ex- 
perience I want to mention before seeking out that 
reason. Here again I do not write in censure; but 
I do write seriously. Last year, in response to a 
fervid appeal, made to me at a season when you 
were far-scattered, I sent $1000 to the local Board 
of Missions to help meet a sudden grave deficiency— 
this out of personal and not parish funds. I then wrote 
thirty-seven letters to that number of our people 
asking. them to make this up. For the first time 
since I have been in this parish, I had this experi- 
ence: Seven did not reply at all; five replied to say 


they would do nothing, and gave each their rea-: 


sons; one—who sent the largest single contribution 
—asked if feasible to have it applied to some other 
object, since she “did not care a гар for missions." 
In the end, the total amount came short of the 
thousand dollars. It never was made up in full. 
But that incident is closed. 


IV. What is the Reason? 


It is quite apparent that the reasons for all this 
ought to be sought, and earnestly. I have said that 
there are several which all are superficial. It is 
true that, these past few years, an unusual number 
of people have died who were among our most 
generous contributors; but that always happens in 
all parishes. It is true that, these two years past 
have been years of special stress and of distraction. 
From all quarters there have come to you appeals 
for money, for much money, and for undertakings 
clear outside the Church. This ought not to be so 
next year. Things should become normal again. 
Yet the normal of former years would not be what 
some seem to think would be normal for you. Bc- 
yond all these, I fear there is a major reason. 


I believe the practice, on the part of the Con- 
vention, of just casually going on, year in and уса: 


out, fixing an impracticable figure has been cause 


of more discouragement than of encouragement. I 
believe that an impossible ideal has been made the 
enemy of a probable actual. I believe that if they 
asked for less than ten thousand dollars they would 
get more than one thousand. Which brings up the 
whole question of the wisdom or unwisdom of the 
method known as The Apportionment per se. I 
believe it is wrong in theory; and I know it works 
badly in practice. It is wrong on two counts, upon 
which I shall below indict it. We have never rec 
ognized it in this parish as a matter of obligation— 
and we never will. We cannot approach its figures, 
but that is a secondary matter. 


V. Some Sharp Distinctions. 


The whole process by which it has come into ex- 
istence has a complicated history. But first, let 
us get clear some sharp distinctions. There are 
two things likely in your thinking to be easily con- 
fused. There is, first, the General Board of Mis- 
sions in New York; this acts for the entire Church. 
There is, secondly, the local Board of Missions in 
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the Diocese; this deals with minor Mission Stations 
here in Philadelphia. Each of these in turn has its 
own subdivisions. Тһе General Board deals with 
(a) Foreign Missions and (b) Domestic Missions; 
that is, China and Japan, Brazil, etc., on the one 
hand, and such Missionary Districts within the 
United States as Oregon, Wyoming, Oklahoma, 
Southern Florida, etc., on the other. 

Regarding subdivisions for its Missionary work 
within the Diocese itself, matters are still more 
confusing. Names and terms are changed so fre- 
quently that they are hard to follow. But the more 
important are these. Тһе whole areas have been 
divided up into (a) Six Convocations. The idea was 
that this would create local interest in mission sta- 
tions and sense of responsibility for those within 
each district. Then there are (b) those many forms 
of work for special groups or coteries; the Deaf, 
Italian, Colored, Foreign Races, etc., which are not 
territorial, but general. (c) There have been at- 
tempts made to combine all these needs in a so- 
called Budget, but as yet with only partial success. 
There are (d) certain other things, often tied up 
with this Budget, but quite loosely; as for instance, 
the Board of Religious Education, and some Social 
Service work so-called. 

The General Board of Missions, meeting in New 
York, estimates at the beginning of the year that 
it will need maybe $1,750,000. This used to be a 
mere conjecture. Апа the hope of raising this 
amount was on a voluntary basis. Dioceses, one 
by one, were asked to give as much as each could 
raise. Then an attempt began—and also wholly by 
conjecture—to ask each diocese, i. e., each division 
as a unit, to give what somebody thought would be 
their share. By some, this amount was conceded 
and a plan adopted. In some, it was not. The 
present policy has been adopted here only within 
recent years. Тһе figure now recognized by the 
Diocese of Pennsylvania is about $175,000. 


VI. A Natural Step. | 

Naturally, when this was adopted as a policy, 
the next most natural step in practice would be 
to apportion this amount around in turn upon the 
different parishes. Тһе thing that first had to be 
sought was a basis. This presented many difficul- 
ties. Who should say, and on what grounds should 
they say it, that a given Parish should be asked for 
a given amount? Then there was a proposal to 
rest the amount upon the Number of Communi- 
cants; but this at once was seen to be inequitable. 
A congregation numerically large might be finan- 
cially poor. Third, the proposal was made to rest 
it upon Church Expenses. But, here again, a parish 
that could appear prosperous might be more ap- 
parently than really so. It might be so because 
it was endowed. Апа the probability was that it 
had been endowed because it needed to be. 

The result has been а compromise and combina- 
tion of these several proposals. At present, the 
thing is worked out on a mathematical formula 
which it is small wonder nobody understands. 5 
equals decimal times XY under a radical, plus nine 
millions, minus an odd million more, with several 
places of decimals. There are also t's and u's and 
v’s. In explanation, we are told in print that X 
equals the income factor; Y equals the expense 
factor; S equals the parochial share of the appor- 
tionment for General Missions; T equals the par- 


ochial share of the Diocesan Missionary Budget, 
and that certain other shares are obtained by mul- 
tiplying the parochial share, as determined the year 
before, by the decimal .0100289. > 

I have по idea what this means. Мог have I ever 
been able to find anybody who does know—although 
I have made inquiry all the way from the Treas- 
urer down. What I do know is that the amount 
they ask from us is large, for two reasons. First, 
the figures we report are large for Church Ex- 
penses. I am told that an allowance is made for 
Income on Endowment. But I notice that what is 
put out at the door in this way comes back in at 
the window; because this Income is two-thirds of 
what must then be called Expense. That is the 
first fallacy. But the second is worse. Having thus 
obtained that questionable basis for percentages, 
those percentages increase not by a line, but by a 
curve. Precedent is taken from the Income Tax 
procedure; the larger the amount, the larger the 
ratio. This goes on until, as you come toward the 
end of the list of 186 parishes, the last 17 total 
more than the first 169 together. Тһе figure ar- 
rived at for our one parish alone, within one of 
the end of the list, is more than for the first 48 
all put together. 


Such an action on the part of the Convention is 
absurd. But there is worse to follow. Once this 
has been sanctioned as a method, in the matter of 
this money for the General Board of Missions, 
others follow out the bad example. Тһе Diocese, 


in its attempt to fix a local Budget, has adopted | 


the same basis and the same ascending scale. Then 
come on recurrent "Movements," and these do the 
same. For example, in that to raise money for the 
War Commission, I was casually told that our share 
would Ъе $3000. We gave $436. And so om ad in- 
finitum. If I did what I am asked to do, and сеп. |

sured for not doing, you may guess at what I would | 


be asking you to do. I have said that I would never | 
make acknowledgment of this as mandatory. Those 
are the two reasons; the artificial basis and the 
arbitrary percentage. 


УП. Assessment and Apportionment. 
What I am most concerned to have you notice at 
this point, however, is that these things are—they 


can only be—apportionments. They are not—and 
they never can be made—assessments. There is 


one "assessment" levied on each parish, and legiti- | 


mately. It is that for the Episcopal and Convention 
Fund; that is, for the salaries of the Bishops and 
for the expenses, luncheon, printing, traveling, еіс. | 
incident to the administration of the Diocese. These 
things are bills, incurred and payable. Incidentally, 


the figures here аге not arrived at by either of those | 


two fallacious methods. Moneys for these purposes | 
are levied on the Parishes in real proportion. That |

paid.as it is rendered. It is paid by the Accounting |

these other things are іп the realm of Contributions. 


And all voluntary contributions have to be raised | 


by the Rector. 


They have to be raised from you, and they have | 
to be asked by him. Мо odds who shall ultimately | 
take or count them or report them, pass them on or

take receipts for them, and no matter what аге | 


their amounts; the objects for which Sunday after 
Sunday, year by year, these contributions themselves 
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shall be asked аге in the judgment solely of the 
pastor of the congregation; of the priest who, in his 
ministration, asks for alms before the altar. 


You know there are, in every Church, two wholly 
different kinds of money. In this parish—as should 
be the case in all—the figures representing Church 
Income and Current Expenses are kept wholly dis- 
tinct from figures having to do with Voluntary Con- 
tributions for Benevolent Work. The former, rough- 
ly speaking, are these: (a) Church Income. This 
comprises Pew Rents, about $10,000, and Income an 
Investments, about $20,000; Total, about $30,000. 
(b) Current Expenses, about $30,000. These figures 
are in round amounts; but they are just about an 
average. Тһеу vary, on both hands, a little from 
year to year; but the point they illustrate is this: 
On our present running scale, the two things about 
balance. 


VIII. Church Funds vs. Contributions. 


Тһе point I dwell on is that these are technically 
Church Funds. These are the “moneys of the 
Church," the "funds of the Corporation" referred to 
in our Charter and By-Laws. These are handled 
by the Accounting Warden. Under Sec. 3, Article 
IV., "The Accounting Warden shall have the cus- 
{оду of the moneys of the Church. Не shall collect 
the Pew Rents, and also all rents, interest, divi- 
dends and other money due the Corporation. He 
shall deposit the funds of the Corporation in some 
bank or trust company to be designated by the 
Vestry, the account to be kept in the name of the 
Corporation and no other funds shall be inter- 
mingled therewith." 


After this summary, one must stop, so far as the 
Vestry is concerned. Тһе field of their powers ana 
duties is covered. І quote from White's "American 
Church Law, a Guide and Manual for Rectors, 
Wardens and Vestrymen of the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church in the United States of America": “Тһе 
Vestry are the Corporate Trustees of the Church, 
and to them the law confides the management ana 
control of its temporalities. А Vestry 
being a corporate body, its powers are special 
powers, granted by Statute, and the Statute con- 
ferring them must be strictly construed. The powers 
so granted cannot be exercised for any collateral 
purposes. It must be remembered that such powers 
relate only to the temporal affairs of the Parish." 


Moreover, in all this, there is not only established 
canon law and custom; there is a practical consid- 
eration also. There is not involved alone a ques- 
tion of whether somebody would or could or could 
not vote out of money meant for Church Expenses 
—namely, pew rents, etc.—a sum to meet these var- 
ious apportionments. The point is that, if this 
were done, it would leave you as a congregation at 
the end of every fiscal year about $10,000 in debt. 
You would have to raise this sum for that other 
purpose. That is, you would have to give into the 
Church's Treasury, to float yourselves, a sum equiv- 


: alent. Are you willing to do this? Make no mis- 


take here. What this would cost some of you would 
be a full thousand dollars each, and from that point 
all the way down through a few or many hundreds. 


ІХ. What is the Cure? 

Is it possible to remedy this situation? Ог, must 
the whole matter rest as it is? It should not rest, 
of course, without attempt at change. But I remind 


you of the failure of some serious attempts thai 
have been made. 


Is it possible in the Convention to take and re- 
consider and annul the whole practice of fixing 
apportionments? It seems at present that the ten- 
dency is quite the other way. Is it possible, in the 
Convention, to revise and to correct that method 
which is quite fallacious at two points, as shown 
above, of fixing the parish amounts in this appor- 
tionment? That also has been tried, by representa- 
tives of the parishes that suffer most; but they al- 
ways have been out-voted by the ponderous major- 
ity of smaller parishes. Is it possible to gain, in 
that Convention, something like Proportionate Rep- 
resentation, so that there will not be in this matter 
so much in the nature of taxation without represen- 
tation? This also has been tried, and earnestly; 
but the resolution was laid on the table. This 
will have to come—some day. It may have to wait. 
But, while it waits, there simply can be no such 
a thing as an apportionment method where there 
is not a proportionate medium. 


In the meantime, is it probable that what we need, 
as members of a congregation, is more information? 
As things are, it rather seems we have too much. 
But I mean, of course, that kind of information 
that is heralded about the "cause," the "field," the 
"vision," etc. Would we get this through some 
Mission Study Class or other? I know of no parish 
where this has been beneficial. Is it probable that 
what we need is exhortation? Should I bring to 
you more traveling arch-deacons, visiting solicitors 
and missionary bishops, who desire here as else- 
where—and upon an average of once a month—to 
preach to you and ask for a collection? І will do 
this, if you wish. But do you wish it? Even if you 
did, and if you gave as many millions in this way, 
I remind you that, as things are now, no part of 
that would still "apply on the Apportionment." 


X. One Final Suggestion. 


I can think of nothing else to suggest—unless it 
be one thing. I have spoken, in the paragraphs 
above, mainly of amounts of money as appeals for 
them are made from the General Board. I remind 
vou also that there is a Local Board within the 
Diocese. Is it possible, and is it desirable, that we 
do our own missionary work, in our own way, in 
either or both these fields? Could we have, and 
should we have, our own local Mission and our own 
foreign Missionary? We have tried the one of these 
at home. We have not yet tried the other, in some 
one specific field abroad. Perhaps this would be a 
solution. Shall we build somewhere again, or adopt 
one already built, another Mission—like the Epiph- 
any Chapel—somewhere in the Diocese, finance 
it and support it? I am ready to take counsel in 
this matter; but the problem of location and of 
personnel have proven such that haste ought to be 
made right slowly and commitment made only after 
most careful deliberation. Should we seek, and 
could we find. somewhere far in the Foreign Mis- 
sion field; a Missionary whom we might make ac- 
tually a member of our clergy staff and support 
him and his work there as definitely as we would 
engage an assistant or a curate at home? 


I offer this as a suggestion. Yet І cannot leave 
this portion of our subject without pointing out 
some difficulties. I have had a background of ex- 
perience against which I can sce—and I want you 
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to see—how hard it will be to make progress in 
either of these two ways outlined, and how diligent- 
ly I have tried. 


When, two years or more ago, the project was 
on foot to build, with a bequest of $100,000, а 
Memorial Church somewhere within the limits of 


South Philadelphia, but which at first could not. 


be self-supporting, I made а written proposal to 
adopt the work of that church, in the name of this 
parish, and to furnish for a term of years an amount 
up to $4000 annually—that is, until it would be self- 
supporting. The only condition was that such a lo- 
cation would be wisely chosen. We were closing, 
at about that time, the work of our Epiphany 
Chapel. We could have diverted income saved 
thereby to the support of some chapel or church or 
mission, and could do so still, if any place existed 
or exists where one is really needed and where 
there is hope that it might one day become a real 
serviceable self-supporting Church. 


I sent this written proposal to three people, rep- 
resenting all the bodies involved in the making of 
decision. It received less than twenty-four hours 
consideration. It was not accepted. The choice 
resulted, in its stead, of the present newly consti- 
tuted Diocesan Church, which will cost $10,000 an- 
nually of somebody’s money to maintain, and for 
which maintenance some time, and that soon, the 
people of this parish, as those elsewhere, will be 
appealed to for money. I cannot help but know 
you will have this in mind when the time comes for 
that appeal. 


о years ago this month, I also wrote a letter 
шар естігің of the Board of Missions іп New 
York, а copy of which lies before me. .These few 
sentences are extracts: "Specifically, would some 
thing МЕе the following be possible? Could I se- 
cure а definite man, who is doing somewhere in the 
mission field a worthy work, and make his work 
individually the object of support by this parish? 
Personally, I have no idea how or where to find 
such а man. . . . . . Ви maybe such men 
of worth are doing work in the Mission field. If 
I could find him, I would be glad to consider him in 


some fashion as a member of our clergy staff, merely 
working in a distant field. May I have your coun- 
sel regarding this matter? . Very truly 
yours, etc." ^ 


To this I received a reply; but it missed all the 
important points. That offer has been open for two 
years. As yet no single missionary has been nomin- 
ected who would fulfill the requirements. He would 
naturally have to be some one we know, or whom 
wc czuld come to know, and whose work and worth 
апа personality would be such that we could estab- 
lish an intimate personal bond of acquaintance and 
learn such first hand enthusing reports of his prog- 


ress as would make us glad and willing to support A 


him while he did distinctly missionary work. 


І have to caution you not to be over-sanguine, 
He may not be found so readily as we are ready to - 


support him. Не will not be found at all at Such - 


a fieure that those offerings of last year would main- 


tain him and his work in any foreign field. How- — 


cver, this last is not the main consideration. Тһе 
v hole purpose of the search for him would be to 
make those offerings more hearty and the work 
done “осе heartening. I wish we had him. Maybe 
we shall find him. 4 


Conclusion. 


In the meantime, are there any of you, many of 
you. who regret that “we do not give more money | 


.to missions?" Good! Excellent! More power to _ 


your elbow! Со ahead. Тһе way to begin is to 

begin. The way to contribute is to contribute. Them 
place to do this is in Church. The time is any one - 
or all those times, those sixteen Sundays I have 

inentioned. I am for this. І am with you. Let us - 
do our duty. Let us do it this year. Let us think 

no more than we have done of the Apportionment. 

But let us think of what we want to do, can do and | 
wil do. And then let us do it. Our schedule be- 

gins November first. If you do your duty as you 

see it—if you do—and then if anybodv carps at yous 
or criticises your good parish which you love and 

so do I, refer them to me.

My Dear Friends: 

It has been a pleasure this past month to real- 
ize the number of persons who have complied 
with my request to sign their names and addresses 
on the cards prepared for that use in the book 
racks of the pews, thus allowing me to send no- 
tices from time to time, announcing features in 
connection with musical programs, etc. 


I am glad you have thus far taken me at my 
word and believe that there is no ulterior motive 
back of this. I know how reluctant people are 
to give their names and addresses, for fear these 
will be used for other purposes ; but I assure you 
again, as I have done before, that all this en- 
deavor is being made in your interest and not in 
our own. 


I am sure you will all look forward to the 
Christmas Carol Service and the Repetition Ser- 
vice. But, even between now and those dates, 
there are the following special things to which 
I call attention, on the Sundays in December, 
as I did in last month's PartsH HELPER, to the 
scheme of dates which made up a whole month. 
The season upon which we are now entering is 
Advent, and this calls for consistent observance. 


December 7th. 


On this first Sunday of the month which, on 
account of last Sunday's Thanksgiving Day ob- 
servance, is our first opportunity to emphasize 
Advent, there will be the same kind of service as 


‚ that one last year in which the chanting of the 


Litany was made a feature. This will lend it- 
self to selection of solo and anthem also in 
keeping with the spirit of the day.

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December 14th. 


On this second Sunday the anthem will be. 
Arensky's "God With Us," and the theme of the’ 
address, together with the motif for the entire 
service, will be chosen for us by the very word- 
ing of the collect for that day, beginning “O 
Lord Jesus Christ, who at thy first coming,” etc 
This is the very middle of the Advent season. It 
calls thus for more pointed observance even than 
the other three. 


December 21st. 


On this, the Sunday next before Christmas, 
nothing could be more suitable than such ex- 
сегр from Handels “Messiah” as have long 
ago become familiar by just this association. The 
spirit of Christmas becomes prevalent so far in 
advance that all will expect at least this much 
of the tone of that day’s celebration.

Why GO to Church? 


If everybody reasoned this question to its logical conclusion, there would be 


few vacant pews and a widespread demand for more churches. 


Everybody believes that the Christian Church is necessary to our civilization. 


If its existence were threatened, the great mass of the people would fight for it. 


But by some curious kink in their mental processes, some people fail to perceive 


that. if everybody else followed their example, the Church would pess out of existence 


Every non-attendant upon religious service virtually votes for the elimination 


of the institution from society. They vote against something they would fight for. 


If a person believes that the world needs the Church, he has ‘but one clear, 
unmistakable and unanswerable way of stating his position. That is, by regular 


Church attendance. : 


The man who goes to Church stands for an indispensable institution, even as a 


good citizen stands for the State by going to the polls. 


Absenteeism from the ballot-box and absenteeism from Church are kindred 


failures in duty to society. 


Why NOT Go to Church? 
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My Dear Friends: 


There are three matters of chief importance: 


about which I would like to speak to you as a 
congregation this month; but I am singularly 
hampered and constrained, in each case for a 
reason of its own. Indeed, they are of import- 
ance, not only relatively to other things at just 
this season, but among all the things that have 
to do with a whole year’s work. This is written 
on November 20th. 


The Vacant Lot 


I am thinking, first, of the Vacant Lot beside 
the Church. You have seen comment upon this 
matter in the public prints. You have known 
in general of a reported sale and proposed build- 
ing thereon of a garage. You have realized, of 
course, what this would mean to the conduct of 
our services. And you have read this also in 
the daily papers that the Church has obtained an 
Injunction. 


Anything more that I would say might not be 
wise, because it might be misconstrued. It might 
even be out of place, in view of other proposals 
now pending for the building, on the ground in 
question, something else for its own special use. 
All this matter has been constantly kept under 
advisement by the Legal Committee of the Ves- 
try. If there comes a time for them to speak to 
you, or to speak for you, they will act in their 
own wise judgment. 


Nation Wide Campaign 


І ат thinking, in the second place, of the so- 
called Nation-Wide Campaign. То this also you 
have seen some reference in the newspapers. You 
have heard announcements I have made in 
Church. And you have had opportunity for the 
perusal of abundant literature. I am of an open 
mind regarding this whole undertaking. I am 
only waiting to be told, in language that is un- 
derstandable, what it is that we might be asked 
as a congregation to do. Аз yet, this has not 
been made plain. 


I make no doubt much hard work is being 
done.by several committees duly appointed and 
properly constituted in the Diocese; but my fear 
is that too many people may be inclined to act 
on their. own account and everything be thrown 
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into confusion. Let us be among those who are 
not swept off their feet. These times are very 
nervous times. There is need for cool heads and 
for careful judgment. There is need for infor- 
mation, as well as for exhortation. Little can be 
gained by the latter without at least some of. the 
former. Nothing but hysteria can be produced 
by agitation unless there have been careful plans 
made and unless there is a terminus ad quem. 


We are fortunately not in need of organization 
or reorganization as a parish. We have our own 
District Visiting Committee. We have had this 
for several years. We have full and accurate 
record of the name and address of every living 
soul connected with the parish, whether tech- 
nically as communicants or formally as pew 
holders and envelope subscribers. Therefore no 
“canvass” for the purpose of obtaining this is 
necessary. If the time comes, or when it comes, 
to talk about money and when we can be told 
what and why and where this money is and what 
amount is hoped to be raised and how it is plan- 
ned that it shall be expended, we will naturally 
want to do everything in our power. On none 
of these points have I as yet been advised. Anv 
moment that I have such information, І will 
gladly pass it on to you. 


Objects for Offerings 


And, naturally, this leads on and into the third 
of those subjects І forecast above. I mean the 
Schedule for our Offerings this year, or rather 
this short season, which is already passing so 
rapidly. I am not able to set forth this schedule 
in its entirety, as I have done in former years, 
because things are all up in the air. I do want, 
however, to speak about those Sundays now ap- 
proaching in December ; for they are important, 
both from the point of view of their place in 
the calendar and because the objects of the offer- 
ings on those days have become traditional with 
us. 


I am eager on December 7th to preserve that 
for the date of our Annual Offering for the 
Woman's Auxiliary. І am more eager than usual 
for this offering to be a worthy one. I desire 
to have more instead of less made of that as a 
matter for your serious consideration. On De- 
cember 14th, we will need to make our Annual 
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Offering to the Christmas Bounty Fund. I know 
well that this seems early to be speaking about 
such a matter; but I also know—we all do—that 
plans and provisions must be made for such 
things as we do at that glad season at least that 
far in advance. 


On December 21st, it has long been customary 
for us to make—and that only once in the entire 
year—an offering for the whole year’s work of 
the Sunday School and all the activities that cen- 
ter in the Parish House. It is hard to make the 
need for this plain to those who are naturally 
out of sight of, and in consequence quite out of 
touch with, that work in its many details; but I 
know you believe it is being well done. Оп 
Christmas Day itself, the offering will be, as it 
has been for many years, for the Bishop's Fund. 
This is a worthy object, and I hope all under- 
stand the reason for it. We know well there 
are demands upon the Bishop to meet which he 
ought to have a large purse and with large dis- 
cretion. І could hope the former might be made 
the larger this year by your bounty in particular. 


Service Men's Dinner 


It is as much too late, in writing this page, as 
it was last month too early, to speak at length 
about the Reception and Dinner, in the Parish 
House, on October 30th, for our men returned 
from military service, all those whose names 
were on the Roster of this Parish. It proved to 
be, as we expected, a memorable evening. The 
distinction had been sharply drawn between en- 
listed men and officers and only the former in- 
vited. But, the moment we started on this plan, 
we compromised with it of course by including 
the six young women who were Red Cross 
Workers and in other forms of service. We 
allowed each to invite one person, a husband, a 
wife or a friend and, in this way, seventy-five 
couples sat down to the banquet. After dinner 
there were entertainment features and an hour 
or two of dancing. А caterer served the repast ; 
but the District Visiting Committee—of twenty 
ladies—had charge of all preparations. They 
labored with unfailing diligence and in this, as 
in every task they have yet undertaken, they 
proved worthy of the Biblical enconium: “These 
women who wrought with us, whose praise is in 
the Gospel.” 


Memorial Altar Flowers 


On page fifteen appears reprinted for the year 
the list of dates and names of those throughout 
the year who place Memorial Flowers on the 
Altar. It has been disturbed as little as possible ; 


but, naturally, every year some dates have to be 
rearranged according to the shifting calendar and 
in particular because of the "Movable Feast of 
Easter. It will be observed that there are two 
or three blank spaces. This is quite unusual, 
and I suspect that many will make application 
for them. This may be done by notifying either 
the Rector or Mrs. Ilsley, President of the Altar 
Society. It is difficult to know sometimes with 
certainty just what the wishes are of those who 
give these flowers. I mean in the one particular 
of whether they desire to buy from their own 
florist and send or desire the Altar Society to 
purchase and arrange them. It would save trouble 
if prompt reply were always sent to the corre- 
spondent from whom you receive a notice in 
advance; that is, to Miss Alice Gilpin, 15th & 
Locust Streets. 


Sewing on Wednesday Evenings 


А new group has been organized for work this 
winter in the Parish House on Wednesday nights. 
It 15 true that they assemble at the same hour 
as the Mothers’ Meeting; but they make up a 
separate organization, of about twenty-five 
women. They merely continue the task of sew- 
ing which was begun last year for the Red Cross 
and at that time in connection with the Girls’ 
Club on Monday nights. They are diligent in 
certain tasks they have already undertaken and 
are looking forward to some others in connection 
with work for the several hospitals. If there 
are other women who would like to join them 
for this hour or two of pleasant intercourse as 
well as active service, they have only to present 
themselves at eight o’clock on any Wednesday 
evening. 


Girls’ Club Library 


The members of the Girls’ Club have been 
building up a library for the past several years. 
They have been so successful that they have 
assembled almost a thousand volumes. It is but 
natural of course that most of these are books 
of fiction and that novels comparatively up to 
date, together with books of travel, etc., are the 
things they most enjoy. I am sure there must 
be hundreds of such books that you have read 
and do not quite know how to discard. You 
may be assured that any books you will send to 
the Parish House will be gratefully received. If 
they are not suitable for this use in particular, 
they can always be disposed of in some other 
way. Indeed, I might remind you once again 
that the same thing is true of anything you care 
to send, because of reference that I have made 
repeatedly to the Store Room in which we as- 
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semble all the year throughout things for the 
coming Rummage Sale. 


Meeting of Needlework Quild 


The annual meeting for the assembling and 
distribution of garments by the Philadelphia 
Branch of the Needlework Guild of America 
was held in the Parish House during the week, 
November 17th to 22nd.. The public meeting 
was on Wednesday afternoon and was addressed 
by Mrs. William H. Gibbons, Third National 
Vice-President, Mrs. Frank Pfaelzer, and Mrs. 
James B. Coryell. Our building that week had 
the appearance in truth of a department store. 
The Secretary reports that 22,470 articles were 
contributed. It has been a pleasure, as always, 
to put our rooms at the disposal of these ladies 
who deserve such high praise for their work.

Returning Soldiers and Religion. 


Father Duffy, back from service as chaplain 
with the famous Rainbow division, hopes, ac- 
cording to Mr. O’Malley writing in the Red 
Cross Magazine, that the returned army will 
help toward sounding a note of increased vi- 
rility in American churches. “I have an idea,” 
said Father Duffy, “that in this day and gen- 
eration women, as well as men, want less con- 
fectionery in their religion. It seems to be a 
fact that we have in our churches too much of 
petty,. pietistic hymns, sweet preaching, the 
minor-poetic religious sort of thing. And that 
kind of religion," cried the battling ethical 
leader of the Old Sixty-ninth, "has no place 
in an army. For that matter it has no place 
here at home. Man, not humanity in general, 
but the regular he man, does want religion, but 
he refuses the minor-poet kind so frequently 
offered." 


Attention! Young Women. 


Are you eighteen years of age or upward? 
Have you had the equivalent of two years high 
school education? Are you willing to devote 
three years of training to be in a high-class, 
honorable, lucrative position? Would you earn 
an ample income? Would you rather have this 
under the name of salary than of wages? Would 
you have your services in demand, rather than 
have to seek a position? In short, would you 
like to qualify for entrance to a noble “Pro- 
fession "? 


АП this is entirely possible. Тһе Children's 
Hospital of Philadelphia, 18th and Bainbridge 
Streets, announces that the next Class for the 
Training of Nurses will begin on January 15th. 
The School is anxious for a larger class this 
year than usual, because of the increasing de- 
mand for their graduates. The doctors want 
them; the children adore them, and parents are 
glad to have them in their homes. Graduate 
Nurses are always in demand from "The Chil- 
dren's." 


Candidates for this course may begin training 
at eighteen years of age; which is younger than 
most hospitals admit them. They must have 
had at least two years high school education. 
The Hospital gives a three years' course, affiliat- 
ing with those of adult hospitals to meet the re- 
quirements of the State Board, which qualify 
them to do general nursing and to specialize on 
Children. This includes three months Social 
Service or Public Health Nursing. 


All these professions are well paid; while the 
need for Trained Nurses for Children is especial- 
ly great. Child welfare is the great movement 
of modern times. It is making the care of chil- 
dren better understood. This increases the de- 
mand for Trained Nurses from the Children's 
Hospital more and more, in private, public health 
and institutional work. То supply the demand 
we need an increasing number of Candidates for 
the Training School. 


The care of the sick is a noble profession. It 
was Dr. Thayer, of Johns Hopkins, who said: 
"Nursing is a part of the Medical Profession. 
А nurse is the physician's right hand." This is 
high tribute from one who knows. Would you 
like to join that noble army of Mercy, that you 
too may be called blessed? 


For special information, for details and ex- 
planations in regard to any of the above matters, 
apply to the Superintendent of the Training 
School. Classes after January 15th will begin 
April 15th and September 15th.

Definitions. 


From that Standard Volume, William James Mil- 
ler's "American Church Dictionary and Cyclopedia," 
I quote the following definitions: 


(a) Diocese— The territorial limits of a Bishop's 
jurisdiction. 


(b) Convention—A name used in the United 
States for a Council of the Church. 


(с) Diocesan Convention— The annual gathering 
of the Bishop, Clergy and People of the Diocese. 


(d) Deputation—The Bishop and Clergy repre- 
sent their own order and the people are represented 
by Delegates elected by the various Parishes. 


(e) Purpose—To review the work of the past year 
and to make provision for the work of the year 
following. 


Preface. 


The Diocese of Pennsylvania comprises the five 
counties of Philadelphia, Chester, Delaware, Mont- 
gomery and Bucks. Its area is 2119 square miles. 
Its population (census of 1910) is 7,655,000. In it, 
there are—of the Episcopal Church—one Bishop, 
one Bishop Suffragan, 307 Clergy, 188 Parishes and 
Missions and 60,143 Communicants. That is, it em- 
braces about seven-tenths of one per cent. of the 
population. 


The Jast Annual Convention—that of 1919— уаз 
the one hundred and thirty-fifth in order since the 
date of the adoption of the Act of Association, on 
May 24th, 1785. Subsequently, four excisions have 
been made of territory from that diocese whose out- 
lines were at first coterminus with the boundary lines 
of the state. Each of these now has, of its own, a 
Constitution, a Bishop and a See City. They are 
Pittsburgh, Bethlehem, Harrisburg and Erie. This 
oldest Diocese still goes by the name of the state, 
although a better nomenclature would be “Тһе 
Diocese of Philadelphia." i 

In that Convention of last May, as in all preceding 
ones, the membership was composed of clergymen 
and. laymen. The former sit by virtue of their 
"Titles;" the latter only represent the parishes “іп 


union with the Convention." Each Clergyman is' 


entitled to one vote. Each Parish, regardless of its 
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size, has the right to send three lay delegates. Тһе 
Lay Degelation from each Parish possess the right 
to one vote and no more. All these arrangements are 
provided for in the Constitution. ң 


In that last Convention there were—as reported 
by the Secretary—234 Clergy entitled to vote; there 
were 135 Parishes entitled to send lay delegates. This 
means a possible 405 lay delegates; it means a pos- 
sible 540 members in all Тһе attendance of one 
group of these members is a right; that of the other 
is a privilege. I quote, from the Constitution, parts 
each of two sections of Article IV: 


"Every Clergyman of the Church, of whatever or- 
der, being a settled Minister of some Parish within 
this Diocese, or being a president, professor, tutor 
of instructor in some college, academy or seminary 
of learning, incorporated by law, or being a mis- 
sionary shall be entitled to a seat and 
vote in the Convention." 


"Each regularly established Protestant Episcopal 
Church in this Diocese, now a member, or which 
shall hereafter be admitted a member of the Con- 
vention, may send to the Convention a Lay Deputy 
or Deputies, not exceeding three in number, to be 
elected by the Vestry of said Church." 


Notice. ‘They may do this; they do not have to. 
Тһе provision is optional; the action is not obliga- 
tory. A Parish may or may not elect to be in union 
with the Convention at all. Their status would not 
differ as a Parish; nor would their action one way 
or the other alter or affect in any wise the right 
of their rector to a seat and a vote in this or any 
other Council of the Church. 


Introduction. 


With these definitions, with this brief. description 
and with these delimitations, I press now to an 
inquiry: What's the Matter with our Diocesan Con- 
vention? It is plain that something is the matter. 
From the most important to the humblest member, 
I have heard lament of its futility. We have all ex- 
perienced and we have all expressed this. We have 
known its boredom; we have chaffed under its 
tedium: we have suffered ennui at its protraction; we 
have been ashamed of its discussions; we have been 
wearied by its vacuity. 


Speaking for myself—and yet I know I speak for 
some of you—it takes me a month every year to get 
over the mental prostration, the emotional depres- 


‘sion and the spiritual reaction of one of these meet- 


ings. Гог my own part, I have chosen, and deliber- 
ately, to be rather an onlooker than a participant. 
So have many of yov, to a marked extent. We have 
not been often asked for counsel or advice; and so 
we have not given any. We have held small office, 
either by election or appointment. That is an ad- 
vantage, when one comes to write descriptively. One 
can speak without fear and without reproach.. 
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I say there are many who feel the same way. 
Recently, I have been struck by the outspoken senti- 
ment upon this point in many quarters. You may 
easily recall expressions—of your own and others. 
I remind you also of some movements, within the 
past year that are significant. / The convoking, by 
the Bishop, of those Seventy Laymen; the attempt, 
last year, at a resuscitation of the Clerical Brother- 
hood; the spontaneous assembling, last fall, of the 
so-called Dozen Clergy; the unallied, the excellent 
but independent, work of the War Commission; the 
proceeding without counsel in Convention in such 
matters as the Every Member Canvass of last winter, 
the Victory Festival last spring, the  Diocesan 
Church, and now the project for a Cathedral on the 
Boulevard—these are illustrations of the point I em- 
phasize. While, the above entirely apart, the body 
itself, at its latest May meeting, has confessed its 
helplessness and hopelessness of getting things ef- 
fectually done by the established method and has 
passed the Canon providing for an Executive Com- 
‘mittee, or a Council of Advice, (I quote): "To do 
the work of the Convention between meetings of the 
Convention." 


just what is the matter with the Convention it- 
сей? То forecast some things I want to say, I use 
alliteration. These four points are not the points 
of my argument; but the words may fix the subject 
matter of that argument in mind. I am thinking 
of its personnel, of its purpose, of its problems and 
of its procedure. I would state my outline some- 
what differently: first, What the Convention is; sec- 
ondly, What it ought to be; and thirdly, What it 
ought to do. 


I. As it is at present. 


То depict the present form of meeting is not easy. 
The equation is too personal; the aspects are too 
multiple. The point is that they strike as ludicrous 
the casual observer. І remember one, a reporter 
new to the assignment, who a few years ago came 
several days in advance to ask some questions. He 
was serious, expectant and in earnest. Не was im- 
pressed with the importance of the task awaiting 
him. He had in his imagination a clear picture of 
what such a body ought to be and ought to do. 
The second day I ran across him. His remark was: 
“O, if I could only write up for some comic paper a 
description of this thing the way it actually is! 


Now, that is a serious commentary on the Church's 
failure to impress and to attract the men it most 
desires. The Church can afford to be criticised, but 
not to be laughed at. It can afford to be censured, 
but not to be ridiculed. It can make mistakes, but 
it cannot afford to blunder. It can afford to be 
wrong—wholly, flagrantly, utterly, earnestly wrong; 
but it cannot afford to be weak. Its debates might 
be those of strong men who disagree; its resolutions 
might be in the line of wrong enedavor; its repre- 
sentatives might not see eye to eye. But those de- 
bates ought to be on subjects that are worth atten- 
tion and those resolutions ought to be made with a 
firm intention back of them. At present, are they? 


When one summons up in retrospection that an- 
пиа! meeting, it is not an edifying spectacle. Тһе 
hour of the opening service arrives; but there is 
scant attendance. There will be two hundred may- 
be, of five hundred in all, at that hour's devotion; 
but punctuality, for the nonce, is not apparently a 


Christian virtue. I pass by this opening service. 
Adjudged by attendance, it is almost a meaningless 
ceremony. For the most part, those whom it is for 
must profit if at all by absent treatment. The offer- 
ing, which is for Missions, totals $57.00; and this 
from a body corporate who will vote $50,000 the 
same afternoon—of somebody else's money. 


Call to order brings the opening of the first busi- 
ness session, with its disputations, points of order, 
proposed canons, short-cuts, subterfuges and expedi- 
ents—devices all to save time, by those who waste 
time talking against time. Comes to mind the com- 
petent Presiding Officer, the patient seated. Suffra- 
gan, the vocative minority and the smeltering, the 
silent, vast majoritv. Comes the scrambling lunch- 
hour, and the smoke-fest that strews the side yard 
as with leaves in Vallambrosa. 


Call to order once more sets the same ball rolling. 
It has rolled for many years, and yet it has made 
only Sisyphean progress. There is tinkering with 
canons. Proponents volley and opponents thun- 
der. Preachers, instant in season, out of season, re- 
prove, rebuke, exhort. Report the tellers, raps the 
gavel, and the mill stops though the grist waits, as 
it will do for a half hour each of twelve times, to 
elect somebody to some little office. 


Again comes the call to order. In the vestibule is 
heard the inconsiderate guffaw. Throughout the 
chamber there is noisesome conversation. On the 
floor, the same few speakers talk repeatedly. 
Grouped on their chairs like fence-posts, sit the 
dosing buzzard-like reporters. In their seats, the 
delegates not hard of hearing listen inattentively. 
Division is called for; but, in the medley that re- 
sults, not half can vote intelligently. Matters of 
no moment are discussed interminably, while reports 
of prime importance are submitted by title. And 
this goes on for two days! 


Such is a fair portrayal of this picture in its pres- 
ent setting. But, to pass this and come down to 
business; how is that business transacted? Неге 
some human traits are dominant. I lament the 
presence of a mien too serious: the absence of a 
sense of humor. Does this sound surprising, in view 
of the frequent stirs to risibility? It ought not; for 
the thing that moves to mirth is frequently but 
ribaldry or flippancy. Real sense of humor Is a 
sense of right perspective. It consists in knowing 
what to throw in the waste basket. If this were 
had in possession, it would head off much long 
tedious discussion. Many foolish proposals would 
be laughed out of court. There is likewise verba 
mania on the part of certain—a few, but too many 
—who improve this as the only opportunity they 
have the year throughout to make a speech in pub- 
lic upon any subject. They ought to be allowed 
leave to print. 


But, worse than this, there is timidity. Now, tim- 
idity is not the same thing as cowardice. Coward- 
ice consists in being afraid of something else or 
somebody else. Timidity consists in being afraid 
of ourselves. We are hesitant, too hesitant, to un- 
dertake new ventures or embark on new lines of 
procedure; because, oh, well, just because. We are 
afraid, not of others so much as we are of each 
other. We are timid in being afraid of ourselves. 


Again, we have too much faith in the appointment 
of committees. There are few things that are sub- 
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stitutes for work; and this, I notice, can never be 
one of them. А few committees, now and then, 
will work; but some of them will not, and most of 
them cannot. They have not time. But, worse, 
they have not the machinery. By machinery, I 
refer to means and methods of assembling data, 
tabulating figures and of getting at important facts. 
This requires time and labor. It requires more time 
and new labor on the part of every successive com- 
mittee. Busy men have not time for this time-con- 
suming business. And, for this purpose, this whole 
Diocese has not enough equipment, enough expert 
paid assistance. Not in the Convention or out of it, 
for the work of the Diocese as such, is there a com- 
petent enough staff, expert, trained, or industrious, 
to serve the needs of one lone city parish. This 
should be provided. And it should be paid for 
: Dut I have not come to that. 


Lastly, under this main heading, I regret we are 
not logical as a, Convention. We are too emotional. 
We are too subject to a sudden whim. We are too 
susceptible to some catch phrase, are moved to vote 
Or to reverse a vote if someone makes a joke or 
turns a clever sentence. We have too small regard 
for jurisprudence. We have too shrinking confidence 
in orderly procedure. Too seldom do we stick to 
the high-road of hard constitutional precedent; too 
often we take to the woods. Тоо seldom do we 
plod to the end of a matter; too often we cut across 
lots. By subterfuge, make-shift and compromise, we 
think we have arrived. 


We are also prone to parody, in our proceed- 
ings, the least tried and least well tested theories, 
economic, social and political or other. I am think- 
ing of minimum wages, of Socialistic leveling of 
work required down to the standard of the weakest 
and of Income Tax procedure in the fixing of per- 
centages. Inside a few years, we will face the pro- 
posal for Woman Suffrage—and, if things go on as 
they are now, we will adopt it. After that, the deluge. 


Lastly, we do not commit ourselves to large 
enough endeavors. We do not confine ourselves to 
few enough of them. We take up too many matters, 
all too hastily, and jump from one thing to another. 
We deceive ourselves in thinking we are doing much 
because the things we try to do are many. We run 
around in circles, and these circles overlap. We all 
talk at once, but never think about the same thing 
at the same time. Instead of thinking and speaking 
and actine—and all in that order—we are like to 
nothing else so much as Kipling's Banderlog. 


You wiil notice I have used the first person plura' 
pronoun. T blame no one more than I indict myself 
—that is, ourselves. It is largely our fault. We 
Clergy present are among those who. are most at 
fault. Probably a score out of two hundred Clergy 
have the ear of half the membership of the entire 
Church the year throughout. Апа yet we are the 
ones who speak most seldom in the pseudo Council 
of trat Church. Why is this? 


In the first place, it is because there is so little 
worth speaking about. Regarding most subjects 
discussed, who cares? In the second place, however, 
it is because there is so little use to speak. We are 
too easily out-voted. With the present system of 
representation, what's the use? Іп the third place, 
we dislike the moil and toil of controversy, of debate 
and argument. This is temperamental. We do not 


enjoy pitting ourselves individually against those 
who are moved by mass psychology. 


Maybe these are valid reasons. But the most im- 
portant is a quite invalid one: we are oppressed with 
doubt, with pessimism, over the whole function in 
the future of the Convention as such. We share that 
sentiment of helplessness and hopelessness with 
those who passed the Canon on the Council of Ad- 
vice which abrogates that function almost utterly. 
Is this feeling legitimate? That is the question. And 
the question presses. Тһе issue is plain before us. 
Is the Convention worth saving? And can it be 
saved before it is too late? 


II. What it ought to be. 


I close my eyes and, as though in a vision, I be- 
hold the thing ideally. Тһе season is of cooler 
weather. Тһе luncheon is a memory. Тһе càucuses 
of which it was made the occasion are no longer 
necessary or convenient. Тһе assemblv is of Clergy- 
men and Laymen, as it always was and always must 
be. But the Clergy are men who have scarcely been 
outside their own cures during the whole year. They 
have staved at home and have been hard at work. 
The Laymen are the leaders in commercial, business 
and professional fields, not large alone but small. 
The point is, they are those who would be called 
if others were not chosen. 


The Standing Committee has been reconstructed. 
The Trustees of the Diocese are allowed to be real 
Trustees. The Committee on Canons is competent, 
as always; but they Hooverize over the Digest. The 
Treasurer of the Diocese is “Тһе” Treasurer—no 
longer one of twenty. The Chancellor, Church Advo- 
cate and Triers are only of blessed memory; for 
there has never been another trial: one was quite 
sufficient. The Sustentation Fund has swallowed up 
its rivals. And the Christmas Fund has been as for- 
tunately swallowed. The Publicity Committee never 
got anywhere. But the Committee on the State of 
the Church is a model. Its report even savors of 
truth. 


There is a contrast also in the tone and the de- 
meanor of those who engage in the debates. Boast- 
ing has been proven vain. Appeals to antiquity have 
lost their weight. The men who once were busy 
raising money are now giving money. Others too 
are here, mechanics, artisans and laborers, the poor 
among the rich, the wise among the merely learned. 
But the whole ensemble has a balance and propor- 
tion such as once was thought impossible. There 
are presidents of banks and railroads, deans of uni- 
versities and presidents of colleges, superintendents 
of our hospitals and teachers in our public schools. 
They might as well have been here alwavs. We have 
always had them in our membership. АП we have 
done was gather in and make use of what long had 
heen going to waste. 


These are they who now speak what was euphem- 
istically called then “The Mind of the Church.” They 
аге in^erested and they are alert. They аге as much 
so—for they are the same people—as they were in 
Liberty Loan Drives and Red Cross Campaigns, 
Charter Revision and Prison Reform, Y. М. С. A. 
and Charity Organization Society. Others speak, 
some less than formerly and all more to the point. 
There are only a few subjects discussed, not a multi- 
tude as there were once. Each problem is considered 
leisurely, and then decided finally. 
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The whole Missionary matter has become a vital 
one, but that almost entirely at the expense of old- 
time hortatory pleas, of exhortations and denunci- 
ations, and all with a kind of honesty and earnest- 
ness, with frankness and upon a ground of sanity 
and coinmon sense, that makes committees now long 
since bisbanded blush for shame to think how little 
they knew human nature. There is now and then a 
resolution passed regarding money; but all those 
who now resolve and resolute and vote know well 
that it is they who will have to go home and raise 
the money. 


III. What it ought to do. 


I guess I was dreaming. Now that I am awake, 
however, I can still believe in that kind of Conven- 
tion. I have come to my last main division: What 
it ought to do. АП I need say here is to amplify 
and illustrate a few of those points in the paragraphs 
preceding. 


In the first place, it is a business session and not 
a religious service. There would be no prayers, no 
sacraments, no preaching, no collection. There is 
place for these, elsewhere. Апа, as there is place 
for everything and everything ought to be in its 
place, so here these things are out of place. At pres- 
ent, they are either a pretense or they are not 
appreciated. 


In the second place, it is a convention primarily 
and not a legislature. It would conceive itself right- 
ly for just what it is and not deceive itself by think- 
ing it is something else. Its chief task is “Чо con- 
sider the state of the Church;" not to make laws 
regarding the ways of its clergy or the methods of 
its members. Аз it now bowls on, it errs in this 
matter continually. It passes laws which it has no 
earthly right to; which are not within its province. 


I know the answer to this. It is that, being an 
unincorporated body, the Convention can do any- 
thing it chooses. So it can. But it cannot coerce 
obedience. The trouble is there is no Supreme 
Court in the Church to which such actions can be 
brought for rulings upon their validity. What is the 
result? These actions are not reversed or repealed; 
they are just quietly disregarded. The reason for 
the need just mentioned is that we have a written 
constitution. This makes necessary a Judiciary to 
pass upon actions taken under it. There ought to be 
such a Supreme Court. The vocation of that Court 
would be, not so much to constrain or to compel, 
as at first thought might be supposed, but to declare 
wrong acts of legislation ultra vires. 


If the Convention could once get this clearly in 
mind, if it would thus conceive itself rightly, the 
effect upon it would be revolutionary. It would have 
regard for American Church Law. At least it would 
know there is such a thing. It would cease to com- 
mingle the functions, which are clear and well de- 
fined, the rights and duties, obligations апа ргіу- 
ileges, of Bishops, Priests and Laymen; Rectors, 
Wardens and Vestrymen; Diocese, Parish and Con- 


'gregation. A Convention having such right under- 


standing of itself would hold fast the distinction be- 
tween constitution and amendments. It would know 
the difference between a resolution and a canon. 
It would know the distinction between an assessment 
and an apportionment. It would know that Parish 
“Treasurers,” for contributions, are the Ministers 


who ask {ог Alms before the altar and that an 
Accounting Warden has to do alone with Church 
Expenses. 


Again, such a Convention would cease to talk—it 
woud refuse to think—in terms Diocesan, until it 
had first made a Diocese. In doing this, it would 
reverse a new prevailing method; it would change 
much current phraseology. It would urge, it would 
insist upon, the strengthening of Parishes, out of 
which alone a Diocese is made, and not create a 
Diocese on paper and expect unwarrantably that this 
can increase either communicants or contributions. 
There are no people belonging to a Diocese. People 
make up Congregations. It is in the Parish that a 
person is the unit. Parishes make up a Diocese. Of 
the Church in Pennsylvania, as a multiple, it is the 
several Protestant Episcopal Churches that are in- 
tegers. (See that "Act of Association," far above 
referred to.) This point is of prime importance. 


On the other hand, the Missionary Work as such 
is Diocesan only. Its accomplishment is the first 
and foremost task of the Diocesan. Therefore, such 
a right Convention would fix the responsibility for 
the whole Missionary Work upon the Bishops. It 
would disband so-called Central Committees, It 
would give the Bishops carte blanche in the framing 
of their policy. Then it would wait. But, while it 
waited, it would demand that there shall be a policy. 
In all matters of money—other than that for its 
own expenses, that is, for Episcopal and Convention 
Fund—such a Convention would ask first one ques- 
tion. Until that question is answered, it would ask 
—and it would answer—no other: Is the mission 
work now being done worth the money expended? 
If it is not, can it be made so? If it can, just how 
so? Tell us this and we will get the money. But 
do not tell us first to raise the money; for the people 
will not give it. 


Lastly, or almost so, I would recommend a new 
kind of consideration of the whole matter of money. 
A Budget and an Apportionment both appear simple. 
I remind you, however, that both, as things are now, 
are hedged about with difficulty. Тһе first presents 
an impossible problem; the second rests at the worst 
on an inequitable and at the best on an illogical 
basis. There is no use beginning with the problem 
of a Budget until you have cleared up some ques- 
tions that lie in the dim adumbral distance back of 
it There is no way of determining, for instance, 
what money some mission or other, not to say all 
of them, may need for their work; since that money 
comes to them from many sources. 


Some is given, naturally, by themselves. Some is 
given to them by their friends. In this last lies the 
worst confusion; because those friends are, in many 
cases, people—our parishioners—whom we asked in 
turn to ask all over again. Not receiving this money 
from them directly, we cannot gain credit for it in 
some Treasurer’s specific form of bookkeeping. 
Worst of all, so manv institutions for which it is 
proposed by Convention that offerings be asked 
have no relation to Convention. Thus the Diocese 
can have no part in the administration of those funds 
which it essays to raise. 


The subject of Apportionments I take up only to 
lay down. Some method ought to be devised— 
perhaps. But the amounts should be proportionate 
to something that is actual. It is an old adage that 
you can only compare things that are comparable. 
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To attempt to estimate a people's offering by their 
expenses 1s to proceed by the old fallacy in logic of 
an undivided middle. ІР again, you set expenses 
over against income, it is necessary to examine 
whence this income comes. Іп one parish that I 
know of, for example, two-thirds of it comes from 
interest оп an endowment. Is it proposed to divert 
this? Those who did so would be guilty of mal- 
feasance. The plain language of the Deed of Trust 
stands in the way: "Which income shall be used for 
the following uses and purposes, to wit 5 
and no other." 


Conclusion. 


I have done. In the foregoing, all my semi-mirth 
is one half sadness. These suggestions have been 
made in earnest. The times are out of joint. But 
those who would essay to set them right must first 


see what the troubles are. Then they must needs 
approach them with a knowledge of their size. 


This paper has been long; I only hope it has not 
seemed so. You may think it daring; but I trust 
you have not found it dull. You may criticise it; 
but I hope you will not compliment it. That would 
be an affectation on your part; for all its thoughts 
are yours as well as mine. Its conclusions only are 
my own. They lie before you for discussion. 


I have sat through fifteen years at home, and the 
Convention has flowed to and over and around me. 
I have had to see it. I have studied it and listened 
to comments upon it. These years past I have kept 
in one drawer a book and jotted down mixed mem- 
oranda from the conversations had upon this sub- 
ject. These pages are but syllabus and summary. 
This paper is made up from many comments I have 
heard from others—most of them from you who are 
here present. 


Do It Well 


One of the significant signs of the times 15 the 
evident disposition on the part of many workers 
to slight their tasks. It is not so much high 
wages as poor production that is keeping up the 
cost of living. This economic effect of thus 
lowering the standard of work is bad enough; 
but even more serious is the effect on the char- 
acter of the workers. 


No man can deliberately slight his task, or 
do other than his best, without losing his self- 
respect and lowering the whole tone of his char- 
acter. When a man boasts, as the rector heard 
one boast recently, that he 1s careful not to do 
too much for his employer, or that he and his 
fellows would do double the work if they were 
managing a business of their own, he is pronounc- 
ing a judgment on himself. Не is boasting of 
a thing of which he should be ashamed and is 
laying bare his own weaknesses. 


The words of Ruskin ring true: "If your fee 
is first with you and your work second, then fee 
is your master and the lord of all fee who is 
the Devil; but if your work is first with you and 
your fee second, then work is your master, and 
the lord of all work who is God." 


А man's work is what engages his manhood, 
to which he devotes the best hours of each day. 
If he does not do God's will in his daily task, 


and glorify him by doing it well, it will not help 
him to sing hymns on Sunday to his praise. Too 
many have thus divorced their work from their 
religion. The only way a Christian can regard 
his work is to strive to do it with absolute faith- 
fulness and to attain a degree of perfection that 
cannot be recognized or rewarded by man. 


Do it well, whate'er your duty, 

Make of it a thing of beauty; 
Though the task be mean and humble, 
Do it well and never grumble. 

In your toiling and your playing 

It's yourself that you're portraying. 

In the things you're called to do 
Daily life discovers you.

O Almighty God who hast knit together thine

First of all, it is important to realize—I have 
talked and talked of this until I hope it is under- 
stood—that there are two wholly different kinds of 
money here reported. Тһеге are, in this parish, two 
separate tasks of bookkeeping. This is because of 
the recognized necessity for keeping separate Church 
Income from Church Contributions and likewise 
Church Expenses from all moneys which go to the 
doing of Church Work. (Whether this last is in- 
side or outside the limits of the parish is in no wise 
relevant.) 

Accounting Warden's Figures 

Тһе first tabulation is that of the Accounting 
Warden, submitted by the bookkeeper who looks 
after all the bills and draws all corresponding 
checks. His accounts have all been audited by an- 
other. The Income here, it will be observed, is 
from two sources: Income on Endowment and 
Pew Rents; this latter may be subdivided into Pew 
Rents proper from those who make their payments 
semi-annually, mostly by check, totalling about 
$10,000; and Gallery Envelope Money, which comes 
from those who make their payments weekly in 
sums ranging from five to fifty cents, or in total 
from about two and a half to twenty-five dollars 
annually, amounting in all to about $2,000 a year. 

The outlay made by the Accounting Warden is 
for all salaries, expenses, repairs, supplies, etc., 
which equip, maintain and operate the Church, 
regardless of who it is operated for or why it oper- 
ates at all. After all this is done, when the way is 
thus provided and the means thus furnished, there, 
remains the question of what actual work the 
Church shall do and what contributions the people 
shall make toward the doing of all forms and man- 
ners of Good Works. Here is where the subject 
of Voluntary Offerings begins. All voluntary con- 
tributions are received by the Rector and all dis- 
bursements thereof made by him. That necessi- 
tates the second tabulation. Іп it, of course, no 
moneys are duplicated from the first. 


Several Separate Funds 


As a further detail, there is—in addition to the 
General Funds of the Church, and apart from the 
actual Gifts of the People—a little group of special 
funds. То be specific, these are five in number. 
The actual investments are held by the Corporation, 
but the income of each is administered by the Rec- 
tor. I refer to the St. Luke's Home Fund, the 
Lloyd Memorial Fund, the Barnes Memorial Fund, 
the nucleus of an Endowment for the Fresh Air 
Fund and the little separate Sunday School Legacy. 
I am sure the nature of all these is fully understood 
—uniess perchance it be the so-called St. Luke's 
Home Fund. 


I remind you that, some years ago, the property 
on Pine Street in which that institution was housed 
had to be sold. Тһе amount received was $14,000. 
We added to this the Separate Endowment for that 
institution, $6,000; added also another $1,000 legacy 
and still one further $1,000 of accrued income. We 
made the whole into one Trust Fund, which now 
produces about $900.00 a year income. Thus, in- 
stead of trying to house a few individuals in one 
place, we now dole this out monthly, in the form 
of little $5.00 pensions, to fifteen beneficiaries. This 
latter plan is far more economical and the people 
receiving the money are all made more happy 
thereby. 


Money Given Away 


When I speak from time to time of all money 
contributed at services being given away and not. 
used for ourselves, you will see what I mean from 
this long tabulation—unless it be at two points. 
First, there is some money reported as received ` 
specifically for the Printing of the Parish Helper. 
And. yet this. very work indeed is more for other 
people than for the benefit of our own parish, the 
proof being in the fact that, in one past year alone, 
аз many as 20,000 copies of the paper, of all months 
put together, were mailed to strangers or distributed 
in hotels and boarding houses, and especially were 
carried away from the vestibule of the Church by 
transients and visitors. 


Secondly, there has been throughout the past year ; 
the money contributed at Afternoon Services through 
the ordinary channel of a weekly offering. This, it . 
is true, has been kept in a separate fund and used 
for just those special features, in addition to our ` 
normal choir appropriation and other musical equip- !

1 
ask you to do this in order that, by mortifying 
our corrupt affections we may be buried with 
Him; and that through the grave and gate of 
death we may pass to our joyful resurrection , 
for His merits who died and was buried and 
who rose again for us.

New Interest Today 
-There are those today who say that they have 
penetrated this other world, that they have here 
and now communicated with the dead. Many 
of those who believe this cannot be called feeble- 
minded or fraudulent. But they may be mis- 


taken. Many persons have a reasonable certainty 


of survival after death; but this is not a scientific 
certainty. Тһе evidence, from the necessity of 
the case, awaits verification. It merely seems to 
them more in accordance with a rational scheme 
of things that men should survive death than that 
they should not survive it. 

This argument reminds us that belief in sur- 
vival and happiness after death is a consequence 
of belief in God and in God's justice. Christianity 
goes farther. It is this belief that is fortified by 
the Resurrection of Jesus Christ. Тһе belief of 
the first Christians in the Resurrection of Christ 
taught them that the Christian life is God's pur- 
pose; therefore it triumphs over death. Тһе 
Christian life, the life of one united to God's pur- 
pose, the life of one who does God's will, is eter- 
nal. That is the Christian faith. Other ways of 
life may survive death; but it is not certain that 
they will. The Christian way of life is the only 
real way of life; therefore, it is the only eternal 
way of life. Eternal life thus becomes a moral 
achievement. . 


If the important thing then be a certain way 
of life, of conduct, which is eternal because it is 
the Divine way of life, then death has a meaning 
It helps this way of life. Death 
seems to be essential for the education of man's 
spirit. The spirit of man, we know it well these 
years, has risen to its greatest height in the very 
presence of natural death. Thus we have the 
amazing paradox of Christianity that the highest 
revelation of God is a Man willingly dying on a 
Cross. This idea, this value, this necessity of 
death, for the moral life, is developed in a strik- 
ing way in an unfinished novel by Nathaniel Haw- 
thorne.

FARM NOTES 


Since the last Parish Helper the young people 
have brought to a climax the endeavor they set 
out upon at the party New Year's Eve to raise а 
fund, all by themselves, for alterations and im- 
provements at the Farm—beginning, of course, 
with the Swimming Pool and passing on to other 
things so far as money will provide. They took 
one month to do this. And they did it well, be- 
yond all question. They talked first of five hun- 
dred dollars, then of a thousand, then of two 
thousand. When all cards were given out and 
the date for their return arrived, the gratifying! 
result was that as many as 467 people individually 
used these cards to seek subscriptions all the 
way from ten cents to five dollars. The total, as 
elsewhere reported, is just barely short of $2500. 

This is perfectly fine. Everybody is proud 
and encouraged by it and all are made very happy. 
I anticipate a little later saying to the congrega- 
tion of their elders—because this was all done 
by the children and young people themselves— 
that they ought to match this. And І think you 
will. That is to say, I think when the time comes 
on in a couple of months to assemble our annual 
fund for the doing normally of the year’s Fresh 
Air Work, and for the further completion of all 
things we need, there will easily be that much 
more. If so, we will put everything in shape and 
have the Farm the way we want it permanently 
from this summer on and always.

Lent is the time when 
one feels all this most—feels also his short-com- 
ings the most keenly and regrets most deeply that 
he does not find more time to “call on people.”

Eight-hour Day 
In these days we hear much about the eight- 
hour day, of Saturday half-holiday, of early clos- 
ing of stores during the summer months, of in- 
numerable national and other holidays in the 
interest of the alleged down-trodden laboring man 
and that imaginary tired business man. But do 
we hear any such wide-spread movement in the 
interest of the ministers of our churches? Has 
it occurred to anyone to ask what the average 
minister's hours of labor are? 
Nearly every one else rests on Sunday; but 
Sunday, their day of rest, is the minister's hard- 
-est work day. Two sermons, or one sermon and 
a supposedly easier address are the usual stint for 
the average minister on Sunday ; i. e., an hour of 
speaking and three or four hours of conducting 
of services. You may not realize the physical 
and nervous strain that this involves; but it is 
there, nevertheless. And ministers feel it, many 
of them, at the conclusion of their twelve or four- 
teen-hour day, to the point of exhaustion. 


Which is Rest Day? 

Sunday, I have said, is the minister's hardest 
work day. Have you ever paused to consider 
which day in the week is the minister's rest day? 
There is a sort of fable that he takes Monday off. 
Does he? He does not. Is there any day in the 
week, any hour of the day or night for that mat-

ter when, if you were in distress and sent for the 
minister, he would not come? Has any one ever | 


heard the minister say: “I have worked my eight 


hours—or nine or even twelve or twenty hours— 


today, and therefore if I come I'll have to charge 


time and-a-half for overtime. If I don't I'll get 


in bad with the Union." 


It seems like unwonted levitv to ask such a | 
question. But it might be asked in dead serious- | 


ness. Because we know, when we pause to think, 
that the minister has no rest day. His working 
time is all the time. He must always hold himself 
subject, both night and day, Sunday and week- 
day, to the call of the lowliest as well as the 


wealthiest member of his flock. Не is, he must | 


be, the impartial servant of all. "Six days shalt 
thou labor and do all that thou hast to do" is a 
good commandment, but it is a poor injunction. It 


is good for him to preach, but it is hard, it is im- | 


possible, for him to practice. 


Work is Continous 


But worse than this constant treadmill is the - 
He can never | 


constant strain on his emotions. 
lock up his desk at the end of his day and go 
home and forget it. He has it always on his mind, 


He has, or ought to have, his work always on his ў 


heart. Business men and working men, when 


their day's work is done, leave their business: 


cares and responsibilities behind them as they 
enter the doors of their homes. But can the 
minister do this? 


Perhaps you think the minister is not in great 
demand because vou have never needed him. But 
that proves nothing for the ‘her hundred or five 
hundred or thousand meni „г< of his church. 
Rare are the homes, writes an average minister, 
to one of the religious papers, in which I have 
not stood bowed with grief; few are they, young 
or old, with whom I have not sat in counsel over 
sorrows, problems, pains and joys. The minister 
cannot advertise such things, and of twenty calls 
paid, the church, as a body, may not know even 
of one. 


Time Consuming Calls 
And have you ever thought of what the “calls” 


Ж the average minister mean in the expenditure 
f merest time and energy? Take a church of 
pree hundred families. More probably there are 
їх hundred addresses. The average minister 
дез to call on each—I don't say he does, that he 
as either the time or the energy—but his ideal 
= to call on each member or each family at least 
ce a year. Six hundred calls a year, lasting, 
ау, half an hour each, three hundred hours of 
alling, how many full days of eight hours each 
would be spent in talking with his parishioners 
mly once, each, every year, and all that suppos- 
ino he found them at home. But he does not, 
pmetimes not once in а half dozen times. There- 
ore how many times more must you multiply 
his? And if to this you add the time expended 
n going to and from the homes of his parishioners 
in average of half a mile each way, maybe a mile 
[ог the round trip, so to speak, he must walk six 
iundred miles, an average of two miles a day and 
then like as not walk it over again. Why, the 
postman has nothing on him. Expressed in days 
ef eight hours, he must spend, every year, twenty- 
ive entire days in merely walkin; the streets to 
see his parishioners. 
Consider bis Sermon 

Again, consider his sermons: one hundred and 
four on Sundays, fifty-two week-day or night 
addresses, one hundred and fifty-six in all, aver- 
aging half an hour each. Seventy-eight hours— 
early ten solid days of eight hours each—in the 
actual work of preaching! Of course you may 
this is harder to listen to. But that is not 
quite the point. You do not have to hear them 
АЙ. He has to speak them all. 
And now, how long does it take the average 
aninister to prepare his sermon? А previous 
speaker has quoted the Rev. Chas. M. Sheldon as 
saying that eight hours a day for six days in the 
week is barely time enough in which to prepare 
one good sermon. And when two good sermons 
are demanded, Dr. Sheldon adds, the requirement 
passes the bounds of the possible. Nevertheless, 
we know that the average minister has to do sa 
many impossible things, that I shall assume that 
three discourses are prepared with care each week, 
and not only one, as Dr. Sheldon computes. - 


The Labor of Writing 

The average sermon requiring thirty minutes 
to deliver has approximately five thousand words. 
Three such things a week would require fifteen 
thousand words. Тһе average minister's ideal is 
to write each sermon out on paper before deliv- 
ering it. Now listen. Merely to transcribe fif- 
teen thousand words, simply to copy them out of 
a book—without thinking, without preparation, 
without reference to the logical development of 
ideas or the niceties of style—would require, at 
twenty words to the minute, which is faster than 
the average man can write longhand, seven hun- 
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dred and fifty minutes—twelve and а half hours— 
over one and a half days out of each week for 
the purely mechanical, unintelligent, manual, la- 
borious part of preparing three sermons. 

Seventy-eight days out of every year with pen- 
cil or pen; seven hundred and eighty thousand 
words a year; the equivalent of twelve fair sized 
novels or other books, an average of one a month, 
think of it! And then ask yourself if it is pos- 
sible. And then consider that this is the ideal of 
the average minister; what he tries to do, what 
he would actually do if, as Dr. Sheldon says, he 
were superhuman! Do you wonder that he does 
not get it all done well? 

Time for Preparation 

But don't forget! This only refers to the 
mechanics of sermon-making. It ignores entirely 
the study and research and reflection necessary to 
the preparation of any sermon which can hope to 
benefit an average congregation. Allow only one 
day's preparation for each sermon, and three days 
of the week are gone in preparation, and one and 
a half in writing them, four and a half days, leav- 
ing only two and a half days, including Sunday, 
for all his other duties. And this is, of course, 
impossible. It would be impossible even if those 
"other" duties were light. But that is only the 
point where the time-consuming part of his work 
really begins. 

The Minister's Time-Card 

I have more than exhausted the time allotted 
to me, but I cannot conclude without giving you 
a fairly accurate estimate of how many days in 
the year, of eight hours each, the average minister 
works. І have assumed that his church has three 
hundred families; for a smaller or a larger field 
you can mentally divide or multiply my figures 
relating to calls and to many things else.

It will thus be seen that the average minister, 


on a minimum computation of the time required . 


in which to perform his great variety of duties, 
must work two hundred and eighteen days over- 
time, figuring eight hours to the day, if he is to 
indulge any hope of performing those duties ac- 
ceptably and well. He must work five hundred 
and eighty-three eight-hour days in all—or to 
get the work done in three hundred and sixty-five 
days, he would have to work eighteen hours a 
day and never take any hours to eat, or given an 
hour to each meal, he would have to spend twenty- 
four hours a day and never sleep, and that every 
day in the week, and then Sunday. 

Тһеп some dear good lady calls him on the tele- 
phone and invites: “If you haven't anything else 
to do, won't you come up to lunch?" Some vacu- 
ous person asks him: “What do you do for exer- 
cise?" Somebody else complains: "You never 
drop in for my afternoons at home. I am in every 
Wednesday." My dear madam! I am glad you 
are. I envy you. Exercise? I don't just feel 
the need of any—that is, any more than I have. 
Anything better to do? "There could be nothing 
better than to lunch with you; but I seldom lunch 
any where. I hardly even breakfast. 

I can not expect you to believe all this. As I 
check it up myself, it strained even my own 
credulity. But it is true of the average minister, 
at least of those who are physically, nervously 
and mentally able to bear the strain. Some may 
give less time to some of the objects I have enum- 


erated, and more to others. But if on the average - 


they give, in the aggregate, less time than I have 
specified, to all the objects named, their period 
of service with one church is likely to һе even 
less than the average that now prevails. 

Do you think that the average congregation 
begins to‘ appreciate the time and labor involved 
in fulfilling the duties of the average minister? 
Do you, even now? І am sure you do not; for 
the things I have mentioned are only conventional 
things. They are activities that people think of as 
consuming his time. I have not even mentioned 
those that constitute more than one-half—the 
major half—of his actual labors. For this outline 
envisions the work of that almost extinct minister 
-whose place of resort is a "study." That place is 
almost non-existent. Іп all city churches cer- 
tainly, it is an “office” instead. And that is an- 
other story. It is such a story that all the figures 
above would have to be doubled.

This excepts, of course, Com- 
munion Alms. We do all the above pursuant 
to the plan adopted and the wish expressed by 
those who, two years since, began the Nation- 
wide Campaign. Our compliance is complete. 
Our erstwhile List of Objects is abandoned. 


Three Special Funds. 


This means, among other things, that cer- 
tain such specific objects as the Christmas 
Bounty Fund, the Fresh Air Fund, even the 
Dorcas Society for that matter, have had to 
look to other methods and seek other times and 
ways than the conventional Sunday offerings. 
It is for this reason that, at just this season, I 
have had to write some letters in relation to 
the Christmas Fund especially. I need not 
tell you how I thank you for your generous 
response and good co-operation. It is too bad 
to do this just at a time when "Everybody's do- 
ing it.” But is there any other kind of time? 
The only refuge is for us to realize that the 
Church has its own peculiar claim and let, if 
must be, other matters wait. 


I would say the same thing—rather I will 
say it in another connection—with regard to 
the summer's contributions for improvements 
and for work at the Fresh Air Farm. You 
have been so good about this, and have shown 
such interest, that it is pleasant to report the 
summer's work at Broomall. It has been suc- 
cessful in a high degree. Тһе whole story is 
a long one. I doubt if it can be told com- 
pletely. Let it wait in any case until we come 
up to it in some other columns. Maybe we 
can make one job of it. 
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Advantage or Disadvantage? 


Christmas Day and New Year's Day, both 
coming as they do this year on Sunday, will 
present grave difficulty or unusual opportunity, 
depending upon how they are observed. I couid 
wish these days fell always on Sunday since 
that makes them, as they ought to be, more 
definitely holy days than holidays. They can- 
not and will not be so, however, unless they 
are so observed. ‘There is more reason, not 
less, for increased attendance at Church serv- 
ices. Poor indeed will be the reasons, and іп- 
adequate all the excuses, for not being at Holy 
Communion in pafticular on this first of the 
Church's so-called Days of Obligation. 


In regard to New Year's Day, there is a 
further point that gives me some anxiety. We 
will have, of course, as we have had for sev- 
eral years past, the big New Year's Eve Party 
and the Watch Night Service following it in 
church at midnight. Just how the clergy are 
going through this and then through the whole 
day on Sunday, beginning at 8 in the morn- 
ing and not being through until long after dark, 
is a problem. If they fail, it will be their fault 
more than your misfortune. Let that wait un- 
til the time comes. In the meantime, І go оп 
to speak thus in advance and outline the whole 
program for a whole week's doings. It will 
be a busy week and in part hectic; but not so 
for any two groups at one time—except again 
the clergy. 


Schedule for the Week. 


On Christmas Day, the services will be the 
Early Celebration—this іп church—at 8 
o'clock ; a second Celebration—this with Morn- 
ing Prayer and Sermon—at 11 o'clock, and the 
Christmas Carol Service at 4 o'clock. On New 
Years Day—that being first Sunday in the 
month as well—this same schedule will pre- 
vail, the 4 o'clock hour on that day being de- 
voted to a Repetition Carol Service. At both 
hours, no doubt, there will be many strangers.

Week-day Services. 


At the last meeting of the Altar Society we 
took up a subject and came to decision on a 
niatter which has long been vexatious. At 
least we have tried to do something. We will 
keep on trying until we discover whether any 
experiment will produce results. If it does not, 
we will naturally give it up. I refer to the 
observance, or rather the lack of it, to attend- 
ance, or rather the absence of it, at week-day, 
that is Saints’ Day, services іп the Chapel. Гог 
a long time the Calendar has been kept and 
these days observed with opportunity at least 
for those who want a week-day Celebration 
of the Holy Communion. Hardly anybody 
ever comes. It seems worth while, for this 
winter, to change the hour from 11 to 10 
o’clock. If that will help even a little, maybe it 
will help more to change later on to 9 o'clock. 
Tt is confessedly an experiment. 


I am not very sanguine of the success even 
of this new endeavor. I am glad and willing 
to do anything in this connection anybody 
wants. But I am not willing to hold any serv- 
ice, any hour of any day, merely for the sake 
of holding it. I am well aware that even this 
slight change may work confusion in the mat- 
ter of the long-established hour, 11 o'clock, of 
such services as those for instance on Thanks- 
giving Day and Christmas Day, АП Saints' 
Day and the more important of like kind. No 
change in them is contemplated. But, for the 
present, let us try the experiment on Saints' 
Days, when they fall on week-days of having 
the service at 10 o'clock instead of 11 o'clock. 
Maybe, at that hour, as now, nobody will come. 
Maybe nobody wants to come. Maybe there 
is no compelling reason why they ought to 
want to. I am not exhorting. І am only mak- 
ing an announcement. 


Name and Address Cards. 


We have had printed again—and are placing 
in the book racks of the pews in church—the 
familiar cards with blank spaces for name and 
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address of those who will desire this year to 
be added to our mailing list for notices, oc- 
casional announcements and forecasts of spe- 
cial services. It is gratifying to know that we 
already have more than 600 such names on this 
list. But every year there come to be new 
ones. They are persons not on any other 
lists, nor expected nor intended to be. I can 
hope this season that this number may be in- 
creased and substantially. 


I believe that by this time it is fully un- 
derstood why these addresses are desired and 
what purpose such a list is meant to serve. 
There is no intention of following these people 
up, circularizing them in any way or solicit- 
ing them for money. It commits no one 
to anything to sign these cards, mail them, 
place them in the alms basin or hand them to 
the sexton or an usher. It means merely that 
we print throughout the season a great many 
cards, announcements, etc, as well as the 
"Parish Helper," and that is all that the list is 
for. 


Display Window Cards. 


One other thing I hesitated a little to do and 
also hesitate here to speak of it. It is about 
placing in the vestibule for distribution also a 
few hundred of the window display cards an- 
nouncing our church services which we pre- 
pared a while ago and have distributed already 
by ourselves, almost a thousand. I speak of 
this only because on last Sunday, when I asked 
the people to, they carried home for use almost 
two hundred. Each card is accompanied with 
this brief letter of request. 


“I have had prepared a quantity of these 
cards for window display, in all sorts of places, 
in many parts of the city, from which people 
come long distances to these services. They 
are being put in stores, shops, homes, boarding 
houses, hotels and apartment house, doctors’ 
offices and nurses’ schools, libraries and wait- 
ing rooms—almost in every conceivable place. 
I know your interest in these services and in 
having them widely known and even more 
largely attended. It occurs to me that each 
one of us might be willing and glad to put up 
at least ONE in some suitable place. It would 
be a real service. Thank you.”

If you knew what it means to one read 
lessons or prayers, to the choir in the mi 
of the most pianissimo part of an anthem, 
one even who tries in his poor way to pre? 
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nursery men, to trim and prune the entire 
orchard and to set out seventy-five young fruit 
trees. Twenty-five more of the latter were 
donated later, so that we now have a fine 
growing orchard of 200 trees both big and lit- 
tle, old and new. We also built grape arbors, 
twenty-four vines, and are planning rhubarb 
and asparagus beds and a strawberry field. 


On another day, almost as early, came the 
gift of twelve large shapely Norway maples, 
planted by Mrs. Pepper’s gardener. This in 
conjunction with three automobile loads of 
plants and bulbs, from his greenhouse in Ger- 
mantown, by Mr. Moses Brown, to start a halt 
acre flower garden. These have since been 
added to. There is space still for anything 
that anybody wants to bring or send or plant 
another season. There is need also for hedges, 
vines, rose bushes, any or all kinds of shrub- 
bery that anybody wants to donate. 


On the coldest day in February, 1 kept tryst 
with Mr. Dickinson, good carpenter, genial 
philosopher. We located a place where he 
drew plans, brought the lumber and in short 
space built a stable. Then came on the canny 
services of Mr. Fox, our valued neighbor, who 
bought for us the two horses, Jim and Bob. 
These, with Harvey, earned the reputation 
later of being the hardest worked team all sum- 
mer in Delaware County. They are at it still, 
although all three of them will have to hiber- 
nate just about now for the three winter 
months. Horses also meant hay, harness, 
horsefeed—and all this meant money. But 
they have been worth it. 


On some other cold days, and some wet 
ones, Mr. Knight, an engineer of Day & Zim- 
merman’s, laid out, surveyed and made the 
contract for the dam and digging of the swim- 
ming hole.

April 23d: Terrific thunder storm. Mr. 
Conner struck while working in the field. Con- 
ner is our most obliging neighbor. Of all men 
he least deserves the vengeance of the ele- 
ments. If he ever counted up the number of 
things we borrowed, he would know how much 
we would have missed him. We still need 
him and still use him—use most everything 
he has. Later in the summer, there was near 
at hand another accident, this time a tragedy. 
It was caused by lightning which struck fatally 
our neighbor, Mr. Freeborn. He was a good 
man and much esteemed. The event was 
shocking to us all, not only for these reasons 
but because he was in our employ the very 
last day that he lived. Thunder storms in 
that region! I do not know the explanation, 
but I never saw the like. 


Another worker was Tony. I mean he is 
Tony. Rather what I mean is, that is what 
we call him. Nobody knows his name, only 
his nationality. Не is always available for 
anything nobody else can do, or rather will 
not keep on doing. We have found nothing 
yet he cannot do—except talk English. I de- 
cided I must learn Italian in order to give 
him directions; but some other matters press- 
ing more I gave it up. He works on, his own 
way, his own gait, sometimes accelerato and 
sometimes retardo. But he works hard and 
talks not at all. O, the rarity under the sun 
of that rare combination ! 


April 28th, I observe we had a party in the 
parish house, to hear report of all things up 
to date and outline schedule of events for 
summer now so close upon us with the first of 
May.

The date of opening formally the series of 
Sunday services in the orchard was June 19th. 
Mrs. Baseler and Mrs. Yarnall were good 
enough to render aid and everybody came. I 
mean to say, the attendance was 500. Тһе 
next Sunday, Mr. Matthews, Mr, Witzemann 
and Mr. Saylor came to help likewise. Апа 
so the Sundays were observed all through the 
season. Оп the closing Sunday, after Labor 
Day, came the entire choir. Attendance on 
those days, through thirteen weeks, averaged 
about 200. Attendance on the Saturdays 
throughout the corresponding space was 
maybe 100 a day. Counting three holiday pic- 
nics, the scattering groups at both ends of the 
season, mid-week parties on alternate Wednes- 
days of older people and children, keeping 
count of visitors who came and went mean- 
while, a score sometimes, two-score some 
weeks, the total is something like this: Six 
thousand round trips were made to the Farm 
from the city between the middle of June and 
the middle of September. I do not mean of 
course that many different people, but that 
many different trips by what I estimate at 
least 1000 individuals. 


It were easy to go on this way page upon 
page. In fact, I am only half through this 
diary. But I am almost two halves through 
the space allotted for report. I should tell you 
of the work we did—I mean the work they 
did—for there was a deal of it. A few groups, 
sometimes three boys, one time four girls, 
sometimes a dozen children, stayed a week 
each between Sundays. These were excep- 
tional times and privileged parties. This was 
not our chief endeavor. Sundays services and 
Saturdays outings were the chief effort. More 
people this year than last came of their own 
accord, on their own initiative, days in mid- 
week, came in little groups, on special parties, 
members of families, mothers and babies, tired 
out people in hot weather. АП this is as it 
should be. Тһе practice will grow, it ought 
to, year by year. 
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There were dances іп the barn Saturday 
nights. This suggests thanking Mr. Kyle and 
his orchestra. ‘hank too Leona for her serv- 
ices at the piano when needed. Mention also 
the kindness of our neighbor, Mr. Chomley- 
Jones, in coming any time we were in need on 
Sundays. Mention Charles Langley and his 
sociable Ford. And, of all good gifts, do not 
forget the best. This was the installation of 
a pipeless heater to make the whole house in- 
habitable through the winter, by Mr. W. E. 
Williams, aided by Harold and Nye. You 
will realize, won't you, what an important ad- 
junct this is—and is yet to be for many years. 


I spoke of the work both the girls and boys 
did. It was fine. Тһеу did everything, or 
helped, as gladly as laboriously, everything to 
fix up and improve the place. You ought to 
see it. If you have not, you just must. Or, 
if you saw it early, you will not now recognize 
it. There has been plowed and prepared, 
cleaned up and graded, rubbish burned and 
everything unsightly removed from, thirty-five 
of the forty-five acres. They cleared the fence 
rows, cut the briars, chopped down dead trees, 
tore up stumps and reduced refuse to ashes or 
firewood. We built a woodshed, cut and 
stored thirty cords of wood, made three hun- 
dred fence posts, and prepared for the work 
that came later by Mr. Long who, profession- 
ally engaged, has since built a complete new 
fence around every foot of the Farm. 


In addition, we have fenced in a ten-acre 
pasture lot for use next summer. This in- 
cludes the hillside, the woods and the stream. 
Here we plan to keep a cow, another horse, 
some pigs, some sheep, a pony shall we say, 
oh, a menagerie of beasts, including rabbits 
and another dog. It is no joke—or but few 
would think it so—to gather more than a round 
hundred two-horse wagonloads of loose stone 
off plowed ground in such hot weather as we 
had last August. Well, twenty boys did this. 
And that is only one example. 


I do not know that even this long story 
gives a picture of the place as was and 15. И 
it can excite even the curiosity of those who 
up to date have not been there, if it can induce 
them to make journey in the early spring and 
see, it will have served its purpose.
